Kukeric^ two neighbouring lllands on mo 
Weil Side of the Mouth ot Ganges, i lieie 
lllands abound alfo in tame Swine, wheic 
they are fold very cheap, for 1 have nought 
One and twenty good Hogs, between ycand oo 
Pound Weight each, for 17 Rupees, or 
Shillings Sm^Iing. Thofe Illanas fend forth 
dapo'erous Sand Banks, that are both nume- 
rous’ and large, and make the Navigation out 
and in to Hnghly River, both troublcfom 
and dangerous, and after we pafs thofe Iflands, 

in soing up the River, the Chanel foiy^Ship- 
indis on the Eail-fide, and feveral y^rceks 
run from the Chanel among a great Number 
of iflands, formed by Qiaerent CbaneiS of 
Gan(res, two of which are more remadtable 
than the reft, oM. Coxes and cWor II rands- 
tvherc great Ships were obligca to anchor 
to take *111 Part of their Cargoes, oecaufe fe- 
veral Places in the River are too fliallow for 
great Ships to pafs over, when their whole 

Cargoes are aboard. , r -rn 2 

H ERE are no Inhabitants on thofe Hands, 

for they are fo peftered with Tigers, that 
there could be no Security for human Crea- 
tures to dwell on them ; nay, it is even dan- 
serous to tod on them, of for Boms to an- 
chor near them, for in the Night they have 
■ fwimmed to Boats at Anchor, and carried

\ The firfi; fafe anchoring Place \n the Pa- 
ver, is off the Mouth of a River about twelve 
Leagues above Sago'r, commonly known by- 
the Name of Rogues River, which had that 
Appellation from fome Banditti B ortugueze^ 
who were Followers of Sultan Stij ah j when. 
Emirjemal, Aurengzeb'iQc^v^^t'A-i drove that 
unfortunate Prince out of his Province of 
Benaak for thofe Bdrtngueze having no W ay 
to iubfift, after their Mailer’s Flight to the 
Kingdom of Arackan, betook themfelves to 
Piracy among the I{lands,at the Mouth o^Gan~> 
aes, and that River having Communication.- 
with all the Ghnnels from Xatigain to the 
weftward, fi'ora this River they ufed to fally^ 
out, and co.m.mit Depredations on thofe that 
traded in the River of Hnghly. , ' . . 

A B o u T 5 Leagues farther up, on the W pit ’ 
Side of the River ot, Hnghly, is another 
Branch of the Gangesy^ called Ganga^ it is broa- 
der than that of Hnghly, but much iliallowei, 
and more incumbred with Sand Banks ; a 
little below the Mouth of it the Hanes have a 
thatcht Houfe, but - for what Reafons they 
kept an Houfe there, I never could learn. 

Along the ‘Pviver . of Hnghly there' are 
many fmall Villages and . Farms, interfperil 
in thofe large Plains, but .the, firtt of any

CvAculU has a large dee^ River that 
rims to the eaftward, and fo hasye'y;//.'?/'<f;?<?, 
iiiid on the Weil Side there is o. l\hci 
runs by the Back of TIpghly Ifland, v. Ihch 
leads up to Rt^diikigu'/'-, famous for manufadtu- 
Ting Cotton Cloth, and Silk RpmaaU,^ or 
|•'la^dkci■chicfs. Bttjpuud'r'i and ‘T'/'eJindh ot 
Gorgat and Cott'i'ongf^tc. on that River, which 
produce the greatcii Quantities of the bcu 
Sugars in Bengal. ■ ' _ _ „ 

A little higher up on the iiaft Side or 
HngJ-dy Riveiy is Ronjelly, a Village where 
a Corn Mart is kept once or twice in a 
TlVek, it exports more Rice than any Place 
on this River and five Lcagnes farther up 
on the other Side, is 7 anna Fort, built to 
Dt'otedi the Trade of the River, at a ‘Plate 
convenient enough,' where it is not above 
Half a Mile from Shore to Slmre,but it nc- 
v'er was of much Ufe ; for in Anno idoC 
when the Englip Company quarrelled witii 
the Mogiik the 'Company had feveral great 
Ships at Hnghly^' aVidi this Fort was mannea 
in order to hinder ■ their Palfage down the 
River. ' One do Gun Ship approaching pretty 
near the'Tort, faluted it With -a Broad-fide, 
Y/hich fo 'frightned the Governor, atid lus 
MynnidonS;) th?dth^y defer ted then cua. 
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and left their’ Cattle to. be plundred by the 
EnglfjJ) Seamen. About a League farther 
up on the other Side of .the River, is Gp- 
•vernapore, where there is a. little Pyramid 
built for a. Land-mark, to confine the. Com- 
pany’s Colony of Calctitid, or Fort William. 
On that Side, and about a League farther up^ 
itands 'Fort William. , /■ 

The fettled there about the .Year 

1(^90, after ; the Mogul had pardoned all , the 
Robberies, and Murders Gommltted on his 
Subjects. -Mr. Job Channock .being then the 
Company’s Agent m ' Bengal, he had Liberty 
to fettle an Emporium in any Fart bn“*the 
River’s Side below Hugloly, and for the fake 
of a large fliaddy Tree chofe that Place, tho’ 
lie. could .not have chofen' a more unhealth- 
fi.1l Place on all the River.';’ for three Miles 
to the North-eaftvvard, is a Salt-water Lake, 
that overflows in September 2X\.di. Q Bober, 
then prodigious" Numbers of Fifii refort thi- 
ther, but in November and B)ecember 
the Floods arc diffipated, thofe Fiflies -are 
left dry, .and withrtheir .Patrefaaion .afiefi" 
the Air with. thick ffinking Vapours, 'Which 
the North-eail Winds bring with them 'to 
Rort Willianh that they caufe a yearly-. Mor-. 
tality. One Y ear. I was there, and there were 
reckoned hi'- Mugnjl about ' EngUJh, 

fome Military,' fome Servants to tfie Compa- 
ny, fome private .Merchants refiding in .the 
Town, and fome Seamen belonging to SIup- 
pihg lying at .the Town, and. before the Be- 
ginning of Janud'ry. fiiere were fo.u.r 
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dred and fixty Burials rcgifeed in the Clerlds 
Book of Mortality. 

Mr. Channock choofmg the Ground of 
the Colony, where it now is, reigned more 
abfolute than a Rajahs only he wanted much 
of their ' Humanity, for when any poor 
ignorant Native tranfgrelTed his L.aws, they 
were fure to undergo a fevere Whipping for 
a Penalty, and the Execution was generally 
done when he was at Dinner, fo near his 
Dining-room that ' the Grones and Cries of 
the poor Delinquent ferved him for hlu- 
fick. 

The Country about being overfpread with 
R Cufom of Wives burning with 

their deceafed Husbands, is alfo praflifed 
here. Before the MoguPs "War, Mr. Cb^imoch 
went one Time with, his ordinary Guard of 
Soldiers, to fee a young V.ndow aft that tra- 
gical Cataftrophe, but he was fo fmitten with 
the Widow’s Beauty, that he fent his Guards 
to take her by Force from her Executioners, 
and condufted her to his own Lodgings. 
They lived lovingly many Years, and had 
feveral Children, at length ilie died, after 
lie bad fettled in Cakntta, but inllead of con- 
verting her to Chrijlifinity, flie made him a 
Profelyte 'to Raganifut, and the only Part of 
ChrlJiianHy that was remarkable in him, was 
burying her decently, and he built a Tomb 
pver her, where all 'his Life after her Death, 
be kept the anhiverfary Day of her Death by 
facrificing a Cock on her Tomb,- after the 
Manner ; this was and is the common 

.cs-.- , .. - . - . - ■ 
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Report, and I have been credibly inforrned, 
both by Chrijiians and ' T^agans-y ,who lived 
at Calcutta under his Agency, that the Sto- 
ry was really true Matter of Fa^f. 

<• Fort William was built an irregular 
Tetragon, of Brick andMorter, called Tiic- 
kah-y which is a Compofition of Brick-rdufl, 
Lime, Malaffes, and cut Hemp, and when 
it comes to be dry, is as hard and , tougher 
than firm Stone ;or Brick, and the Town 
was built without Order, as the/ Builders 
thought moft convenient for their, own Af- 
fairs, every one taking in what Ground beft 
pleafed them for Gardening,, fo that in moft 
Houfes youmuft pafs "through a Garden into 
, the Houfe, the Englijh building near the 
” River’s Side, and, the Natives within Land. 

The Agency continued till the Year lyoy. 
that the old and new Companies united, and 
then it became a fplit Government, the old 
. and new Companies Servants governing 
Week about, which made it more anarchical 
than regular. Sir, Edward Littleton 
Agent and Conful for the new Company at 
Hugbly^ when this Union of the Companies 
was made, and then he was ordered to re- 
rnove his Faftory lo Calcutta^ and being of 
an indolent Difpofitipn, had let his Accounts 
with the Company run behind. He was fur 
fpended, but lived at Calcutta till 1707. that 
he died there ; he was the only Prefident or 
Precedent in theCompany’s.Service, thadoft 
.an Eftate of' 700,- Pound s/«’ Annum in fo 
profitable a Po.ft in then* Service,

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This cloiiKic-hcnflcn Govcrnmcnl' conti" 
iiucd in Calcutta^ till j/vw.f.ry 
Mr. W'ddoi: arrived with iltc Compnny’r Com- 
iniflioii to fettle it at Bcr.’dhty -and horl .St. 
Gcoryi^(\ which were under the Mnnr.gcnvenr 
of a Governor end Council, which mole oi 
the Direction in took to be a be t ter 

W^i.y to promote their revn Creatures, a? vrc;l 
as their own Inlcrcll. His Term ot governing 
V, ns very lliorr, and he took as lliort a ay 
to be enriched by it, by harafiing the i co- 
p:c to fill his Coffers. There was one fingu- 
iar Tnfinnee of it. A poor Seantan had got a 
pretty diJi'Jiic'c Wife, a little inclined to Lewd- 
nefs in her Husband’s Abfcncc. She enter- 
tained two Armrrdans, who were like to 
cuiarrcl about fiiaring her kAvours, which co- 
ining to the Governor’s Ears, he rcornnaed- 
edthem: However, by me fa'ong Pertwa- 
fiion of yoo Rupees paid in hand by one ot 
them, he awarded him to have the foie Riglir 
to her, and he carried her to ana 

brage'd openly wliat liis Purchafe had coir 
him, to the great Credit and Praiic oi the 
Governor ; and when die poor Husband re- 
turned, he was forced to fubmit to lofe h's 
IMare, under the Pain of Flagcll.uion y A ct 
he was very fliy in taking Bribes, rci'crring 
thofe honefi Folks, who traiiick’d .that V, any 
to the Difcrciion of his Wife and Daughter, 
to make the befi: Bargain they- could^ about 
the Sum to be paid, and to pay the Money 
into their Hands. I could give many Infian- 
ces of the Force of Bribery, both here and, 

■ . elfc- 
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elfewhere in' Indian but am loth to ruffle- the 
Skin of old 'Sores. ■ 

About fifty Yards from Fort William^ 
ftands the Church built by the pious Charity 
of Merchants .refiding there, 'and the C'/jri- 
Jliau Benevolence of Sea-fariiig Men, -wliofe 
•Affairs 'call them to" trade there ; but Mini-r 
fiers of the Cofpel being fubjeftto' Mor’tali- 
ty, very often young' Merchants are obliged, 
to officiate, and'liavfe a Salary of 50 L.j^er 
'Annum 'added to what the Company allows 
them, for' their Pains’ in' reading Prayers and 
Sermons on Sundays. ' ; " 

T H E ' Governor’s' Houfe, in the Fort, is 
the ;beff and mofl regular Piece of Archite- 
fture that I. ever India. A^^^ there 

are many convenient Lodgings for Faffoi's 
arid Writers,. '\vi thin the’ Fort, and fome 
Store-houfes for the Company’s .Goods, arid 
the 'Magazines for tlfeir Ammunition. ■ 

The Company has a pretty ' good Hofpi- 
tal at Calmtta^^ where - luany go in td un- 
dergo the Penance of P,hyfick, but few come 
but to give Account of its Operation.' ' The 
Company has alfo a pretty -good Garden, 
that furniflies the' Governor’s, Table tvitli 
Herbage and Fruits; and. fome Filli-ponds 
to ferve his Kitchin with gopd Carp, Gal-' 
kops and Mullet. 

'' Mo ST of the Inhabitants of Calcutta that 
inake any tolerable-' Figure,',. have the fame 
Advantages ; and all Sorts of- Proyifions, 
both wild aiid tarrie,. being plentifiil, good' 
and cheap, 'as well as Clothing,' make the 
i" V. .• ■ V,.- • -Coun-^ 
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Country very n/Trccablc, notwiilifl’andiny the 
above mciuioncd Inconvcnicncics that attend 
it. 

On the other Side of the River arc Docks 
made for repairing and fitting their Ships 
Bottoms, and a pretty good Garden belong- 
ing to the Armenians^ that had been a better 
Place to have built their Fort and Town in, 
for many Rcafons. One is, that,- y.’hcrc it 
now llands, the Aftcirnoon’s Siui iS' lull in 
the Fronts of the Houfes, and Ihine;^ hot on 
tlie Streets, that are -both- above and below 
tlie Fort, the Sun would have lent its hot 
Rays on the Back of the Houfes, and the 
Fronts had been a good Shade for tlie Strccts, 

Most Gentlemen and Ladies in 
live both fplendidly and pleafantly, the Foje- 
uoons being dedicated to Bufncls, and after 
Dinner to "Reft, and in the Evening to re- 
create themfelves in Chaifes or l^aUinltvis in 
the Fields, or to Gardens, or by V'/atcr in 
their Bndgeroes^ which is a convenient Boat* 
that goes fwiftly with the Force of Oars ; 
and, on the River, fometimes there is the 
Diverfion of Fifiing or Fowling, or botl'i : 
and, before Night, they make friendly \'i- 
lits to one another, when Pride or Conten- 
tion do not fpoil Society, which too often 
they do among the Ladies, as Difeord and 
Faiftion do among the Men. And altho’ 
■ the confeript Fathers of the Colony difagrcc 
in many Points “among themfelves, yet they 
all agree in opprefting '.Strangers, who are 
^^onfigned to them, not fuffering them to buy 
’ ' Of 
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6y fell their Good's'at the moll advantageous' 
Markets, but of the' Governor and his Coun- 
cil, who fix their own Prices, high or low, as 
fcemeth beft to their' Wifdom and Difcreti- 
on : And it is a Crime hardly pardonable for 
a private Merchant to go to Hughly^ to in- 
form himfelf of the current Prices of Goods, 
altho’ . the Liberty of buying and .'felling is 
mtirely taken from him before: 

■ The Garifom'of Fort generally 

confifts of ^ or 309 :S 61 diers, more for to 
convey their Fleet' from Tdtaiia^ with the' 
Company’s Saltpetre, and Piece Goods, ravV 
Silk and fome Ophium belonging to other 
. Merchants, than for the Defence of the Fort, 
for,- as the Company' -holds their-Golony in 
fie Tail of the Moguly .they need 'not be . a- 
fraid of any Enemies coming to dlfpolfels 
them.- And if they lliould, at any Time, 
quarrel again with the his prohibiting 

' his Subjefts to trade with the Company, 
would foon end the Quarrel. 

There are fome im'pertinent troublefom 
Rajahs, wlmfe Territories ly ' on'' the Banlts 
of the G^y^^f,.betwen,^P,^^^//^z and Cajfembu- 
zaar, who pretend a Tax on '.aU' Goods and 
Merchandize, that' pafs, by, 'or through their 
' Dominions on tlie-River, and often raife For- 
ces to compel Payment; but Tome Forces 
from Fort W^illiapj- in Boats, generally clear 
the Paliage, tho’ I have known Tome of our 
' Men killed in the Skirmilhei ’ ' • , 

' '-'In Calcutta all Religions ‘are freely tolera- 

ted, but the Tresbyterian'y arid that they 
V . - . brow-2 
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brow-beat. The ‘Pr.ji^nns carry their Idols in 
Proceffion thro’ the Town. The Ceiho^ 

licks have their Churchy to lodge their Idols 
in, and the MdhoTtictd'i is not oifcountcnanc- 
ed ; but there are noPolemicks, except what 
are between our High-church hJen ana our 
loWy or between the Governor’s Party and o- 
ther private Merchants on Points of 1 rade. 

The Colony has very little Manuftctoiy 
of its own, for the Government being pret- 
ty arbitrary, difeourages Ingenuity and lndu~ 
ilry in the Populace ; for, bv tip \\ eight of 
the Company’s Authority, it a Native Nian- 
ces to difoblige one of the Upper-houfe, he 
is liable to arbitrary Punifliment, eitipr by 
Fine, imprifonraent or corporal Siifterings. I 
r^iHll o'ive -one Inflance, out ofman}-; tliat 1 
knew^ of the Injufticc of a Governor of the 
double-headed Government in Anno 170C 

There was. one Captain A lalter 

of a Ship, who took up about yoo A. on 
fpondentid from Mr. RA-A Sheldon one ot 
the Governors, on a "S' oyage to Rerjidi pay- 
able at his Return to Bengal. Tcrrin hav- 
iiw difpatched his Affairs in Tp/'? .loaner 
than he cxpedled, called at Goa^ in his \\'ay 
Home, and bought a d’?/r/7?-built^Ship very 
cheap, and carried her to Calecui.s and toCi,. 
in a Quantity of Pepper for the BengalM'ix- 
ket ; and having brought in his other Ship, 
good Store of Berjic Wines, called at fort 
St. Geof'ge to difpofe of what he could there, 
but finding no Encouragement from that 
Market, carried it to .Bengal. On’his Arri- 
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val he complimented Mr. ^Sbeldoj?. with the 
ofer of his Pepper and Wine, but he decli- 
ned meddling with that .Bargain, farther than 
with as much of the Pepper, at the current 
■Price, as would balance his Account ofPnii- 
cipal and refpondenm. . Accordingly "Perrm 
delivered fo, much Pepper, and, oh the De- 
livery, required his Bond up, but the Go- 
vernor told him, that he being a Fellow 
troubled with the Spirit of iriteiippping in 
. buying Goods j and taking Freights where 
he could bell: get them, he would keep that 
■Bond as a Curb on him, that he /lliould not 
fpoil his' Markets for the future.- ' VooxTer -^ . 
•Tin ufed all his Rhetorick to get his Bond 
up, but to no Purpofe ; and the Governor 
moreover gave his Wine a bad Name, fo 
that he could, not difpofe of that either, and 
all ‘.this; Oppreffion was in order to flraiten 
himj that he might be obliged- to fell his 
new purchafed Ship, at a low Price, to him 
and his AlTociates, which, at laft, he was ob- 
liged to do,- holding a, Quarter Part in his 
own Hands, to fecure the Commano. of her 
.to himfelf, which, after all,, he could hardly 
do. ^evviu made his Complaint to me, but 
i was in' no Condition .'to amfl him, becaufe 
I, ha-ving three or four large Ships at Bengal^ 
•was reckoned a. Criminal guilty of that un- 
pardonable Sin of Interlopping; 'however, I 
advifed to comply with, his inexor- 

, able' Matter, on any. Terms .of Agreement 
whatfoever, ■ which he endeavoured to do, 
;that he might, at leaft, .keep the Command 
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of his Ship, -where he was fo much concerm' 
ed, and had hardly done it, but by Aca- 
dent. One Day meeting me on the Green 
near the Fort, lie ftopt me to relate ms 
-Grievances, and begged, that, if he was tin " 
ned out of his own Sjiip, he might have an 
Smplby in one of mine, which I promiied 

he iliould. , 

Sheldoji efpied us, out of a Windoty, Jiol- 
ding a long Confabulation, and being impati- 
ent to knovv about what, fent a Servant to 
call iPmv;/, and he, obeying the Sunimons, 
was interrogated about what our Difeourfe , 
was; and he told the Promife I had made 
him. Sheldoji- told him,- that lie was as cap^ 
able to employ him; as I could be. Tcrrm 
anfwcred, that he knew- that^ but wiihed 
that he would be as willing too ; fo Sbeldou- 
promifed that he flioiild command his own 

Ship to Terjia-. i 

But the Wine dill lay unfoldj_ tho’ it was : 
•fcarce then in Bengal ; but the Name that it 
got, firft at Fort St. George^ and afterward ; 
in Fort JVilliam, Fuck fo fall to it, that none 
of it would go oil at any Price, fo I adyiicd 
him- to carry it off in the Night, in my Boats, 
on board of one of my .Ships, and I would 
try if I could ferve him in felling it, which , 
accordingly he did, and two Gentlemen of 
the -Council, being that Seafon bound for

Every one begged that I 
would {pare thenifome Cheftsj which I con- 
defcended to do as a Favour, and* next Day 
fent them what they wanted, at^ double the 
Price die Owner demanded for it, while he 
liadit, and fo got off above lioChefts, udiich 
enabled Mv. Terrm to fadsfy- moft of his 

: Sheldon provided a Stock and Freight for 
Terrin to Berjla, and -put -on board fome, 
rotten long Pepper,- that he could difpofe;of 
no other W ay^ and fome damaged Gunnies^ 
wliieh are much in Ufe in Berjla for embal.- 
ing Goods, when they - are good ih their 
Kind ; but, nolens volens, B-errin -mult take 
them,' and fign Bills of loading for good 
well conditioned Goods; and y^t; after he 
Was ready to be 'had been itoptj if he 
could not raife the SUni of iyoo Rupees, to' 
•difeharge a Bill,- that, at -that Time-i; becain^e 
due, and was indorfed to Sheldon.. -I alio'

\rho detained them- feveral Years, denying 
that ever he had any, till Governor 
came to the Government of Bc 7 >;brry 
-and then he made a lame Account. I have 
been fo prolix and particular in this Stor5'7 
that it may form an Idea of the Deforraity 
and difmal Image of Tyranny and Villany fup- 
ported by a Power, that neither divine nor 
human Laws have Force enough to bridle 
or reflrain. 

The Company’s Colony is limited by a 
Land-mark at Govermpore, and another near 
Eai'Uf’giil^ about fix Miles diftant ; and the 
Salt-water Lake bounds it on the Land Side, 
It may contain, in all, about lo or licco 
Souls’; and the Company’s Revenues _ are 
pretty good, and w-ell paid.

About half a League ^futher tip is the 
Chincbnrag<^\\QX& the ‘Dutch Eraj^orinni hands.

Hotifes handing pleafantly on the Pdver’s 
Side : and all of them have pretty Gardens 
to their Hoiifes. The Chhichura is wholly un- 
der the iDf/reZ? Company’s Government. It is 
about a Mile long, and about the fame Breadth, 
well inhabited by Armenians and the Na- 
tives. It is contiguous to HngHy, and affords 
Sanrluarv for many poor Natives, when they 
are in Danger of being pppreh by the Mo- 
g/aTs Governor, or his Harpies-. 

linghly is a Town of a large Extent, but 
ill bifilt. It reaches about ^ Miles along the 
Pviver’sSide, from the before men- 

tioned to the Bandcl, aColony .formerly fet- 
tled by the BorUignezc, but the Mogul’s 
FenseJaar governs ^both at prefent. This 
Town of Highly drives a great Trade, be- 
caufe all forefgn Goods are brought thither 
for Import, and all Goods of ±e Product of 
Bengal are brouglu hither for Exportation. 
And the MognFs Fnrza or Cuftom-houfe is 
at this Place. It affords rich Cargoes for hfty 
or Iixty Ships yearly, belides what is cai*riea 
to neighbouring Countries in fmall Veffels ; 
and there are V eliels that bring Salt-pctre 
from Fat an (if above 50 Yards long, and y 
broad, and 'two and an half deep, and can carry- 
above aco Tuns, , They come down in the 

Month 
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Month of OBober, before the Stream of the 
H.iver5 but are obliged to track them, up a- 
•gain, with Strength of Hand, about looo Miles. ' 
To mention all the particular Species of Goods

About forty or fifty Miles to the.'Eafl;- 
ward of Rajahmal, on another Chanel of the 
Ganges, is Maldo, a large Town, well inha- 
Wted and frequented by Merchants, and the 
Englifl? and ^ntch had Fadilories there, but 
wliether they are continued flill, I know nor. 

Ratana is the next Town frequented by 
Europeans, where the Englijh and ^utch 
have Faflories for Salt-petre and raw Silk. It 
produces alfo fo much Opium, that it ferves 
all the Countries in India with that Com- 
mqdit 5 C It is the Place of Rcfidence of the 
Prince of Bengal, who is always of the Blood 
Royal, The Town is large, but the Houfes 
built at fome Diftance from one another. 
The Country is pleafant and fruitful ; and 
the Town lies in z6 Degrees of Latitude to 
the Northward of the yfi’.quator. 

Bannaras lies about ico Miles farther up 
the River, celebrated for its Santfity by all 
Perfons over India, where Ba^ranifrn "pre- 
vails, Here are Seminaries and Univerfities 
for the Education of Youth, and to initiate 
them into the Mylleries of their Religion. 
pdnr.engizcb rttberzintd the Priefls from lliew- 
ing the Madnefs of their Zeal, foiythey found' 

‘ ' ' ' out 
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out fotne weak ^Dotards, who, for Oftehtati- 
on, would go to the Top‘ of an high Tower, • 
and leap down where divers pointed W eaporis 
were placed in the. Spot they .were to fall on, 
and among them they ended their filly Lives. 
It is ftill in fo much Veneration, that I have 
known young and old Bmyans go .from Sii-’ 
rat thither over Land, out of Devotion, which 
is computed to be 460 Miles. The Priefls fill 
Brafs and Copper Pots, made in the^Shape of 
iliort-necked J 3 ottles, . wdth Ganges’s 'Wafer, 
which they confe'crate and. feal up, and fend 
thofe Bottles, w^hich contain about 4 En^tjh 
Gallons^ all over India, to their Benefaaors, 
who make them good Returns, for whoever 
is "waflit with that Water juft before they ex- 
pire, are 'waflit as clean ' from their Sins as a 
new-born Babe. . ■ . , . . • . . 

• ' I have ventured ‘fd far into this Tei'rd in- 
cogjtita on the Ganges, that I dare venture no 
farther, but muft vilitHacca, which’ lies un- 
der the Tropick of Cancer, on the br'oadeft 
and eaftermoft Branch of Ganges. The Ci-' 
ty is the largeft in Bengal, and it manufactures 
, Cotton and Silk tlie beft apd cheapeft. • The 
Plenty and Cheapnefs of Prpvifions are in- 
credible, and the .Country is full of Inhabi- 
tants, but it breeds none of tolerable Cou- 
’ rage, for five or fix armed Men wdll chafe -a 
Thqufand : Yet, about two ' Centuries^ ago, 
,®i5!fr/2.had its ' own. Kings, biit when Jehan- 
G'nire, the King, of Mogul, over-ran Bengal 
with a viftorious A.rmy, a'Detatchment of 
2.0,000 Men was -fehf down to Haccuy on

whofe Approach the poor King fiirrendred 
his Kingdom, without once drawing his 
Sword in its Defence, and lo it •cafily be- 
came annext to the Mogul’s Dominions. 

That Branch of the difembogues 

into the Sea at Chittagonng, or, as the Voi'" 
t-ugueze call it, Xatlgam, about 50 Leagues 
below Tntcca-, and this Place confines the 
Mogul’s Dominions to the Eaftward. The 
Diflance between Sagor the wefternioft Cha- 
nel of the Gauges, and Xattgaiu the -eafter- 
inofi, is about 100 Leagues, the maritim 
Coafi being divided into many fmall lilands 
made by the Currents of the Gauges, but ve- 
ry few are inhabited, becaufe they are -fo per 
ftred with Tigers, that -there is little Safety 
for other Inhabitants; and there are alfo ma- 
ny Rhinocerofes on thofe Wands, but they 
arc noffo dangerous Neighbours as the Ti- 
gers, yet, when provoked, thej' will aflault 
any liwng Thing. Nature has endued him 
with two particular Rarities out of her Stores. 
One is a large Horn placed on his Nofe. The 
fecond is a Coat of Mail to defend him from 
the Teeth or Claws of other fierce Animals. 
His Tongue is alfo fomewhat of a Rarity, 
for, if he can but get any of his Antagonifls 
down, he will lick them fo clean, that he 
leaves neither Skin nor Flefli to cover their 
Bones ; but he is feldom known to be an Ag- 
grelfor, except when he meets with an Ele- 
phant, then he fliarpen'S' his Horn and afiaults, 
tlio’ he is much inferior to the Elephant in 
Bulk and Strength, being no bigger than a 
• ' • ■ ■ yety 
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5^6ry liirgc Oxj yet he often , 'overcomes in. 
fpite of the, Elephant’s Teeth. , • 

.SunM^ja is an ifland four Leagues diftant 
from the reft, and fp far it lies m ^the Sea, 
it isalDOUt 10 Leagues in Circumference, and 
has three Fathoms Water within a .Mile of 
the Shbre, and it 'may ferve to fiielter fmall 
Ships from the raging Seas, and Winds or the 
South-weft Monfoons. I wasciedibly jnioi- 
med by one that- wintred there, ^ that he 
bought .580 Pound' Weight of Rice for a 
Rupee, or Half a Grown, eight Geefe for 
the fame Money, and fixty good tame- Poul- 
try for the fame, and Cloth, is alfo inciedibly 
cheap, it is tint thinly inhabited, but the Peo^-, 
pie finiple and honeft. ■ .. ' 

The Religion oi Bengdl by Law eftabli- 
ftied, is Mahometan, yet for'oii'e Mahomet mi 
. there are above an Hundred mdthe 

publick Offices and Pohs 
filled promifcuoully with Men of both Pei-t

The Gentiles are. better contented. to 

live -under the Laws than under 

Qan Princes, for the taxes them gently, 

and every one -knows what .hemuft-pa^', but 
the 9 amn Kings or.

' dard of Equity ; befides there were formerr 
i.y many fmall Rajahs, that ufed, upon fnvor 
ious Occafions, to pick .Quarrels with one 
another, and before they could be. made 
friends again, their Spbjeas were forced tp.

Ambition or Folly. 

• And now having curforily travelled over 
the molt noted Countries and Towns in

Gi-vcs an Account of and the Kin g-- 

dom of Arackan, fmne hiforical Obferva- 
tions on Sultan Sujah’s Misfortunes there, 
and the Miferies that Country fell under by 
Civil Wars. ■ 

'\J' AT IG AM is a Town that borders 
jf'^ on Bengal and Arackan, and its Po- 
verty makes it a Matter of Indifference whom 
it belongs to... It was here that the Bb'rtu- 
gueze firft fettled in Bengal, but the Dangers 
their Ships' run in coming thither in the 
South-weft Monfoons, made them remove to 
the Bandel at Hiighly. The Mogul keeps a 
Cadjee or Judge in it, to adminifter Juftice 
among the Bagan and Mahometan Inhabi- 
tants, but the 01Fsp>‘ing of thofe Bortugueze 
that followed the Fortune of Sultan Snjah, 
when he was forced to quit Bengal, are the. 
domineering Lords of it. 

* ■ It 
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not fo fertil in Corn as Bengal, and 
Kas ^iit few Cotton Manufaftories, but itaf-. 
fords ■ the beft Timber for building, of any- 
place about it. The River has a deep enough 
•Entrance, but is peftered with Sand Banks, 
and fome Rocks within. I have known fome 
.Ships forced from Point Btilmetra 
by Strefs- of Weather thither, and had fafe 
riding till the North-eaft Monfoons caine to 
relieve them. ' The Government is fo anar- 
chical, that , every onS goes armed with -S wordy 
Piftol, and Blunderbufli, nay," 'even- the 
Prieftsare obliged to go armed, and often ufe 
their Arms to as bad Ends as the licentious 
Laity, and fome of the Priefts have died Mar- 
tyrs to villainous A-6lions. • 

■Arackan is the next maritim Country to 
the Southward of Bengal, and in- former 
-Times 'made fome Figure' in Trade. ' It was 
into this Country that the unfortunate Sultan^ 
Sujah came a Supplicant for Proteftion, when 
■ ETnh'jemal chafed him put of Bengal. He car- 
ried his Wives and Cbildren with him, and 
. about Two hundred of* his Retinue, who 
were refolved to follow his. Fortune, and he 
carried fix or eight Camels Load of Gold 
and Jewels which proved his 'Ruin, and in 
the End, the Ruin of the Kingdom 

W H e'n wifited 

of Arackan,\iQ made him 'Prefents fuitable 
tp^ the Quality of the' .Donor and Receiver, 
' the -Arackaner prprhifing him all the Civili- 
’ ties due to fo great- 'a Prince, with a, fafe 

\ ' AJylmn 
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^Jylmn for himfclf and ‘Famil5^ _ When E- 
vnrje'tnal knew where Suit an Snjah had ta-* 
ken San6luar5% he fent a Letter to the King 
of jlrackaiJi wherein he demanded the _ poor 
diftreft Prince to be delivered up to him, o- 
therwife he threatned to bring his Army in- 
to his Country to take him by Force. The 
threatning Letter wrought fo far on the bafe 
Arnckaney\ that he contrived^ Ways and 
Means to pick a Quarrel with his Gueft, to 
have a Pretext to oblige Emtrjemali at laft 
he found a very fair one. 

Sultan Siijah having a very beautiflil 
Daughter, the King of Aratkan defired her 
in Marriage, but knew* well enough thatiy/zA 
tan Sujah would never confent to the Match, 
lie being ^Eagan andfhe ail/<^/j 07 ; 7 i 5 ’r.'?;/. Her 
Father ufed alT reafonable Arguments to dif- 
fwade the Arackaner from profccuting his 
Suit, but in vain, for ‘the Arackaner grew 
daily more prelling, and Sultan Snjah at laft 
gave him a fiat Denial, on which the bafe 
Iving fent him Orders to go . out of his Do- 
minions in Three, Days, and forbad the Mar- 
kets to furnillihim any more with Proyifions 
for his Money. . Sultan Snjah knowing it 
ivould be Death for him to go back to Bern- 
galj refolved to pafs over fome Mountains 
overgrown with Woods, into theKingof 
gris Dominions, which ivere not above loo 
Miles off, and fo next Day after Summons, 
wuth his Familj^ Treafure, and Attendants, 
Snlteut . SnjaJjhegzxi his March, but ihe bar- 
barous Arackaner fent a flrong Party after 
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hitd, who. overtook him before he had advan- 
ced far into, the Woods, and ’killed moft' of 
Suit mi. JSuj'ah's. Company, and Teized the 
JT^teafure, and. brought it back inanjnglori- 
\>as Triumph. What became oi- Sultan Sujah 
and his fair Daughter, none , could ever give 
d certain' Account whether, they were killed 
in- the Skii'mifli,. or whether they, were de- 
llroyed'by wild Elephants and Tigers in the 
Weods,none ever knew, but the Arackaner^ 
alledge • they were deftroyed- by' .the- wild 
Beafts of'theWoodsi and not- by the more 
favage 'Beafts in human Shape.' •’/ 

.‘So rauckTreafure lieve’r had. been feehim 
Araclian before, but to 'whom it ftibuld be- 
long caufed fome Difturbance. ' The King 
thought that all belonged tb liim, thofe that 
fought for it 'claimed a Share, and the Prin- 
ces of the Blood wanted fome, fine large .Dia- 
monds for their Ladies, but the Tribe, of jLe-- 
w. found a Way to make up, the Difference, 
and.perfwaded the I^ng and the other 'Pre- 
tenders, to . dedicate it to the - God' ‘IDagmi, 
who was the titular,. God of' the IQngdom, 
and to.depofitate it'imhis Teriiple, which all 
agreed to ; now wheAer this ■ be the fame 
‘Dagon of A/hdod^ mentioned in the. firft 
' Book ^hd fifth Chapter Samuel, Ido not 
•certainly, know, but has. a large Tern- • 

•.pie in Arackan, that I have heard of, and a-' 
nother hi that Ihavefeen.' ■ 

In 16^0. a King' of dying without 
. Iffue,'two Princes of the Blood quarrelled 
about filling up ofthe Vacancy, they .both 
■ ■ . took 
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took Arms, and both had an Eye upon the 
Trcafure, which fo frightned the Prieflhood, 
that they removed Sultan Sujalh Treafure 
to another Place only known to themfelves ; 
and thofe two hot Blades purfued their 
Quarrel fo warml}^ that in one Year them- 
felvcs and Families were intirely cut oft] and 
the Kingdom has continued in Anarchy e- 
Ter fince. 

Arackan has the Conveniency of a noble 
fpacious River, and its Mouth is both large 
and deep enough to accommodate Ships of 
the greateft Burden into a fpacious Har- 
bour, large enough to hold all the Ships in 
Europe. 

W HEN the Eueiijf) left Bengal in Anno 
s68<5. Mr. ChannoA came thither with Half 
a Dozen of great Ships, to pafs the South- 
weft Monfoons awa}*, the Country aftifted 
them plentifully with Provifions, but they had 
no other Commerce ; they had no lefs than 
fix FathomsWater going in to the River, and 
in fome Places within, above twenty. The 
Country produces Timber for building, fome 
Lead, Tin, Stick-lack, and Elephants Teeth. 

The Sea Coaft of Arackan reaches from 
Xatigam to Cape Kegraisj about 400 Miles 
in Length, but few Places inhabited, becaufe 
there are fucli, vaft Numbers of wild Ele- 
phants and Buffaloes, that would deftfoy the 
Produftions of the. Ground, and Tigers to 
deftroy the tame Animals, that thej' thiiik it . 
impraaicable to inhabit it,- only fome Iflands 
in the Sea are peopled -with fome poor mi- 

ferable 
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ferable Fifhers, who gee. their- Bread out of 
the Waters to. keep, them from ftarving, 
and' they live ■ out of the Way of Oppref- 

fion. ■ ' . r, 

T H E R E are ionie of the .MoptVs Subjects 
who trade to Jrackau for the- Commodities 
above mentioned, and fometimes they meet 
•with good Bargains of Diamondsi • 'RubieSj 
Cif. precious Stones, and Gold Rupees, which' 
are to be fuppofed are fome of Sultaii Su- 
jaJfs Treafure* pilfered by the avaricious

■ There are abundance of Iflands on the 
Avdckaii Coaft, but they lie -clofe ■ to . the

Wol'JL ' 
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The ancienr City of Tcgn ftnnds about 
forty Miles to the 'EalUvra-d of Syrian, the 
Ditches tlvat furrounded the City, which are 
now drv, and bear good Corn, teffifie that 
few Cities in the World exceeded it in 
Magnitude, for they arc reckoned fix or fe- 
ven Leagiies.round their outward Polygon. 

It was the Seat of many great and puilfant 
Kings, who made as great a Figure as any in 
the Eail, but now its Glory is in the pull, 
for not one twentieth Part of it is inhabited, 
and thofe arc but the lower Clafs of People 
vt'ho inhabit it. ' The Canfe of the Ruin of 
the Kingdoms of 'Tegu, Maartavan, and fome 
others under the Dominions of ‘P egn, I had 
from fome pegners, in feveral Difeourfes 
with them about that Revolution, which was 
thus. - 

There was great Love and R-iendfiip 
between the Kings and Subjedls of Pegu and 
Sian.’, being next Neighbours to one another, 
and they liad a good Intercourfe of Trade, 
both by Land and Sea, till in the fifteenth 
Century, a Pegu Vcifel being at Odia the 
chief City of S)anj, and when read)^^ to de- 
part for Pegu, anchored one Evening near 
a 'little Temple a few MUes below the City, 
and the Mafter of the Veflel, with fome of 
his Crew, going to worflhp in that Temple, 
feeing a pretty well carv’d Image of the God 
Sa.mfay, about a Covet, high, fell in Love . 
with it, and finding his Priefls negligent in 
watclting, dole. him awa}'-, and carried him 
onjjoard Priloner for Pegu, When the ne- 

.. gligent 
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•gligent Pri'ells mitt their little, God they were 
in a deplorable Condition, lamenting their 
Lofs to all their neighbouring Priefts, who 
advifedthem to, complain to the King of 1^/-. 
am of the .Theft, w rich accordingly they 
did, -improring his good Offices with the King 
of TegU) to have their God fent back ; and in 
happened that by the unfeafonable Floods iti ’ 
the . River that Year, there’ came to bb a 
'great Scarcity of Corn,- which Calamity' was 
' imputed by the Prietts^to the Lofs of ’Sard- 
upon which the pious Prince fent ah Em- 
* batty to his Brother of ’Tegu, defiring the 
Reftitutionof the Image,' whoife Abfencehad 
caufed fo -great Lofs and Clamour in his 
Country. ' ‘ ’ 

T HE King o^'Pegu being as great a Bigot 
as his Brother of Simi, would by no Means 
deliver back a God who had fled from- the 
Impieties of his native Land to 'him for Pro- 
teffion, and with that.Anfwer fent back the 
,Ai,2;;^Ambairador, who was not, a little mor- 
^tified w'ith the Difappointment: 

• Since fair Means could not perfwade the 
Teguer to fend back the -little God, the Si-- 
amer was refolved to try wh^t' Force would 
do, and accordingly railed an Array of two 
' dr three hundred thoufand Men to invade 
j the King of 'Tegn's Dominions, and the firtt: 
,Fury of the, war fell on the Province of 
Mdrtavan, being contiguous to the Terri- 
■ tones of Siafd, and with Fire and Sword de'- 
ftrdyed the’ open Country almoft’ to the 
Gates of the City of where often 
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the King of Tegn kept his Court, and was 
formerly the Metropolis of an independent 
Kingdom, before reduced that Country 
bv Conqueft to be a Province of theirs. 

After the Siavicrhud fadated his Cru- 
elty and Rage, by the Deftruedion of many 
poor Innocents, he retired back to liis own 
• Country very much elevated with Pride and 
V ain-gfory for his great Atchievements, but 
next Tear he was pretty well humbled, for 
the 'Tcgi'cr raifed a much greater Army, and 
embarking them in fmall Boats on the River 
.Mc}!jug;Aoi\ w!)ich the City of Odia- Bands 
in one of its Iflands, his Army was brought 
with fo much Celerity and Secrecy, that the 
‘Pegne?' brought the firil News of his Invafi- 
onrand pitching his Tents round the City, 
foon brought it into great Straits, by Bopping 
the daily Provifions that fuppoited it, but un- 
expectedly the River bringing down great 
Floods of Waters, fooner than their ordinary 
Time, the Country about the City overflow- 
ed, and fpoilt all tlie Peguers Provifions of 
Corn, and drowned near the Half of his Ar- 
my, which obliged him to raife the Siege, and. 
retire to his own Dominions, 

Next Year, the Sianjcr., to be revenged, 
levied another great Army, with which he 
over-ran all the inland Countries of Pegu 
that lay near him, and annext them to 
'his own Dominions. The Pegner finding 
that he could iiot recover his Lands without 
foreign Aid and ABiBance, invited the Poj'- 
tggiicz-c. wliofe Name began to be dreadful 
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iVL.Iiidia^ and by the great Encouragement he 
gave them, got about 1000 .Volunteers into 
his ‘Service. Neither the Sia'mersnox^^ Ve- 
gjiers at that Time • underflood the .Ufe of 
Fire Armsj and tlieir Noife and Execution^ at 
fd‘ great a Diftance terrihed them. With, 
the. ‘Fot't'uguesie AiEllance, the Wegner went 
with his Army, which was very numerous^ 
to find out the Siamer, and having found 
him, gave him Battle; -the. 'being 

in -the Front with their Fire Arms, foon put 
the Siamer to Flight before they could come 
to Handy-blows; on which he left the 
gnerh -Country in greater Hafte ‘tba.n he 
came into it. ' 

■ The King of '^egn was fo fenfible of the 
Toi'tiigneze Service in gaining the Battle, 

- and driving the iS’z^i^/erj'Outofhis cont]uered 
Country,' that he made ■ one '<Senhor ‘thoma. 
^'ereyra (who commanded. the Tortugneze 
in the War ) Generaliflimp of all his Forces, 
which Preferment -made the ‘Portugueze fo 
ihfolent, that in a few Years they became 
intolerable to all Ranks and Degrees ofPer- 
fons in Pegu. 

■ Both ICngs'grew tired of War, but both 
too proud to make Advances toward .Peace, 
fo that for many. Years they had skirmifliing 
with fmall Parties, tho’ ho fet Battles, and 
where ever ' the Portugueze Arms vs’ent,- 
they had Viflory to accompany them. 

The King'of Pegu, to have his Forces 
pearer the Borders oi.Siani, fettled his Court 
at Martavan, and kept the Portugueze near 
G 3 bun, 
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him, to be ready on all Occafions- cither to 
repel or aiidult the Stnm P'orccs, ns Oppor- 
limily ferved, nnd Tboina Tcrcjrn was the 
darling Favourite nt Court, he had his Ele- 
phants of Stale, and a Guard of his own 
Countrymen to attend him. One Day as he 
■was coming from Court in .State, on a large 
Elephant, towards his own Palace, he chanced 
to hcarMnfick in a Burgher's Houfe, whofc 
Daughter being a very beautiful Xdrgin, had 
been married that Morning lo a young Man 
of the Neighbourhood. The General went to 
the Houfe and wilhed them Joy, anddefired 
to fee .the Bride. The Parents took the Ge- 
neral’s \'’ifit for a great Honour done them, 
and brought their Daughter to his Elephant’s 
Side : he'being fmitten with her Beaut}^, or- 
dered his Guard to feize her and carry her 
to his Houfe. 

His Orders were but too readily obeyed, 
and the poor Bridegroom not being able to 
bear h.is Lofs, cut his own Throat, and the 
difconfolate Parents of their injured Children, 
rent their Clothes, and went crying and com- 
plaining through the Streets towards the 
King’s Palace, imploring their Gods and 
Country-men to avenge them on the infolent 
^ortiigi!ex:>e, the common Oppreflbrs of their 
Country. Crowds of People came from all 
Parts of the City to hear and fee the Trage- 
dy, their Numbers grew fo great, that the 
Streets were hardly big enough for them, 
and their Noife fo loud that it reached the- 
King’s Ears, whofent to know the Caufe of 

' - their 
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their -Uprore. The MelTenger returning, ac- 
quainted the King what- had been tranfafted, 
and- he, to appeafe the Tumult, fent them 
Word that he would punihi the Criminals 
'and- accordingly fent for his General, but he 
being much taken up with the Enjoyment of 
his new -Purcliafe, made an Excufe that he 
was fo much out of Order, that.- he could 
not then wait on his Majefty till he was 'bet- 
ter, which Anfwer fo provoked the King, 
that he ordered the whole City to take 
Armsj and to miake a general MalTacre on all 
the y6'r??/g//«?^3fi'wherefoever ' they could be 
found in City or Country. The- King’s Or- 
ders' were put in Execution fo-fpeedily, that 
in a few Hours all the Tortnguez.e were 
ilauglitercd, and the guilty Criminal was ta- 
ken -alive, and made fad by. the Heels to' an 
Elephant’s Foot, who dragged him through' 
the Streets- till there was no Skin nor Flefli 
left Fo - cover 'his 'Bones, which Spedacle ap-- 
peafed the enraged Populace, ‘ ’There were 
-only"' three ^ortugneze faved, who -were ac-^' 
cidentally in the Jjuburbs next the 'River, who 
hid’themfelves till Night favoured- their E- 
fcape in a fm'all Boat, in which they coafted 
along the Shore, feedingon what the Woods 
and Rocks- afforded them, and at length ar- 
rived- af Malacca^ to give an Account of the • 
melancholy Scene. 

-Eoth Kingdoms being much weakned 
with bloody Wars, took Reft . for many 
Years, but never entred on Treaties of Peace, 
So' about the Middle of the .feventeenth Cen-- 
‘ C 4 ' :■ tury 
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turVs thc Stamcr invaded the' Dominions of 
and conquered all to the Southward 
of Martavaii’i taking in the Provinces of 
Tmacerln and Ltgore^ who were Tributaries 
to Tegih and retains them Min his Pollel- 

^°The King of Tegu finding that the In- 
croachments of Sia 7 n daily lelfened his Do- 
minions, and his own Forces were not aWe 
to proteft what he had left, fent an Embaliy 
to the King of a potent Prince, whole 

Dominions lay about yoo Miles up the Rivei 
from T^egi!-) to beg his Afiiftance to itop the 
Stainet's in their Courfe of Conquefls, and 
he promifed to give good Encouragem^t 
to the JBa'nnaes. The Embafiy was graciouny 
received, and an Army of an hundred thou- 
fand was levied for that Service, and fent on 
tranfport Veflels to tPm/, and joyned the 
Tegu Army, who conjunttly marched againit 
the Si&ner-) and drove him quite out of his 
new Conquells ; and when the Bat'Hides- ob- 
ferved the Feeblenefs and bad Difcipline ^ of 
the Tem Army, they even killed the King 
of Tegii, and broke the Begu hxmf, and 
fcized the Kingdoms o^Tegu and MarUvm 
for their Mailer, and .in that Family it con- 
tinues to this Time. The Barmaes ruined 
both the Cities of Tegn and Mnrtavaih and 
funk Veffels in the Mouth of the River of 
. MarUvmi^ to make it unnavigable, and fo 
it continues. This Account I had at ^gv. 
hi Anno 1709. both from Begnei's and To'r-^ 
who agreed in theHiftory 
related it. The 
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The Dominions of j 5 ^m/?.are at prefent 
ver}^ large, reaching from Moravi n^2ix: Ta-- 
iiacerhi, to the Province of Tunan in . Qhlna^ 
about' 800 Miles from North- to South, and 
-i^o 'Miles broad from Weft to Eaft. It has 
no Sea-port but Syrian, and that River is 
capable to receive a Ship of doo Tuns. 
The Town drives a good Trade with 
weiiians, 7 ortugues>e, Moors and Geniowsy 
and fome Englijl) ; rtheu Import is feveral 
Sorts o^. Indian (Joods, fuch as Betecllas, Mul^ 
mills, Cojfas, Sanni's, OrangJImys, Tangebs, 
European Hats coarfe and fine, and Silver, 
The Cuftoms are eight -and an half 
which, with other Charges, amount to about 
-twelve in the Hundred. The Producft of the 
Country is Timber for building. Elephants, 
Elephants Teeth, Bees-wax, Stick-lack, Iron, 
Tin, Oyl of Earth, Wood-oyl, Rubies . the 
beft in the World, Diamonds, but they are 
fmall, and are only found in the Craws of 

• Poultry and Pheafants, and one Family has 
only the Indulgence , to fell: them, and none 
dare open the Ground to dig for them.- Salt- 

■petre they have in Abundance, but it is 
Death to export it^. Plenty .'of Ganfe ox'Lq^^, 
which pafteth all over the Eogii Dominions 
for Money. About twenty Sail of Ships find 

* 'their Account . in Trade for the limited Com- 

' modities, but the Armenians have got the Mo- 

nopoly of the Rubies, which turns - to a 
good Account in , their Trade ; and I have feen 
fome blue Sapphires there, that I was told were 
• found on fome Mountains of. this Country

The Country is very fruitful in GorOj 
Fruits, and Roots, and excellent Legumen 
of fcveral Species, Abundance of wild Game 
either quadrupeds or winged. In the Months 
of September and Offober, wild Deer are fo 
plentiful that I have bought one for three or 
four Pence; they are very flefliy, but no Fat 
about them. They have many Sorts of 
good Fhli, and Swines Flelli and Poultry are 
both plentiful and good. 

They wear none of our European Com- 
modities but Hats and Ribbons, and the 
Gentry will give extravagant Prices for fine 
Beaver Hats, and rich Ribbons flower’d with 
Silver and Gold, and if it be never fo broad 
it is flretcht up the Crownof the Hat as far 
as it can go, and they ufe no Sort of Cock 
to their Hats. Cotton Cloths from Bengal 
and ChormondcU with fome flripped Silks, 
are bell; for their Marker, and Silver of any 
Sort is welcome to them. It pays the King 
eight and an Halfy’f’r Cent. Cuilom, but in 
lieu of that high Duty, he indulges the Mer- 
chants to melt it down, and put what Alloy 
they pleafe in it, and then to pafs it off in 
Payments as high as they can. 

Rupee Silver, vvhich has no Alloy in it, 
will bear twenty eight per Cent, of Copper- 
alloy, and keep the Touch, which they 
call flower’d Silver, and if it flowers, it palfes 
current. 

Their Way to make flower’d Silver is, 
when ■ the Silver and Copper are Inixt and 
melted together, and while the Metal is 

liquid-, 
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liquid, they put' it into a iliallovv Mould, of 
what Figure or; Magnitude they pleafe, and - 
before the Liquidity is gone, • they blow ’on 
it through a fmall wooden Pipe, which makes 
the Face, or Part blown upon, appear with- 
the Figures of Flowers- or Stars, kit I never 
* law any European or other Foreigner at Ee- 
gu, ‘have the Art to make thofe Figures ap- 
pear, and if there is too great, a -Mixture of 
Alloy, no Figures will appear, . 

The King generally adds ten'/^r Chit, on 
all- Silver that comes into his Treafury, be- 
hdeswvhat was put on at firfl, and tho’ it be 
not flower’d, it mufl go off in alf his Payments, 
but.frpin any Body clfe it may -be refufed if 
it is not flower’d, 

• His Government is arbitrary. All his 
Commands are Laws, but the Reins of Go- 
vernment are kept fleady and gently in the 
King’s own Hand. He ■ fcverely puniflies 'his 
Governors of Provinces or Towns, if Oppref- 
fions or other illegal. Ptaftices are proven up- 
on them ; and to know how Affairs pafs in 
the kate, cyery Province or City hasa . 
dcrecn or Deputy refiding at Court, which is 
generally in the City of prefentMe-' 

tropolis. • ' ■ • 

Every Morning thefe Mandereens are 
obliged to attend at Court,- and after his Ma-- 
jefly has drefl: and-breakfafled, 'which' is ge- 
nerally on a Difli of Rice boiled in fair Wa- 
ter, and his Sauce is ■ dome' ' Shrimps ■ dried 
and powder’d,” and fome Salt and Cod-pep- 
per- 'mixt with thofe two Ingredients, and 
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that Mixture makes a very pungent Sauce, 
which they call and is in great Efteem 

and Ufe among the Tegners. 

When his Breakfaft is over, he retires in- 
to a Room fo contrived that he can Ice all 
the Attendants, but none can fee him, and a 
Page flands without to call whom the King 
would have give Account of the current 
News of his Province or City, which is per- 
formed with profound Reverence toward 
the Room where the King flays, and with a 
diftina audible Voice ; and if any particular 
Matters of Confequence is forgot or omit- 
ted, and the King comes to hear of it by a- 
nother Hand, fevere Punifliments •follow, 
and fohe pafles his Mornings in hearing the 
neceflary Cafes of his own Affairs as well as 
thofe of his Subjeas. 

• If he is informed of Treafon, Murder, or - 
fuch like hainous Crimes, he orders the Mat- 
ter to be judicially tried before Judges of his 
own choofing, for that Time and Affair, and 
on Conviaion he figns the dead Warrant, 
wherein he orders, that the Wretch convi- 
aed iliall trade no more on his Ground, and 
Execution prefently follows, cither by be- 
heading, or ordering them to be Sport for 
his Elephants, which is the cruellefl Death. 
Sometimes he banilhes them for a certain 
Time to the Woods, and if they are nor de- 
voured by Tigers,' or killed by wild' Ele- 
phants, they may return when their Term 
is expired,- and pafs the Remainder of their 
Days in ferving a tame Elephant; and for 

fmaller 
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fmaller Crimes they are only condemned to 
clean his Elephants Stables for Life. 

His Subjefts, if they may be fo cahed, 
treat hiin with fulfom Adulation. When they 
fpeak; or write to him they call him their God 
(or in their Language Kiack) and in his Letters 
to foreign Princes, he .affiimes . the Title of 
King of ' Kings, ^ to whom ‘ all other Kings 
ought to be fubjeff, as being, near Kinfman 
and -Friend to all the Gods in .Heaven and 
on Earth, and . by their Friehdlhip to' him all 
Animals are fed, and preferved, and- the Sea-, 
fonsof the Year are regularly kept: The Sun 
is his Brother, ■ and the Moon and 'Stars are 
His near Relations, Lord over • the Floods 
.and Ebbing of the Sea';' and after all his lofty 
Epithets and Hyperboles, he defcends to be 
King of the white Elephant, and of the twen- 
ty four white Soniereroes or ^tnhrellaes. 
Thefe two laft he may indeed claim with 
fome Shew of Juftice, for I have feen Ele- 
phants of a light yellow Colour both in 'Pe- 
gu and Siam^ but who, ; ought to be called 
, their Lord is a Queflion not. yet decided ; 
and as King of the twenty four white Some- 
reroesj I believe , few Kings will much care 
to difpute that glorious Title with him, for 
thdfe Somercroes are only common 'Cbma^m- 
hrellaes., covered over with . thin Chormon- 
' del Beteellaes^ .and their Canes lackt and gil- 
ded, and becaufe his own Subjedls dare not 
ufeahy {vic\\P)mbrellaes^\ie. wifely lays his im- 
perial Commands on all other Kings to forbear 
- wearing of them when they go abroad. .• 

; , Af- 
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After bis Majefly has dined, there Is il 
Trumpet blown, to fignifie to all his Slaves, 
as he terms other Kings, that they may go 
to Dinner, becaufe their Lord has already din- 
ed. And when any foreign Ships arrive at 
Syrian, the Number of People onboard, with 
their Age and Sex, are fent to him, to let 
him know that fo many of his Slaves arc ar- 
rived to partake of the Glory and Happi- 
nefs of his Reign and Favour, and the highefl: 
Title his own Subjefts allume, is the King s 
. firil Slave. 

. The King’s Palace at Ava is very large, 
built of Stone, and has four Gates for^its 
Conveniencies. Ambafladors enter at the Eaft 
Gate, which is called the ' golden Gate, be- 
caufe all Ambaifadors make theiiAA^ay to him 
by Prefents. The South Gate is called the 
Gatcof Juflicc, where all People that bring 
Petitions, Accufations, or Complaints, enter. 
The WelHs the Gate of Grace, where all that 
have received Favours, or have been acquitted 
of Cnmcs,pafs out in State, and all condemned 
Perfons carried out in Fetters ; and the North 


Gate fronting the Pviver, is the Gate of State 
where his hlajefly palTes through, when he 
thinks fit tobl'efs his People with his Prefence, 
and all his Provifions and Water are carried 
in at that Gate. 

AX'” HEX Pots of Water, or Baskets of 
Fruits are carried through ‘the Streets for 
the King’s Ufe, an ' Officer attends them, 
and .all the People that fortune to be 
near, miift fall on theiiy.Knees, and let it 




. W HEN an Ambaflador is admitted to Au- 
dience in the Palace, he is attended .with a 
large Troop of Guards, with Trumpets foun- 
ding, and Heralds proclaiming the -Honour 
the Ambaflador is about to receive, in going 
to fee the Glory of the Earth, his Majefty’s 
own, fwect Face, and between the Gate and 
, the Head of the - Stairs that- lead .to the Cham- 
ber of Audience, the-AmbalTadoris attended 
with theiMafter of the Ceremonies, ,who in- 
flrudlshim to kneel three Times in his Way 
thither, and continue fo with his Hands over 
his Head, till a Proclamation is read before 
.he dare rife. Some .. of his Elephants are 
.inftrufted to fall on their Belly -v/hen the King 
palTes by them. • 

This Relation I had from one Mr. Roger 
Alt fin, who- had been twice Ambaflador from 
the Governor of Fort St. George, -ov his A- 
gents at Syrian, to the- Court of Ava ; and 
tho’ the Palace is .yery. large, yet the Buil- 
dings are but mean, and the City -tho’ great 
and populous, is only built of Bambow Canes, 
thatcht with Straw or 'Reeds, and the Floors 
of Teak Plank, or fplit Bambows, becaufeif 
-Treafon or other capital Crimes be detedied, 
the .Criminals may. have no Place of Shelter, 
for if they do not' appear on, the flrfl: Sum- 
; mons. Fire will fetch them out of their corn- 
.buflible Habitations. . * 

His Sword-officers have no Salaiy, nor 
his Soldiers for their. Support,., but there is 
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a Province or rXity given to fome Minion, 
who is to give Snflenance to fuch a Number 
of Soldiers, and find the Palace at Aca with 
fuch a Quota of Provifions as the Providore 
thinlts fit to appoint. 

■\Vhex there is aXar, and Parties are lent 
on Expeditions, then the King allows them 
PcT, Clothes, Arms, and provides Magazines 
ofProvifions for them; but aiToon as the ar 
is at an End, then the Clothes and_ Arms are 
returned, by which Aleans Difciplinc is little 
•mown among them, and a Alan of a. tolerable 
kock of Corn-age may pafs there for an 

Hero. ' 

THEQualityof an Officer is known by his 
Tobacco Pipe having an earthen or me- 
rallick Head, with a Socket to let in a joynt- 
ed Reed, that on its upper End has a Mouth- 
piece of Gold, joynted as the Reed or Cane 
IS, and by the Number of Jotmtsin the golden 
Ixlouth-piece, the Quality of the Officer is 
known, and Refpeci: paid him accordingly. 

Ann Cities and Towns under this IQng’s 
Dominions, are like nrlJlGcrrittcal Common- 
rvealths. The Prince or Governor feldom 
fits in Council, but appoints his Deputy, and 
twelve Counfellers or Judges, and they fit 
once in ten Days at leaft, but ofmer when 
BuGnefs calls them. They convene in a large 
Hall, mounted about three Foot high, and 
double Benches round the Floor- for People 
to lit or kneel on, and to hear the free De- 
bates of Council. The Hall being built on Pil- 
lars of Vf ood, is open on all Sides, and the

The Judges; have a particular. Garb.' of 
their 'own.” Their. 'Hair. being permitted., to 
grow -long, is tiedfontheTopof their Heads 
with'Cottoh Ribbon '-wfapf. about ityand it 
V6 l.‘II, ■ • ' D 'ftands 
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•ilands upright in the Form of a iliarp Pyra- 
mid, Tlieir Coat is of a thin BetcUa, fo that 
their Skin is eafily feen through it. About " 
their Loyns they have a large Lnngce or Scarf, 
as all other Begners have, that reaches to 
their Ancles, and againft the Navel a round 
JBundle made of their Lnngee, as big as a 
Child’s Head, but Stockings and Shoes are 
not ufed in Begu. 

The Bay'maes wear the fame Habit, and 
imprint feveral Devices in their Skins, prickt 
with a Bodkin, and Powder of Charcoal rub- 
bed over the little Wounds, while the Blood 
continues wet in them, and the black Marks 
remain ever after. The Beguers dare not 
paint their Skins, fo that the Natives of each 
Nation are eafily known by the diJlingui- 
■Jhing Mark of Painting or Plainnefs. Tliere 
are few of their Men fat, but plump, well 
fIiap’d,of an Olive Colour, and well featur’d. 

The Women are much whiter than the 
Men, and have generally pretty plump Faces, 
but of fmall Stature, yet very well lliap’d, 
their Hands and Feet fmall, and their Arms 
and Legs well proportioned. Their Head- 
drefs is their own black Hair tied up behind, 
and when they go abroad,' they wear ^Shnnl 
folded up, or a Piece of white Cotton Cloth 
lying loofe on the- Top of their Heads. 
Their bodily^ Garb is a Frock of Cotton Cloth ' 
or Silk, made meet_ for their Bodies, and the 
Arms, of- their Frock ftretcht clofe on the 
Arm, the .lower Part. of the Frock reaching 
Half-thigh down. Under the Frock they have- 
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a Scarf or doubled fourfold, made 

fail about their Middle, which reaches al- ‘ 
moft to the Ancle, fo contrived, that at e- 
very Step they make, as they walk, it opens 
'before, and ihews the right Leg and Part of 

the Thigh. ' . r * 

THis.Fiiflnon of Petticoats, they -fay, is 
very ancient, and was firft contrived by a 
certain Queen of that Country, who was 
grieved to fee the Men fo much, addicted to 
Sodo?ny, that they neglefted the pretty Ladies. 
She thought that by the Sight of a pretty Leg 
and plump Thigh, the Men might be allured 
from that abominable Cuftom, and place their 
Affeflions on proper Objefts, and according 
to the- ingeiuous Queen’s Conjeam-e^ . that 
Drefs of the Lrmgee had its defired J£nd, and 
now the Name of Sodomy is hardly ‘ known 

in that Country. ’ . • ' ‘ ■ -i t •' i 

The Women are very courteohs, and kind 

to Strangers, and are very fond of manning- 
with EnTopodttS'i and moil Part -of if lie Stran- 
gers who' trade thither, marry a, Wife f(^ the 
Term they ftay. - The Ceremony is,. (after 
the Parties are agreed) for ;the Bride’s Pa- 
rents or neareft Friends or Relations,.toinakO 
a' Feaft, and invite her Friends and theBride- 
groom^s, and at the End of the Feaft, the 
Parent or Bride-man, asketh „them both be- 
fore the •Coinpari)^ . if .they aye . content to- 
_ cohabit, together as Man arid \y.ife, and.bp.th 
• declaring their . Cbhfent, .they 'Sre- declared 
by the Parent or Friend, to be lawfullVyinar-- 
riedj'and if.'the Bridegroom has an .Houie,' 
' ■ n -1 - he 
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he carries her ihidrer, but if not, the}’' have a 
Bed provided in the Houfe where they are 
uiarricd, and arc left to their own Diicrcti- 
on how to pafs away the Night. _ 

X HEY prove obedient and obliging W ivcs, 
and take the hlanagcment of Aftairs within 
Doors wholly in their own Hands. She goes to . 
Market for Foody and afts the Cookmdrel- 
fing his Viauals, takes Care of Ws Clodicsy 
in wafliing nnd mending them ; if theii Hiii- 
bands have any Goods to fclh they let up a 
Shop and fell them by Retail, to a much bet- 
tei Account than ' they could be fold loi . by- 
Wholefale, andfome of them carry a Cargo 
of Goods to' tire inland Towns,- and barter 
for- Goods proper for the foreign Markets 
that their -'Husbands ' are bound to, and ge- 
nerally bring fair Accounts of their Negoti- 
ations. If fie proves filfe to her' Husoand s 
Bed, and oh fiir Proof conviacd, her iul- 
band may carry her to the' 'Roniiday, and 
have her Hair cut, and fold for a Slave, and 
he may have the hloiicy ; but ir the Husband 
goes aftray, Ihe’ll'be apt to give him a gentle 
Dole,' to fend him into the other World a 
Sacrifice to her Rcfcntihcnt.

.Gfjes an' Jcconnt of the Pegu - Clergy thek 
Charity, &c. their - Eer/iyks, and the Rea- 
foii why they are fb iiuTiieroiis, and their 
•• Tr^Wj* 4>' Ordeal, the: Fertility ofthe Couu- 
' t'r'y, and the' Ceremony in burning * the CorRs ' 
of an JnghRriefi ’ ■ 

'VinHE Regu Clergy are- the bell Obfer- 
?■ vers of the Pvules of -Morality andClia- 
rityi that I have -met with in my Travels, and 
• the People are '.pious. and hofpitable. ‘ There- 
are vaft Numbers of Temples built in this 
Country, but -'mod of -Wood, becaufe tbat 
Material is plentifulleft and- cheapeil, • and 
'■ takes Varnifli arid Gilding bell, being gawdl- 
ly painted both .within and without. * Every ^ 
one has free. Liberty to. build,;, a 'Baw or 
Tempjej nhd when it is finifhed, .pin shapes 
or beftovvs a few Acres of Ground to* main-, 
tain a certain Number of Piiells and Novices, - 

* D 3' ' 
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who manure and cultivate the Ground for 
their own Suftenance, and in the Garden the 
Pricfls and Novices have a Convent built 
for theirConvcnicncy of Lodgings and Stu- 
dy, and thofe are their fettled Benefices, for 
they are no Charge to the Laity, but by 
their iiiduftrious Labour in managing their 
Garden, they have enough for themfelves, 
and fomething tofpare to the poor Indigent 
of the Laity ; but if their Garden is too 
fmall or fleril for the Subfiftcnce of their 
Family, then they fend fome Novices abroad 
with a large Orange-coloured Mantle about 
their Bodies, with a Basket hanging on their 
left Arm, a little Drum in the left Hand, 
and a little Stick in the right, and when they 
■ come to the People's Doors they beat three 
Strokes with the Stick on the Drum, and if 
none come to anfwcr, they beat again, and 
fo on to the third Time, and then if none 
anfwer, they proceed to the next Houfe 
without fpeaking a Word, but they are fel- 
dom fent away without an Alms of Rice, 
Pulfe, Fruits, or Roots, which is their only 
Food, and what they receive more than they 
have prefent Occafion for, they diflribute to 
the Poor, for they never take Care for .to 
Morrow, living all their Days in Celebacy, 
they have none of the Anxiety of thinking 
about Provifion for a Widow and Children. 
Their innocent exemplary Lives procure them 
many Frecrwill-offerings from the well dif- 
pofed Laity, and what is faved after provid- 
ing their Convents, of Eatables and Clothing, 
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returns to the Maintenance of the' diftreft 
LMty, who, through Age, Sicknefs, or. other’ 
Accidents, cannot .maintain themfelves' by 
Labour but none who are able to woyk, par- 
take of their Charity. 

They preach or lefture frequently, and 
have a numerous Auditory.' Their Religion 
is -Tagan/fm, and' their Syftem ’ of Divinity. 

They have Images in all their 
Temples or Baws, of inferior Gods, . fuch as 
Somma, Cnddo??!, Samfay, BravjpntdoxiX. 
they cannot form an Idea of the Image of the 
great God, vvhofe Adoration is left' to their 
Tallapies or Priells. . • , 

. .Those Tdla^oies, or Priells, - teach, that 
Charity is the moll fublime Virtue, and there- 
fore ought to be extenfnfe enough to reach 
not only to human Species, but even to Ani- 
mals, wherefore they neither lull nor eatanyj 
and they are fo benevolent to Mankind, that 
they cherifli all alike without Diffinflion, for 
the fake of Religion. They hold all Reli- 
gions to be good that teach Men to be good, 
and that the Deities are pleafed with Variety 
ofWordiipj'but with hone, that .is hurtful to 
Men, becaufe Cruelty muftbedifagreeable to 
the Nature of a Deity : So being all agreed in 
that Fundamental, ;they have but few Bok- 
‘ micks, and no Perfecution’s, for they fay that 
our' Minds are free Agents, and ought neither 
to be, forc’d lior fetter’d. ' ’ 

The Images in their’ Temples- 'are placed 
•in ill . a futing Poftur’e, with their 

Legs acrofs, their'Toes all alike long, -iheir 

D 4 - • Arms 
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Ai-ms and Har.ds very fmall in Proportion to 
their Bodies, their Faces longer than human, 
and their Ears large, and the Lappets 'Very 
thick. The Congregation bows to them 
when they come in and go our, and that is all 
the Oblation they receive. 

They never' repair an old nor is 

there any Occafion for that Piety or Expence; 
for in every Sej^ternher there is an old Cti- 
iiom for Gentlemen of Fortune, to^ make 
Sky Rocltets, and fet them a flying in the 
Aw, .and if any fly any great Height, that is 
a certain Sign that the Owner is in favour 
with the Gods, but if it comes to the Ground, 
and fpends its Fire without rifing, the Owner 
is much dejecled, and believes that the Gods 
are angry with hin., but the happy Man, whofe 
Rocket makes him in the Gods Favour, never 
fails of building a new and dedicates 

it to the God he adores, and fome^ Pnefts, 
whofe Temples are gone to Decay, bring their 
Images to adorn it, who have the Benefice for 
their Pains. 

I havefecn fome of thofe Pmeketsfo large, 
that one of them could contain above five 
liundrcd \^’eight of Powder Dull and Coal, 
which is their common Compofition. The 
Carcafe is theTrunk of a great Tree made hol- 
low, leaving about two Inches of folid Wood 
without the Cylinder, to flrengthen it, the 
Hollow they fill v ith the Compbfition well 
ramm’d in, and after that is done, they make 
Thongs of green Buffaloes Hides, and hale 
tight round the Carcafe to keep it fromfplit- 
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ting, And thofe Thongs are put from one' 
End' to the- other,' in the Place of, Hoops, 
and when they grow dry, ' they are as clofe 
on .the Carcafe as To 'many Hoops. Then 
they fecure the Ends, that the • Compofition 
may- come gradually out, when fired. The 
■Carcafe they place on a Branch of a large 
high Tree, which growls plentifully in their' 
Fields, and fix it -in the Pofition they .would 
-have it mount in wdien fired, and then they 
■ take a large Bambow'io^ a Tail to balance it. 

Some I have feen above 1 20 Foot long: When 
, the Tail is made fall according to Art, .then 
the D'ay of Solemnity is proclaimed, and great , 
Numbers of People of’ all . Ranks,' Degrees 
and Ages, -alTemble' to fee the. Rocket ■ fly." 
When- all are convened, the Lafliings that- 
' faftned it to the Tree, are .cut, except fo 
-many 'as can fupport it from falling, .and 
there are Men 'with' Hatchets ready to cut 
them, when the Fire' is put to it, ydii'ch is 
done by the Ownerj and then the’ Rockeb 
takes Flight, and fome -fly • a. '.prodigious 
Height, others 'cqme to. the Ground^'. 'and - 
fly s ot Paces in , ah ' irregillar Motion, 
wounding or fcorchiiig all that .come in its- 
Way. The Confequences of the high Flier- 
and the low, I have defefibed at Lmg'th above.* 
A little W bile after the Rockets flying they 
have another Feafl, called the Collock, and 
.fome Women are chofen out. of the. People 
alFembled, to dance a Dance to the Gods of 
, the Earth. Hermqphraditcs, ■ wdio- are nu-^ 

- merons in this Country, are generally ehofen, 

if 
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if there are enow prefent to make a Set for 
the Dance. I faw nine dance like mad Folks? 
for above half an Hour, and then fome of 
them fell in Fits, foming at the Mouth for 
the Space of half an Hour; and, when their 
Senfes are reftored, they pretend to foretel 
Plenty or Scarcity of Corn for that i ear, li- 
the Year will prove fickly or falutary to the 
People, and feveral other Things of Moment, 
and all by that half Hour’s Gonverfation 
that the furious Dancer had with the Gods 
while file was in a Trance. , 

They have various Sorts ofMulick, but 
the Pipe and Tabor are efteemed the beft, 
tho their llringed Inftruiiients pleafed my 
Ears beft. They have one Sort in Shape of 
a Galley, with about twenty Bells of feveral 
Sizes and Sounds, placed fafi: on the upper 
Part, as it lies along. The Inftruraent is a- 
bout three Foot long, and eight oi te n Inches 
broad, and fix inches deep. The5' beat 
thofe Bells with a Stick made of heavy Wood, 
and they make no bad Mufick. 

There are two large Temples near p’- 
Tian, fo lilte one another in Strufture, mat 
they -feem to be built by one Model. One 
Hands about fix Miles to the Soutlward, cal- 
led Kiakiack, or, the God of Gods Temple: In 
it is an Image of twenty Yards long, lyipg m 
a fleeping Pofture, and, by their Tradition, 
has lien in that Pofiure 6000 \ears. His 
Doors and Windows arc always open, and 
every one has the Liberty to^ fee him , 
when he awakes, this World is to be annihi- 
lated,. 
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lated. The Temple ilands on an highcham- 
pain Ground, and may eafily be feen, in a. 
clear Day, eight Leagues off. The^ other 
ftands in a low Plain, North ■ of Syrian, 
bout the fame Diftance, called ^agun. His 
Doors and Windows are always fliut, and 
none enters his Temple, but his Prieftsy and 
they won’t' tell what Shape he is of, only he 
• is not of human. Shape. Affoon as Kiakiack 
diffolves the Being and Frame of the World, 
'T>agon or T>agun \vill gather up -the Frag- 
' ments, andmake anew one. There are yearly 
Fairs held.near thofe Temples, and the Free- 
will Offerings arifing at thofe Fairs, are for 
the, .Ufe of the Temples. ' 

For finding out fecret Murder, Theft or 
Perjury, the Trial of Ordeal is nitich in Cu- 
ffom in Tegii. One W ay. is to make tthe Ac- 
cufer and the Accufed take fome ra^v Rice 
in their Mouths, and chew, and fvvallow it, 
but he that is guilty .of the Grime alledged,' 
or ‘of falfe.Accufation, cannot fvvallow his. 
Morfel, but the innocent chews and fwal- 
lovv^s his eafily. ~ - 

Another Way they have by driving a 
Stake of Wood into a River, and making the 
Accufer and Accufed take hold of the Stake, 

. and keep their Heads and Bodies under Water, 

. and he who flays longeft under Water, -is the 
Perfon to be credited, and whofoever is conr 
vifted by this Trial, either for the Crime ah 
ledged, or for malicious Slander,' by Accu-^’ 
fation, mufl ly on his Back -three.Days and 
Nights,, with .his Neck in a- Pair of Stocks, 

. without 
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without Mcr.t or Drink, and fined to boot.' 
The}' have alfo the Cuftom of dipping .the 
naked Hand in boyling Oyl,. .or liquid Lead^ 
to clear them from atrocious Crimes, if ac- 
cufed, and if the Accufer fcalds himfclf in- 
the Trial, he niuft undergo the Punifninent 
due to the Crime, . which makes People very 
cautious how they calumniate one another: 
And, if any one afperfe a Woman with the 
NameofWhorcj and cannot prove. the A- 
fperfion to be true, they arc fined feverely. 

The Country is- fruitful and healthful, and 
' the Air fo goq^, that when Strangers come 
hither in a bad State of Health, they'fcldoni' 
fail of a fpeedy Recovery ; but the fmall Pox: 
is dreaded as peftiferous, and in the Province 
of Kirian that Diflemper is -moll dangerous 
and moll infe6lious, fo that if any one is feiz- 
cd by that Difeafe, all the Neighbourhood - 
removes to two or three Miles Dillance, and 
builds new Houfes, which', are eafily done 
with Bambo'ivs and Reeds, which they have 
in great Plenty. They-le-ave with the difeaf- 
ed Perfon a jar of W ater, a Basket of raw 
Rice, and fome earthen Pots to boyl it in, 
then they bid him farewel for twenty one 
Days. II the Patient has Strength enough to 
rife and boyl Rice, he may then recover, 
if not, he mull even die alone. And it is 
obfervable, that, while . a Perfon has that 
Dillemper, 'the Tiger, for all his V oraciouf-’ 
nefs, will not , touch him. • If the Patient 
dies within the Term of twenty one Days, 
then the Smell certifies thern on their 'ap- 

' , proach- 
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preaching tlie: Houfe, arid' if he’ live,. ’they 
carry him to their new built City, and make 
hiin a free Burgefs, . 

- I faw the Ceremony of an high Prieft’s 
Funeral, andvyasnot a little pleafed with the 
Solemnity. . After- the Corps had- been kept 
■ three or four Months by Spirits or Gums 
froni. Putrefaction, there wa^ a great Mali 
fixt inthe Ground, fo faft, diat'it could ; be 
moved no Way from its; perpendicular Pofi- 
tion. Then, about fifty' or fixty . Yards on 
each Side of that Maft, four fmalier Mails 
were placed, and fixed perpendicularly in the 
Ground. Around the . great . Mall,. . in 'the 
■Middle, were .erected three Scaffolds above 
one another, rthe lowerrrioli -bigger' than the 
'fecorick ^itid . the dhird frhaller than that, lb 
that it lookt like a Pyramid four Stories high: 
The Scaffolds - were railed -In oh- Aach Side- 
-except . an open -Place of three oi- four Foot 
wide -on each Side. -- All -the Scaffolds, and 
the Ground, below • them, 'were filled with 
, Combultibles. -Froni the Mali' in the Middle 
four Ropek were carried' to' the ■ other four 
Mafts, .and' hal’d ’-tight, - and ' a'Tlre-rocket 
on. each- Rope was placed at ^ the refpedtive 
fmall Malls.'. Then the Corpk was carried 
-tovthe upper -Story -of theTyramid,' and laid 
rflat-on tlre Sca^ld, and, after a great Shew 
, oPSorrow among the People there prelerity 
a-.-Trumpet; was., founded, -which was a'-Sig- 
'h'al: to: fet Fffe to- the .Rockets, ^-which, in- an 
dnilarit, flevwwith'a quick Motion -along the . 
Pvopes,.- and', fef iFire to -the ’ Combultible§, 
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and in a Moment they were all in a Flamej 
fo that in an Hour or two all was confumed- 

This high Pried was held in fo great Ve- 
neration, that he was reckoned a Saint a- 
mong the People. He was in gi'eat Efteem 
with the King, and when any Nobleman fell 
into Difgrace, he ufed his Intereft with the 
King to have him reftored again to Favour, 
unlefs they were guilty of atrocious Crimes, 
and, in that Cafe, .he ufed his Endeavours to 
have the Rigour of the Punilliment extenu- 
ated. 

All the Clergy are Mediators 

in making up Cafes of Debate and Contenti- 
on that happen among -Neighbours. They 
never leave mediating till there be a Recon- 
ciliation, and,- in Token of Friendfliip, ac- 
cording to an ancient Cuftom tliere, they 
eat 6hampck from one another’s Hand, and 
that feals the Friendfliip. This Charapck is 
Tea of a very unfavoury Tafte, it gi'ows, as 
other Tea does, on Bullies, and is in Ufe on 
fiich Occafions all over Tegu. 

And now, fince I mull leave Tegn^ I mud 
not omit giving the Clergy their due Praifes 
in another particular Praftice of their Chari- 
ty. If a Stranger has the Misfortune to be 
diip-wrack’d on their Coad, ‘by -the Laws of 
the Country, the Men are the King’s Slaves, 
.but, by the Mediation of the' Church, the 
Governors -overlook.- that Law ; and when 
the unfortunate Strangers come to_ their 
Bawsy^ they find a great Deal of HofpitaMty, 
both in Food and Raiment, and have Let- 
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t ers of Recommendation from the Pdefts of 
one Convent to thofe of another on the 
Road they defign to travel, where they may 
expeft Veffels to tranfport them to Syrtan\ 
and if any he -fick or maim’d, the Priefts, 
-who are the Te^uers chief Phyficians, keep 
them- in their Convent,, till they are cured, 
and then furnifli them with Letters, as is -a- 
bove obferved, -for they never enquire 
which Way a Stranger worihips God,. but if 
he is human, he is-^the Objed of their Gha- 


iity. 

There are fbme in Syv'idU of 

the Tortugueze Offspring, aud fome Amie- 
7iiaus, The ^ovtuguez? have a Church, but 
the fcandalous Lives of the Priefts and Peo- 
ple make them contemptible to all People in 

general. At/.- -r 

■ I'have only to add to .my.Obfervations ot . 

¥egu, that, in former Times, Marfavanw^^ 
one of the moft iiourifliing Towns for Trade - 
.in the Eaft, having the benefit of a. noble 
' River, which afforded a good Harbour for 
Ships .of the greateft Burden; -but,, after the 
conquered it, they funk ^ Number 
of -Veffels full of Stones, in- the Mouth of 
the River, fo that now it is unnavigable, ex- 
cept‘ for fiUcill Vcflfels. They make earthen, 
•Ware there .ftill, and glaze' them with Lead- 
oar.. I have feen; fome Jars made there, that 
• could ; contain .two Hogflieads . . of Liquor. 
They have alfo ftill, a fmall Trade in Tifli. 
Then Mullet dried Js .the beft'.dry-’Fifh I e- 

ver tafte.d, either .'in-/?/^.?'^' pr.'£'i''r<^A . - 

JL H 
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ftom-m'after m-Merjee and Tanace-rhi, and 
Captain JVilUaws was Admiral of the King’s 
Navy ; but the trotiblefom Compaii}^, and 
a great P^evolution that happened in the State 
ofSianiy made fpine repair toFortSt.G£’/7r^£>j 
others o Bengal^ and fonie to Atchcen. 

The lilands oppofite to the Coafl of Ta~ 
nacerhu, are the Andemans. They ly about 
8o Leagues off, -and are furronnded with ’ma- 
ny dangerous Banks and Rocks ; they are all 
inhabited with Canlbals^ .who arc fo fearlefs, 
that they will fwim -off to, a Boat if Ihe ap- . 
proach near the Shore, and attack her with 
their wooden .Weapons, notwithflanding the 
Superiority of Numbers in the Boat, and the 
Advantage of imffive and defenfive Arms of 
Iron, Steel .and Fire. 

I knew one Fergnjfon, who commanded' a 
Ship from Fort St. Geo 7 ge, bound from Ma- 
lacca to Bengal^ in Company with another 
Ship, going tod' near one of the Ande?na7i I- 
Hands, was driven, by the Force of a ilrong 
Current, on fonie Rocks, and the Ship was 
]o{l. The other Ship was driven thro’-'a 
Chanel between two of the faineTilands, and- 
was not able to affiil; the ilnp-unack’d Men, 
but neither Fergujfcm nor any of his People 
were ever more heard of, which gave Ground 
to.conjeflure that they were all devoured bw 
thofe. lavage Cambals. , . ' 

I faw one of the^ Natives of thofe'-Iflands 
at Atcheen mAimo 1694. Fie was then ’about 
40 Years, of Age., The'Aydmers had a 
yearly Cuftom' to come' to the Nicobar I- 
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Hands, \3dth a >great Number of fmall 
and kill or take Prifoners as many of the 
poor ^Nicohareans as they could overconae. 
The Nkobarems again joyned their Forces, 
and gave. the Cajiibalsh^MiX^, when- they met 
with them, and one Time defeated them, and 
gave no Quarter to the Andemaners.- This . 
Man above mentioned, when a Boy ,qf 10 or 
iz Years of Age, accompanied 'his Father in 
the Wars, and was "taken Prifoner, and his 
Youth recommending him to ' Mercy, they 
■faved his Life, and made him a Slave. Af- 
ter he had continued fo three or four Yfars, 
he was carried to Atcbeen. to be fold for 
.Cloth, Knives and Tobacco, which are .the 
Commodities mod wanting on the Ntcobars: 
The Atcheene'rs.bdng Mahomet a 7 is, this Boy’s 
Patron bred, him up im that Religion', .and 
fome Years after hisMa.fler dying, .gave hi in 
Ills Freeedom ; he haying, a great pefire to 
•fee his native Country, took- a ^rdw, 

■the Months Af ‘Decembe'r, Jaimaty-'mdL Fe- 
bruary being fair Weather,and, the Sea fmooth, 
•he ventured to the Sea, in order to go to his 
own Country, fromi the Iflands olGo^nUs and 
Fullo-'wey, -v/hich ly yitcheen. Here the 
Sopthermofl; of the Micobars may be feen, 
and fo one Ifland may be feen froih another, 
from 'the Southermoft of thofe to Chitty-m- 
demath. the Southermpfl of the A 7 t- 

.w.hich are Hiliant from^ Atcheen 
'bout , an .hundred Leagues. Arriving among 
liis, Relations he was made welcome,- with 
great Demondrations'of Joy to fee him alive, 

. , ' ■ ■ E 7.. ■■ whom. 
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vvliorn they expelled to have been long dead- 
Having retained his native Language, 
he gave them an Account of his Adventures; 
and, as the Andcm(<ners have no Notions of 
a Deity, he acquainted them with the Know- 
ledge he had of a God, and would have per- 
•fwaded his Gountr}vinen to learn of hini the 
Way to adore God, and to obey his Laws, 
but he could make no’Converls. ■ When he 
had flay'd a Month. or two, he took leave to 
be gone again, which they permitted, on Con- 
dition thk he would return. He brought 
along with him four’ or five hundred W eight 
of Quick-filver, and he faid, that fome of the 
Andmau Iflands abound in that Commodity, 
H e had made feveral Trips thither before I faw 
him, and always brought fome Quick-filver 
along with him. Some Mahometan Fciliires 
would fain have accompanied him in his^/oy- 
ages, but he .would, never fuffer them, be- 
caufe he faid, ’he could not engage for tlieir 
Safety among his Country-men. When I faw 
him, he was in Company with a Seid^ whom 
I carried a PalTenger to Surat ^ and from hiiB 
f had this Account of his Adventures. . 

The next Place of any Commerce on this 
Coail, is.the'Iiland of Jonkceylonn^ it lies in 
the Dominions of the King of Siam. Between 
Merjee^ndi JonkceyloanfhGrt tire feveral good 
Harbours for Shipping, but the Sea-coaft is 
very thin of Inhabitants, becaufe there are 
great Numbers of Freebooters, called Sallei- 
'ters, who inhabit Iflands along" the 'Sea-coaft, 
• and they both rob, and take People for Slaves, 
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-and tranfport them for Atcheeuy and tliere 
make Sale of them, oxidi - Jonkceyhan often 
-feels the Weight of their Depredations. , 

. The North End of Jonkceyloan lies wimiii 
a Mile of the Continent, but the South End 
.IS above ' three Leagues from it. Betigen 
.'thelfland and the Continent is a good Har- 
bour for - Shipping in the South-weft, wn- 
foons, and on the Weft Side of the Hand 
ton Bay is a fafe Harbour in the Nprth-eaft 
■Winds;' The Hands afford good Mafts for 
Shipping, and abundance .of Tin, -but few 
People to dig for it, by reafon of the afore- 
mentioned Outlaws, and the.i;Goyernms ber . 
'ing p-enerally Chiuefe, \vho_ buy -their Places 
at the Court o^Siam, and, to reimburfethem- 
felves, opprefs the People, in fa much that 
Riches would' be but a Plague to them, and 
their- Poverty makes them live an eafie ihdo- 

lent T life ’ ’ ' 

Yet the Villages oir the Continent drive 
a fmall Trade viuth Shipping that come fiom 
the Chormndel Coaft, and but both the 

Buyer and Seller trade by Retail, .fo that a 
Ship's Cargo . is a long ' Time' in felling, and the 
Produift of the Country ,is.as long in purchaling. 

The Hands off this Part. of the Coaft are 
the N.icob(LTs-i and are about 90 Leagues di- 
ftantfrom the Continent. The- Northmoft 
.Clutter is low, and ' are . called the Carmeu- 

barsy and byTheir Vicinity to. the 

are but -thinly inhabited. The middle Clu- 
tter is fine champain Ground, and ‘ all but 
one, well inhabited. They are -called the do- 
■ ■ E- 3 * ’ '‘^^Bvera. 
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niero'^ Iflaiiis, becaufc on the South End of 
the krgeft lilaiid, is an Hill that 'fefembles 
the Top oi ^wVmb'relld or Somerera. About 
fix Leagues to the Southward of Somerem 
iflandj lies T^allaiig-jdug the uninhabited Ifland^ 
where one Captain Owe/Toft his Ship in 
1 70S. but the Men were all faved,and finding 
no Inhabitants, they made Fires in the Night, 

, and next Day there came y or 6 Canoaes from 
Kifig and Goray, two fine Iflands that ly a- 
bout four Leagues to the 'S^^eftward of the 
defert Ifland, and very courtcoully carried 
the ihipwraclct Men to their Iflands ot Kmg 
and Gomy, with what little Things they had 
faved of their Apparel and other Neceflaries. 

The Captain had faved a broken Knife a- 
bout four Inches long in the Blade, and he 
having laid it carelefly by, one ^ of the Na- 
tives made bold to take it, but did no^ offer 
to hide it. The Captain feeing his Knife in 
the poor Native’s Hand, took it from him, 
and bellowed fome Kicks and Blows on him 
for his ill Manners, which was A'^ery ill taken, 
for all in general lliewed they were diffatisfied 
with the Aftion ; and the ihipwrackt Men 
could’ obferve Contentions arifing - between 
thofc who were their Benefaflors in bringing 
them to their Ifland, and others who' were 
not concerned in it : However, next Day as 
the Captain was fitting under a Tree at Din- 
ner, there came about a Dozen of Natives to- 
wards him, and faluted him on every Side 
with a Shower of Darts made of heavy hard 
\Vood, with their Point? hardnedin theFue, 

•' and 
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and fohe expir’d in a Monient. How far they 
had a Mind to purftie their Refentnient, i 
know not, but their Benefaftors kept Guard 
about theii* Houfe ' till next Day,- and 
prefe'nted therri with two, Canoaes, and fitted 
them with' Gutyeagers..tp;keep- them from 
.overturning, and put fome Watpr in Pots, 
Tome Cocoa-nuts and dry RillV, and pointed to 
them to be immediately 'gpne, which' they 
did. Being fixteeh in' Company, they divided 
'equally, -and fleered their Courfe iot -Jo7ik^ 
cejhmi, blit in the Way one of the Boats loft 
•her Out-ieager, and drowned" all her Crew, 
the reft arrived fafe, andl carried them after- 
wards to Matcbulij)ata7n. , ' ' ji 

Nwg and Go'ury are two fine ftnoothlflands, 
well inhabited, .and plentifully furniihedwith 
Teveral Sorts of good Fifli, Hogs andPoultry, 
but they have no Plorfes, Cows, Sheep, nor 
Goats, nor wildBeafts of any -Sort, but Mon- 
kies. . .They have no Rice nor Pulfe, fo that 
the Kernel of Cocoa-nuts, Tabis, and Potatoes 
fervcs them for Bread. 

' '■ Along the -North-End of the eaftmoft of 
the two Ifiands,are good Soundings from ten 
'to eight Fathoms ‘Sand, about two Miles 
bffthe'Shore.' The People ’come thronging, 
on' board in their Canoaes, and bring Hogs, 
Fowl, Cocks, Fifli,’ frefli, faked and dried 
."Tamsi the bell T'ever-tafted, Potatoes, P.arpts 
. and Monkies, to barter /for; old. Hatchets,' 
Sword-blades, and thick Pieces of Tron-hpqps, 
to make defenfiv'e 'Weapons againft their com-- 
mon Difturbe'rs and implacabale Enemies the 

V. ^ ■ All- 
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Audeirhiiicrs-^ and Tobacco they are very giee- 
. dy of, for a Leaf of Tobacco, if pretty large, 
they will give a Cock, for three root of jn. 
■ Iron Hoop, a large Hog, and for oneFoofiii 
Length, a Pig. They all fpeak a little bip- 
\iQi\T.ortngue:::^c, but what .religious W orlhip 
they ujfe, I could’ not learn. . / „ ^ 

'.The Ifland Somerern. lies about o Leagues 
Xo the Northward of Wwg and Gonry^ and is 
well inhabkedby the Number of Vill^^ges that 
fliew theinfelves as we fail along its Shoies. 
The People, like thofe of Ning 
'are very courteous, and bring the Product 
of -their Ifland aboard of Ships to exchange 
for' the aforementioned Commodities. Silver 
nor Gold they, neither have nor care for, fo 
'the Root of all Evil can never fend out 
Br’ahches of iS^'ifery, or bear Fruit to poifon 
' their Happinefs. The Mens Clothing is a 
Bit of String round their Middle, and about 
.3 Foot and an Hak of Cloth fix Inches bioadj 
tuckt before and behind within that Eine. 
The Women have a Petticoat^ from the Na- 
vel to the Knee, and their Hair ciofe fliaved, 
but the Men have the Hair left on Ae up- 
per Part of the Head, and below the Crown, 
.but cut fo fliort that it hardly comes to their

" The Southward duller of the Nfcouars, 
is, mountainous, and the People partake of its 
-hnpoliflied Nature, being morfe .uncivil and 
fiirJy than- thofe , to the Ndrthw^ard. Their

" T'h e I R Religloiris Mahon? much-mixt 
vjith.Taga?iiJ?n. 'The People are deceitful, 
covetous, and "cruel. It was many Years' tri- 
butary to Siam, but in their lohg -Y^’^y 
it threw oft the Yoke.. It's- Prbdiift is Tin, 
Pepper, Elephants, and Elephants Teeth; 
Canes, and SDama?'", a ,Gum that is ufed for 
'making Pitch and'Tar for the Ufe of Shipping: 
The' King js poor, proud, and beggarl3^, he 
never fails .of yiiidng ftr'ariger Merchant's -at 
their coming to hi's Port, and then, according 
to Cufto’m, he rhuft have aPrefent. When the 
Stranger return’s the' Vifit,- dr,' has any Bufi-

' Some 
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Some Ages ago,' Ligore was a Kingdom 
of it felf, and the IQngso^^icdah Ligore 
fell at \hvhnce. He of ^ledah imaded the 
Xerritories of. Ligore, and left his Queen and 
his Son, an hopeful Youth about twenty Years 
of Age,' to govern in his Abfence. The Mo- 
tlicr snd Son grew en^irDOiir d of Ccich othci^ 
and die found her felf with Child by 
ciprocal Efteera they- bore one another, bhc 
being juftly afraid of the King's Refentment 
on his Return, laid the Danger before her 
Son, that threatned them both, and adviled 
the dutiful Child to prevent their Death by 
killing his Father. ' Whereupon he wrote to 
the King for Leave to give him a Vifitmthe 
Camp, which Favour he obtamed, and pro- 
ceeded accordingly to the Place y.dieie his 
Father was with his Army.

the Country had royal Blood in their Veins 
• but himfelf, and flie could not floop toinatch 
below the Dignity of a fqvereign Prince. Such 
libidinous Marriages are very frequent m this 
Country to this prefent Time. X erah 
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^erah is the next Country to '^ledah! - It 
is properly a Part of the Kingdom' of Johor 
.but the People are untraftable and rebellious, 
and the Government Their Re- 

jigion is heterodox Mahomtifm. _ The Coun- 
try produce's more Tin than any in India^ but 
the Inhabitants are fo treacherous^ faithlefs, 
and bloody, that no European Nation can 
keep Faftories there with Safety. ^\\fDutch 
tried , it once, and' the firfl ^ear.had their 
Faflbry cut off. They then fettled pn Eidlo- 
dingding; an Ifland at che MofithoftheRiVer 
Eerah, but about the Year 1 ( 590 : that Fa<3;p- 
ry was alfo cut off, and, I never hekd that'a- 
ny Body elfe ever attempted' to fettle there 
fince. ' . 

T H E R E are feveral other Places along tha t 
Coaft of Malaya^ that produce ,grhat Quan- 
tities of Tin, hut Salaugore, and' !Parfalore 
are ' the mod noted, tho’ little frequented by' 
Europeans:, becaufe they have too many, .of 
, the Qualities, fo be '.trufted with^’ho- 
■ ned Mens Lives and Money.' . Their RelL. 
gion is alfo a Sort of fcoundrel Maho^nc- 
ttfm. . 
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Gives an Account 0/ Malacca, hovj the Poi- 
tugueze Footing thejy^ and fortified it ^ 
and bovj the Dutch fnf planted the^ Portu- 
gueze, and made it a Colony of their s^''Ath 
fame Occurrences happening to the Scots 
Company s Ajfah's thercy and other T laces 
ill India. 


M A L ACC A vs. the next Place in Courfc 
along this Coall of Malaya.' Beiore 
the Fortugucsse came to India.^ it had been the 
Place of Refidence of the Kings of Johor e, 
but thej' denying th^Fortugueze Commerce 
in their Country, alTociated rhenifelvcs with 
the King of Aarov) (a potent Prince in thofe 
Times) on the Illand of Sumatra^ who was 
engaged in a War- with 'the King oCJfiore^ 
and with their joynt Forces obliged him to 
quit that Place, and retire to Johor c-lami, 
which lies at the ver^’' Point of that Pro- 
montor}^, within one Degree of the T.quator. 
There is a noble fpacious River that accom- 
modates Johore-lami. 

A s s o o N as the King of Johore was gone, 
the Fortugueze began to fortifie,jftid encom- 
pafled a little Hill with a Stone Wall, about 
a Mile round, in which they built a City; and 
called it Malacca, and by the Convenicncy 
of its Situation, in a few Years it became the 
greateft Mart in India ; •however, the King of 
Johore was, fain to- make a Peace .with the 
Fortugueze, allowing 'them fheir Fort*, and 
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as mucli Ground round it as'tlieir Gannon' 
could fling a Shot, and fo they became Friends; 
but the King of Johore invaded the ' King of 
Aarows Dominions, with a numerous Fleet 
of Gallies, and in a.' Hiort,' Time' forced him 
to crave Aid from the Tortugneizie^^ who ne- 
ver us’d to deceive their Allies but’when they 
tr Lifted to them, and fo the ’ o£ ' Aarow 

loft his Country. , / 

Malacca^ a Place- of fmall Accouiit, in a 
ftiort Time became famous all G^eilndi'a^cuA 
■Eny'ope^ lying almoftin the Centre'df Trades 
brought thither by. Shipping froih. the rich 
Kingdoms of J-apon, Ch'ma^ Formofa', Lmo- 
Tonquhi, Couchin'-china, Camb'odia, and 
Siam, befides what Johore produced, and 
maira, Java, Borneo,- Macajfery BandajAm- 
bonia, and T ornate Iflands, that produce ma- 
ny valuable Gommodities, ’ ' ' ’ - • " ■ ‘ • 

•As 'the Bortugueze grew great and rich’s 
they grewalfo infolent, and fo. continued a- 
bufing and affronting ' their T^eighbours till a- 
bout the Year 16^0.. the pDtitch had a -Wa:!* 
\vix\iB ortugal, on account of fomeLofles the 
POufch fuftained in BraziL ' : • • 

' T li Y.'Dutch fent many Ships and good For- 
ces to -India, to be equal with xho-BortugUeze, 
for their driving the Hutch out of Brazil ; 
and ho’# their Arms' flouriflit ' on 'the Coafts 
of Malabar and Zeloan, I have obferyed -al- 
feadyin my firft 'Volume, andfol begin again 
. at Malacca. ' - • 

The Hutch coming into the Streights of 
Malacca from Batavia, with a' ftrong Fleet 

■and 
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and a Land-army on board of it, firuck np ' 
aiiAlIiance with the King of offenfive 

and defehfive, as long as the Sun and Moon 
gave Light to this World ; for I faw the 
Treaty, and heard it read, witli thofe Ex- 
preflions in it: On which the ICing oi Johor e 
affifted with 2.occo Men, and laid 

Siege to the Fort by Land, while the Dnich 
diftreffed it by Seaj and yet for all that the 
Fleet and Aimy could do, they could not 
have taken it by Force, but by reducing them 
by Famine, which Vvould have taken up a 
gbeat Deal of Time, fo what they could not 
by Force, they did by Fraud. 

THEvheard that the ^o'rtugneze Gover- 
liOi was a fordid avaricious Fellow, and ill 
beloved by the Garifon, fo the ‘\Dntch., by fe-- 
cret Conveyances, tampered with him by Let- 
ters, promifing him Mountains of Gold if he 
would contribute towards their gaming ■ the 
Fort. At length the Price was fet of Sccco 
'Pieces of Eight, to be the Reward of his 
Treacher^’’, and to be fafely tranfported to 
Batavia in their Fleet, and be made a free 
Denmon there. So he fent fecret Orders to 
the "Butch to make an Attack on theEafl-fide 
of the Fort, and he would aft his Part, which 
was accordingly done. 

He thereupon called a Council, and told 
them he had a Mind to ciicumvent the Butch, 
by letting them come clofe to the Fort 
Walls, and then to fire briskly on them from 
- all Quarters, and deflroy them at once, fo the 
■ Butch made their Approaches without Mo- 

' le- 
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leftation, and pl^ed theii' Ladders.-. The 
Garifon fe^ MefTage after Melfage, to ad- 
guamt the Governor of the Danger they were 
in, for ^nt of Orders' to fire . arid fal-ly out 
r. was agreed on in Council, 

but he delayed fo'. long till t\i€^^utch got in- 
to the Fort, and drove the Guard from the 
Laft-gate, whiphthey foon opened to receive 
he lefl^ of their Army, who, aifoon as they 
..were entred," gave .Quarters to.' none that 
were in Arms, and marching towards the Go- 
vernor s . Houfe, ivhere he' thought himfelf

At lali, b)? continual Fatigue, and 
Lofs of his Men, he was obliged to yield to 
r ate, and -great Superiority of Numbers, and 
died like an Hero, with his Sword in his 
Hand ; .and there is a common Repo'ft at 
Malacci^^^ that the Night after' the ani- 
of his Death, his Genius is feen on

Governor at Malacca, that on that Night no 
entinels are fet there, for that feverals have 
•found the Lifeas of his Fury, by being 
. -' thrown 
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thrown over the Wall, and have been either 
killed or maimed by the Fall. 

'• The ’^ortiigue-z.e, to lliew their Zeal . to, 
Religion, while they were Mahers of Ma- 
lacca, had no-lefs than three Churches and a 
Chapel within the Fort, and one without, but 
now there is but one Church and a Chapel 
within, and none without. That which the' 
*T)utcb nowufefor their W or fliip, hands con- 
fpicuoufly on the Top of the Hill, and may 
be feen up or down the Streights at a good 
Diftance, and a Flag-ftaff is placed on the 
Steeple, on which a Flag is hoiftcd on the 
Sight of any Ship.' . 

The Fort is both large andftrong, the Sea 
waTlhng the Walls of one third Part o fit, and 
' a deep rapid, but naiTow River, the Wefl- 
■fide of it, and a broad deep Ditch the reft of 
it. The Governor’s Houle is both beauti- 
ful and convenient, and there are feveml o- 
ther good Houfes in the Fort, and in' the 
Town without the Fort, but the Road for 
Shipping is at too. great a Diftance to be de- 
fended by .the Fort, the Shallownefs of the 
Sea obliging them to ly above a League off, 
n’hich is a very great Jnconveniency. For 
in • 1709. the French coming into the Streights 
with a Squadron of three or four Sail, feeing 
a large Ship in the PvOad, newly arrived from 
Ja^on, flood in to the'Rpad, and had certain- 
ly .carried her out, if the Wind had not failed 
them about Musket Shot from her. • 

"At Malacca the Streights are not above 4 
Leagues broad;- for tho’ the'oppofite Shore 

on 
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•on Snnmtra is very low, yet it may eafily'be- 
feen in a clear Day, which is the Reafoii that- 
the Sea is always, as fmooth as a Mill-pond,- 
except wheilit is ruffled with Squalls of Wind, 
which feldom ' come without Lightnings*, 
Thunder, and Rain; and tho’ they come 
with great Violence, yet they are fodh over, 
not often exceeding an Hour, ; ' ’ 

• The Country produces nothing for a fo- 
reign Market, but a- little Tin' and Elephants 
Teeth, but feveral excellent Fruits an'd Roots 
for the Ufe .of the Inhabitants, and Strangers ' 
who call there for Refreftiments. • The Ma~ , 
lacca Pine-apple is accounted- the bed: in -the ' 
World, for in other Parts, if they are eaten’, 
to afmall Excefs, they are apt to give Sur- 
feits, but thofe of Malacca tiQVQT offend the 
Stomach. The ' Mangojiaiiei' is ' ^ delicious. 
Fruit, almoft in^ the Shape of an Apple, the - 
Skin is thick and red, being dried' it is a good' 
Aftringent. The Kernels (• if I may • fo call ■ 
them) are like Cloves of Gaflick, of a very a- ' 
greeable Tafte, but very’ cold,-'. The Rambo- 
jiani^ a Fruit about the-Bignefs of a Wal- 
nut, with a rough Skin, befet with Capilla* 
ments, within the Skin is a- very favoury. Pulp; 
The '^U'rean is another excellent Fnait, but 
offenfive to fome Peoples. Nofes, for it-.fraells 
very like human Excrements, but' when once . 
tailed, the Smell vaniflies. The Skin is thick 
and yellow,' and' within is a Pulp like thick* 
Cream in Colour- and Confiftence, but more 
delicious in Tafle. The Pulp or Meat is very 
hot and nourifliing, and inftead of fmfeiting, 
yon.TI. * F , - • • . they 
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• they fortifie the Stomach, and are a great In- 
centive to Wantonnefs. They have Cocoa- 
nuts iri Plenty, and fome grow in Mariflies 
that are oversown with the Sea in Spring- 
tides, Their Liquor and Kernel partake of 
the Qualities of the Ground they grow in, 
being exceeding Salt. I never faw any Cocoa- 
nuts grow in Salt Grounds ' but there, and 
fome are fo large that the Shell will hold more 
than an EngUp) Quart Pot. They havealfo 
Plenty of Lemons, Oranges, Limes, Sugar- 
canes, and They have a Species of 
Mango, called by \:\iQ^E>utcbo. Stinker, which 
is very offcnlive.; both to the Smell and Tafte, 
and confequently of little Ufe. There is little 
Corn or Pnife grows in this Country but ' 
what is nourifln in Gardens. 

Sheep and Bullocks are fcarce and dear, 
but Swines Fiefii, Poultry, . and Fifli pretty 
plentiful, and reafonably cheap, confidering 
it is ix^utcb Colony, whofe exceilive Taxes 
make every Thing dear, and difeourage the 
Poor from improving, fmee Poverty fecures 
them from farther Oppreflion. Their Corn 
comes all from Java, Siam, or Cambodia, 
but the Freight makes it come out dear to 
what it is in other Places, whofe native Ground 
produces it. . 

I will pafs by their Court ofJufl;ice,becaufe 
it hardly. deferves the Name, fince Strangers 
are excluded from .the common Laws of 
Humanity, wherein I am able tqgive many In- 
ilances, but I voluntarily pafs by Particularities 
till another Time. ' ' , . ' 


TherSi 
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There is a very high Mountain to, the 
North-eaftward ,of JS^alacca, that fends forth 
■feveral Rivei’S, of which that of Malacca is 
one, and all orthem have fmall Quantities of 
Gold Dull found in their Chanels. The. in- 
land Inha!bitants called Mouacaboes^^xt a bar- 
barous favage People,- whole greateftPleafure 
" is in doing Mifchief to their Neighbours, 
which is the greatellReafon why the Peafants 
' about Malacca fow no Grain but what' is in- 
. clofed in Gardens with thick fet prickly Hed^ 
ges, or deep Ditches ; for when their Grain 
is ripe in the open Plains, the Monacaboes 
ver fail of putting Fire to it, in-order to coii- 
fume it. ' They are much whiter .than their 
neighbouring Mata:^as who- inhabit the low 
Grounds, and the Kings oi^ohore^ whqfe Sub- 
jefts they are, or at leaf: ought to be, could 
never civilize them. . . w - # 

Their Religion is a Complex of Maho^ 
raetijm^ndi ^amniJm^^xA thef have the Cha- 
rafler of great Sorcerer's, who by their Spells - 
caii-.tame wild Tigers, and make them .carry - 
them whither they order them, on their Backs. 
Once they had a Mind to fiy their Alt -on 
the Town of Malacca) but were .unfuccefs-^: 
ful in their Entefprize, according to common 
; Report there. , For one of their chief Wiz-. 
Tards-affiifed them that neither Gun,. Sword,' 
nor Lance Hioufd have Power to hurt them, 
if they lliould attempt the Town, whofe De- 
fence conffts only', in'a ilight. Gate,-' with a 
little round Baftioh, with five ■ or ; fix great 
Guns mounted on it. So oh the Opinion of 
■ / ■ F 2. their 
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their DoSors An, a great Number drew to- 
gether, and being armed witii Lance 'and 
Crofs, their common Weapons, marched 
witlioiit Order or Fear towards the Gate. 
When they came near enough, the- Gunner 
of the Baftion pointed feme Guns, and fet 
Fire to the Priming, but tiiat fla/licd, and 
the Guns would not difeharge, which dif- 
couraged titc Guard of the Gate, but a Ma- 
laya Soldier, who undcrllood feme of the 
Mov.acabocs Art, called for a Piece of Pork, 
with which he befmear’d the Mouths of the 
Cannon, while the Gunner renewed the Pri- 
ming, and Fire being put to them, the Can- 
non went off, and did good Execution, which 
fo frightned the Mon ac abacs they betook 
themfelves to Flight, and never attempted to 
diilurb the Town fincc. 

I faw flrangc Cures performed by a Ma- 
laya Do6ior at Malacca. One of them was 
on a Gentleman of my Acquaintance, who 
was fccond Supercargo of a Scots Ship called 
the Speed-'cnell, which was loll: near Malacca. 
Alter the Ship was loll:, tlie lirfl Supercargo 
took an 'Houle near the Town, by the Sea- 
fidc, to put their Cargo and Stores in, that 
were fwed, biit , eleven Chclls of Treafure 
and fome fine Goods were lodged- in one of 
the IDiitcb Company’s Ware-honfes in the 
Fort, which had three L-ocks on its Door. 
The Governor had one Key, and each of the 
Supercargoes one.' ' A common Strumpet cal- 
led Mns. Ke'nuedy, who at thatTime was mar- 
ried to an Irijh Pirate of that Name, and 

kept 
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kept'an Ordinary, in Malacca, gave the firil 
Supercargo' a Philtre that made him dote on 
her almoil: to Diftradlion,' He was .never 
bafieout of her Coriipany -while awake, and 
in his Sleep he called her by Name. ,When 
Hie 'had got him fo, far in the Noofe, flie pre- 
tended ,:lhe had great Need of Monej^ .and 
would fain have borrowed a Chell of one- 
thoufand Pounds Sterling of the ; Scots 
Company’s Mohe3^ The bewitched . Super- 
cargo could deny h'er nothing &e asked for, 
and promifed, that if he could bring his Se- 
<cond to confent, flie fliould have it, but that 
Confent could be got on no Ternas, tho^the 
'firll proferred to be accountable to their Ma- 
ilers for that Sum, and he acquainting her 
with the Impoffibility of getting that Confent, 
llie contrived a Way to remove the Second 
by Poifon, and 'going to a female Friend of 
hers, who was vvell acquainted with the My- 
llery. of Poifoning, procureda Dofe fo fmall 
that flie could drop it in' his Broth or Drink 
\yithout his perceiving it'; and accordingly 
flie took an Opportunity to dine ivith • them 
one Day when they had Broth at Table, - and 
in ferving the Broth about, -flie dropt it a- 
mong his. The fame Night it began to ope- 
rate by Grippings and Sweating, and he be- 
ing bred a Surgeon, tqokfome Medicines to 
correft the' Grippings, which in fome Meafure 
the Medicine did, but he loft his Appetite, and 
his Excrements' came from him as black as 
Ink, III the Interim a Ship came from Surat, 
bound to C/jiw/J,. wherein- the chief Supcrcar-

go was obliged to embarque with the Com. 
pany’s Stock, and left the Second at Make- 
ca, to lake Care of wliat was left there. _ A 
few Diys after the Snrae Ship failed,! arriv- 
ed at Malacca^ and found the fecond Super- 
cargo in a deplorable Condition.^ 
td E finding all Medicines ineflcdual, began 
to fear Poifon, and fent for the 'Dutch po- 
efor of Ph)Pickto confult him, who, on Sight 
of his Excrements, told him plainly that he 
was poifoned, and advifed him to fend for a 
noted Malaya Dotiior, who lived at a Place 
caiied Batauilga, about four Miles to the 
North-weft of Malacca^ which he forthwith 
did, and when the Doftor came, he felt his 
Pulfc, and immediately told that he was poi- 
foned, and that if he could not tell what Poi- 
fon he had taken, his Cure was very defpe- 
rate and uncertain. I advifed my Friend to 
let old Beelzebub (for he was a Man, or wal- 
king Shadow, of a difmal Afpefi, near an 
hundred Years old ) take him into his Care, 
h'ly lYiend took my Advice, and complimen- 
ted the Docior tvith five Jekou Cnyangs^ or 
Dutch Dollars. Old Efculafms iaught 
when he received the Prefent, but could not 
ftiew one Tooth, but promifed his utmo^ft En- 
deavours to cure him. He asked my Friend 
if he fufpeeded any Body particularly, who 
might ow him a "Grudge. .'He anfwered, 
none but Mris. of fomedf-her Com- 

panions. The Doflor called for a Tea Cup, 
and fbrne frefh Limes, ■ which were brought 
to him. He turned all out of the Iloom but 

■ niy 
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my felfand his Patient, and cut fome Limes? 
and fqueezed- their Juice into the Tea-cup 
till it was full. He then mutter’d fome un- 
intelligible Words, keeping his right Hand 
moving over the Cup for the Space of three 
or 'four Minutes, and finding his Conjuration 
was anot fatisfaftory, he lhak’d his old Head, 
and 'Jookt dejefted. He then mutter’d fome 
other Words with an higher Voice, keeping 
his Hand'-in Motion as before, -and in two 
Minutes .the Jiiice in the Cup feemed to boil 
as if Fire had been under it. Then 'he began 
to fmile. I had the Curiolity to put my Fin- 
ger into the Juice, but it retained its ordi- 
nary Coldnefs. He then told his Patient that 
Ins Cure was certain, on which he had a Pro,- 
mife of five Cupan'gs more when the Cure 
was 'effefted. He ordered the Patient to fend 
'Servant to Mris. ’Kemiedfs Door, and watch 
.between the Hours of Ten and Twelve, and 
to obferve well if there was any unufual Noife 
in her Houfe 'between thofe Hours, and fo 
took his Leave whh a contented ' Counte- 
. nance. At Ten my Friend Tent a Servant ac- 
cording to 'Diredion, ' and’ he • and I -fat, dif- 
■courfing about' what we had^ obferved in the 
Doftor’s Aftions towards efleffing the Cure. 

' About Eleven the Spy came and told hs that 
Mxii. Kcjinedy had' tun ftark mad, making an 
hideous Noife, . and faid, She .had feen the 
Devil -in the little Houfe in -the-Gardem -ih a 
monftrous 'Shape and terrible Afpeft. '.She 
foon -after grew 'furipufly mad, fcratching and 
biting '-every- Body ’ flie -could come -at, - and 
'F 4 fo 
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fo-'the Family was , forced to throw her. on 
a.'Bed, and tie her down to it: 

•I N that Fit llie continued till about eight 
In the Morning, that the old Conjurer came 
to Town, who, upon the Advice given him, 
went diredly to viht her. Upon Sight of him 
jlie. became calm and fenfible. ■ " He, ordered 
every Body out of the Room, and askt her 
what Poifon hie had .. given to • his Patient. 
She Was very loth to tell, and proferred hiin 
yoo Dollars to forfake his Patient, and let the 
Poifon operate ; but he honeftly refufed,.and 
alTiired her that the fame Devil that ihe faw 
in the Ga:rden, fliould be her continual Com- 
panion all her Days, and would often make 
her feel the Effe6ts of- his ^ Power, if fhe- did 
not inftantly declare what -.the .Poifon was, 
and from whom llie had it. She feeing no 
other Remedy, confeft where hie had the 
Poifon, but could not tell what it was. The' 
Dpdorfent for the oldSchoolmiftrifs ofW.ic- 
kednefs, and when hie came, he.threatned 
to torment her alfo, by his humble . Servant 
the Devil, if hie did not forthwith, declare 
. what Poifon had, been, given, which hie did, 
and he took away Mris; Kennedy^ Compani- 
on the Devil, *and the Patient was well enough 
in eight or ten Days, to follow '. .his. Affairs, 
but Kennedy lookt.ever after difturb’d, as 

if continually frightned. 

Another hrange Cure I faw him per- 
form on an Officer belonging to my Ship. 
He was going to fleep: about Midnight, and 
^ lying down on his Bed, was bit in the. CaJf 

pf 
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of tbe Leg by a Centi^ee, an Infeft with ma- 
ny Feetj and very venomous. The Pain that • 
the Bite caufed would allow, him no Reft. 
Next Day he expefted that the Venom might 
have been exhaufte'd, but in that he was nft- 
ftaken, for it grew firft’ red by Inflamation, 
and then blue and nummed, I fent for the 
Doftor aforefaid, who came on the firft Sum- 
mons. I told him of the Accident that had 
happened, and he faid there was no Danger, 
■He faw the inflamed Leg, and kept his Hand 
moving over it, but did not touch it. He 
muttered fome unintelligible Words, and fpit 
.'on the Place affedled, and in five. Minutes 
he could walk without- Pain, ,tho’ before the 
Cure,, he could not Hand' without fomething 
.to fupport him. 

And fince I have been mentioning the 
Scots^ Eajl-indm Ship and her Supercargoes, 
I will give a fmall. Account of the Manage- 
ment of their Affairs in Lidia. They arrived 
at Batavia about the Beginning of July lyoi. 
but being taken up withthe'Pleafures of the 
Place, -loitred away .hear a Month of their 
Time, which had been much better fpent in 
profecuting their V oyage to China : Howe- 
ver, by ■ the Beginning of September, they 
reacht the Coait of China, ■ where meeting 
with a. Xnjfoon, or a .North-eaft Storm, that 
often blows violently about that Seafpn,- they 
were forced to bear away for Johore, where 
• they ftaid about two Months, and then-'came 
■to Malacca^ where they had a Mind to clean 
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their Shipps Hottom? cind to proceed 
p?'iC or Miij for China. _ 

The CO>ntch received them civilly, and 
gave them Leave to lay their Ship aflioie on 
an Ifland to the "Weftward of the Town, a~ 
bout two or three IN^iles from the F ort, and 
allowed them to land their Cargo and Stores 
on the Ihand, till their Ship was made clean, 
which they had perfected in two Springs, 
and bringing the Ship towards the Road n~ 
pain, the Captain being on board, ordered 
to ileer the Ship on fome Rocks that lay on 
the Shore, and were dry at Low-watei. 

, The third Mate, who was the only ■ 
manding Officer on board, except the Cap- 
tain, told him of the Danger he was running 
into, and begged* him to alter his oouile, 
but the Captain curfed . him for his imperti- 
nent Advice, and run the Ship on the Rocks, 
but the People got a fmall Anchor and an 
Halfer out, and brought her aflote again, 
but, affioon as the Anchor was weighed, they 
run her once more on the Rocks, and flic ha- 
ving a little Motion, a Rock work'd 
through her Bottom, and there llie was loft 
without Hopes or Defign of being recover- 
ed, and with her ended the Scots Eajt-tndia 
Company’s Interefl in India. Whether the 
Ship -was loll by Ignorance or Defign, I will 
not Judge, but, in my Opinion, it by 
Defign, for, as' I heard afterwards, the Cap- 
tain and Supercargoes had taken up round 
Suras on the Bottom ’of the Ship, and took 
that Method to pay their Debts. I came to 

Ma- 
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Malacca about 'the Beginning '6f Aiigufl, and 
found the fecohd Supercargo in the ill State ■ 
I have already mentioned, wuth thePurfer and 
the Supercargo’s ’^^riter, ahd eleven Men 
more, .who 'could not get, P-affages to Coun- 
tries .where they might-get Employment. I 
had- then -a great 'Ship and 'a-fmall One uhda- 
my 'Command,' -fo I entred tliem all 'on board 
my Ships in the fame Polls they had' onboard 
the Specd’isj'ck and I -entred on a Scheme with 
the fecond ' Supercargo, to /carry the 'Sctip 
Company’s EfFecls ’on board 'toy great Ship 
to ' S cot lajidt hut the -firfl:' Supercargo, 'who 
was, before 'my Arrival, -gone to China, and 
had no Mind ever to fee'his native Country 
again, broke our Meafures hy rambling ’thro’ 
India with his Mailers Stock. What ' the 
Scots Company’s Cargo was, I. did not fee ; 
but the Supercargoes had 'a Chell of 'Glafs- 
ware in their own private Adventure,- the 
moll obfcenely -lliameful that ever‘1 faw.or 
heard of among Merchants' They were' 
aptfes of a large Size, with z 'Scrotnm bige- 
nough to, hold ah A^^/iyZjPint.of Lijguor, ei- 
ther to addrefs'the -God Bacchus, .of . the ' 
Goddefs Venus, as feemed bed to. their Vo- 
taries. ■- ' 

I profecuted my Voyage ■ to and 

left the Scots^ Supercargoes to "purfue 'their . 
Maders Intered .in -getting- their Affairs in a 
Readinefs to'get a Car^o for 'Europe, to be' 
carried on hoard niy Ship according, to an 
Agreement made between thefecond- Super- 
cargo, and me;‘ but, iiidead of 'putting Af- 
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fairs in a Readincfs, he embaraffed them, lent 
fome of his Mailers Stock to fome infolvent 


Merchants in -in Cbhin^ and let out , 

fome on the Bottom of tlie Ship he took his 
Pallage on board of, and tho’ that Ship was 
ordered, by the Owners'and Freighters, back 
to Surat diredil}^, a young Gentleman a 
Supercargo went with her to Bengal, and 
from thence to Berjea, where the Ship was . 
feized by the Owners Orders, and’fent to 
Surat, where I met with the firll Supercargo 
half-dead with Vexation , for his Folly, in 
keeping fuch a Stock two Years and an half ■ 
without the leaf; Improvement: And what 
was left in Cbtna, was in Danger of ever be- ' 
ing recovered, tho’ it was afterwards. 

At Sirrat the chief Supercargo grew very 
weak, and finding he had not long to flay in 
this World, had a Mind to fettle his Aflairs 
here, before he went to the other, fo one 
Day he fent for me, to advife him what he 
ihduld do with his Mailers Effetls, if he , 


fiiould die. I asked him if his Accounts were 
brought forward, and he told me they were, 
and defired, that I would take all into my 
PofTeflion, and be accountable to the Scots 
Company, and to remit it Home to them, 
according to the Orders they would fend me 
about it, but I excufed myfelf, and would 
not meddle in their Affairs on fuch weak 


Terms; butladvifed him to lodge his Books 
and Effedls in the Hands of one Mr. Ber- 


nard TV eyebe, v;hom I took to be an h'onefl 

and 
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and induftrious GentlepfiaHj and fo he did, 
and then he died.- ■ . 

■. He was a Gentleman of. a very courteous 
Behaviour, and underilood a fmall Sword 
excellently well, ’ but not much verfed. in 
Merchandize or foreign Commerce. ' The 
fecond was a very good Surgeon, and was 
Mafter of the French Language, but undeiv 
flood nothing in- Accounts. The Captain, 
who flaid on board of my Ship aboye iwelve 
Months, had been bred in Ms Youth a' Driver 
of 'Cattle from the Highlands’' of Scotland ^ in- 
to England. He had very, mean- Education,' 
and could not tell what he meant- either in 
fpeaking or writing. He had a. brutal Cou- 
rage, and was the Husband of three Wives, 
all alive together. He knew nothing either' 
of the Theory of praftical Parts of Navigation, 
and yet had been honoured with' a -Commif-' 
fion for Lieutenant in the' rbyal Navy Eng- 
land. ' ' ' \ 

■ ' I -muft now leave my long Digreffion, -and 
proceed from 'Malacca along^ the Coafl of 
Malaya^ tho’- there are no Places, of. Com- 
merce between it ' ^vA.'JphoTe -Lamt^' which 
is fometimes the' Place of that. King’s Refi- 
dence, Md has the Benefit' of a 'fine deep 
large River, which admits of two .Entrances 
into it.' The fmalleft is from the Weft ward, 
called- by Europeans the Streights' of 
pnre, 'but by Salleta- de B?'ew. It 

' runs along the Side of Sincap'ure.\^\Aii^^ for y 
or 6 Leagues together, arid. ends at the great 

River oiSfobore. • . . _ •

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treats of the Commons ofJohoYC, its ancU 
ent md prefent State occajioned by a Revo- 
lutioii. 

H E Territories of Johor c reached from ' 
Jp Rerah to Point Ro7mno, which is the 
fouthermoft Promontory on the Continent of 
jfjia, it lying but one Degree to the North- 
ward of the ^quatoij about three Leagues 
from Johore River, in Length about loo 
Leagues, and in the broadeil Place about 8o, 
The Inhabitants are lazy, indolent, perfi" 
dious and cruel. The Country is very woody, 
being daily refreflit with Showers and Bree- 
zes of Wind. It abounds in Tin, Pepper, E- 
lephants Teeth, Gold, Wood and Canes, 
but the Inhabitants are fiich Drones, that 
they fow very little Rice or other Grain. 
And the inland People fubfift moflly on Sa- 
govj^ the Pith of a fmall Twig fplit and drL 
ed in the Sun, and on their Fruits which 
grow all Seafons of the Year, and Roots, 
which they always have in great Plent)’’, and 
Poultry, which the}-, rear up. 

Ab out the Sea-coaft they feed moftly on 
Fifh and Rice brought to them from Java,. 
Siam and Cambodia. The People of Induftry 
are the Chinefe who inhabit among them ill 
their Towns ; and there may be about icoo 
Families of them fettled in the Johore Domi- 
nions, befides a much greater Number who 
drive a foreign Trade among them. . 
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I N Religion they are heretical Mahometans^ 
and are fuj^plied with Priefts frorh Surat ^ 
but the Seids are in moil Efteem among 
them. They are great Eovers of Praying 
and Preaching, and frequent their Mofques 
very often, and' look very devout; but their 
Praffices are the moft- irreligious and immq« 
ral of any People I know. 

In Anno their King was a Youth.of 
'wenty Years of Age, and being vitioully in- 
dine'd, was fo corrupted. by Adulation and 
flagitious Company, that he became intole- 
rable. I went to Johor e Laph at that' Time, 
to trajBdck with his Subjedls, and fome Chin.a 
Men,. with a Cargo proper for their Turn, 
and, according to Cultqm, went to compli- 
ment his Majefly with a Prefent, in which 
was a Pair of fcrew-barrelled Piftols.. He 
defired me' to prove .them with a Sh'of, to 
try -how far it would penetrate a Poll that 
was at the Gate, which I did, and he much 
admired how fo little Powder Ihould have 
Strength to force a Ball fo far in the Wood, 
and begged fome Powder and Ball, which I 
gave him, 'and. the, next Time he went a- 
broad, he tried, on a poor Fellow on -the 
Street, how far they could carry a Ball into 
his Flefli, and fliot him through the Shoulder. 

H E was a great Sodomite, and had taken 
many of his Orankays or Nobles Sons, by 
Force into his .Palace for that abominable 
Seryice. A Moorijh' Merchant, who was a 
•Freighter on board my Ship, had an hand- 
fam Boy to his Son, 'whom the King one 

. Day 
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Day faWp and would needs have him for a ’ 
Cdtamite. He rhreatned the Father, that if 
he did not fend him with good Will, he 
would have him by Force. The poor Man 
had taken an Houfe clofe by our Ship, and 
immediately came with his Son on board, ■ 
imploring my Protedlion, which I promifed 
him. He had not been half an Hour on board, 
till a Guard came in a Boat to demand him! 

I would fuffer none to enter but the Ofljeer, 
and an Interpreter for the ‘P ortnpicze Lan- 
guage. The Officer told me his Errand, and, 
in an huffing Manner, threatnedme, iflpro- 
tefted him. I made him no Anfwer, but 
taught him to leap into the River, and bid 
the Interpreter tell the King, that, if he offe- 
red the Icatt Violence to any_ that belonged 
to me,’ I would fire down his Palace about 
his Ears. He had never been contradided 
before, much Icfs threatned, and he fent for 
his Q'rnnkays to know if I was a King or no. 
They told him that I was on board of my 
Ship, and that I would prove a dangerous E- 
neiu}', if provoked, and begg’d, that his Ma- 
jcfly would remove to a Village about twen- 
ty Miles up the River, and flay till our Ship 
\\'as gone, which Favour he willingly grant- 
ed us, andfo we traded with fome more Se- 
curity, but were 'continually in Arms for fear 
of a Surprize. 

- FI E continued” his infupportable Tyranny , 
and Brutality for a Year or two after I was 
gone, and his Mother, to try -if he could be 
broke offihat unnatural Cuflom ofConvcrfe- 

with ' 
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with Males, perfwaded a beautiful young 
W Oman to vilit him, when he was a Bed, 
which fliedid, and allured him with her Em- 
braces, but he was fo far from being pleafed 
with her Converfation, that he called his 
black Guard, and made them break both 
her Arms, for offering to embrace his royal 
Perfon. She cried, and faid it was by his 
hdother’s Order flie came, but that was no 


Excufe. 

• Next Morning he fent a Guard to bring 
her Father’s Head, but he being an Orankay 
did not care to part with it,' fo the Tyrant 
took a Lance in his Hand, and fware he 
would. have it; . but, as he w^as entring at 
the Door, the Orankay pail a long Lance 
through his Heart, and fo, made' an' End of 
’the Beaft, 

The Kingdom was three Years without a, 
Kingi but inteftine Difcords daily arifing, ih 
'Anno 1700, they choofed another, a Coufin-^ 
german to him that was killed. His Name 
was Suit mi Abdulla Gidik a. Prince of great 
Moderation and Juftice, and governed w^ell 
for eight or nine Years, that he held the 
Reins of Government in his own Hands 
Trade flouriflied all over his Dominions, and • 
he was beloved by all his Subjeffs, but being 
of a quiet Difpofition, and a great Bigot to 
the Malsometau Religion, difpofed himfelf to 
I Prayer and he<iring Sermons, and. left the 
’ Management of his Government to a yoilng- 
1 er Brother, called Rajah Moudah, a covetous 
< tyrannical Prince. The-King never came out

'of his Palace, but devoted himfelf vvholl}^ to 
the Company of Priefls, who fed his Mind 
with their Nonfenfe and Cant, and his Bro- 
ther keeping fair with the Priefls, came to 
opprefs the People, and keep the King igno- 
rant. I had the Honour to be acquainted 
with him before he was King, and liad free 
Accefs to him when lie was King; but liis. 
Brother never fufFered me to be alone with 
him, lefl; I Ihould have difeovered fome of 
his evil •Practices, which I certainly had done. 
If I could have found an Opportunity, and 
to have forewarned him of the Danger he 
was falling into. In Anno 1703. I called at 
Johorem my Way to Chhia, and he, treated 
me very kindly, and made me a Prefent of 
the Ifiand of Sincnpnre, but I told him it 
could be of no Ufe to a private Perfon, tho’ 
a proper Place for a Company to fettle a Co- 
lony on, lying in the Center of Trade, and 
being accommodated with good Rivers and 
fafe Harbours, fo conveniently fltuated, that 
all Winds ferved Shipping both to go out and 
come into thofe Rivers. The Soil is black 
and fat: And the W^oods abound in good 
Mafts for Shipping, and Timber for build- 
ing. have feen large Beans growing wild 
in the Woods, not inferior to the befl in Eu- 
rope for Tafte and Beauty ; and Sugar-cane 
five or fix Inches .round growing wild alfo. 

* In i/cS. the King’s Brother perfwaded him

h6 could aS; his Tyranny -with more.Securi- 
ty than on the main Continent, and ^o 'atRhb 
he cngroffed -all Trade in his own Hatids, 
buyiUg and felling at his oWii Prices, arid 
punifliing chofe who dared to fpeak- againft 
his arbitrary r)ealings. At laft, in lyix. a 
Rebellion broke' out, that nothing could ftofi 
but a Revolution, which diliolved the State 
into Anarchy. . • \ ■ 

Upon the Rifing of theTeople, tlie Ty- 
rant got on board of a Galley, with his W ives 
and Children,- and carried with him above a 
Tun Weiglit of Gold, and, without taking 
Leave of his Brother, fled \o Johore Lamty 
but finding a, fmall Army of Mona'cdbd'd 
( whom the People had invited to their Aili^ 
fiance) had taken theirQuarters there, .he be- 
took himfelf to the Woods with his Family,- 
arid.lefc his Galley and Gold a Prey to them; 
He knew that there could be no long Safety in 
the Woods, and defpairing of Mercy from 
the injured People, made Defperation Tupply 
the Place of Courage. He firfl; killed his 
Wives and Children, but began to hefitate 
about, killing ’ himfelf, but a Page' -of twelve 
Years' of Age asked him if he was afraid td 
die a Prince rather than be butcher’d like a 
Slave, by fome Villain or Slave’s -Hand, and 
that -he, tho’ innocent,' and who might, ex- 
peft Mercy, would; fliew him the' Way to 
die, and with that Cook a Grefs,- and run 
himfelf through' the Body. The Tyrant pre- 
fently followed the Youth’s Example^ and 
immediately expired; but the Mdnacaboes 
. ' ' G ^ coni- 
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coming foon afcer.to the tragical Place, faw 
what had been done, and found the Boy a- 
Kve, and in his Senfes. They ftopt his blood- 
ing Wound, and carried him to Johor e La^ 
m till his Strength returned. 

When the King heard of the People’s Mu- 
tiny, and his Brother’s Flight, he came out 
of his Palace, and preferred to fettle the State 
in its former Tranquillity, and if that could 
not appeafe them, he thought nothing elfe 
could bring them to Reafon, but his Life, 
which he would willingly facrifice to atone 
for his Afal-adminiftration. 

The People told him, that he was too re- 
ligious to make a good King, and that he 
might retire to ^ahamig or Trangnno, and 
fpend his Time, but as for Jobore and the I- 
flands between Sumatra and it, they would 
confider what to do with them, and fo gave 
him fome Velfels to carry him and his Fami- 
ly, with others who would follow his For- 
tune, to Trangano. ^ 

On his Way thither, he called ^iTnlo- 
aure, Twgr, Tijfang and ‘Thnoon^ and the 'In- 
habitants of thofe Iflands received him with 
Demonflrations of Love, and promifed to 
continue in their Duty as his Subjefls. He 
put his eldefl: Son, a Youth about, twenty 
Years of Age, aftiore at Tahaung:, to keep 
that Country from -revolting, and went him- 
felf to Trangafjo^ where I-afrerwards had the 
Honour to fee him, and there I leave him 
at prefent, and return to thofe Hands that ly 
round Ins Dominions. ■

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CHAP. XLT. 

Gives an Account of the IJland Sumatra its ' 
Places of Note in T7'ade. 

S V MATR A fronts all the Coaft of Ma- 
laya, from ^ledah to the Promontoi^'of 
Johor e, and reaches above i5'o Leagues far- 
ther. It is one of the greateft Iflandsdn the 
World. Atcheen beih§ the moll confpicuous 
Place for Trade, I will begin with! it, and 
coaft along the Weft Side of it, till I come 
round again to Andragiiiry, to the North- 
weftward of which River there is little or no 
Commerce. 

Atcheen, for many Ages, has been a noted 
Port for-Trade from Surat, Malabar, Chor- 
7 nondel', Bengal, Begu and Chhia. It lies at 
the North-w^eft End of the Simatra, 

and, for many 'Years, was bleft with a Wo- 
man’s Government. ' Queen Elizabeth of 
England fent the Queen of Atcheen a Com- 
pliment of fomb Eiiglifo Rarities,- among 
w^hich were fome Bfafs Guns, wdth the Arms 
of England on, them, and the Friendlliip cuh 
tivated by the two Queens, procured great 
Indulgences from the Queen Atcheen, to the 
Eiigliflo who traded to her Country. About 
the Year idyy. the made War on her, 

becaufe flie- would not- permit them to fetde - 
a Faftory at Atcheeii, of rather, to make her 
their Vallal. They ftiut.up the Port of At^ 
cheeh by their Shipping,' and ftraitned the 
Town for Waht of Provifidns and other Ne- 

G 3 ceffarie's, 
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celiariesj that came 5'early from Bengal, but 
an EngUJh Ship camp from thence with Rice 
and Cloth proper for the Market ; but the 
'Dutch, after their ufual Manner, forbad the 
Englijl) Traffick, while they had a War. The 
Mailer of the EngUJIo Ship being afraid of 
kuin by the Lofs of his V oyage, fent Ad- 
vices to the Atcheeners to be ready near the 
Shore on a Night that he appointed, and he 
would run his Ship afliore in the Bay,- loaded 
as llie was, and they might have both the 
Corn' and Cloth, whether the Dutch would 
or no, which Projetl was put in Pradicc, 
and had the defired Eue(S:, with the Lofs of 
the Ship only. This Piece of Service fo 
pleafed the Queen, that Ihe called a Coun- 
cil of her Orankays, and magnifying the 
Englijh Friendfliip, in a full Council declar- 
ed all Englijh free of Atcheen, to pay for a 
Ship with three Malls, loo Tayels, or about 
8o L. Sterl. as a Prefent to the Qpeen, in 
Lieu of all Cuhoms, let the Cargo be never 
fo rich, and for a Brigantine or Sloop 40 Tay- 
els, and that no Englijh Goods lliould be 
earried to the Cullom-houfe, or furyeyed in 
their own tioufes, and that all Englijh Mer- 
chants Honfes were to be reckoned as San- 
^uaries to fuch as could not pay their Debts, 
or had- committed any flight Fault. 

This Harmony, continued . till the Year 
1700. that the Queen died, and Seid or 
Preacher getting a ftrong Party, was made 
King, promifing to dp W onders ; but,' in all 
my Travels, I never found a- civil Govern-r 
, ■ • ment 
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.naent, with a Prieft at the Head of it, pro- 
fper long, and fo it fell out here. The firft 
Thing of Moment he contrived, was to make 
the Eiiglijh pay lo Cent. Cuftoms on the 
Goods they imported, which they w^ould not 
come into, nor would they unlade their 
Goods, but on the old Footing. 

In May 1702 . 1 arrived there with a great 
Ship, and good Force, for it was dangerous 
to traffick by Sea, becaufe of the Impedi- 
ment that the French and the Pirates gave to 
Trade in India. I had on board a rich Car- 
go 'from and, on my AifivalTtbok the 

Cha]} at the great Riveps. Mouth, according 
to Cullom. This Chap is a Piece of Silver 
about 8 Ounces Weight, made iii Form of a 
Grofs, but the crofs Part is very Iliort, that 
we take with both Hands, and put to our 
Fore-head, and declare to the Officer that 
brings the Chap, that we come on an honeft 
Defign to trade, ‘and after that Ceremony is 
over, we go in our Boats freely to the Town, 
which hands about' four -Miles up the River 9 
but, before we take xht.Cbap, ho Boat mull 
go on Penalty of a Fine. ' • 

Wh'en I came to- Town,'! went to pay 
myVifit to t\\Q.Shawbundaar.,'h;’\\o\sQTj^oxn.- 
maher,- and common Arbitrator of Differen- 
ces arifing among Merchants. Some.GGhtle- 
men.that refided there,' and fome Maflers.of 
Ships belonging to .the 'Engltjlo, accompani- 
ed me. -I carried my Boat’s^ Crew,, armed 
with Fuzee and Bayonet, for niy G.uard.'lAff 
ter fame Compliments had paff between the 
, ^ Shaic^ — 
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Shawhnndaar and me, he told me, that if I 
had a Mind to trade there, I mull carry my 
Goods to the Cuftom-houfe, and there to be 
opened, and loy’^rCewf. laid by for the King, 
whether we fold the reft there or no. I told 
him that was a new Method that I did not 
underftand, .and could not come into, but 
withal advifed him to take Care how their . 
King quarrelled with the who were 

•as capable to reduce them to Straits as the 
*Dutch were, when the Englijh relieved them. 
He anfwered me, that they were not afraid 
of what the Englijh could do, for their P ow- 
er being divided, they could do nothing but 
threaten. 

I took my Leave of him abruptly, and told 
him, that we knew how to fight in Defence 
of our Rights and Privileges better than how 
to threaten. There were three EngliJIo Ye(- 
fels lying in the River, which had paid their 
Cuftoms and fold their Cargoes at under 
Rates, and two Merchants that refided^at 
Jtchcen. We all dined together, and, after 
Dinner, held a Confultation how to behave 
in this x\ftair, that afiedled our Merchpts in 
general, who traded thither. At laft it was 
agreed, that I Ihould affift the Merchants in 
getting their Effefts offon board of ray Ship, 
and to get their Veftelsout of the; River, by 
the Afliftance of my Boats and Men, and 
then to ihut up the Port, all which was done 
in one Day and a Night. I then fe-nt a Lin- ' 
guift to tell the Shawhundaari that fince the 
'EugliJIy were 'denied Trflde at their Port, we 
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.forbad Trade to' any other Nation, and de- 
fired that no Boats might pafs out of their 
^vers, either to trade or fifli, bn their Peril. 
They continued quiet two Days, and on the 
Third they fent {ome Boats off, from a fahdy 
Bay about three Miles from our Ship. Kent 
two Boats maim’d to feize their Nets, 
but affoon as they perceived my Boats, .they 
ran theirs alhore, and took out what was in 
them; and as my Boats were- rowing near 
■ .'the Shore within a Mile of my Ship, about 
-40 or sc Muskets were fired on them* out of 
fome Buflies that grow thick, a little W ay 
from the Strand. My Boats fired in their 
•Turn at the Place where they faw the Smoke; 
and I made a Signal to bring them aboard a- 
gain, and found only two of my Menllight- 
ly wounded. ’ . • 

The fame Evening we had ' Advice, that 
they were about mounting three Culverins 
that lay in a little Fort' on the River’s Side, 
as we go to Town. I immediately ordered 
my Armourer to get about 100 fliort Spikes 
of feveral Sizes, and harden them well, and 
carried them in hiy Boat, which I double 
manned, and coming into the River, ' we e- 
fpied a great Number of Men .in the For t!- I 
rowed direftly towards it, and they within ex^ 
pefting to have a Mefiage.to carry to the 
King,' flood gazing till we came clofe to the 
"Wall,, and then we faluted them with a Show^ 
er-of -twenty "or thirty Granadoes, that fd 
frightned them, that happy ' was he w.ho got 
fiiil away. We then e'ntred- the 'Fort,'.and 

found 
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found fome wounded Men in it. We pre- 
fcntly fpik’d up the \'cnts of the Guns, and 
left them, and came at our Lcifure aboard 

again. ^ 

A Day or two after, as my Boat was rowing 
alono' theShore,towardsa’7^r/2:i' that was com- 
inf^in towards the fmall River, they again fired 
oiS of their Buflies. I had forty two Guns 
mounted on my Ship, and bringing my Bi^ad- 
fide to bear, I got five and twenty on that Side, 
and pointing them well among the Trees and 
Bullies where we obferved the Smoke to a- 
rife, we gave them a Volley of great Shot in 
return of their Volley of imall. By Report 
our great Shot did fome Execution, but par- 
ticLilSly on the poor Filhers, who had a 
Village' a little within the V.' oods, that we 
did not fee. 

This Stoppage of Trade and Filliing, and 
killing and wounding the People, made a 
great"Noife among the poorer Sort, having 
in nine Days Time found more of theEiTccis 
ofHoftility, than ever they did in their Lives 
before, and fo gathering together in great 
Numbers, went in a Body .to the Palace, 
threatning Vengeance on theCaufersof their 
Calamity, and if the A;;^///Mvere not rcflored 
to their ancient Privileges, they would have 
a Woman to reign again. 

A Nephew of the deceafed Queen lived 
then privately at Tedier^ a Town about feven 
Leagues off.' Some Orankayas who were 
difeontented with the new King’s Govern- 
ment, firjft becaufe he was a Foreigner, and 

that 
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that the Affairs of -State were ill managed 
,and that a War with ,the . Englifh was im-. 
.pending, wrote to that Gentleman, that, 
if he would come to them with a fmall 
Force, they would raife a Party to dethrone' 
him that reigned, and he might have a fair 
Chance to fucceed him. 

However, the reigning King not ex-, 
peffing that his new Cuftoms would meet with; 
fuch Oppofition, fent zrcOj'mkaya aboard of 
my Ship, with, the Linguill, to know why we 
made War on him. We replied that ‘he was 
the Aggreffor, by robbing us of, our juft Rights 
and Priwieges, acquired by our Services, and 
in firing at our Boats, fo we wondred that' 
the King could ask a Reafon of us. The .0- 
rankaya told us, that he had brought a Pow- 
er to make up all' Differences on the King’s 
Part, .but that we muft confent to fome. new 
Things, as that we fliould pay no Cuftoms, 
but a Prefent as before, bufthat^our Goods 
muft go to the Cuftom-houfe, and there' to 
be opened, and was' going on, but I inter-- 
rupted him, and told him he had demanded 
more than could be granted already, fo he 
might fave himfelfthe Trouble of making far-' 
ther Demands. ; When lie found that nothing 
new could , be obtained, hefaid he v/ouldcar-- 
ry our- Aniwer. to the King, which he- did ; ■ 
arid the fame Evening Proclamation was cried 
through thC'Street^tha.t- the Englijh might a- 
gain repair to their refpeftivc rioufes, .and. 
trade on the old -Foundation. 


Next 
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Next D<iy I went to wait on the Sha'w- 
bundaar^ but carried a Guard of twenty Eu- 
ropans. He askt me why I carried fo ' many 
arm’d Men in my Company. I told him that 
I underftood there were like to be Commo- 
tions in the Country, andl wasrefolved to be 
neutei^ and would not be infultcd by either 
Party. He begg’d that I would land fome 
Bales of Goods, to hiew that we were recon- 
ciled, which I did, to the no fmall Joy of 
the Town’s People, who were quite tired with 
their new ICing’s Experiments. 

But the Clamours of the People did not 
•ceafe. For when they had News of tlieir de- 
ceafed Queen’s Nephews raifing Forces to 
come to Atchcen, the Diforders of the State 
incrcafed, but I left them, and purfued my 
Voyage to Malacca and Johoi'Ct where I met 
with the Scots fecond Supercargo, as is before 
mentioned. 

Atcbeen affords nothing of itsownProduft 
fit for Export, but Gold Duft, which they 
have pretty plentiful, and of the finefl: Touch 
of any inthofe Parts, it being two p^erCent. 
better than Andra-ghiry or 'P abating Gold, and 
is equal in Touch to our Guinea. ^ Thej^^ do 
not dig for it, but catch it in Gnllies^ or little 
Rivulets, as it waflies off the Mountains, and 
one particularly, a very high Mountain in F orm 
of a Pju'amid, called Gold Mount, which by 
Report furniflies them yearly with above looo 
Pound Weight. ^ ' 

Elephants are very -plentiful at Atcheeny 
■ and confequently their Teeth, which theiy^- 

' ?'at 
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.raf Merchants buy up for their Markets. In 
I7o^; I faw one who had been kept there ar 
hove 100 Years, but by Report was then 300 
Years old, he was about ii Foot high, and had 
a vafi: Deal of Sagacity. - • 

When any young male pephant grows 
unruly, whichthey ufually doin rutting Time, 
and break their Fetters and go aftgy, 
this old Pephaiit is immediately fent put, 
and following the Track of his Foot, will 
find him out, and bring him back to Ms 
Stable, either by fair or foul Means. ' 

- Ki • Atcheen they have a fmall Coin of 
Leaden Money called 'Gafli, frpm .tu^ejye to 
fixteen Hundred of them goestp one Mace, 
or Majfcie. The Majck is a fmaU .Gold Coin 
of fourteen Pence current, but' in, VaMe a-r 
bout, twelve Ve.rxQ.QEngUjh, I have taken- a 
Gold Mafcie, and put it with a Majfcie of 
Coih, and thrown them into a Puddle of Wa- 
ter, and. the Elephant would find out the 
Gold among the Lead, by the. nice Feeling of 
his Probofcis. . _ , ■ 

T H E R E is a very comical Piece of Revenge 
he took on a Taylor in Amto -169Z. A Ship 
mailed the ‘Dorothy,- commanded ;by .Captain 
Thwaits, called at Atcheeniot Refrefliments 
in her Way frpm England .to Bengal, yxA 
two Englijh Gentlemen refiding then at A.t-' 
cheen, went aboard to furnifli themfelyes with 
what jS«r^/^^;/Neceflaries they had Occafion 

for; and, anipngft other Things, they bought 

fome Mo7'wich Stuffs for Clothes, and there 
being’ no Englijh Taylor to be had, they em- 
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plo5^ed a Surat Taylor, who kept a Shop on 
the Baz,aai\ or gi'eat Market-place, and had 
generally half a Dozen, or half a' Score Work- 
men to few in his Shop. It was the old E- 
lephant’s Cuftom to reach in his Trunk at 
Doors or Windows as he paffed along the 
Side of a Street, begging decayed Fruits or 
Roots, which 'the Inhabitants generally gave 
him. .... ' 

A s he was one Morning going to the Ri- 
ver to be waflied, with ImCarnack^ or Rider 
on his Back, he chanced to put his Trunk in 
at the Taylor’s Window, and the Taylor 
prickt him with his Needle, inftead of giving 
an Almsi The Elephant feem’d to take ' no 
Notice of the Affront, but went calmly onto 
the River, and was waflied, and being done 
ivith wafliing, troubled the Water with 'one 
of his fore Feet, and then fucked up a good 
Quantity of that dirty Water into his Trunk, 
and paning unconcernedly along the fame 
Side of the Street where the Taylor’s Shop 
was, he put in his Trunk at the Window, and 
blew his Nofe on the Taylor nnth fuch a 
Force and Quantity of Water, that the poor 
Taylor and’his Life-guard, were blown on the 
Table they wrought on, almofl frightned out 
of their Senfes, but 'the Englijh Gentlemen 
had their Clothes fpoiled by the Elephant’s 
comical, but innocent Pvevenge. 

No Place in the World -punifhes Theft 
with greater Severity than Atcheeu, and yet 
Robberies and Murders are more frequent- 
there than in any -other Place. For the firfl 

Fault, 
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Fault, if the Theft do not amount to 2L Tayel 
Value, it is but the Lofs of an Hand, or a 
Foot, and the Criminal may choofe which 
he’ll part with ; and if caught a fecondTime, 
the fame Punifliment and Lofs is ufed, but 
.the third Time, or if they fteal .five Tayel in 
Value, that Crime entitles them to Soulmff^ 
or impaling alive.' When their Hand or Foot 
is to be cut. off, they have:a -Block with a 
broad Hatchet fixt in it with the Edgff up- 
wards, on which the 'Limb is laid; andftruck 
•on with a wooden Mallet,. till the Amputa- 
tion is made, and they . have an hollow Bam- 
boiv^ or ludinji. ready .to jput the Stump 

'in, and ffopt about with. Rags or Mofs,;to 
keep the Blood from coming out, and arefefc 
in a confpicuous Place, for Travellers. to gaze 
, on, who generally beftow.a little Spittle in a 
Pot, being what is produced by the Mafticati- 
on of Beetle, and that ferves them in Head of 
Salve to cure their Wounds. . 

T HOSE who fufferthePenalty of theLaw, 

who have no Families in the Town, are ba- 
niflied to Bullo-'wey^ an Ifland about four 
Leagues to the North-eaftward of Atcheeu 
and there they cultivate the Ground, and breed 
Poultry for the life of the Town ; and I have 
heard that there are above five- hundred of 
. x\\ok Banditti Inhabitants on it. There is 
anothei Ifland that lies about three Leagues 
to the Northward of called T?aio- 

.rondo. It is uninhabited, and fends forth a Reef 
of Rocks towards above one 

third Part of the Chanel. Between them 
• - . . and 
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and ^ullo-gomns is Clufter of high moun- 
tainous and rocky lilands, to the Noith-weft- 
ward of Atcheen^ and their End runs tofeven 
Leagues Diftance from the Road. Thei ■e is 
no Danger lying above a Mile off them ; and 
between Atchecn Head an high fteep Promon- 
tory, and the South End of Gomis Hands, 
there are two Chanels to come fi*om the 
W eftward into the Road. The fmallefi, which 
is not a Quarter of a Mile broad, has no Dan- 
ger in it, but the broadeft, which is above 
two Miles broad, is peftered with Rocks 
half Way over from Hands. 

The Vallies about Atcheeu' produce ex- 
cellent Fruits, and the hQ^MafigoJlanes inthe 
W orld grow there. The Air is veiy falu- 
tary, and the River Waters are excellent fbr 
bathing. W^aihing in it before Sun-riling, 
and after fettingy has cured inveterate Fluxes ; 
and I have been told, that frequent Bathing 
has cur’d the Pox.

the great Numbers of Cocoa-nut Trees 
growing on it. 

. Baros is the next- Place that abounds iii 
Gold. Gamphife, and Benzoin, but admits 
of no foreign Commerce; It lies within -the 
South End of Ho^s Hand, about the fame 
Diftance from it that Labon is. This Place 
fets a Boundary to the Kingdom of Atcheen, 

■, Ayerbanqte is the next Place of Notice.- It 
produces Gold and Pepper, it lies about one 
Degree to the Northward of the .diquatbr, 
and has the Advantage of .a. good fafe Har- 
bour, but it is little frequented, becaufe of 
the Treachery of the Natives, who make' 
fmall Account of murdering Strangers, if they 
can but get the leafl Advantage by it.' The’ 
Harbour lies in a fmall but deep Bay, and three' 
fmall Hands lying before it, make it a moE 
excellent Harbour ; and the Chanels between 
the Hands, and between the Shore and the 
Hands,- are clear of Danger. The North End 
of Bulk-nayas lies about twenty Leagues 
without it. The Inhabitants of that Hand 
prove the befi; Slaves in India-, and are fold at 
an higher Price in the Atcheen Market than 
any others. 

•B'adang is about twenty Leagues to the 
Southward of the ./E.quator, where the 
have a Colony,- and a ftrong Fort to defend 
it from the Infults of the Natives,, It 
coll the Hutch many Men, and much Trea- 
Vdn. II. H fnte' 
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fure before they could force a Settlement 
there, tho’ at laft they gained their Point, 
but being a Country that produces only Gold . 
and Pepper, the Profits can hardly bear the 
Charge. The liland of Good Fo^'tune lies a- 
bout xo Leagues without it. 

• Indf'apira is the next, and lies about fifty 
Leagues to the Southward of the ^Equator. 
It was formerly an EngUJIy Faftofy, but the 
'Dutch infulted it in Ydvag JVHliands War 
with France.^ and it has made but aforryl'i- 
gure in Trade fince. Its Commodity is only 
Pepper, but it affords great Plenty of it, and 
very cheap. The Ifland of Flafaw lies about 
ly Leagues without it. 

Bencolon is an EngUjh Colony, but the 
rofean Inhabitants not very numerous. - A- 
bout the Year 1690. the Ecifl-hidm Compa- 
ny built a Fort there, and called it Tor X’ Fort, 
but Brick or Stone Walls in that Country can- 
not long continue firm, becaufe Concuflions 
of theEarth are fo frequent by Earthquakes, 
that folid Walls are rent* by the lliaking of 
their Foundations. It has the Conveniency 
of a River to bring their Pepper out of the 
inland Countries, but great Inconvcniencies in 
Ihipping it off on board the Ships, for there 
is a dangerous Bar at the River’s Mouth, 
which has proved fiital to many poor Ev.glijh 
Men. The Road for Shipping is alfo incon- 
venient; for in the South-well Monfoons, 
there being nothing to keep the great Swell 
of rolling Seas off them,' but a fraall Idand 
called Rat Ifland, the Ships are ever in a 
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violent Motion while that Monfoon lafts. 

The inland Princes are often, at Variance 
among themfelves, and fometimesare trouble- 
forh to the Trade of our Colony, but as’ their 
V^ars arc fliort, the Englijh are in little Dan- 
ger by them.' In the Year 1693. there' w^s 
a great Mortality in the Colony, the Gover-- 
nor and his Council all died in ^ lllort Time 
after one another, and onQyiv.Sowdon being 
the' eldeft Fador, had his RefidenceatPr/^-- 
man, or Erm?iani a fubordinate Factory to 
Bencolon^ being called to the Government of 
the Colony, but not very fit for that Charge, 
becaufe of his intemperate drinking, it for- • 
tuned in his fliort Reign, 'that four Princes’ 
differed, and rather than run into A6ts .of 
Hoflility, referred their Differences to the Ar- 
bitriment of the Englijh Governor, and came 
to the Fort with their Plea. 'Mx.Sowdon^oon 
determined their Differences in favours of 
the two that complained ; and becaufe the 
others feem’d diffatisfied with his Determina-. 
tion, ordered .both their Heads to be flruck 
off which ended their Difputes effedlually, 
and made them afterwards to make up Diffe- 
rences among themfelves^ without troubling 
the EngliJlj with their Contentions and iiii- 
pertinent ' Quurrels, but Goiimrnor So'-^'don 
,was fent for to Fort St. and another 

fent in his Place lefs fanguin. ' 

And ever fince that Time there has been a 
Succeffion of moderate Governors, andfome 
have been guilty of as 'much Temerity the 0- 
ther Way. - For/;/ -Jidtmo 1719, the then Go-- 
H r ver-

vemor, having fome Difputes with fome of 
the Natives, was fomewhat fearful of them. 
On a feftival Day, im firing Guns, a Wad 
from one of them fet Fire to an Houfe 
thatcht with Reeds, and feveral others con- 
tiguous to it took Fire from it, fotliat itfpread 
through the Maritet , Place. The Governor 
believing it to be done maliciouflyby the Na- 
tives, left the Fort precipitanti}^ and got on 
board of a Ship in the Road, leaving fome 
Ghefts of Money, and all the Artillery, Arms, 
Ammunition, and other Effefts of his Mailers, 
behind him, and his Garifon, following their 
Leader, left their Polls, and got aboard 
alfo. 

The Natives being furprifed with the 
fudden Departure of thsEngli/h, went into the 
Fort, and took what they had moll Occafion 
for ; but fome Chmefe h'lerchants, who had 
fettled at BencoM., being alfo frightned, em- 
barked on their V elTels, and difperfed them- 
felvesin Places where they thought they might 
be moll fecure. 

The chief Merchant of the Chmefe, who 
is generally called the China Captain, in the 
Places where the Chmefe have Trade, went 
to Batavia to fome Relations he had there,, 
bur the Dutch, according to then wonted 
Hofpitality in India, punilhed' him as a Cri- 
minal, and taught him-to make Lime and car- 
ry Stones' the Remnant of his Days, for dar- 
ing to fettle among the Engliflj. Some of 
the Chmefe I faw the fame Year at an gam 
.my6>/;or£’,\Vho.gavemerhis Account. Where- 

ever 
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ever thefe poor Chine fe came, in Places where 
the T)ntch^zdi Power, they were as heartily 
perfecuted as a Poor ‘Protejimt is that takes 
Sanftuary in a Country \yhere the holy, chari- 
table, zealous i2<?z;??//&Clei'gy have Power. ' 

■ The Natives were ahnolt ruined by the En- 
glijh Defertion. For as their Trade lay all 
on their Pepper, n'one came to buy it, and 
their Regret being known at Fort St. Gebrge, 
there was a new governor fent back with a 
new Garifon, to take PolTelRon again of then' 
own Fort. What the Company loft by that 
tinaccountable Piece of Temerity, I know 
not, but they gained very little Credit by it. 

The Country above is moun- 
tainous and woody, and I have heard that 
there are many Vnkanoes in tliislflahd ; but 
whatever may be the Caufe, the Air . is full 
of malignant vapours, and the Mountains are 
continually clothed with thick heavy Clouds, 
that break but in Lightning, Thunder, -Rain, 
and^ lliort-liv’d Storms. ■ Their Food is not 
fit for every Stomach. Tame Buffalo may b.e 
had, but no Cow-beef. Poultry are fcarce 
and dear, and fo is Fifli, but fome Sorts of 
Fruits are pretty plentiful ; however, the 
Gentlemen there live as merrily, tlio’ not fo 
long, as in other Places ' bleft with Plenty, 
and fo fociable, that they leave their Eftates 
to the longeft Liver. 

Sillebar lies but four Leagues to the South- 
eaftward of Bencolon^-md. has a fine conveni- 
ent Harbour to flielter Shipping from all 
Dangers caufed by, Storms, but the frelh Wa- 

H 3 ter 
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ter is bad, and if drunk any confiderable 
Time, caufes Grippings and Fluxes, but it 
wants a River to bring Pepper from the in- 
land Countries. There is no Place of Com- 
merce or Note between Sillebar and Lam- 
j^onn Point, which is the Southwardmoft Point 
on Sumatra, nor any Thing remarkable on 
the Sea-fliore, but a fmall Village called Tif- 
fangen, which has a fmall low Ifland lying a 
little Way olFit, and there is above 40 Fa- 
thoms deep within an Englijh Mile of the 
Shore. And thedfland of Eugano lies in the 
Offing, about ao Leagues from it. It is an 
Ifland about 3 Leagues long, uninhabited, 
very fmooth, without Mountains, and may 
be feen nine or ten Leagues off. 

Lam^oiin lies .twenty. Leagues from the 
Point within the Streights of Sunda, at the 
Bottom of a deep Bay, The Englijh had a 
good Pepper Faftory there, but it being a 
Part of the King of Bnnta'm's Dominions, 
that Factory was loft when the Dutch com- 
pelled, the EngliJJj to leave Barit am, in Anno 
1683. and what produces, is carried 

to them at Bantam. 
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CHAP. XLin. 

Treats- of the Eafl Side of Sumatra, 'with 
the. adjacent Ifands, their TroduSt^ Com- 
merce^ and Cujioms. 

^HERE are no other Places of Note 
M on' that Part of the Sumatra Coaft, till 
we come to T ullambaniy which lies oppolite 
to, the North -weft Point of the Ifland of 
Banka, about four Leagues diftant -from it. 
Tttllanibani is a ‘Butch Factory that brings 
them great Quantities of Pepper, being un- 
der Contracl with the King of Tullambam, 
and other inland Princes, -to take off all their 
Pepper at a certain Price, I think it is for lo 
Pieces of Eight, or 5-0 Shillings Ster. a Ba- 
haar, of 400 Pounds Englijh rmS.'S. Weight, 
one Half to, be paid in Money, and the other 
Half in Cloth. The Cloth Part the Compa- 
ny pays at 70 -per Cent, on the prime Coft ; 
but all other Nations are debarr’d Commerce 
there, except the Chiuefe, and by their Means 
the Englijh come in for a Share of their Pep- 
per, as our Ships pafs through ■ the Streights 
of Banka. • . ' 

Bullambarn lies about eight Leagues from 
the Sea,, on the Banks of a large River, which 
divides it felf into feveral Branches, and they 
difemboque at four Mouths into the Sea. The 
Butch keep twb fmall Sloops cruifing about 
thofe- Mouths of the River, to. prevent Smug- 
gling; but I and- many others have found Ways 
'and 'Means to lade our Ships full with -Pep- 
e: ’ H 4 per, 
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per, not with {tan ding the ftrift Guard. An. 
hundred Pounds to the King, and as much 
to xh&'Dntch Chief, make a Cargo of athou- 
fand Bahaars eafily procur’d. 

The TullambMnVQ^'^QX is very foul, info 
much that we feldom find lefs than lo or 
'per Cent. Garblage, but then we buy it for 
nine Pieces of Eight a Babaar. Tht’Dntch 
lade off about 3000 Tuns per Annmn^ from 
this Place, and the Chinefe and Natives lade 
pff as much more. The Natives are obliged 
to carry theirs to Batavia, and fell to the 
Ti'utch Company, but if they meet with, a 
Market by the Way, they’ll embrace_ it ; for 
the Company’s Payment being moft in Cloth 
at high Rates, they are not fond of trading 
with them. 

The Biutch Company formerly drove a 
good Trade in Opbhm,‘!X ‘Pullambam,\v\\\z\i 
(like French CiTaxtt and Brandy) drew much 
ready Cafli out of his Countiy, as thofe do 
put of ours, but in Anno 1708. the King or- 
dered only the Importation of three Chefts, 
each containing about 160 Pound Weight, 
and ■ if Smugglers were deteffed, _ they 
paid their Goods and Lives for their Difobe- 
dience. . ■ ■ 

The Ifland of Banka lying fo near the Coafi: . 
oBBiillambani, I’ll take a View -of itasipafs 
along. It is about fifty Leagues long, and fix- 
teen broad, fome Places being broader, and 
fpme narrower. For about 30 Leagues it 
faces the Sumatra Cpaft, keeping between 3' 
and 6 Leagues diftanh The -Entrance from 
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the Southward being fartheft diftant in the 
Streights of Brnkri, at the Mouth of which 
is the liland of Lucij^ara, a fmall barren I- 
Hand, which fends forth Sand Banks almoft 
three Leagues towards the Goalb of Sttina- 
tra. And; within a Mile of that Hhore, where 
the Chanel is deepeft, there are but four Fa- 
thoms and an half Water, but the Bottom is 
foft. 

About Leagues from the North End 
is the Place of the King’s Refidence. In 1710. 
a Son of the King of TuClambam was Kingj 
and a Fire accidentally happening in a Vil- 
lage, when the Fire was extingui/lied, they 
chanced to find much .melted Metal under 
the Rubbifli, which proved to be Tin. The 
King ordered his People to, dig a little into 
the Ground, 'and they found Plenty of Ore, 
which he now reaps a good Advantage by. 
The ^utcb fent from Batavia ibr Leave to 
fettle a FaHory there, but could not obtain 
that Favour, the King declaring that his 
Country fliould be free for all Nations to 
trade, in. . ‘ • 

The Natives of the Ifland are, as moflo- 
ther Malagas, very treacherous, inhumane and 
inhofpitable to Strangers, who have the Mif- 
foitune to be fliip-wrackt on that Coaft. I 
' knew one Captain BeUing, who belonged to 
fome Gentlemen of Atcheeti^ and h^ the 
Misfortune to be fiiip-wrackt there, and they 
cut him off and all his Crew, except twp 
Boys who were made Slaves: But I know a 
Very honefi; ingenious Gentleman now .alive 
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in -Engl and, who had better Fortune, for^ 
after his Ship was loft in the Streights of 
Banka, he and his Men direfted their Courfe 
to T'dllambam, where a very hofpitable Eutch 
Gentleman, who fortuned to be Chief of the* 
Eufch Affairs at that Time, gave them a 
kind Reception, and procured them Pnuage 
for Batavia, where, fome Years after, I was 
in Company with the Hoft and Gueft toge- 
ther, 

Banka has a very foul Coaft for 6 Leagues 
within Monapin Point, which is the North- 
weft Cape-land on the Ifland ; ^ and over that 
Cape there is an high Mountain called Mo- 
jiapin Hill. On the North-eaft Coaft of the 
Ifland there are fo many Banks and Rocks 
under Water, that Navigation is very preca- 
rious, and none but Tanjalangs and Traws 
(fmall Veflels) venture to go that Trad; 
befides, there are no Places of Commerce 
on the North-eaft Side of Banka, to invite a 
Stranger by the Profpeft of Gain, and fo I 
return back to the Coaft of Sumatra again, 
without taking Notice of the little Pepper 
and 'Dammar that are the Produft 6f Banka. 

From Bullambam there are no Places of 
Commerce on the Coaft, till we come to 
Jambee, which is about loo Englifl) Miles, 
idere formerly xht.EngliJ}? had a Faflory on 
an Ifland near its River’s Mouth, called Ba- 
rella', but theimpediments' their Trade met 
with from the Dutch, who had a Faftory in 
the Country up, the River, made the Englijh 
Company withdraw. The Dutch kept ^ little 

Faftory 
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Fa^ory at Jambee till 1710. and then' with- 
drew alfo. ■ That Country produces only 
Pepper and Canes ; and, by the Lazinefs of 
the Inhabitants, there is hardly any of them 
procurable. 

• The Ifland Lingen lies under the JEqm- 
tor, about 20 Leagues from Jambee, and as 
far from the River of Johore, and is a Part 
of the Johore Dominions. It is about twen- 
ty Leagues long, and ten broad. It is very 
mountainous within, and very low towards 
the Sea. Its . Produft is fome Pepper and 
Canes, and it abounds in Porcupines, which 
affords them the valuable Porcupine Beakoar. 
Some of them I have feen as big as a W all-nut, 
and of. the fame Shape, and ■ pretty near in 
Colour, valued at 600 Pieces of Eight. Be-, 
tween Lingen and Sumatra are the.Streights 
of Driojis, where generally Ships pafs that go 
from Malacca to Batavia. 

■On the Sumatra Shore there are no Places 
of Corhmerce, till we come to the South 
Entrance oi AndraghiraWcs^i, and there lies 
Battapan, a .Town belonging to the Domi-- 
nions oi Johore, that affords Pepper and Gold. 
Off the Mouth of that. River about ten Lea- 
gues ly the two. Iflands of Carimon, and be- 
tween them and the Sumatra Shore, are the 
Streights of Labgn. Upon the Eaft Side of 
the great Carmon, is the Entrance of the 
Streights of D’riojis ; and between the fmall 
Carimon and Tanjong-bellong on the Conti- 
nent, is .the Entrance of the Streights of Sin^ 
cajjirg before mentioned, and alfo into the' 

• • ' ' Streights 
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Streights of Qovcrnadore^ the larged and ea- 
fied Padage into the China Seas. There ai-e 
many Iflands lying thick hereabout, all un- 
der the Dominions of Johorc. 

■ The ’Dutch have alfo a Fadlovy on the 
River An di'nghir a, called Siach, but of no 

great Moment. It is fo unhealthful, that in- 
corrigible Sots, and other Lumber of' the a- 
ftive World, are fent thither to expiate their 
Offences againd Nature, and very feldom a- 
ny return back to give an Account of the Sa- 
lubrity of the Country. The Reafon may be, 
that yearly there -are vad Numbers of Fifli 
called Shades, about the Bignefs of a large 
Haddock, full of Bones, and Rows about 
. one third of their own Magnitude, which 
come into that River to fpawn,and great Num- 
bers of People refort thither in that Seafon 
to catch them, for the fake of their Rows, 
and throw away the red of the Fifli, which 
fo corrupts the Air, that few can hold out 
one Year, but are relieved every fixMoiiths, 
except thofe who are font for Sacrifices to 
Tluto. 

The Dutch have another Faftory right 
oppofite to Malacca, on the Side of a large 
River, called Ban kali’s. Whether that be a 
Branch of And'raghira River I Imow not, 
but I believe it is. The Company vends a 
great Deal of Cloth and Ophium there, and 
brings Gold-dud im Return. That benefici- 
al Trade was not known to the Dutch be- 
fore idSy. that one Mr. Lucas, a .Fadlor in 
the Company’s Service at Malacca, was ad- 

• vifed 
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vifed by a Malaya to fend fome Surat Baftaes 
dyed blue, and fome Berams dyed red, which 
are both coarfe Cotron Cloth much worn in 
that Country ; and Ophium is as much in 
Requefl there, as Tea is with us. In lo Years 
that he kept that Trade wholly to himfelf, 
tho’ in other Mens Names, he got an Eftate 
of lo or IX Tuns of Gold, or about looooo 
Pounds EngliJhj and then revealed the Se- 
cret to the Company, who took that Trade 
altogether into their own Hands. 

■ There are prodi^ous Numbers of wild 
Swine about. Bankalis, and, in the Months 
of E)ecember and ’January^ their Flefii is‘ ve- 
ry fweet and fat. In thofe Months great 
Numbers of People refoft thither in fmall 
Braws. Some go into the Woods, and drive 
them towards the River, while others are 
ready with Dogs to drive them into ir, and. 
when one goes, all the Herd follows. Others 
are; ready with Lances in- their Braws, to 
purfue them in the Water, and lance them, 
and fo many as are lanced, drop down on 
the other Shore, and they are immediately 
carried to Places appointed, where there are 
many Fires made of Brulh-wood and Leaves 
of Trees, which the Woods afford, in great- 
Plenty, and, in thofe light Flames, they finge 
the Hair off, and take out the Intrails, and 
cut them up in proper Pieces, - and fait them 
in.- the Braws i and every Braw has a 
Share proportionable . to the Number of Men 
it "brings^ After it has lien three or four , 
Daysjn Salt, they .wafh.th® Pork, and hang' 
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it in Smoke, and then put it into Casks, 
which they have ready for their Purpofe, 
with fome dry Salt, and fell it b5^ the Cask 
to the belt Bidder. And! think it is the molt 
favoury fait Pork that ever I talled.^ 

Those Fifli Rows caught at Siak, they 
pickle up in Salt and Tamarinds, and then 
dry them in Smoke, and when dry enough, 
put them up in large Leaves of Trees; and 
tranfport them to all the Countries about, 
from Atcheen to Siam. It is called, when dri- 
ed, Tnrbow, and of Pork and Turbo'w_ they 
drive a good Trade, which, I think, far ex- 
ceeds Cavia7\ 

There is no other Place on the Simiatra 
Coaft, between Bankalis and Atcheen^ that 
admits of Commerce with Strangers, tho^ 
there are feveral large Rivers, at leaft, by 
their Outlets to the Sea, they appear to be fo. 
There is one called T)elley., that lies y Leagues 
within BvMo Veret^a, a fmall uninhabited I- 
flani that affords nothing but frefli Water 
and W ood. The Inhabitants on that Part of 
Sumatra, are faid to be Canibals. diamond. 
Point lies about io Leagues to the North- 
weft of ‘Ptillo Ve'rera, that fends dangerous 
Rocks above a League off Shore, The In- 
habitants are uncivilized, murdering all whom 
they can furprife or mafter. And at tP ijfung, 
about lo Leagues to the Weftward of’Dia- 
raond Point, there is a fine deep River, but 
not frequented, becaufe of the Treache- 
ry and bloody Difpofition of the Natives, 

’ Twelve Leagues farther Weft lies Bedier. 
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It has the Benefit .of a good River, but be- 
ing but eight Leagues from Atcbeeii^ it has 
no Trade. 


CHAP. XLIV. ; 

Treats <y'^Java, and the IJlands near it, ■‘with 
■an Account of the Garifons and Fadiories 
' 'fettled on that If and by the Dutch, .^/j^ 

■ FroduB and Commerce <?/Java, Bally, Lom- 
bock, Flores, Solore, Leolana, Panterra, 
-Mifcomby, Timore, Banda and Molucca 
" Ifands, arid the Ifands o/’ Celebes their 
' 'FroduB, Extent and Commerce: 

A ND now having ended my Tour round 
.Sumatra, I mull: return to the South- 
ward, and travel to theEafiward o^ Sumatra, 
and to the Southward of the iEquator, a- 
mong thpfe famous Illands,; and Java .being 
the weftmoft, I begin .there;, and march Eaft- 
ward among Iflands far from any Continent. 

, F?'.inces Illand is clofe to the Well Point 
of Java. It has a Chanel between it and Ja- 
va, but there is fome Danger in it. There 
are , no Inhabitants on it ; biit there are three 
Places that afford good Water, and Wood 
enough for Ships bound out of the Straights 
of Simda to Europe. There are feveral o- ' 
ther Iflands in the Streights, a^ Caccotoa, E)n - , 
ars; in, the, Way, the Button and 'Cape, and 
feveral others without Name. 

, ■ ' ■ ■ ' The 
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The firft Place of Commerce on the Weft 
End of Jnva^ is the famous Banta'm, where 
the Engitjl? and ‘Danes had their Fatftories 
flourifliing till Amw i68x. at which Time the 
neighbourly Dutch fomented a War between 
the old King of Bantam and his Son, and 
becaufe the Father would not come into their 
Meafures, and be their humble Slave, they 
ftruck in with the Son, who was more cove- 
tous of a Grown than ofWifdoni. The}^, 
with the Affiftance of other Rebels, put the 
Son on the Throne, and took the old Eng 
Prifoner, and fent him to Batavia-, and, in. 
1683. they pretended a Power from- the new 
Eng to fend the EngliJfj and Danes a pack- 
ing, which they did with a great Deal of In- 
folence, according to Cuftom. They next 
fortified, by building a ftrong Fort within 
a Piftol-fliot of one that the old King had 
built before to bridle their Infolehce. 

The only Prodiiift of Bantam is Pepper, 
wherein it abounds fo much, that they can 
export 'LQooo'’Txms, ^er Annum. The Road 
is good, and fecure for the Safety of Ship- 
ping. It is in a pleafant Bay, wherein are fe- 
veral' fmall Iflands, which retain their E 7 ig- 
lijh Names ftill ^ and the Natives ftill lament 
the Lofs of the EngUJh Trade among them, 
but the Eng has much moreReafon than his ' 
Subjeflsxto regret the Lofs of their Com- 
merce. The Good-will the Natives bear to 
the Dutch may be conjeftured from their- 
Treatment, when they find an Opportunity, 
for if an Hollander goes .but a Musket-fliot 

. from 
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from their Fort, -it is five to one if ever he 
returns, for they are dextrous in throydna-' a 
Lance, or fliooting of poifoned Darts thro’ a 
wooden Pipe or Trunk; and the King qe- 
■ver redreifes them, pretending the Criminal 
cannot be found.' ' - ■ . 

Batavia is about %p Leagues to the Eail- 
ward of Bantam^ Mid. a great Number of 
fmall Wands ly fcatcered in the Way, too te- 
dious to mention. : Bullo-j^anjang , off Ban-

I bought good v.’hitc Sugar in Cakes here 
for two 'Dutch Dollars '\PecnI, being 140 
lb. Eugltjjo fuitle Weight, 

TufUj^cira is the next Place to the Eaft- 
avard, and to theEaflward of it is Ra?nba 7 ig, 
about z Leagues from it, where the Dutch 
have a fmall wooden Fort, and a little Ga- 
rifon of fixteen T\den. Thofc two afford no- 
thing but excellent Teak Timber for build- 
ing. And ro the Eaftward of Rmnbnug is 
Sorobay-, which lies within the Ifland Mad'u- 
ru, and, I believe, is the eaflmoft Settlement 
the Dutch have' on the Ifland of It 

produces much Pepper, forac Becs-wax and 
L'on. Sorobny is about izy Leagues to the 
Eaflward of Batavia., and the Countiy, along 
Shore, as pleafant and fruitful in Grain and 
Fruits as any in the World. Tame Cattle 
and wild Game are very plentiful, good and 
cheap. At Rambaug I bought a Cow, flelliy 
and fat, for two Pieces of Eight, that weigh- 
ed above 300 Weight ; and wild Hog and 
Deer we killed daily with our Fowling-pieces, > 
as we did alfo Peacocks and wild Poultry. 
The Cocks are all lilte one another, with red 
Neclts and Bodies, and black Wings and 
Tail; and the Hens are exaftly like large 
Partridges. The Cocks are pretty, large, and 
.when they fake Wing, Uiey makeaNoife that 
may be - heard half a Mile. Their Flefli is both 
. : ; ■ .fa- 
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faroin'y ^nd juic}^,; and the wild Hog is' ex- 
cellent, In the Woods are man)^ flying Squir- 
rels. Some of them I have feen tame in Ca- 
ges. They alfo have little Horfes wild in the 
WoodSs and fome Tigers, . btit . being not 
much pinched with Hunger, they feldom at- 
tack Men. _ They have one dangerous little 
Animal called a Jackoa^ in Shape almoft like 
a Lizard. It is very malicious, and pifles 
at every Thing that offends it, and where- 
ver the Liquor lights on an animal Body, jt 
prefently cankers the Hefli, unlefs immedi- 
ate Cauterizings are ufedfand if that cannot 
be had, the Piece mufl be cut . out, for, if 
once it blitters the Skin, there is no Cure for 
it afterwards ; but he feldom. fails of giving 
Notice wliere he 1,5, by a' loud Noife calling 
Jackoa, ■ . 

I was once at Supper with -fome T>utch 
Gentlemen at Rambang^ in an Houfe thatcht 
with Cocoa-nut Leaves, and we were no 
fooner fet, but -one of thofe Jackods open- 
ed its Throat almoft over our* Heads. The 
Dutch Gentlemen .took the Alarm, and a- ' 
rpfe from the Table in great ■ Hafte, and ran • 
out of the Room, calling to. me, who fat ttill 
'( hoc a little furprifed to- fee their fudden' 
Flight) to follow them, for my Life was in' 
Danger, and, on hearing ‘that Admonition^ 

' I was not long after them ; but its Noife fpoil- 
ed our Supper, - ' ‘ f 

A s there are many Species of wild Anir 
'mals 'in thofe’ Woods, there is one particular, 
called the Or<7;/ Oiit'ahg. It is nearett fohuiiian, 

■ ’ • ' ' I 1 , both 
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both in Shape and Sagacity, among all the 
Herd of Animals. I law one about four 
Foot high, grofs bodied, long Arms from 
the Shoulders to the Elbows. His Finger 
Ends reacht juft to his Knees, as he ftood up- 
right. His Thighs and Legs plump, buf^oo 
fmall in Proportion to his Body. His Feet 
long, and broad at the Toes, but a little too , 
narrow at the Heel. His Belly prominent, 
covered with a light-coloured Fur, the reft 
of his Body being brown, and the Fur thick- 
er and longer than the Belly Fur. His Head 
fome what large. His Face broad, and full. 
His Eyes gray and fmall. His Nofe little and ' 
flat. - His upper-lip and Under-jaw very 
large. He blows his Nofe, and throws away 
the Snot with his Fingers, can kindle a Fire, 
and blow it with his Mouth. And I faw one 
broyl a Filh to eat with his boyled Rice. 
Tiie Females liave their regular Menjl^'ua. 
They have no Tail, and walk upright. They 
arc of a melancholy Difpofition, and have a 
grave dejefled Countenance, and even when 
they are young, they are never inclined to 
play, as moft other Animals are. There is 
a fmaller Sort, but of a different 'Species, cal- 
led Omn^aes ; but their Legs and Arms are 
very fmall. 

They have many large Crocodiles or Al- 
legators in their Rivers and Mariflies, and 
fometimes they go a, Mile or two off to Sea, 
and get foul of the Filhers 'Ncts. I was clean- 
ing a Veffel (that I bought at Samay'mig) on 
a Bed of and had .Stages fitted for' my 
■ ■ , ■ ■ ■ People 
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Pcnpl'2 tn {land on, when the Water came 
round the Vefiel, and we were plagued with 
five or fix Allegators, which wanted to be on 
the Stf gc, and every Moment diflurbed our 
Men, fo I, and two of my Men, 'fat on the 
Vefiel's Deck, and fired Muskets at them, 
but our I 3 ail did them no Harm, becaufe 
their hard fcaly Coat was Shot-proof. At 
iail we contrived to flioot at their Eyes, and 
we fliot at one fo. Afibon as he found him- 
felf wounded, he turned Tail on us, and, 
with great filouncings, made towards the 
Shore about half a Mile from us, and the 
reft following him, we were pretty quiet af- 
ter that. A Day or two after, -fome Fifliers 
told us, that they had feen a dead Allegator 
' lying on the Shore, and pointed whereabout 
they law him. I went, in' a Boat, afliore,and 
found him lying at full Length. I meafured 
his Length, and found, from his Nofe to his 
Tail, twenty feven Foot and an half, and he 
was about one third Part of his Length in 
Circumference about the Belly. 

I was in Samfl/rang in' 1704. in the Months 
of July and Angnjl^ when Navigation on 
that Coaft is accounted dangerous. A War » 
happened then to break out -between theNa- 
. fives of tliat Pdrt of Java apd the Uutcloy 

■ about the Succellion of a new Sun Suonan 

■ or Emperor, the old -one demifing about 
that Time, The T)ntch w^ould impofe the 
old' Emperor’s Brother on. them againft the 
general Bent df the Nation, and the Nobili- 
-lity .were for his eldeft 'Son, being the 

■ I 3 '■ eftabli- 
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eilabliflicd Law and Curtom of the Couii- 


I being then bound for Bntavin, theCom- 
niodorc "dcfired me to carry ,a Pacquet of 
Letters for the General and his Council, 
which I did, and delivered them, before 
they YS'erc fix Days old, to the General 
Van Hoorn) which Piece of Service recom- 
mended me to his Favour, which he demon- 
flrated afterwards in fome Indulgences I had, 
and fome Confidence he repofed in me. 

The War begun then, lailed io Years 
longer than at firll the HrUch imagmed. _ It 
taught the Javans the Art of War, having 
a great Number of Maccajfers and Bailies^ 
who had been trained up in the B)i!tchQ,osR~ 
pany’s Wars againfl fcveral Nations. Many 
of them came into the cldcfl; Son’s Intcreil, 
who having as good Courage and fubtle 
Stratagems, with much greater Agility of 
Body than the BJntch, made the War more 
terrible and dangerous than any the Compa- 
ny had ever entred into, notwithftandingthe 
Pretender had a laige Party of Javans, and 
was aflilled by Maccajfers, Anboincfe, Bailies 
. and Bougies ; but they wanted the European 
Difeipline that. the others had who ferved 
the young Emperor, for they could encamp 
and mine as well as the ‘Hutch. 

A Hutch Captain, in his March towards 
the Hutch Camp, fell, with his Company, 
into -an Ambufli of Javans. Some of his 
Men were killed, but he, and moll of his 
?\len were taken Prifoners. The Hutch 

Gamp 
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Can^p pitched on the Side of a-River, 
and the civaiis a few Miles above.them on 
the fame Paver’s Side. Next Day, to the 
flitch great Amazement, they faw the Cap- 
tain and his Men fwimming down with the 
Stream, on Bundles of Reeds, with all their 
Legs, Thigh-bones and Arms broken, and.-' 
moil of them alive. Their Country-men 
took them out of the River, and ufed Means 
to fave their Lives:^ but , very few - lived, 
which put their whole Army in feme Dread, 
by obferving what Quarter ' they might ex- 
pe6l if any of them were taken Prifoners. 

The Religion of .Java 'is partly Mahome- 
tan and partly 'Pagan. 'VhQ P agaus 
Women to be Priefteifes, and they are gene- 
rally old, and well skilled in witchcraft. 
And it is reported, that they have frequent 
Gonvcrfation.with the Devil, who appears to 
them in an horid monftrous Shape, and the 
Prieflefles facrificc an Hog to him. The Em- 
peror refides at an inland Town called Can- 
tafiur'h about three Days Journey from Sa-. 
marang., where I’ll leave him, and proceed to. 

The Hand of Madura, that produces no- 
thing for a foreign Market, but Deer Skins, 
They may be. had -in great Abundance, and 
'very' cheap. This Hand confronts Java to 
' its very eallermoll: Point. I have no. Know-, 
ledge of the Hands to the Eaftward ti^Java, 
but what I have, had by Information fro.mthe, 
pJutcb, who- are the only PoffeiTors of that 
Commerce, except two Englifl^ Ships that 
fell in among fonie of thofe lllands^ and f^ k 
• . . 1 4 
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will go on in thofe lame Obfcrviiiions and 
R-cmarks. 

I obfervcJ before, that Sorobay was the 
eaflermoil Settlement the T^utch have on 
yava, neither have they any Fooling, that I 
have heard of, on the South Side of that I- 
iland, tho’ tlie Natives are pretty well civili- 
zed, and as Ships from Europe fall in with 
that Coaft, they will bring oif Provifions to 
fell them, particularly if they fee Englijh 
Colours, for very often the "Dutch buy 
their Commodities, but pay nothing for 
them. 

The Ifiand of Bally lies next Java to the 
Ealhvard. It abounds in Provifions for die 
Inhabitants, hut afibrds nothing fit for Ex- 
portation. The Natives are daring and bold, 
even to Defperation. Many of them enter in 
the Dutch Service, and make good Soldiers. 
Between ^ava and Bally are the Streights 
of Bady. ' 

Larabcck is next Bally to the Eafiward, 
and about- the fame Magnitude. It produ- 
ces the fame Neceflaries as Bally-i'hvx no- 
thing to export. 

Combava is next to Larabock to tlie Eaft- 
ward, an Ifland as big as both the lafi: two 
mentioned. It produces nothing for Export, 
Between it and Larabock are the Streights of 
Allafs^ named from a Town Handing on the 
Shore, a'bout the Middle of the Streights.' • 

T HE next Iflands to the Eaftward of Com- 
,bava, are the two Iflands oLSappi, of fmall 
Account in Commerce, and fo is 

The 
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THEiiland of Flores to the Eaftward of 
them, tho’ it is an Ifland above 50 Leagues 
long, and 18 broad. In Amo 1703. Captain 
Wright in. the Leghorn Galley, loft his Paf- 
fage immBanjar otiBorneo^toBatavia^ and 
by contrary W inds, and ftrong Currents, was 
driven to this Ifland, and anchored at a Town 
on the Weft End of it called Larrcntoucka. ^ 
Finding the Place convenient and fafe to pafs 
three or four Months of the Wefterly Mon- 
foons, he took an Houfe afhore, and kept 
fometime one Part of his Ship’s Crew afliore, 
and fometimes another, to refrelh them. He 
gave Warning to the People of the Town 
not to truft his Men, but they, minding their 
oWn Profit, had trufted the Seamen about' 
ico L. SterL ■ A little before • he was ready 
to fail, the Creditors - came and demanded 
their Money.- He refufed Payment,. alledg- 
ing that a publick Crier had gone through 
.the Town forbidding any Body to truft his 
Men, and -that Crier was ordered by a Ma- 
giftrate to proclaim the Prohibition. The 
Creditors faid it was true they could not re- 
cover any Thing by Law, but if he valued 
his own Health he would fatisfie them, if not 
in all, -yet in Parr, and fo he paid one Half, 
which moft of them, were content with, biit 

■ o‘ne ‘old Witch was not,' but threatned his 

Deftruftion, if flie had not all her Demand 
paid. •, ’ •• 

' - Tn-ECaptainknowing that the Natives were 

■ very skilful in the Art of Poifoning,refolved 
to prevent their taking any Opportunity that 

■ . ■ Way, 
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'^\^ay, and fo v/cnt on board to eat and fleepj 
and was fo cautious, that he would not lb 
much as tafle their green Fruits, nor, fmell 
their Flowers, after the Time that the old Hag 
tiireatned him, and yet before he left .the 
Place,, he found himfelf much troubled with 
Grippings and Fluxes. I was at Batavia 
when he came there. He could not reach 
the Road with his Ship before he anchored, 
but was forced to anchor without, and ; fent 
his Boat on board of my Ship, todefireHelp 
to weigh their Anchor. I fenpaBoat with 
ao Men and an Officer, to bring their Ship 
into the Road, which next Morning they did ; 
the poor Man was brought to that Pafs by 
the Effefts of Poifon, that he could not 
walk without being fupported, nor could he 
lift his Hand to his Head. 

I waited on him afliore, and he defired- to 
be carried to his ufual Quarters, at the Sign 
of the red Lion, kept by a Woman called Black 
Moll^ a Native of the liland of Flo'res^ and 
he giving her an Account of his^ Condition, 
and how ignorant he was of the Gaufe of it, 
ilie bid him be cheerful, for flie knew how 
he had been poifoned, not by any Thing ta- 
ken inwardly, but by a Spell, and bid him 
recolleft himfelf, and try if he could remem- 
ber if he had not ftept over a’ Bit of Paper, 
or the Leaf of a Flag, in going in or out of 
any Houfe, which,, after a little Paufe, he 
could very well remember he had. She af- 
fured him that he fltould be perfeftly well in 
:a Month’s Time, and llie performed her Pro- 

mife 
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mife to Admiration. I left -Batavia before 
the Cure was perfedted, but afterwards when 
I came to Bat avia,, {he gave .me an Account 
that fhe bad reftored him to perfed Health, 
andfeverai Years after, Ifaw him at Fort St. 
George. 

' .Solor, Loolana, Banterra-,- Mifcomby, 
ail- ly to the Eaftward of Flores. ■ They.pro- 
duce. a little Sandal-wood, ‘ and CaJJia-ligna. 
The Bintch have a Fadory. on Solor. 

• The Ifland Tmor lies within 20 Leagues 
to the South of thofe four Jhands abovemen- 
-tioned. It is a large Ifland. about 9oLeagues 
long, and 18 broad. The Natives acknow- 
ledge, the King of B or Uigal. there Sovereign, 
and have embraced the' Romijh' Religion. 
They permitted the SPorMgneze Colony' of 
Maccao in C/;w^,'.to build aT orton it, which 
they called Leifavj, and the 'Dutch a Fadory 
called Couyang, but would never fuffer either 
to interfere with the Government of their. 
Country. The Bortngueze of Maccao drove 
a very advantagious Trade to- for many 
Years, and finding the . Natives inclined to-be 
paflive Catholicks, tried by fair Means to get 
the whole Government of the Country into the 
Church’s Hands, but could not be^^ilethem 
that Way, therefore they tried^ Force, and 
commenced a War, but to their Cofi: they 
found, that the Tmorea^is . would not lofe 
• their Liberty for fear of the Lofs of Blood. 
They chofe one Goufale 's Gomez their Ge- 
neral.- Ide was a Native of and had 

travelled to Maccao and -^He allowed

the King of ^ortngnl to be the Sovereign and 
Proteftor of their Country, and they would 
be his loyal Subjeds, providing their Laws 
and Liberties might be fccured to them. ■ 

. T H A T War with the City of Maccao lafted 
about fifteen Years. It began about the Year 
1688. and was not quite finifhed in the 1703. 
and Maccao in the End was ruined by it, for 
it exhaufted both -their Stock of Men and 
Money to fuch a Degree, that of 1000 Ci- 
tizens the Town had before the War, there 
was hardly fifty left at the End of it, and of 
forty Sail of trading Ships, not above five 
left. ■ ^ ^ 

The Vice-roy. of Goa fent. aii EmbafTy to 
Gonfales Gomez, in the Year 1698. to per- 
Evade him to Peace^ and to accept of a Go- 
vernor General and an Archbifliop from Goa, 
but to no Purpofe, for they declared, that 
they would admit of no foreign Governors 
in their Country, either in Church or State: 

The Produdl of the Ifland is Sandal-wood, 
the beft and largefl in the World, which is 
a great Commodity ia China, alfo^GoId and 
Bees-wax. The Gold is plentiful*, ■ but of a 
low Touch, not amounting to ^o CaraBts 
fine. And all Manner of PrOvifions are plen- - 
tiful and cheap, but no anchoring about the 
ifland, except at Leifaw and Coupang. And . 
the Coaft is fubjeft to frequent Tornadoes, or 
Squalls of Wind and Rain, introduced with 
much Thunder and- Lightning. 

The Natives report, that at a certain Sea- 
fon of the Year, after the South-weft Mon- 

foons 
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foons are fet in, they can difcern an high 
. mountainous Land to the Southward of them, 
and continues in Sight from T)eccmber to the 
latter End of Februmy^ or the Beginning of 
March, and then difappears. If the Report 
be true, it muft be fome floting Hand, that 
comes from and goes to tlolland, which 
is the next Traft of Land to the South of 
Timor. Thefe Accounts I had from a tPor- 
tugues:>e Gentleman called Jlexander Finto^ 
who. was a Captain' at Leifaw .iotm .Years, 
and was bound from Batavia to Goa,m An- 
no 1704. He went PalTenger with' me, and 
feem’d to be a Man of Probity. . . 

I never met with any .Body that could give 
me ' any tolerable x\ccount of the Hands to 
theeaflward of Timor-, or of New Guinea, or 
New Holland, and fo I’ll pafs by them, and di- 
feft my Courfetothe Hands of where 
Cloves, Nutmegs, and Mace , grow, but are 
^ now all engrofled by the fDutchj, who allow 
one of thorn c 2 i\\e^ Tullo-wey, to belong to 
the Englijh, after they had been at 40 t^ears 
Pains to cut .down all the, Clove an'd'Nut- 
meg Trees that grewph it, and have made 
it Death for the Natives ever, to plant any 
bn it. 

The Englijlo had alfo a Faftory bvFPullo- 
'/Wrbut were glad to leave it about the. Year 
,1618. The Hutch have that Hand dill, with 
Loutore and Ilforo, where they reap plentiful 
Crops of Spice. ■ 
t . 1 mufl: now Eeer Weft-hdrthrweft about 30 
Leagues, to the famous Hand . of Amboina, 

■ . where 
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where as real a Tragedy was aded on the 
Eiiglljh^ 2 .% ever happened among Friends and 
Allies. The Story is too wellltnown to need 
a Place here. However, at prefent it has 
altered its Scene, and turned prod igioufly re- 
ligious, having no lefs than yo Tintch Ero- 
tejiant Churches on that holy Hand, and the 
Natives are very fond and forward to turn 
Converts, efpecially fince fome Amhomefe 
Youths have been fent to Holland, and- 
trained up in their Univerfities, and ho-- 
noured with Clmrch Orders. They coming 
back to their own native Land, loaded with 
fuch fine Qualifications, and receiving great 
Refpeft from their Matters the 
the Converfion of the Populace very eafie. 

The ’Hutch have fo fortified Amboina, by 
their own Report, that they think it impreg- 
nable. It is true VlHoria Bay is fathomlefs 
till Shipping come within a Mile of their 
Foits, and there is no other Place for ancho- 
ring on that Side of the Hand, but .1 have 
heard fome Hutch Officers, in difputing their 
IHowledge of Amboina, fay, that on that Side 
that fronts the Coatt of Ceram, there are fe- 
veral Places of anchoring at a Mile or tvyo 
dittant from the Shore, and never a Fort built 
to impede anEnemy’s landing, and that ifan 
Army fuperior in Force to what the Hutch 
have at ViBoria, would march but fix or fe- 
ven Leagues by Land, they might come on 
the Back of the Town, and lodge on Hills fo 
near it, that none could pafs the Streets in 
the Town, nor' appear on their bulwarks or 

■ Bat- 
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Batteries ; but this was a Secret that the Efi~ 
gUjh or French ought not to know.- 

Th E Ifland 'Ccm;/, near Ambohia, has alfo 
Cloves and Nutmegs, and the F>utch appror 
priatc.that Ifland to themfelvesj and have a 
Faftory on it called Ainbay. It is a large 
Ifland of 70 Leagues, long, and 15- broad.' ■ 
Buro is alfo a Tiutbh Ifland, producing 
Cloves and ^^utmegs. It lies Weft-north-weit ’ 
of A - about 3 y Leagues diftant.

let them fee the EjigliJh were not quite igno-

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fmaller ones, are little frequented by Stran- 
gers, but on the South-well Corner of it is

all thofe eaftern Iflands abound in, and con- 
fequently in Poultry. The Natives are of a 
light Olive Colour, and the Women well 
lliaped, and pretty beautiful, for which Rea- 
fon they are in great Elleem among the Dutch . 
and Chinefe, who buy them for Bed-fellows, 
and often man-y them. The Men and Wo- 
men are both lliort in Stature, but well fea- 
tured, and well limb’d. They are very lov- 
ing and faithful if well ufed,-but exceeding 
revengeful if ill ufed. ' The Country is popu- 
lous and very large, being almoft zoo Leagues 
long, but the Breadth unequal. At the broad- ' 
ell it is about 70 Leagues.

HE great Illand of Bornev}^ or Bor- 
Jl iico^ the largeft except California, in the

I heard Mr. Syhanvs Land6n, whb hadbeen 
Chief of Borneo^ fay, that he .much wondred 
why the Company of England lliould- have 
fettled a Faftory at Betty ar~77iajfeeu, ’wh£ve 
tliey were forced foi;.feveral Years'. to keep 
their Faftory on Flotes. of great Trees: tied 
together, and made faftro Trees growing in 
the Water, on die Side of a River, with Gables 
made of Rottms, and when they- built a 
Faftoryi they were forced .firft to drive Poles 
in the Ground, to make a Foundation, as the 
Stitch do i^tJlmJierdm,'«{\dL raife Earth on 
them to build upon. 

Captain R<a?v 2 y, a very ingenious Gentle- 
man, drew the Plan, but died bcfoi'e the Work 
was brought to any great Forwardnefs,'an'd 
Mr. Cunningham, who came thither from 
lo-cpndore, when that Fadlory was cut off by 
their MaccaQ'er Soldiers, came to .the Head 
of the Company’s Affairs. He was bred, a 
Surgeon, and had turn’d. • would 
f^end whole Days in contemplating on the 
Nature, ■ Shape, and QuaUties of a. Butterfly 

V o L. IT. . K 
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or aSheIIfilli,and left the Management of the 
Company’s Bufmefs to others as little capable 
as himfelf, fo every one but he was Mailer. 

' Their Faflory was not half finiflied be- 
fore they began to domineer over the Na- 
tives, who pail in their Boats up and down 
the River, and very imptudently would needs^ 
fearch'one of the King’s Boats, who was car- 
rying' a Lady of Quality ’down the River, 
■which fo provoked the King, that he fware 
Revenge, and accordingly gathered an Army, 
and ihipt it on large to execute his 

Rage on the Faflory and Shipping that lay 
on - theRiver. The Company had two Ships, 
and there were two others that belonged to 
•private Merchants, and I was pretty deeply 
concerned in one of them. The Fadlory re- 
ceiving Advice of the King’s Defign, and the 
Preparations he had made, left their Faftoiy, 
and went on board the Shipping, thinking 
themfelves more fecure on board thanafhore. 
When all Things were in a readinefs, the' 
Army came in the Night, v.-lth above loo 
and no lefs than 3000 defperate Fel- 
lows. Some landed and burnt the Fa6lory 
and Fortifications, -while others attackt the 
Ships, which were prepared to receive them: 
The Eiiglijh -had made fail Nettings fi-om 
the Mizon to the fore Shrouds, about two 
Fathoms high above the Gunnel, that they 
might not be too Suddenly boarded by the & 
nemy, and to have the'Opportunicy of ufing 
their Blunderbufiies and Lances, before the 
Enemy' could get on their Decks. Affoon 

as 
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in the Ships faw the Fleet approach- 
nr.af them, they plied their Gun’s "ivith' 
double Pi.oi5nd and Partridge, and madea great 
Carnage, biit all did not deter the Aflailants 
from boarding, who when they got as- high 
as the Gun-wall or Gunnel, were at a • Lofs 
how to' get over the Netting, and fo. were 
killed with -great Eafe. Some* got in at the 
head Door of one of the Ships, and ' killed 
iQixi>j:^^Er.glijh in the Fore-caflle,'but they were' 
foon dei'u'oyed. The two^ great. Ships,' thof 
in Danger, beat off the Enemy. with fmalt 
, Lofs, but the little Ships vyere both .burnt, 
with moft of their Men, and one Dutch' 
Gentleman who was obliged to flee fromj^^-; 
tavia on one of the "fraSl . V elTels, was alfo 
burnt in her. ' His Name was Hoogb Camber, 
and had been Amballador to the King 'of 
Terjia, 

I heard forae Ch'ma Men fay, who were 
there at the Time of, the Engagement, that 
the Engbfl? killed, (in' two Hours that the 
Adion was hot, ) above 1500 Men, befides 
m'vmy wounded and maim’d, but the Englijb?. 
were forced to be gone from .their Settlc*- 
•ment: The King thought his Revenge had 
gone far enough in driving them from their 
Settlement, 'and finding the Lofs of the En- 
' gUJh Trade affeded his Revenue, he let all 
Ehgltjh who traded tojohore and other cir- 
cumjacent Countries, know, that lie wotild 
■ ftill 'continue a free .Trade wiUi the Englijh 
' on 'the bid Footing,' but would never mffer 
them, of any other .Nation -to buijd Forts in 
K 2. his 
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his Country, Several have been there 

fincc, and loaded Pepper, and have been ci- 
villv treated'; and the T>'dtcb fent a Ship 
frorn But avia in Anno ijix, to trade with 
them, but the Natives refufed Commerce with 
them. 

The inland Country is very mbuntainouSs 
but towards the Sea very low and marifliy, 
occafioned by the great Rains that continue 
about 8 Months in the Year. It produces 
Rice, and many Sorts of Fruits in ,9’cat A- 
bundance. Pepper is peculiar to the Countries 
about Banjaar ; and to the wellward about 
Snccadaana, they have fmall Diamonds, but 
their Waters, being inclined to be yellow, are 
not fo much inEitcem'as thofe oiGolcondab. 

T H E Engliji? had formerly a Faftory at 
Snccadaana, but why they left it I know nor, 
unicfs it was for the Unwholfomnefs of the 
Country : yet in Anno 1604. I met with a 
Ship from Fort St. George^ bound to Sncca- 
daana, commanded by one G-aptain Gnllockj 
who iiad been there the Year before, and 
praifed it for a wholfom Country, and the 
Inhabitants very civil and obliging. He bought 
foine Sirrat Baftaes of me, at 45 per Cent. 
on Invoyce, and expecled to malic as much 
himfelf. 

I T is reported, that on the Coaft of Bor-- 
nco, between Lao and Sobnr, there are ma- 
ny Canibals^ but I never heard it confirmed 
by, any but Chine fe. And from Sohar to Sne^ 
cadaana, the People are civil enough to Stran- 
gers.

Rates, that the A'rmcntan gained /pper Cent. 
at Batavia. ( whither he went on a CbmaYct- 
fel) for the Goods he difpofed of there. At 
Bataviahe took Paflage on board a French 
Ship for CAV;^, and in their- Way called at 
Trangano, where I met with him inthc'iyrp. 

I had the whole Account from himfc 1 f,and faw 
fome beautiful Pearls iliat he was carrying 
to the China Market, and among them a 
I^air of Pears worth yoA, Stcrl. 

T H E Chinefe drive a fmall Trade from Si~ 
am and Cambodia, to the Town called Bor- 
neo, that lies about 80 Leagues to the North- 
ward of Sambas, and thefe are all the trading 
Places that ly about the North End of this 
liland, that I could hear of. The Religion 
in Borneo is Fagan, except in fome Places on " 
the Sea Coafl there are fome Mahometans, 
and fo I mull leave . Borneo, and fleer my 
Courfc towards the Coall of Johore on the. 
Continent, but in my Way there are two 
Cluders of Iflands that ly half-way. One is 
called Anamba, and the other Flatnna, but- 
by the Natives Sciantan, is the common Ap- 
pellation for both Clufters. Their Inhabi- 
tants are called Bougies, a fierce defperate" 
People, and the only Produdl of thofe Iflands 
is Betle-nut, and the Religion Mahometan, 
The Iflands are very high, and may be. 
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c-rfiiv r::cn in a clear Day above fifteen

A Co7ithmntm!. cf the ’Domhiions Johore 

on the Comment, and. the IJlands adjac'e^it. 

r ''KE Johore Jflands to the North-eaft- 
ward of the Promontory of Rcnnanoj 
(from whence I took my ’Departure, when 
I fleered among the Iflands ) are fiffi:’ Rnllo- 
fhigiy then Ridh-aure, then T.ullo-ftfang , and 
then T Jilk-thnoun, the- highefl and largefl 
among them. They arc alf inhabited and 
produce Poultry, and fmall ' Goats, and fome 
Fruits, but rso Commodities for Export. Their 
Religion is Mahometan. 

R abating lies North-weft of Tnllo-tmoun, 
about xo Leagues diftant. Tullo-vareUaWQS 
in the V.^ay, but it is rather a Rock ‘.than an 
Illand, therefore hardly worth noticing. Ra- 
bating River has a pretty large ifland lying hi 
its r^outh, which makes two Chanels into it. 
The North Entry has ho defs than four Fa-- 
thorns and an Half at.. High-water, and the' 

I Chanel is .about an hundred and fifty Yards 
’broad. Juft within the Bar is good fecure An- 
choring in fix Fathoms', and there are good 
frefli Water Springs ’ within ■ two hundred 
Paces of the Sea-fliore. The River is.a Mile 
■ broad, but fo full' of Banks, that it is' with’ 
Trouble -a fmall Veflel of thirty Tuns can go- 

. ^ • XT . ' fr. 
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'o the Town, which lies about twelve Miles 
up the llivcr, where I left Rajah Bo-^neca, 
before I took my Ramble among thelflands. 
He was there in Anno 1719. Vv'ith five or 
fix hundred Men to keep that Country firm 
to his Father. 

Rahaung River runs far into the CountT}', 
and wafnes the Foot of Malacca^AiW. There 
is Abundance of Gold Dnft found in it, and 
I have feen fomc Lumps, of five or fix Ounces 
each. ' Tliey do not dive for the Dufi: above 
three Fathoms, tho’ there are fome Places 
in the Pdver above Ten deep, and general- 
ly where the deepefi; Water is, moll Gold- 
dull is found, k has exported fome Years 
above eight hundred YTight. Along the 
Sides of the River Pepper is""p;anicd^for Ex- 
port, but not above 300 Tuns in a \ear, be- 
caufc titey want Vend for more, tho’, iftlicy 
had a Market to, carry it off, in five Years 
Time they could' make a Produtl of 3C00 
Tuns. Befides Pepper and Gold, there arc 
Tin and Elephants Teeth, but in no great 
Plenty, and the beft Canes in the World 
grow’ hereabout. The Country is -woody,- 
and is fior’d with' wild Game and Fruits, 
their ' P.ivcrs and .Sea. with great Plenty, 
and Variety of excellent Fillt, but the. Coun- 
try is not reckoned very , healthful, becaufe 
of the Abundance of Rains. Trangano isthe.. 
next' Place of Note for Commerce, and hi Aii-.^ 
710 ‘iyzo. the Place of Relidenceof a poor dk ; 
fireft King, who by a fenfelefs'Devotionto Su- 
pefffition, ruin’d his Country and his own' Fa-, 
paly, • • I ■ 
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I Piwc -an Account before- of. his Brother’s 
ti'asicai End, and the daring Boldnefs .9f a 
A’onth that fliewed him the Way -to die by 
his own Hand.- In 1719.. I faw the - Y.outh 
waiting on the King, and fanning him-udtha 
Peacock’s TaiL-' ‘In my cal- 

led at Trnngano, and went.-to wait • on himi 
' and he remembred that he Jiad been acquain- 
ted with me five and twenty. -Years before: 

I ftaid about a Week, and every' Day ■ he‘ 
wanted to fee me. He often repented his- 
taldng the Weight of Sovereignty -oii-his- 
Shoulders, and feared that 'his End/ would' 
prove as tragical as his Brother’s. • 

. Tr^;:^;2,7r/ Hands pleafantly hear the Sea, on' 
the Side of a River that has''ia-fliallow'. Bar, 
and many Rocks.fcattered to 'and again ^urh- 
in the River, but Roo'm enough .in unany. 
Places to moore fmall Ships very fecurely, -to 
keep them fafe -from the- Dangers' -of the 
Winds or Floods. ^ There may be-'-about one 
thoufand Houfcs.in it, not built .in regular ' 
Streets, but fcattered in ten or -twenty in a- 
Place- diftant a little Way from Another’s Fi/-. 
la of the fame-Magnitude..-'The Town isa- 
bove half-peopled: with Qh'mefe, who’ have a 
good Trade "for. .three or four Jonks yearly, 
befides fome that trade to S'mm, Cambodia, 
T^inqueemVid.. Sambas. When I .came back 
from. Siam with .‘-my "Cargo .-.unfold,- ■ as. I 
mentioned before, .I-.came ^to Idfangano Xo - 
. difpofe oPwhat.'I could' of, my .Goods, and -.

kind.,King-affijted 'me' indoiiig- bothi with.

able. 

While my Ship lay in the Road, the 
Bougies came with a Fleet of two hundred 
Sail of defigning to plunder the Town 

of Trangano ; but they were afraid to pafs fo 
near our Guns as they muft have been nccef- . 
fitated to do before they could get into the 
River. When they came to a Place about y 
Leagues olF, they fent a Braw to my Ship, 
and the Officer told me, that he had a Coin- 
rniffion to proFer and pay me 3000 SpruiiJI} 
Dollars, if! would let them pafs quietly into 
the River. I ordered him away, and threat- 
ned, that, if they came, they ffiould feel the 
Force of my Powder and Shot, ’When I 
came aihore, the King askt me if I ymuld 
proteft him, I told him I would with all 
the .Force I had. He wept, as if he had 
been diffident, and defired that I would take 
him on board of my Ship, and carry him 
whitherfoever I went, for his Life was bur- 
denfom to him, and he could ti-uft none of 
his own People. I perfwadcd him that I was 
iincere in ray Refolution to proteft him, and 
that it would look too mean to run away from 
his Kingdom, while there w^as a Poffibility to 
regain it. 

He told me, that he had fent Amballa- 
dors to the ‘Dutch at Malacca for Affiftance, 
according to the ancient League between 
his Anceflors and them, when they joyned 
their Forces to expel the Bortugueze from 
Malacca ; but inftead of hnding-Relief there, 

. his 
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his Enemies were afEfted wdth Powder and. 
Shotj and his rebellious Siibjefts had a fafe 
Retreat at Malacca. 

I advifed him to take Protedion from the. 
‘Dutch flnd allow them the Monopolization 
of the Trade of his Country, and to part the 
Revenues between him and them. Hefeem- 
ed to be offended with the Propofal, , but. 
faid lie would be glad if the -Englijh tvould. 
fettle in his Dominions, and fortify whdt 
Places they pleafed,' and, that he would vvil-' 
lingly come uiider their Proteftion, and that 
there were none that ever entertained the 
Dutch in their Countries : as - Guefts -but 
would willingly be quit of them again, if they 
could. , 

T H E R E happened to come a Ship, 

thither at that Time, being bound to China. 
The King gave the Captain and me an Invi- 
tation to Dinner, and, after we,- had regaled 
ourfelves, wm entred on a Difcoiirfe .of the 
miferable State of a Country under the Ma- 
lignancy of fl civil War. - He asked us,, if 
fuch Calamities had happened to England or 
France. We • affured him there had been 
often fuch Diftempers among us, but that 
when the Difeafe was cured, our State be- 
came as flrong and vigorous as ever. 

H E had feveral Times askt- me, if I thought 
the Englijh be.perfwaded to fettle a 

Colony in his Country, thav.Fahatmg mi^t- 
be. made .a Place of great Trade, if ;there were ' 
Shipping and Stodk to carry off the Pepper 
and Tin which thatCountry.alone.could-pro- 

' • diice. 
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cilice. I told him, 'I could give him no' En- 
couragement to believe they would. 

He then defpairing of getting an Englifty 
Colony fettled, propofed to ]\^r. Ecdro-vil- 
l-ammt Garden^ who commanded the French 
Ship, if he thought the French Nation might 
be induced 'to fettle in his Dominions, and- 
the French Gentleman gave him Hopes that 
the King of France might be induced td ac- 
cept of his Friendfliip, and fettle a Colony, 
providing he would certify his'Requeft by a‘ 
Letter, which the King of Johorc readily a- 
greed to. It was written in the Malayan 
Language, and tranflated by- a Chinefe into' 
Fortugue^e, and I tranflated it from tli'at 
L-anguage into Engltjl?. The Original and 
EngliJ}} Tranflation were delivered to 
the French Captain, but I never heard of it- 
lince. ■ - 

H E told me, that when I came to Bombay, 

I iliould acquaint the Governor of the De- 
fire he had to live under the Protedion of 
the Enghjl), and that with lyo Men they 
might bridle the Infolcnce of his own rebel- 
lious Subjefts, and their Allies the Bougies 
roo. ' ■ ' 

Trangano is a very pleafant and healthful 
Country, and affords a fine Land-skip from' 
the Sea, The Hills are low, and covered 
with ever-green Trees, that accommodate the 
Inhabitants with Variety ‘of delicious Fruits,' 
fuch as Lemons, Oranges,- Limes, Mangoes, 
Mangojlans, 'Rambojidns, Eetchees and 
veans : And iii the Vallies, Corn, Pulfe and 

SugaV- 
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Sugar*canes. The Ground is cultivated: by . 
tlic Chk’^ycy for the lazy .cannot take 

that Trouble. . . ;■ * r. ; .■ 

, T H Prdduft • of the Country is Peppei; 
and C^oids which are naoftly exported by the 
Chhiefi. About- 300 Tuns are the common 
Export of Pepper, and we have it almoit for 
one half of the Price that .we .pay for.iif/xV 
laba}' Pepper. From . the Month of OBober 
till March^ their River is fliut upby the Bar, 
which fills up by the Impetnqfity df'the great 
Seas fent on that Shore by the, North-eaft 
Monfoqns : but in the.Mpnths’of 3 ^«^'and 
Attgnfl their Seas produce the fined Fifli that , 
ever I faw or rafted. There is- one Sort ex- 
adly like a Salmon, both in Shape and Tafte, 
but the Fifli is -whitCj as the, Salmon is red. 
Their Poultry are large, plui^ and fweer, 
but Beef is fcarcc, except Bufralo Beef and 
that is plentiful enough. • 

Jn Anno lyzo. the Bougies came to fullo- 
which is but five Leagues from Tran-. 
gano‘, but there .are other Iflaiids that ly , iz 
Leagues more foutherly, called, in the Maps, 
by the Name of Tullo-capafs. but their right 
Name, which the Natives call them by, is'. 
T.nllo-tetang. , . 

. '.However, from Tnllo-capajs the Bpii- 
gies fent an Ambalfy to Trangano, pretend- 
ing.-an Accommodation , with the King, to fee- 
if he would allow them to enjoy the .Conti- 
nent, and Illands, beyond the Promontory, of 
Romano^ and they would . leave him the qui- 
et- Pofteffion ’of the .reft ;, and, while they 
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were in a large Hall conferring, foine unufu- 
al fudden -Noife happened to be^ heard from 
without, which the guilt)^ Boughs taldng to 
be fome Defign in Execution againft tliep, 
one of them runs to the King, and creft him 
to the Heart, which made a very great^ Dif- 
order, and many were killed on both Sides ; 
and what Bougies remained, got on board of 
their Gallies, and polled to their Fleet at 
Tiilh-ctij}afs^ with the New^s of wliat had 
happened at T'/'ungauo, and next Day the 
Bougies went into the River, and pliindrcd 
the Town, except certain Houfes which be- 
ionged to the 'Battabandaar-, or firft Mini- 
ller, whom the King, in his Life-time, ever 
miftrufted, but, by the ill Situation of his Af- 
fairs, was obliged to hide his Thoughts, and 
defer liis Refentments dll a proper Time, - 
The next Place, to the Northward, in the 
Johoi'e Territories, is Batany. It was for- 
merly the greatehPort for Trade in all tliofe 
Seas, but the Inhabitants being too potent 
to be afraid of the King's Laws, they became 
fo infolent, that Merchants were obliged to 
remove their Commerce to Countries of 
more Security. It was the ftaple Port Tor 
Surat Shipping, and from Malabar and 
Chormoudel they had a good Trade, and fo 
they had from Chhia, Tunqnin, Cermbodia and 
Siam', but the Merchants finding noReflraint 
on Robbers and Murderers, were obliged to- 
glve their Trade a Turn into another Chanel, 
which was a great Advantage to Batavia, 
Siam and Malacca, where they were kindly 

ufed,. 
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ufed, find in thofe Ports it has continued e« 
vcr hncc. ; ■ . . 

The Johor e Dominions reach hut four, or, 
five Leagues farther/ North, which, iike'moft 
Borderers, are inclined to Rapine, >nd lying 
fo near another’s Dominions,' where "they 
may be fereehed ' from the Tower of their 
own Laws, when they commit Depredations^ 
it makes them exercife their .Villanies witli 
Impunity. Between Tr'migano m&Tatmiyly 
the" IHaiids of They^ are uninhabit- 
ed, but fometinies the ’ or Malays 

Freebooters frequent them,- and' -when they 
meet with trading ■Vefirels'that.the3^'are able 
to mailer, they make Priie.of them, and car- 
ry the Men into other Countries than where 
they belong to, and fell' them for Slaves; 
and v/hen they meet- with no Purefiafe at 
Sea, they go afliore in the Nights, and’ deal 
all they can get. Men, Women and Chil- 
dren go all. into the Booty ; but the Chbia 
Vcffels afford them'moft Pnzes. 

■ The Kings of Johore ever, paid Homage 
to the Kings of Siam-, by- fending them a 
Rofe -made of Gold in a golden Box once in. 
three Years. The Year 1719. happened to 
be the Year that the Rofe came, for I faw 
the Meffcnger that brought it ^tSiam,v/h 6 re: 
he had Orders from his Mader to know horv 
my Affairs vyent, with a Profer of the King’s 
Service,.' if I came back.into his Country. 


Chap. 
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C H A P. XLVII. 

Gives an Account of the Tiomnions and City 
of Sa'Sim, with .Remarks on the RevohiUon 
that bdyi>ened there, 

CQ^ANGO'P.E is the firO;’ Town on the 
^ King of Dominions.' On that Side 
it is under the .Government- of Urn'e^ which 
•was once the Metropolis of a Kingdom of the 
Pime Name, but, by civil Diflenfions, it be- 
came a Prc5' to' the 'King of Siam, 

San^orc Hands on the Side of a large Pvi- 
Ycr. it yields 'fome Tin, Elephants Teeth, 
Agala-wood-andrcoarfe Gold, but the Inha- 
bitants -meet .with fo great Difeouragements 
in 'digging*' for Tin, that there is very little 
to be procured ; and what is manufactured, 
is bought up by the ‘Dutch F'aftory at Ligore. 

'Ligore lies about ix Leagues, to the North- 
ward qS 'S an gore,, and between thern lies a 
low uninhabited liland, .called Dafter. It 
reaches- from. within 3 Leagues of 

Ligore River. It^is well ifored with wild 
Buffaloes', Hog and Deer, which are free for 
all Perfons .to 'kill 'at Pleafure, The Road 
of Ligore lies 'two Leagues from the River, 
and about 'a League within the River’s 
Mouth Hands the Dutch FaiHory, a pretty 
commodious. Houfe, built of Brick, after the 
Dutch Fafliion., The Town Hands about 
. two Miles above the FaClory. It is built of 
Bambovss, and thatcht with Reed. _ There 
are many Pagan Temples in it, which have 

.Steeples 
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Steeples built very high, in Form of very 
i) fliarp Pyramids. They are fo fmall, that, in 
the P.oad, they iook like Ships Mails. It 
I produces Abundance of Tin, but the "Dutch 
i engrofs it all. 

Tulle Cara, an high liland, lies about 
• Leagues off Ligore. The next Place of Note 
is Cui, a Place that produces great Quanti- 
'ties of Tin and Elephants Teeth, but all are 
fent to the City of Siam or 0^5?/^ for ,the 
^ King’s Uie. Tlie.reil of the Coaft being little 
’ frequented, I will pafs by .'it, and fteef for 
> the Bar of ' ’ • 

Smn. The City Hand s, on ah liland in the 
River Memnon, whichy by Turnings and 
Windings, makes the Diilance' froni the' Bar 
about yo Leagues. The Country is low, and 
as fruitful as any Spot - of Ground in . the 
World, in Rice, Legumen, Fruits and Roots, 
Cattle wild and tame; ‘ And the River 'a- 
bounds in many Species of excellent .Fifli, 
which. plentifully indulge the Inhabitants, and 
m-ake them indolent and lazy, and .confe- 
quently proud, fuperilidous and wanton. • 

The City is. reckoned ten ‘Miles .round 
the Walls, and many Canals, from theRwer, 
pierce thro’ the City from all Quarters. ' The 
Walls of the City are'high and thick, built of 
Stone and Brick; but theHoufesof the Na-- 
tives, tho’ large, are low, built oh Stakes driven 
into the Ground, about lo or iz. Foot high; but 
the Mahometans, Cbinefe and Chrijltans 
the Grounds they build on high enough fO be ' 
fecure from the yearlv Inundations. The Na-*' 
'Von. IT. “ L ■ tives 
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tives Houfesarcraifed on thofe Stakes on the 
fame Account, and as thciiAValls are built of 
Bamho'W and Reeds, their Roofs are built of 
the fame Materials, and are all thatcht, except 
what are built on Te'/'ra and they are ge- 
nerally tiled. There are many arch’d Bridges 
in the City, built of Brick or Stone, and fome-. 
of Wood, The Floors of the Natives Hou- . 
fes are made of fplit Bambow or Reeds made 
fall ■ together, ’ fo that one cannot , move . oh 
them' without both Noife, and Hialdng them. 

’’The three Palaces of their Kings, and- 
fome Temples, are the only magnificent E- 
‘difices in the City ; and fome Steeples be- 
longing to the Temples are gilded with Gold 
on the Oiitfide, and in a Sun-lhine they re- 
fleft the Rays fo flrongly, that, at two or 
three Miles Diftance, they difiurb the Eye, 
when lookt upon. 

They have many large Temples well de- 
corated after their Way, and well ilockt with 
gilded Images of Gods andGoddefles, ofthe 
Priefts Contrivance and Canonizing, and they 
never want Devotees to adore them, who 
pay their deceitful Impofers very well for de- 
ceiving them ; but they are not the only • 
People that are fo cunningly deluded, for 
the fatal Cuflom has fpread univerfally in all 
the Corners of the World. 

The great God, . who created the Uni- 
verfe, theyhave no Image of, nor can they 
make any of him, becaufe he never fiiewed 
himfelf in any bodily Shape, and therefore they 
can form no Idea of his Slvape, Dimenfions 
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or Beauty; hu'iTi^edaJj, the great God’s Part- 
' her has often flicwed- himfelf, and him they 
worfhip in his Image with the highell Ado- 
ration. Tf'a'vu ^rntnbixiid. Sommo Cnddem his 
Friends they, adore with the fecond Degree 
in Worfliip ; and ‘Pra^out and Samfay have 
the third Sort of Veneration paid to their I- 
mages. ' ' - . _ ■ 

They have many little Deities inferior to 
thofe above mentioned, whom they adore as 
j Patrons or Protedlors of feveral Tribes of 
Men, and- other Animals. of different; Coun- 
tries and Cities, of Health, Profperity' and o- 
ther Chances and Cafua'Ities, fo every one is 
at -Liberty to choofe his. own Patron orPro- 
tedlor, and worlhip him according , to his 
• own Mind, but none are perfecuted for the 
Opinion of the Way he is to worfliip, either 
the great or the little Gods,. That.heavenly 
Freiizy is only a raging .mad Diftemper that 
affefts the melancholick Brains of the weftern 
World. ^ ' 1- 

I was in one Temple pretty large, built 
exadlly four Square, and each Square contain- 
ed juft an Hundred Images. 'They were pla- 
ced in Notches or T>omes' about four Frtot 
from the Ground, There were more God- 
defies tlian Gods, and all .were in a fitting 
Pofture crofs-legg’d, as Taylors fit on their 
Shop-boards. Their Nofes were low and 
fmall, .their Viffage long, their Ears large, 
and the Lappets of' them thick and plump. 
They fat promifcuoiifty in thofe Notches, and 
all- clothed'inone Livery of Gold-leaf. They 

L a were 
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were almoll as big as full-grown Men and 
Women, but very differenr in their Sub- 
llanccs. Tiic Priefls told ns, that fome were 
of pure Gold, others of Tccul Silver, which 
has no Alloy in it, fome of Copper, and fome 
of Brafs, and fome of bak’d Clay ; but, for 
Want of fumptnre Laws among them, it was 
hard to know the Gentleman from the Beggar 
by their Garb, or a Lady from a Lawndrefs. 

In one Temple, as I was informed, Bands 
the famous Snrnfqy twenty Yards in Height. 
He is in a right lineal Defeent from little Sam- 
fay, who caufed fo much War between Si- 
am and ’T’egn, which never ended but with 
the DifTolmion of the ^cgti Empire. Jn moB 
of their Temples ilierc arc frightful Dragons 
Banding Sentinels at their Gates, but whe- 
ther they are placed there to keep in the 
Gods, or to keep out Devils, I know' not. 

There are reckoned no Jefs than fifty 
thoufand Clergymen or TallaPoys belonging 
to the Temples in and about th.e City of Si- 
rrm ; but they are eafy to the State, having no 
Bated Benefices or other Revenues, and yet 
they are plentifully fupplied with all the Ne- 
ceflaries of Life by the Charity and Benevo- 
lence of the Laity, 

There is one Temple about three Miles 
below the City, on the oppofite Side of the 
Riyer, called the Pipes Temple, becaufe 
annually in the Month of September, when 
the Floods overflow the low Ground, ( as in 
Egyyt') there arc good Numbers of Fillies 
almofl like fmall Salmon, that frequent a Pond 

cldfe 
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clofe to that Temple, and are to be found 
in no other Place in the Siam Dominions, 
and they are fo tame, that they will come 
clofe to our Boats, and frisk and play on the 
Surface of the 'Water, if any Body has a Mind 
to feed them with Bread, Cocoa-nut Meat, or 
other Food that does not eafily feparate. ’Tis 
only to hold fome near the Surface of the 
Water, and they willjake it familiarly from 
the Hand. I have often taken Pleafure to 
feed them, and fee them play, but a^on as 
we leave off feeding them, they will, with- 
draw, fo that hardly one is to be feen till a 
new Supply of Vi£luals is offered to them. 

. But none dares offer to take one of them, 
for fear of raifing a zealous fanflified Mob, 
who punilli fmall Faults with the greateft Se- 
verities, and thofe Fillies being confecrated 
to the God of that Temple, are fecufelypro- 
teded by the Confecration. They continue 
about the Temple till the Middle of Tiecem- 
her, that the Floods begin to draw off the 
Ground, and then they depart, and are feen 
no where in any River or Pond belonging 
to Siaff!, till September brings them back to 

their Temple.' . - 

W H A T E V E R Animal comes within the 
Verge of a Temple, it is fecured from Pur- 
• fuit or Violence. I knew a ’Po7't7iguezfSh‘!i-’ 
bitant of Siam, who diot a Crow as it fat on 
'■■the Branch of a' Tree that ;• grew near a 
Temple, on 'which the Priefts raifed a Mob, 
■ wlio broke both the' poor Man’s Legs and 
Arms, and left him in the- Field for dead, 
- ■ L 3 ' 
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but forac Chrlfiims coming accidentally by, 
carried him in a Boat, in that deploiable 
State, to a Surgeon, ^v]^o Tel his Bones, 

and cured him. I law him alive and well f/' 
Anno 173.0. 

Tun French have a Bifltop at Shnij with 
a Church and a Seminary for me b.ciiicalion 
of Converts. They {land a little above the 
Cit5^ on the oppofitc Side of the River. 
They make but few Converts, except when 
Corn is dear, and then iome of the poorer 
Sort receive Baptifm, which intitles them to 
a b'laintcnancc from the Church, but, when 
Plenty returns, tlicy throw away their I^eads 
and brazen Saint, and bid farewel to Chri- 
Jiiaiiity. In Anno 1 72,0. there were not above 
feventy Chrifcuins in and about Siam, and they 
the moil diiiblutc, jazy, thievilh Rafcals that 
were to be found in the Country. 

The Bilhop was one Mr. Ciffce, a Man 
of about 80 Years of Age, who, in a int- 
ininc that happened there in Anno 1708. took 
up about ;coo Pounds Stcrl. from the King, 
to buy Corn for the Support of his Church, 
and fiich. poor Smners as were converted by 
the Ncceffity of the Times, who rclapfed a- 
gain alToon as the Famine ceafed, and the 
poor old Bifliop cannot leave the Country 
till that Debt be difeharged. ^ He is fuperfti- 
tioufly , zealous for his Religion, and would 
jfain go to Conchiu-chhia or Funquin to die 
a Martyr, becaufe it is Death by their. Law 
to preach any foreign Doftrinewdthout Leave 
firit pbt£\ined from their Kings. .7 

-VVhaX" 
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W H A T E V E R Principles he. may have' had 
in Religion I know not, but I am fuve that 
he was a dimiriiitive. Moralift, which I .knew 
by Experience, ' in fcducing fome of my Sea- 
inen, who were black Cbrijiidus^, to leave 
my Sliip at Slam, contrary to his Proraife, 
which obliged me to buy Slaves to fup- 
ply their piaces ; but X left him, fome Caufe 
to repent of his Folly and Breach of Pro- 
1 mife. 

There were four or five Priefls there 
befldes the Billiop, one whereof always at- 
tends the College, and th'c others officiate 
daily in the Church. They live abftemiouf- 
ly, but, I believe, rather thro’ Force than 
Choice, for their Incomes are' very fmall, as 
Charity and Piety are very cold among -their 
Flock. The Tortugtieze have alfo a Church 
there, built on the Side of the River oppo- 
fite to the lower End of the Town ; but 
their Priefls are generally • fo fcandalous in 
i their Lives, that few frequent their Church, 
or care for their .Gonverfation, The Chihefe 
being very numerous m Siara, have fcveral 
: fmall Temples, but none remarkable for their 
Stru6lure or Beauty. 

I .The 'Dutch have a Faflory there, about a 
( . Mile below the Town, on the fame' Side of 
I the' River. Their, greateft lnvcflments are 
I in Tin, Sapan-wood and Deers' Skins, which 
! they buy up for* the Jappii Market. The tlTi- 
1 am Market takes- off but little European 
‘ Goods ; however the Dutch Chief miakes a 
I pretty good Figure there. 


The .■ 
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The EiigHJJ}, for many Years, had alfo a 
Faftory there, till about the Year id8d. the 
Eaft-hidia Company feeking Occafions to 
pick a Quarrel with the Siamers^ in order to 
■withdraw, they took hold of fuch as they 
could firft find, tho’ never fo frivolous. The 
firfi; was ,j^nno 1684, The Carolina^. 
bound from England to China^ had the Mif- 
fortune to lofe iier Pailage, and coming to 
Sia'ai to pafs away the North-eaft Monfoons, 
.and the King of Smn having Occafion for 
fome Stores for Shipping out of the Caroli- 
na’’ s Cargo, to equip fome Ships that he had 
built in order to humble the Cambodians and 
the Conchin-cbincfe, who difiurbed ;the Navi- 
gation of his Country, he civilly requefted 
the Engltjh Chief to fuppiy him at the Pri- 
ces the fame Commodities ufed to be fold at 
to Merchants, but he could not find that Fa- 
vour, which he refented, and threatned to 
difturb their Commerce. At length they fup- 
plied him with fome Part of what he deman- 
ded, to avert the ill Confequences that might 
happen by a total Rcfufal. This was repre- 
fented to the Company in the darkell Co- 
lours, and they thought that fufficient to 
ground a War on ; but they had, at that 
Time, a Fleet of large Ships, which they 
had equipt to regain their Trade of Ban- 
1 0.771 and other Places, which the Dutch 
had infqlently robbed them of ; but they 
were^ difappointed by the deep Politicks 
of King Charles 11. as is before dbferved. 


How- 
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Howeter, the King of Sikm continued 
his indulgence to the Company and their 
Servantsr in much Affluence and Luxuryj 
continuaily caroufing in Debaucheries with 
Wine and Women, till their common Sala- 
ries and Gains by- Trade, ivere in no Propor- 
tion to their extravagant Expences, however 
that being a free Country, they had Liberty 
to fpend their own and their Mailers EKates, 

as theypleafed. , , -w ' 

The King of S^am having formed the De- 
fign of a War, as above inentioned, with 
dodia and Couchm-chiud, employed a good 
Number of EngUJJ? who had reforted ,to Si- 
am, to partake of the King’s Indulgence and 
Bounty, -and to help the Company’s Servants 
to fpend their Money. Allthe Eiiglijb who 
had a Mind to lift themfelves on board of his 
Fleet, had great Encouragement of honour- 
able Polls and good Salaries well paid, and 
they did perform A6lions in the War wor- 
thy of the Bravery and Courage of the En- 
glijh Nation, by which the King’s Favour 
to the EngUJh, increafed- more than before 

• the War. . ' . v-,, . ^ r 

One Mr. Tots happened to be Chief of 
the.E 7 !g!iJh Faclory at that Time, -who by' 
his. extravagant Luxury had -riotc.d away a 
great Part of his Mailers Goods and Money, 
and had run his own Credit out of Doors. 
He then began to form Projefts how to clear 
AcQounts with his .Mailers and Creditors, 
without putting any Thing in their Pockets. 
■Thefirft was on yooChefts of Copper, 

which 
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which his Mnllcrs had in Specie at and 
they were brought into Account of j^rofit 
and Lofs, for fo much eaten up by the white 
Ants, which arc really Infeftsj tliat by a cold 
corroding liquid Quality, can do much Mif- 
chief to Cloth, Timber, or on any other fofe 
Body that their Fluids can penetrate, hut Cop-- 
per is thought too hard a Morlel for them ; 
however, 1 faw that Article in the Company’s 
Accounts, as they were remitted from Simn 
to Bombay^ and were in Mr. Vaux's Cullody 
at Surrd afterwards. 

But that fmall Article of ayco Pounds, 
went but a fmall Way totvards clearing of 
his Accounts. So after Supper one Night as 
they were merrily caroufmg, the Faclorywas 
fet on Fire, and that balanced all other Ac- 
counts. Mr. Tots allcdgcd to the King, that 
his Subjecls the Simmers, had done that Mif- 
chief, and expedled the King to be accoun- 
table for Lodes and Damages, fuftained by 
the Company and their Servants. 

Thu King, on the other hand, proferred 
to prove, that Mr. Bots and his drunken 
Companions had done it, and that hco.xpcft- 
ed the Company fliould be accountable to his 
Subjects for the Lofs they had fudained by 
the Fire, which had burnt fevcral Houfes 
that lay near the paftory. Flowever, the 
Company adhered to the juft Complaints of 
their honeft Servants, and thought that the 
King’s Refufal to make good their Demands, 
was a fufficient Piece of Ground to build 
th?ir W ar on. However, the Company con- 
fide- 
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fidering that a War could bring them no Ad- 
vantage, thought it enough to bully the Sia- 
■mers. but never declared a War. ■ 

In the Year -idSy... the Company fent two' 

• Ships to the Bar ot Siam. , One the He?'- 
.bert of 800 Tuns, the other the prudent - 
\Ty of 400. to frighten the 'Sidmers, but they 
did no Damage to them, and the Siamers trea- 
! ted them civilly. 

' About the 1.680. there was one ConRan- 
¥ine Falcon, a Greek by Birth, that fonie A ears 
ib'efore had fliipt himfelf Steward ,of an En- ■ 
‘glijh Ship at London, bound to India, and 
(being ordered for Siam, ^nd finding. fome 
' 'ill Treatment onboard, he deferted from the 
'Ship, and fled to a fmall Village fome Di- 
'{lance from the City, where he amufed him ■ 
•^elfin learning the Siam Language._ 'He be- 
ing a fober, ingenious, and indufirious Per- . 
ifon, foon made himfelf Mailer of the Lan- 
guage, and ferved as an Interpreter, for the 
Mngiijh at Court, where he was 'remarkably 
taken Notice of, and got a. Poll there. His 
Behaviour recommended him to greater Pre- 
ferments, fo that in a very fewYears he became 
prime Minifier of State, and- behaved him- 
felf fo well in that high Station, that every 
(Thing belonging to the State of the Counr 
■try profpered, fo that became the richell 

and powerfullefl; Kingdom in that Part of the 
World. • . , ■ . 

•Th e Jefdits hearing that one of the Romijl? 
Communion fat at the Helm of the-d’f^;^ Af- 
•faifs, and it being, a rich Countr.ys. brought 

, ‘ whole 
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whole Troops of theiii into who got 
the whole Management of Affairs into their 
Hands, through the Intereft of the Burka.^ 
lo 7 ig, that being the Appellation of firfl Mi- 
niiter. They tickled themfelves with the 
Fancy of bringing the whole, Kingdom of Si- 
nvt under the Pope’s Jurifdidlion, and/';; An-' 
no 1683, the firfl Year of his Miniflry, they 
got the King to fend an EmbafTy to the King 
of France, 't^’hich ' Ambaffador came alfo to 
London, and fettled a Treaty of Commerce 
for the Englijlo that Ihould trade in Siam. 

T H E Jefuits impofed on the King of France, 
and made him believe, that if he would fend 
art EmbafTy to Siam, that King would leave 
his own Superflition, and embrace theirs. Ac- 
cordingly an Ambaffador was fent, with ma- 
ny x^aluable French Guriofitics, and among 
them a very fine Mafs-book, with beautiful 
Cuts of all the firfl Rate Saints in the Romifi? 
Kalendar. 

O N the Ambaffador’s Arrival, he was re- 
ceived with the Refpeft due to his Chara- 
dler, and when the Prefents were laid before 
the King, according to Cuflom, he feem’d 
much pleafed with their Curiolity,but when he 
viewed the Piftures in the Mafs-book, he askt 
a who Was Interpreter,what they were, 

wlio anfwered, that they were the Piftu'rcs of 
holy Men now in Heaven, and fuch as his 
Brother the King of France adored, and as 
he defigned an eternal Friendfliip with his 
Majefl^?, he hoped that he would alfo adore 
thofePidlures, and wdrfliip the Images of thofe 

Saints, 
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SaintSj rather than thofe Idols that were wor- 
fliipped all over his Dominions. The King 
returned Anfwer, that the Gods of his Coun- 
try had been aufpicious to them who lived 
in it for Time' out of Mind, and as it would 
be unjuft and ungrateful to banifh thofe Gods 
that . had been fo long very kind to hisPredecef- 
fors and himfelf, fo he could not turn his old ] 
Gods off and take newones in their -PIaces 
that he did not fo well know, and that he would 
oblige his Brother of France in any Thing 
but. that. ^ ^ - ; f,; ' ‘ 

- The King of complimented Mr. . 

Falcon with the Order of Knighthood, and'" 
in his Letter to him,' wherein he.recommeri^ 
ded the French Affairs'to his Care, particu- 
larly that of Religion, he'ftil'd him Loving 
Goufin and Counfeller. ■ • 

' A F T E R the Embafty was gone from Siam 
to France.^ the Jejiiits thought • of nothing 
but bringing the Trade of Siam under the 
Power of the Ft^ench, and in order to that, 
got the King to order the building of a Fort 
" on the River’s Side, oppofite to the Fort of 
' .Bencock, 2 i Town about ao Leagues beloiv the 
Qily[o^'Siam■, and to have it mann’d with a 
■' Garifon of French, to be paid by the Exche- 
quer of Siamy^ndL all this was granted accor- 
ding to their Mind. ' ’ 

■ The Fort is a regular Tetragon, and .can 
.. mount about 8o great Guns.-. When the F7‘ench 

■ got Poifeffion they grew intolerably arro- 
gant, which made. the Siamers uneafie, and 
murmured at the King’s- Weaknefs, but that 

was > 
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was in private, for certain DeflrutSion is the 
fiire Reward of talking publickly of any Mif- 
management of the State, for a King of Siam 
can no more err in Politicks, than a Pope can 
in Matters of Faith. 

Yet about the Year 1688. by fonie male- 
'volent Planet .that over-ruled 'his Adions, he 
made a \V ar with his Neighbours the Kngs 
of Cafnbodta, m\dL Conchin-china. He fent -an 
Army by Land, and a Fleet by Sea, to carry 
on the War, but was not fuccefsful by Land. 
However in the Land-army there was a mean 
Perfon, a Citizen of Siam, who kept a Fruk- 
iliop, he had a bold daring. Spirit, and be- 
haved himfeif.fo .well on all Occafions, in the 
Land W ar, that he came to Preferment, and 
at laft was made Generaliffimo, and then 
ended the War to the Satisfaftion of the whole 
Army abroad, and his Prince at home ; but 
when he brought back the 'Army to Sia^n, fee- 
ing the King wrapt up in the Opinion he had 
of the Jcfi!4ts CounfelSj and the Management 
they had in the Affairs of State, by the Coun- 
tenance of the King and his firil Miniffer 
my Lord Falcon, he pickt a Quarrel with the 
King, and having moil of the Army at his 
Devotion, feized his Mafter and put him to 
Death, after the Manner of royal Criminals, 

’ or as Princes of the Blood are treated when 
convided of capital Crimes, vvhich is, by put- 
ting them into a large Iron Caldron, and poun- , 
ding them to Pieces with wooden Peftles, be- 
caufe none of their royal Blood muff be fpilt 
on the Ground, it being, by their Religion, 

thought 
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thought' great Impiety to contaminate the ’di- 
vine Blood, by mixing it with Earth. And 
after he had murdered his Mafter, he fum-., 
moned all the Mmdereens in the City, to hold 
a Council in the Palace. • ' 

,M Y Lord Falcon, for that was generally 
his Defignation, had, by his civil. Deportment 
towards People of all Ranks and Degrees, fo 
ingratiated himfelf, that he had a'.ftronger 
Party by far, both in the City and Country, 
than the.'General;. and .befides, had all the 
Fleet at . his Devotidh. Many of my Lord’s 
Friends dilfwaded him from obeying- the Sum- 
mons, but to raife the Forces of the City, and 
revenge the Death of the King, and niany Of- 
ficers of the Army thatdetefted the . Regicide 
would have come. over to his Party, which 
at lead was above yoooo flrong, but beingin- 
■ fatuate, 'he was deaf to all good Advice^ and 
went to the Palace, where affoon as- he had 
fet his Foot, he was feized by the. General’s 
Guards, and beheaded, fo the Ufurper took- 
.the Sovereignty .into his own Hands, and at 
that Inftant wp^shjjnre divmo made an in- 
falliBle . Favourite of Heaven, and the Sun, 
Moon, and Stars, had the Honour to. be his 
near Relations. • 

Had ray Lord Falcon followed his F riends 
Advice, or had Courage anfwerable,to his o- 
ther .'good Qualities, he had certainly been 
honoured with the -Diadem in and if he 

had introduced F of cry in the Place of Fa-

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I had this Account from my Lord Secre- 
tary Mr, B a/Iy_pc?ot, who, on his Matter’s Death, 
\Yas clapt up in Prifon, and lay three Years 
with his Neck in the Coupes^ which are a 
Pairof Stocks made of and was never 

taken out, but in order to be fevcrely whipped, 
to make him accufe rich Men whom the U- 
furper had a Mind to deftroy, that he might 
feize their Ettates under the Umbrage of Ju- 
ttice and Law. 

I law my Lady Fal-cou in Anno 1719, and 
ttic was then honoured with the Superinten- 
dency of his Majetty’s Confeftionary. ■ She 
was born in Star/i of honourable Parents, and 
at that -Time much refpcfled both in' the 
Court and City, for her Prudence and Hu- 
manity to Natives and Strangers, when they 
came into Ditticultics, or under the' W eight 
of Opprellions from the Officers of the Court 
or City.

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Ship and Cargo, which I could not obtain in 
lefs than four Months.,. . - . . 

Attorney at .the, Court.of . 
was a Tefaiihy liixih., but had come .to,«ji- 
with his Father wneUiVery young, and had 
.rernained afcbut 40 Years at Siam. He .xas 
, as complete a Rafcal as .Collet could; have 
found for his villanous PurpofeSj-for by. falfe 
Informations, ' to the King, he had brought mar. 
'hy;hbneft Men into Trouble, and fome-,Ti'ba- 
fure info .the ^King’s -Coffers.

T H i-s Rerjiah^ ( whofe Name was Oia IS cu- 
iierat) and I, were difeourfing one. Day of

Mognlls large Dominions, and, .among >otlier 
Things, I >yas laying dovvn to him-, the Diffi- 
culties that might .attend the King.of.tS’i^w/s 
' Trade,xarned ow from 'Merjce- to Fort Sr. 

' Georgcj .heem^e if iherelfof the EngliJlyCo- 
lohies'were forbid trading, avith Slam, they 
had juft Caufe to.fprbid' hi^ Subjefis to trade 
to. Fort St. .or -any- where -elfe, .and 
.that other ’Troubles .might arife to the King’s

the Morning.' The ^Coiirt was Held iri; a large,- 
fquare, oblong I:Iall,^opeii on dll Sides'; About' 
Nihe the Judge came with - Tqhie Thoufarids 
of Attendants, and, as he paffed 'by me td 
take his Place, he viewed'' me very harro'wly, 
asj' did him with much Attention.' He was 
- a Mali of a middle Stature, about, yo Years of 
Age, of a pleafant, but grave' iCojantehance,’ 
1 ail'd 'had a quick' fparlding E'y'el ' He fpoke 
' to my Interpreter, to - bid hue 'lia'v'e a'' Gare 
of niy Tongue, left' I 'fliould prejudice ‘myfelf 
in' anfwering to ihtric'ate Queftiohs' I thank-' 
ed 'him for his Admonition, and' told- him, ^ 
■ JVord to the Wife 'uons Jiificiefii, ", ’ 

"■'H Av'ifiG placed himfelf, 'he 'ordered' niy' 
Ihdiiftmeht to be read, Which’ was" a’ccording- 
iy do'rie^ arid in about half an'-Houfs Timri 
it was 'ended. 'He asktmebymy’Iritcrpre'- 
ter,"ifrunderft6bd what .was libelled- agamft 
me. --':I arifwefed. No. He then bade'the Iri'- 
' t’erpfeter. iriform' me of the Me'aniri'g of each

cond' Time with. Deliberatiori'i' andj - having

I had faid ’fo; -but, -by ^yj' I ^oririd, that

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. T,h e Judge chofe out ,of the Affembly mo 
Procurators for each of us, and there were 
fio fmall Debates for three ;br four Hours,- 
tV.hetheror.not- a-Str anger ^ who was ignorant, 
of the Laws iOjf’Siam, (tould come under, the 
^Penalty aniiext.jo the TranfgreJJion of > their 
Lawsi when they were broken .through Igno- 
rance, and not with Hcjign ; but rny An- 
tagonift at laft carried it . in the Affirmative, 
tho’ the Judge feemed' to iricHne towards the 
Opinions, of my .Advocates. . ' / , ' 

T H E N the Judge put Oia Sennerat to prove 
what I was accufed of, .and he produced two 
of his own Seiwants, who':llpod,at fome Di- 
ilance when .we were difcpur'fing of my Af- 
fairs; but my Advocates challenged the .Laws 
of Sia??i for their .Infufficiency, for that Law 
admits not of a Servant’s Teftimony, either 
for or again!]; his Mafler. Then he^ profer- 
red ■ to bring an undeniable Witnefs ’ againft 
me, who was .the "only Perfon with us when 
we difcourfed, and that was^ Collifon, who 
was prcfently fent for, and being fet by my 
Adverfaiy, , the Judge asht him by the Inter- 
preter, if he was prefent at fuch. a Tirne, 
when Oia Sennerat andj were in warm Dif- 
courfe. He anfwered, He was. He then 
interrogated' him, if he liad heard me fay in 
my Difcourfe, that the. .Kng had been' impo- 
fed on. He affirmed 'he had, on which J 
perceived a' Cloud ■“ overfpread the, Judge’s- 
Countenance, and many others, who - had 
come to hear , the Trial, feemedTorrowfuL- 
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'/After a little Paufe, the Judge, by the 
Interpreter, askt me, what I- had, to fay to Col- 
lifoth Evidence. I anfwered; ^hatlhad little 
Knowledge of? him, but- that he might be:an 
honeft Man, or bthe'rwife, -as his Intereft led 
him.'- All continued, mute for, a little, Space, 
and I broke the Silence by Aefiring the judge 
to, ask CoWfon in what Language I held /hat 
Difcourfe in with Ota Sennerat, .which the 
Judge’ did, and was anfwered,. that he did 
not .well kno.w,, but that he believed -it. was 
in the Language. .-.I. begged the 

Judge to ask him if he underftppd that Lan- 
guage, and he did fp. ' CollifQn, after fome 
Paufe, anfwered, No. Then the Judge askt, 
him angiily, and with an Air -of Difdain, bow 
he could, come in as an Evidence, of W'ords 
fpoken in a Language that -he ' did not un-r 
derfland, and he fimply faid, That- he thought • 
I had faid-fo, at which the whole- Crowd 
.gave an Huzza,. and; clapt then* Hands;- and 
feeraed joyful. .The Judge .reprimanded Ota 
Sennerat ' for putting .him and,, the Court; to, 
fo much Trouble, .and' complimented, ine -on 
my;'fafe’Deliven^, and fo departed feemingly 
weil fatisfied. • ' ; • - , 

I had tv.^o BrttiJh Gentlernen-that accom- 
panied me all the Time of -my Trial. One 
was Commander of a frnall Ship from Ben- 
galy called Alexander B)alglijhy and;one 
'Mf; John Saunders, who was fecond Super- 
cargo under me ; .,and when the Judge came,; 
fome Executioners followed him with, their 
Inftruments of.Death,.to put .the' Sentence in 
. " Execu:: 
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Execution affoon as the Judge' pronounces it. 
Our Debates held fo long, that it was near 
Eight at Night before we got Home'. Had 
I been call in my Prpcefs, my Head had been 
a Sacrifice' to niy Adverfary’s P.efentment, 
and my Sliip and Cargo to the much injured 
King, and, to fum up all, my Sliip’s Compa- 
ny had been the King’s Slaves. On my re- 
turning Home vidiorious, I had the Congra- 
tulations of all my- Friends, particularly the. 
Chinefc Merchfints, whofe Lives and Eftates 
might have been endangered by the like vil- 
ianous Informations. 

My Adverfaries being fliamefully difap-. 
pointed in that Projeft, had one more to try 
their Sldll in, and that was to bring me in 
for Piracy, for, about four Years before, 
Mr. Harrifon, then Governor of Fort St. 
George., had fent a Ship to Arnoy in Chinn, 
and fome China Merchants having taken 
Goods and Money, to the Amount of ^ocoo. 
Tayels, or 6706 Pounds Sterl. when the Term 
of Payment came, they eloped, and the Super- 
cargoes could have no Redrefs, which made 
them give Orders to the Captain of the Ship 
to make Reprifals, which they did on a large 
Jonk belonging to the Bdrk'along of Siam, 
which Jonk they carried with them to Fort 
St. George, and which Faft my Adverfaries 
fixed' on me, tho’, at that Time, I was in A~ 
raJiia or B erjia,- w aich. I proferred to prove 
by fome ilfi7^o;;;(?/^<2;;-Merchants that faw me 
there ; but all that I could alledge would have 
been inefieflual, - if. F had not' accidentally 

found- 
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. found fome Chine fe who "belonged ’ to the 
_ Jonk ' when ihe -was feized, - and who' knew 
' both me and Captain Jones, -who was the 
Captor, and fo it never came to a Tridl. * 
-'It being- high ' Time, .for » me to’ gef from 
Siam at; any. Rate, J, applied -myfelf to ^ my 
Judge for his .Affiftance,.. and -carried a-Pre~ 
fent of four Yards of fcarlet’: GIotIr> - and 
fome Pieces r of Goods, to - the Value 
of %o L. in’ all.’ He received me very cour- 
tepufly, and promifed me. his Affiiiancej buc 
would accept of none pfm'y Prefents. jAc-Iaft 
phmy 'preffing him -to take it, he accepted 
of the fcaiiet Cloth,' but would’ not to-ticli a- 
ny of liiQ Surat Goods, tho’c.they were very 
■fine, in theii- Kind, but recommended me- to 
two .Officers more,' whom.Imuft addrefs -td 
make my Requeft be the eafier granted, and 
he told, me, that- thofe Surat ■Good.s would 
ferve to make.them my Friends.' I took his 
'Advice, and in three Days had -my Clearance, 
for. paying about -aoo L, for-my Ship’s Mea- 
furage, (an Impofition of Mu G?//f^’s)^and 
fo I fell down to Bejicocki where, according 
to the <5’z>«'/- Cuftom, I ’ .-was obliged ffi .put 
my; Guns ^lliore, before I’ could' go up to 
'the City. I lay there, four or. five Days be- 
fore Orders were fent to deliver my Guns, ’ 
which, aflbon as I had 'got, on board,' and 
mounted, I told the Officer that delivered 
them, to give my Service - m ^Oia Sennerat, 
and tell him, .that if the King’s three Jonks 
arrived on this 'Coaft. this Seafon, he would 
hear farther from me by them. 

■ • ' By 
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B Y that Time I was clear at Bencock, Cap- 
tain Dalglelfl} arrived there alfoi in 'order to 
proceed to ^Bengal. ' He. had fallen into the - 
Trap 'laid by Collet, and had paid Meafurage 
and Cuftoms, befides the nfual Prefents to the 
Court, according to' the did- Conftitution, 
but he could not get ready ^to go fo foon, 
out -of the River as I, otheri^dfe I defigned to 
have brought fonie Troubles ' Semerat, \^- 
not oh Collet '^ii^)Bo'wney’s Alfairs at Siara; 
but 'Captain B)algleijly being' 'ftiU in ' their 
Power, tied my Hands.- 

■Slar/t Baris only a large Banli of foftMiifii 
and, at Spring-Kdes, "not above' ten" or elevdil 
Foot Water oh it. It is eafy; getting into 
■ it in the South- well: Monfoons, bec^ufe, in 
two or three Tides, with the Motion the 
Ship receives from the fmall, Wave's and the 
Affiftance of hlie' Windj lire Hides thro’ the 
Mud.' My Ship drew thirteen -Foot, and 'we 
had not above nine on the Bar when we 


went into the River, but coming out with 
the North-eaft Monfoons, ' the Sea- being 
fmooth, we are obliged to warp out with An- 
chors and Haliers, and, if the Ship draws any 
confiderable Draught of Water, wb arefome- 
limes two Springs in warping over, but, at 
twelve Foot Draught, I got over in four Tides. 

And now, 'having given fome particular 
Accounts of my Obfervations on and in Si- 
am, -I will alfo give fome general Remarks, 
and begin with the Fertility of the Country, 
which, on that Point, is inferior' to few ( if 
any ) in the World. . • • . * . .

Species/ very 'good dn their Kind. Their ViL 
lages'-are numerous, aiid; well inhabited -with' 
Artificers and Peafants; but-thbrO ate 'but 
five- 'Walled' Toyms In all the 'Domini- 
ons^ and Odta is one' of them. 

/-Th-e'v have Abundance 'ofwild Animals 
in-, their Woods,- fuch as Elephants', Rhinoce- 
rofes/ Leopards and Tigers, and tame Cattle, 
as Bullocks, Buffaloes and Swine/ in 'Abun- 
dance; about their Farms., Temples atid Prieffs' 
are- more numerous here,' in ' Proportion to 
the Laity, ‘than in any Country Fever faw 
out "of the Dominions of Portugal. -Their 
Tallapys 'or . Priefts.'are diftinguiflied ‘from’ 
the Laity by a cin'nam'dn or; orahgb-coloured 
■ Glo'ke which they wear, they again- differing 
.among- themfelves by difiihguilhing-' Ba-dges,- 
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by which the}^ hiiow their Degree and Dig- 
nity. Their Heads, Beards and Eye-brows, 
arc kept clofe ihaven, ' They are forbidden. 
Marriage or meddling with- Money, and '.'it. 
any of the Priefthood 'is.convifted of Incon- 
tinency with Women, .he .-is burned for/ifa- 
live, and, if only fufpeaed.Jlnd,brought'_to:a. 
Wrial, he is .degraded and banillied. • 

' They have. Sermons. or.Leftures foui*. 
Times in. a Moon, the- Gates of the.Tem-. 
pies being fet wide open, and the' People 
meet in good Order. ■ Their Sermons con- 
fifl: in recommending moral Duties ..to the 
People, and; Charity towards -one another, 
but particularly . to the' Church,' by ,'^hicli 
Adis it fubfifls; and, -after the Priefts Bene-' 
didiion, every one goes to an Image, and kif- 
fes it, or bows, to it, and marches off in good 
Order. . They have Morning and Evening 
Prayers, and ling Anthems. They vifit the 
Sick, and pray for the Dead, and accompa- 
ny the Corps .to the funeral Pile, and fmg 
Obfequies. They go to Weddings, and make 
Sacrifices for the Profperity. of the Bride- 
groom and Bride, but have no Hand in joyn- 
ing them, together. .. ... 

Makriages are. .there made up by 
Parents or near Relations, without the Con- 
fent of the Parties to be married, for that 
Reafon they are commonly married very 
■ young ; but, if they are .coiiie to the Years 
of Difcfedon or Maturity,- -then the Spark 
gets fome female Friend to acquaint his Mi- 
Sris with'his Paffion for. her, and ifflis-will 
" ' ■ ' per- 
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permit a Vifit from hirn, the Bargain is .as 
good as made. The civil Magiilrate with ■ 
them officiates the Prieft^s Parc with us, and 
when once they are married, they felddiii 
fue for a Divorce, which is very hard to pfo'* 
cure, except - in Cafe of Infufficiency in the 
Man, or Barrennefs in the Woman, for A*. 
dultery, in either Party, is not reckoned infa- 
mous ; and Fornication is either allowed or 
tolerated. ... . . 

■ T.he Children are carefully educated -in 
' Schools by Priefls fet apart for that Service, 
and it is rare to find a S tamer but \Vhd'can 
write. After Schooling, .they. are put.to fuch 
Callings . as fuit befl: with their Genius and 
‘Quality’: And there is generally a reciprocal 
Harmony between Parents . and Children.' 
The Children are obedient,'/and the Parent 
indulgent. In Childhood and Youth the Pa- 
> rent furniilies the .Child with what; is necef* 
'.fary, and in old Age 'die' Child fupplies all 
the Wants of his Parent, as far as he is. able. 
In Marriages they make no i'Vcqpiint of Con- 
Tanguinity, farther than between Father and 
'Daughter,' Mother and Son,' and ■ Sifter and 
.Brother; all other Degrees are la vvful. ‘ 
And now it is Time to 'fleer my Coiirfe 
■to the Southward again as far as . Cambodia^ 

■ 'Coafting along Shore, .the. firft "Place we meet 
with is Aankafoy, a^ Place hot frequented' by 
Strangers, tho’ it . produces much Agala and 
Sapan-woods,' and Elephants Teeth ; but all 
'■■are fent to the King, who, for all his gaudy

fuppofejic iriakcsLTe of Trading in Honour 
of his Kinfman Mercury^ who fuperintends 
Merchandizing, but was never reckoned a 
fair Dealer, and in that Point the King is 
nearly related to him ; But Bankafoy is fa- 
mous, chiefly for making Ballicbang^ a Sauce 
made of dried Shrimps, Cod-pepper, Salt and 
a Sea Weed or Grafs, all well mixed, and 
beaten up to the Confiflency of thick Mu- 
flard. Its Taite and Smell are both ungrate- 
ful to tlie Nofe and Palate ; but many Hun- 
dred Tuns are expended in Siam and the 
adjacent Countries. 

Bankafoy Riv.er lies but 4 or y Leagues 
to the Eafhvard of Siam Bar, and there are 
two Hands, called the IDntch Hands, where 
great Ships are obliged to flay in the South- 
weft Monfoons, when ilicy cannot get Wa- 
ter oyer^the Bar that bears off it South-caft 
and by^South, ‘about nine Leagues diftnnt. 

^ I obferved before, that the Company fent 
the Herbert and another Ship from England 
in Anno 168 y. and in i686.- as the Herbei't 
lay at thofe Blands, one Captain ‘BdaU who 
commanded her, died, and the fucceeding 
Captain carried his Corps alhore, and buried 
it in a pretty.deep Grave. Two Days after, 
fome of the Ship’s People going afliore, had 
the Curiofity to go and fee the Grave. When 
th.ey came near, to their great W ondcr, they 
faw the Corps ftript of' its winding Sheet, 
and fet upright againft a Tree. It was after- 
wards put again into the Coffin, and buried • 
in the fame Grave, .with a Quantity of heavy, 
... - Stones 
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Stones on ,it, and next Day they came to the 
Grave, and found it opened a fecond Time, 
with the Corps flanding upright againft ano- 
ther Tree, fo they made faft fome Stones to 

- it,' and carried -it a pretty Way into the Sea, 
and buried it in the Water, where it remain- 

- 'ed,‘ undifturbed. This ftrange ReJurreftion 
left Room for various Conjedures, but the 
inoft probable feemed to be, that fbme Sor- 
-ceiers took it up, and -put it in that Pofture, . 
whilfl; they, by their Sorceries or Incantati- 
”6ns, interrogate it about future Eyeries,’, and 
received Anfwers thro’ human Organs! 'The 
Matter of FaS: I have heard ; often a:ffirmed 
by feyerals who were there at the Time and 
faw it, which niade me enquire, if any Peo- 
ple in Siam ufed to enquire about future-E- 
veiits after that Manner, and' I was told that 


'they did. ' • ' ■ ' • 

The Coafts of Liam£e -and Cbmn^o are 
the Territories of Siam^ but for yo Leagues 
and more along the Sea-lliore, there are no 
Sea-ports, the Cbuntry being almoll a De- 
fert. It produces good Store of Sapan and 
i^gala-woods, with Gumlack and Sticklack, 
and many Drugs that I know but . little about. 
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Gtves o,n Account o/Gimbodia its Trade, al- 
fo of a late War brought into their Country 
by the Siamer, and the ill Snccefs they had. 

fj '' H.E firll Sea-porr to be met with is 
Ji_ Cupangfoap, a Town in the Domini- 
nions of Cambodia. It affords Elephants 
Teeth, Sticklack and tiie Gum Cambougc or 
Cambodia', but there is no free Commerce al- 
lowed there, without a Licence from the 
Court of Ca7}}bodia. 

The- next Place is Tonteaftiafs, a Place of 
pretty good Trade for many Years, having 
the Conveniericy of a pretty ’deep ljut nar- 
row River, which, in the rainv Seafons of the 
South-weft Monfoons,. has Communication 
with Banfack or Ca77ibodia P>.iver, which Cpn- 
veniency made it draw foreign Commerce 
from the City of Cambodia hither; for the. 
City lying near too Leagues up die River, 
and moft Part of tliC Way a continual Stream 
running downward, made the Navigation to 
the City fo long and troublefom, that few 
cared to trade to it, for which Reafons ’fo- 
reign Commerce chofe to come to To7itea- 
mafs, and it- flourifiied pretty well till the 
Year 1717, that the Sia7?i Fleet deftroyed it 
When the Sia7n Army and Fleet threat- 
ned Cambodia, the King knew his Inability to 
withftand the Sia7nc7's, fo the Inhabitants that 
lived on his Borders had Orders to remove 
towards the City of Ca7nbodia, and what they 

could 
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could not bring with them, to deftroy it^ fo 
that for fifty Leagues the Country was a 
iiiere Defert.: He then addreft the King of 
Conchm-china for Affiftance -and Proteftion, 
which he obtained, on Condition, that Cam- 
bodia ^fiiould become tributary to Conchin- 
chin'ai ' \v\\ich. was agreed to, and he had an 
Army of lyobo to aiiift him by Land, and- 
3900 in 'nimble; Gallics well maim’d and,e- 
quipt, by Sea. - ' ■ ' . 

T H E iS’/Vw/Arniy by Land was above d' 5 uble 
the Number of the Cambodidns and Couebin- 
chinefe in Conjunftion, and their Fleet above 
four Times their Number. The Land Army- 
finding ali the Country defolate, as they mar- 
ched into the Borders Cambodia^- Coon 'be- 
gan to be in Diftrefs for Want of 'Provifi- 
ons, which obliged them to kill their Carri- 
age Beads, and their Elephants and Horfes 
■which they could get no Suftenance for,- and 
the Soldiers being obliged to eat their Fleflij 
it being a Diet they had never been ufedto, 
an . epidemick Flux ‘and* Fever feized the 
whole Army, fo that in two Months one 
Half was not left, and thofe were obliged, to 
retreat towards their own Country again,, 
with the Cambodian Army always at- 'their' 
Heels. ’ ■ . 1" . 

•Nor had their Navy much better Succefs, 
/or they coming to Tonteamafs, fent in their 
fmall Gallies to plunder and burn the.Town, 
which' -they -'did effedually, and, of Elephants 
Teeth bnlj^, they, burnt above xco Tuns, 

• The Ships and "^onh of Burden lying in the 

• ' ' Ns' . Road, 
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K-oad, above four Miles from ibc Town, the 
Cottchhi-cJjhiefe taking hold of that Oppoitu- 
hity, atiaclrl the large yeffels, . 

fomC} and forced others aOiorc, whillt ^beit 
Gallics’* were in a narrow River, and could ■ 
not comeldio their Aflidance till High-\vatcr 
that they 'could get out. The Conchhj-chmefe 
having done what they came for, retired, not 
caring to engage fuch a fnperior iNumbe.i, 
and' the Sinmers fearing Famine in their 
Fleeu, fleered their Courfe for Sia^n with 
Difgrace. hi Juno lyao. I faw fevcral of the 
W racks, and the Ruins of the Town of x on- 

The' City Cambodia flands on the' Side 
of the great River, about yo or 6o Leagues 
from h^outcaviafs by Land, or by \\ atei in 
the South-wefl MdnfoOns. The Country 
produces Gold of twenty one CaraSts fine, 
raw Silk at ixo Dollars poT T cciil^ Elephants 
Teeth at 50 to yy Dollars for the largefl- 
The fmall are of different Prices. They have 
alfo much Sapan-wood,- Sandal-wood, Agala- 
wood, Sticklack, and many Sorts of phyfical 
Drugs, and Lack for Japaning. They are ve- 
ry defirous of having a Trade with thcA^/g- 
iiJJy; but they will not fuffer the T>ntch to 
fettle Factories in their Country. , , 

"? R o Y'l s 10 K s of Flcfli inid Full are plen- 
tiful and cheap, and are the only Things that * 
may be bought without a Permit from the 
King, 'I have bought a Bullock, that weigm 
ed between 4 and yoo "W-eighti for a Spamjh 
Dollar; and Rice is bought at Eight Renee 

^ ^ ‘ ' 'ftp?'* 
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per IPccul^ which is about 140 lb, but Poul-, 
try are fcarce, becaufe the Country being for 
the moft Part woody, when the Chickens 
■grow big, they go to the Woods, and iliift; 
for rhemfelves. Tigers and wild Elephants 
are numerous, in the Woods, and there are 
alfo wild Cattle and Buffaloes, and Plenty of 
Deer, all which Animals every Body is free 
to catch or kill. 

. Ther E are about two hundred Topaffes^ 
or Indian and married in. 

Cambodia^ and fome of them' have pretty good-; 
Polfs in theGoverntnenti‘and live great after 
-the Fafliion of that .Country ; , but they, have 
noPriefls, nor will any ventureto gd among 
them, for in Anno 1710.-' a poor Capuchin'- 
went there to officiate, and finding one of. 
the toppingefl: of his Congregation to have, 
two Wives, ordered him,, by .virtue' of his 
facerdotal Power, to put one of them, away, 
but his Pariflionetv would not obey in that 
Point, which .made the Prie-fi; ufe the Wea- 
pon of Excommunication againfl; him, which 
the other took in fuch Dudgeon, that -he- 
knockt his fpiritual Guide’s Brains- -out ,fof 
his unfeafonable Severity. Since that Time, 
they wrote to Siam and Macao in China for 
fome more ghoilly Fathers, but not'-one will 
go, tho’ perhaps' they niight have .the Honour 
of dying 'Martyrs. 

■ They all of . them.' h-ave Tniall Penifions ‘ 
from the King, '.but too narrow to maintain 
them, fo' they.' go to '.the "Woods v.dth Eire-* 
arms, .andkOl wild Elephants ./or -their Teeth, .

Woods grow certain Trees with 

Bark of a violent poifonous Quality. 1 hey 

drive the fliarp Fnd of the Slug_ into the 
Bark, and let it flay a'iliort Time in it, then 
put the Slug into 'their Gun charged \wth 
Powder, and coming near die Beall, nie 
the Slug into its Body. The Elephant being 
thus wounded, flees from the but ihe 
]\'Ian keeps Sight of it for a fmall Space oi 
Time, and then it drops down dead. 

And with the fame poifoned Slugs they 
kill Cattle and Buffaloes, for their Tongues. 
ThisTubiil Poifon has alfo another llrange 
Quality, that if Men become hungry or thir- 
fly, (as they often do in the WMods) they 
fqueeze a few Drops of it on a Leaf of a 
Tree, and they licking the Leaf, in gives im- 
mediate Rcfrcfiiment ; but if the SKin be 
broken,, and the Juice touch the Part, it 
proves mortal avithout Remedy. 

WhenI arrived at Tont€amaJs,^nOh^c&r 
came on board, who could fpeak a liMe IP or- 
tunneze. He brought a Prefent of Refrelli- 
ments along with him, and adanfed roe to 
fend' to the King, to give him an Account of 
my Arrival, and acquaint him that I delign- 
ed to trade with his Subjeas by his Permiffi- 
on, avhich I did, and in tweReDays, receiv- 
ed an Anfwer that I might, but defired me 
to fend fome Perfon up with Muflers of my 

Goods, 
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Goods, that he and his Merchants might fee 
them, and fenttwo for Interpre- 

ters, one to flay with me on board of ray Ship, 
while I ftaid, and the other to accompany the 
Perfon I defigned to' fend to him with the 
Mutters. On- their. .Afnval I difpatcht my 
fecond Supercargo,' with an 'Equippage of ay 
Men, well armed with Fuzees' and. Bayonets, 
with two fmall Bale's of Mutter's, and Pre-. 
fents for the King, with'Inttrudions to let me 
hear from him once a' Week by an Exprefsy. 
if no other Opportunity offered. ■* , , 

After he arrived at the City, he had' a- 
large Houfe allowed him for- the Accomr 
modation of him and his Retinue, arid' had 
ftore ofProvifions fent him, and many Folks 
of Dittinftion vifited him, but ten Days paft 
before he could fee his Majetty, who at laft 
received him in great State, fitting on a 
Throne like a Pulpit, with his Face yailed . 
below his Eyes, and after many, gracious 
Speeches, forrie whereof were pertinent to 
my Purpofe, but many nor, he gave me, Li- 
berty and Encouragement to trade. 

I had. ftaid above .three W eeks in Expeftar 
tion to' hear from my fecond -Supercargo, but 
could get no Account from,,hini.- I begin- 
ning to be uneafie, got an Exprefs to carry 
Letters to him, and ordered him to^fend it. 
back with as much Speed as was poflible,but 
' had.the Mortification to find he had been ttopt 
: at, the City. I was extremely uneafie for 
■want of Advice what was^ become of my 
People, and the approaching of the South- 
, ■ - well 
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weft MonfoonS; which would have made that s 
Coaft a Lee-fliore, and would have oblig’d me i 

to take Saniftuary in one of their Harbours i 
for five or fix Months, and was not certain 
whether I was in a Friend’s or an Enemy’s ‘ 
Country. In this Labyrinth I continued a 
W eek, and at laft refolved to depart by a cer- 
tain Day, and leave my People to come af- 
ter me to Malacca, if they were alive and at • 
Liberty, The Goods I hadfent up with them, • 
would have been fufficient to have hired a 
V eflel to carry them thither. I told my Re-‘ 
folution to my Interpreter, and that I ftiould 
be ..obliged to carry him and fome more, of 
the King’s Subjefts along with me as Hofta- 
ges for the civil Treatment of my People at 
Carabodla. He feemed furprifed at my Re- 
folution, and got a Perfon to, go to the City 
in all Hafte to give an Account oLmy Impa- 
tience and Defign, who returned in fourteen ' 
Days, about two''I>ays before my Term .was 
expired, that I had fet for my Departure. 
There accompanied him three T ortugmze, 
who brought me Letters from- my fecond 
Supercargo, that he had taken Leave of the 
King, and was coming to me with all Haftcj 
and in three Days after the ^ortngueze 
he arrived with all his Retinue, with a Let- 
ter of Compliment to me in the Tortugaeze 
Language, and one direfted to the. Gover- 
nor of Bombay, to invite the Engltflj to fettle ■ 

■’ in his Countr^^ and, to build Faftbries or. ‘ 
Forts in any Part of his Dominibns to protect 
Trade.

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The Rea^n why he kept iis fo long in 
Sufpence, was, that he would enter into no ■ 
Correipondence with us without the Know- 
ledge and Confent of his Guardian the King 
o? .Coucbhi-cbina, who at laft cohfented to 
alloy us Commerce both in Garabodia^ and in 
his own proper DominionSj but that 
fHers had deftroyed the Country where they 
had been, and they had. nothing ready for 
Barter with my Cargo then, but in a Year or ■ 
two they would be provided.' 

When the King bellows his Favour on 
any Perfon whom he has a Mind to honour, 
i which he never does without a,,confiderable 
Prefent, he prefents the Perfon with- two 
Swords. to be carried always before him when , 
he goes abroad in publick, one; is the Sword 
of - State, and the other of Jullice. All Pc'opife 
that meet him when thofe Swords, are carried- 
before him, mull give him Place, and faluto 
him by a" let Form of W ords, but if he meets 
with another- Court Minion, 'then they com- 
pare the Dates of their Patents, and Segnio- 
rity takes Place, and mull be hrft fainted. 
Wherever d\ok*Mandareensgbm theCpun-- 
try, 'they hold- Courts of Juftice, both civil 
and-criminal, and. they have the. Power of 
laying on Fines, but they, are ..paid -into the 
King’s Treafury ; 'but -in -.capital -Crimes, ,his 
Sentence is Law, and fpeedy '.Execution fol- 
lows- Sentence.- '■ - , , 

- The Cambodians are of a light brovtm.Gom- - 
plexion, and very well lliapd, their Hair long, ' 
and Beards thin. Their Women are very.hand- 

. - • fom, 
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fom, but not -i^ery mo dell. The Men wear 
a \^eflmcnL like our Night-gowns, but no- 
thing on their Heads or Feet. The Women 
wear a Petticoat reaching below the Ancle, 
and on their Bodies a Frock made clofe and 
meet for their Bodies and Arms, and both 
Sexes drefs their Hair. 

I faw none of their Priefls, but underflood 
from my Interpreter, that they worfliip the 
fame Gods that are adored in Siam. They, 
worfliip tile great God under the Name of 
Tipedahy and Idraw Trumb, and ^rn’iv Touty 
are his Sons. • The Church fubfifls by Free- 
v/ill-ofFerings, and their Priefls are not much 
refpetded, being generally > chofen from a- 
mong the lowfer Sort- of the Laity. 

The Kingdom of Laos borders on Simny 
Cambodia, Cou chin-china, and Tonqnin. It pro- 
duces Gold, raw Silk, and Elephants Teeth 
are fo plentiful, that they flake their Fields and 
Gardens about with them, to keep out wild 
Hogs and Cattle from deflroying their Friiit 
and Corn. They are all in Religion. 

T H E Natives of Laos are whiter in Com- 
plexion than their circumjacent Neighbours. 

1 faw forae of them, at Siam, of both Sexes. 
Their Women were little inferior to Tortn- 
gncz,e or Spanijh Ladies. 

T H E R E are feveral Hands- that ly off the 
Coafl of Ca'mbodia, but none are inhabited, 
becaufe the Saleeters, or Pirates' that infefl ■ 
that Coafl, rob them of what they get by- 
Pains and Induflry, tho’ there is one about 
three Leagues Well of Tontedmafs, called 
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^ladroli that has good’ Qualifications for a 
Settlement.' It is about three ;Leagues long, 
and one broad. Wood and frefii W^ater are 
plentiful, the Ground of a moderate Height, ' 
thie Soil black and fat, except along the Eaft 
Side which faces fPotitea7pafs, and that has 
fevefal fihe fandy Bays, and they are good 
fafe Harbours in the rainy and windy Sea- 
fons. , . ... 

• About 30 . Leagues Eaft-fouth-eaft from 
Tonteamafi,ist\iQ Weft Entrance of Cambo- 
dia River, generally -called B'occa de Car an- 
ger a.. The lhalloweft Place in the Chanel in 
going in, is four Fathoms, and within it deep- 
ens to Twenty in fome Places. The North 
Entrance is broader, but much flialiower,and 
lies about ten Leagues diftant from the Weft 
Chanel, but is little frequented. 'Between 
^ontea7nafs and the River, are feveral fmall 
uninhabited ' Hands. BiUlo-panjajig is ' the 
krgeft,and confiftsofa Clufter of eight Hands, 
which form a pretty good Harbour. Titllo- 
. nbi is the Eaftmoft, and affords good A'lafts 
for Shipping. 

Bullo-condorc is the. largeft and higheft, 
•comp'ofed of four or five Hands. It lies about 
ly Leagues South of the Weft Chanel of 
Cambodia River. Biillo-condof'ehz&oxiCQihQ 
Honour of an Englijh Colony fettled" on it, 
by Mr. Allaii Ketchpol^e, in- Anno ijot. when 
the Fartory of Chufan., on the Coaft of Chma^ 
Was broke up, he being then Direffor for 
Affairs of the Englijh Eaji-india Compan3'fn 
thofe Parts. ' ’ ' 

He 
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He made a bad Choice of a* Place for a 
Colony, that Hand producing nothing but 
Wood, Water, and b’ifii for catching. He 
got fome Maccajfers to ferve for Soldiers, 
and help to build a Fortification, and made 
a firm Contfafl with them to difcharge them 
at . the End of three Years if they were min- 
ded to quit his Service, but did not perform 
what was contrafted, which was the Caufe of 
his own Ruin, and the- Lofs of the Colony, 
for thofe Eaftern Defperadoes are very faith- 
ful where Contrafts and Covenants are duly 
obferved when made with them, but in De- 
failiancc, they are revengeful and cruel. ‘ Mr. 
Ketchpole having detained the Maccajfersh^- 
yond their Time of Agreement, flill entrufted 
them with the Guard of his own Perfonand 
the Gafifon, and they taking the Oppor- 
tunity of the Night, when all the Enjlijl? were 
in their Beds, who lodged in the Fort, they 
inhumanely murdered thesn all. There was 
fomeNoife made by thofe who were awake, 
which a few who lodged without the 
Fort, hearing, took the iVIarm, and ran to the 
Sea' Side, where kind Providence direfted 
them to a Boat ready fitted with O.ars and 
Sails, which they imbarked in, and put off 
from the Shore, and were not a Stone’s-throw 
off, till the bloody Villains on the Shore were 
in Quefl of them. So thofe in the Boat, with 
much Fatigue, Plunger, and Thirfl in failing, 
and rowing above loo Leagues,' got to fome 
Place of the King of 'J chore's Dominions, 
where they ^ were treated -vvith Humanity. 
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The reverend and ingenious Do6lor Tomidy 
was one of thofe that efcaped, and Mr. Solo- 
mon Lhyd (an old Acquaintance of mine ) 
was another. 

There were two Harbours, or anchoring 
Placesf at ^iiUo-condore, but .neither of them 
good. •One at the North-eaft End, they were 
forced to ufe in the South-\Veft Monfoons, 
the other on the Weft-fide for the North-' 
eaff Winds,. the Bottom of which is rocky, 
and therefore dangerous for lofing Anchors 
and Cables, yet.thatw^as the Place chofento 
build their Fort on, but fitice, a Factory was 
I thought neceiTary to be fettled- oh that Goaft, 
J. w;onder why • they chofe -thefe Iflands, ra- 
ther than ^ladrole which, I mentioned be- 
fore'. ■ , . , . ■ . 

• The City of Cambodia is reckoned to ly 
Too Leones -up from the Bar, and. the ,Ri- 
.yer filVd with low Iflands -and Sand Banks, 
irhe Country of Laos is about 40 Leagues far- 
ther .'up, but .what Navigation is ufed above 
the City of Ca 7 nbodid, is done by fmall rowr- 
ing;Veflels,and the River being one of the 
longefl: in the World, employs great 'Numbers 
of thofe rowing Boats. ' . 
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CHAP. XLIX. 

Threats of Couchin-cliina, and Tonquin, their 
Religion.) La'wS) and Ciifoms. 

G OVCHIN-CHINA is only divided 
■ from Cambodia, by the River, Which in 
•fome Places is three Leagues broad. It is a 
Country far larger than Cambodia, and much 
richer, and the Inhabitants more couragious- 
and hardier for enduring Fatigues in Labour 
or War, than the Cambodians, but are not fo 
converfable and civil to Strangers. The Cou- 
cJjin-chinefe draw one Half of the Cuiloms 
and Taxes raifed in Cambodia by Commerce 
and Merchandizing, but they give little En- 
couragement for Strangers to trade with 
them. Their Country abounding in Gold, 
raw Silk, and Drugs, they bring tliem' to 
Cambodia, to difpofe of there, except what 
they fend yearly to Canton in China % and, I 
have feen fome of their Jonks trading at Jo- 
hore and Batavia. 

Their Religion is Ragan after theC/;i7W 
Way, worhuppiug the lame Gods, after the 
fame Manner as the Chinefe do. Their Laws 
are fevere and bloody for Crimes of Treafqn, 
for not only the guilty Perfon fuffersa pain- 
ful Death, but thel^elations within the Bounds 
of Confanguinity fufifer Death alfo. Their 
Cities and Towns are divided into Ward- 
fliips, and at the Ends of each Street are rail- 
ed Gates, ‘placed to confine each Ward with- 
in its own Limits. Thefe Gates are fliut and 

lockt 
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lockt. every Night;, fothat they havenoCom**- 
munitation by Night, but if a Fire breaks 
out in one of the Wards, its whole Inhabi- 
tants arc cut off except tlie Women and' • 
Children. • ' ' - ■ 

■ There are but few Clmjllans tolerated 
in Conchm-china^ yet there wa^ (and perhaps- 
is) a 'Fi-'ench Prieft in great Efteem among 
them, but it is capital for ■ any other Prieft 
to be found in their Country. This French 
‘.Man kept a Correfpondence by writing/ with 
Mr. Cifie Bifliop oft Siam, and he having a 
Relation of the Danger Chrijiian Priefts were 
in there, made the old Zealot half-mad to 
get thither, to receive the Honour ' of Mar- 
tyrdom, and had he been honeft'in his Prb- 
' mifes to me ( which was only not to pr6te<ft 
any of my fugitive Seamen at Sia 77 z ) I would 
have favoured him with a Paffage to Cambo^ 
dia,fmm whence he might have eafily gone 
to get that glorious Grown, ' ■' 

- Co 7 ichm-chma has a large Sea-coaft of about 
700 Miles in Extent, fj-om the River of Ca 77 t- 
bgdia, to that of ^tamhm,‘md. it has the Con-- 
veniency of. many good Harbours on -it, tho’ 
they are not frequented by Strangers ; and 
along the Eaft Coaft it is very deep, for in 
feveral Places I founded the Depth, and found 
between 60 and 80 Fathoms within Haif a- 
League of the Shore. 

• -There are feveral Hands on this Coaft. 
Thpfe ■ neareft the Shore are not dangerous. 
Fnllo-fecca de lies moil Southerly, and 

neareft the Shore. It is uninhabited, and looks 
VoL. II. ■ O . ■ . . only 
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only like a Parcel of fcorcht Rocks, without 
either Tree, Bufli, or Grafs to be feen on it. 
I pail within aAlile of it, and it lies about a 
Mile from the Shore. Tnllo-fecca de r/hirc, 
and all the Chain ofiflands that ilretchfrom 
•the dangerous Shallows of arc rather 

to be accounted Rocks than Tilands. Tnl~ 
lo-cflMhir lies about 15 Leagues off the Shore, 
near the Taracels. It is uninhabited tho’ 
pretty large. "Pullo-cantonYits near the Shore, 
and fo do the Iflands of Chamj^ello, but there 
are no Dangers ly ’ off from them. There 
are ftrong Currents that run to the South- 
ward in the North-eail Monfoons, which 
makes Pilots take Care to keep near the Con- 
chin-china Coail, for fear of being driven a- 
mong the ‘Paracels, which are a dangerous 
Chain of Rocks, about 150 Leagues long, 
and about ly broad, and have only fome I- 
ilands at each End. There are feveral In- 
ter-currents among thofe Rocks, but no 
known Marks to keep clear of Dangers by, 
yet I knew an Eiiglijh Ship from Surat, that 
drove accidentally through them, and neither 
knew nor faw their Danger till it was over, 
when they unexpeffedly fiw the Coaft of 
Qonchin-china. 

hi Anno 16^0. a Portngneze .Ship was loil 
on one of the Northermoil Iflands of the 
Paracels, and all were lofl: but three or four 
Perfons who fwimm’d alliore. There were 
many Pieces of the Wrack followed them, 
and fome Canifters of Flour were accidentally 
thrown alliore, whereby they were fupported. 
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The3^ built an Hut of what Timbers and 
Boards the}^ couTdufe for that Purpofe, and 
the}^ found fome frefli Water in the'Gaverns 
of the Rocks, and in one Place they' 'built a 
Ciflern to fave. the Rain W ater for the dry 
Seafon. They took Sea Weeds 'and mixt 
with Mud that they found about the Goaft of 
the Ifland, aiid placing that Mixture in a con- 
■venient Part to retain the Rain "Wafer, 
they fubfifled -by that Means a dry Seafon. 
Their Food was Sea Fowls, and Toftoifes 
which frequented that Ifland in great Num- 
bers. In three Years the5f all died but one, 
and m Anno 1701. a Ship bound to MaccaOy 
coming near the Iflaiid againft their Wfilly 
feeing the Figure of aMan waving his Hands 
over his Head, they had Gompaffioh and 
Tent their Boat- to the Ifland, and w'ereaflo- 
niflied to find the Perfon'to be one of their 
own Country Men, a'nd much more when he 
told them -his Misfortunes, and how long ho 
had been alone on that 'Ifland. They clothed 
him and- fed him, and carried Min, to- Mac-- 
cao, where ITawhim in Anno 170^. and had 
the Acco'unt from his own Mouth. - 

B UT it is Time to return back to Conchiu- 
Wma, which about three or four Centuries 
ago, was but a Province of Tonqnhh at lead 
they were both under the Dominion of onO 
King, who dying without Iflue, divided the 
Government of his Dominions between a 
Brother and a Siller of his, whoni he- very 
much efleem’d for - their good Qualities. He 
.ordered his Brother to relide in Goitchin-chi- 

O 2. ' na:, 
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and take Care of Adairs there, while the 
Sifter took Care of the Government of Ton- 
qiiin, bnt to have a Meeting once a Year to 
confider and confult of Matters for the Good 
of tlie State. 

The Lady. being young, thought fit to 
marry, and the Harmony of State foon end- 
ed by the Marriage. The Husband grew 
ambitious, and wanted the Government whol- 
ly in his own Hands, but carried fair with his 
Brother in Law, and one Time talking with 
the Queen of the Neceftity of uniting both , 
Kingdoms into one, as formerly, and that of 
Right both belonged to her, as being pofteft 
of the moft ancient and noble Kingdom, and 
that in order to get both Kingdoms into her 
Hands, he would find a ay to cut off her 
Brother, without Sufpicion of their being ac- 
ceftbry to it. The Queen feeming to ap-' 
prove of the Defign, privately let her Brother 
know his Danger ; being then at the Court 
of Tonquhij flie advifed him to' pretend to go 
a hunting for a few Days, but to make what 
Hafte he could unto his own Government, 
where he might be fecure from Confpiracies 
on his Life, which Advice he followed, and 
gotfafe into Conchhi-chhia, and calling a Coun- 
cil of his Nobles, related the whole Affair to 
them. 

The Conchhi-chinefe took the defigned In- 
jnry to their Prince, fo ill, that from that 
Lime they renounced all Friendfliip and Com- 
merce with the Tonqnv,m's^ and the River 
^iambin being made the Bounds oiTonqnhi 

Do- 
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Dominions to the Southward, and of Couchm~ 
china to the Northward, they both railed Ar- ’ 
mics of 40' dr 50000 Men each, and they con- - 
tinue ilill facing one another, the Paver ty- ' 
ing between them, and nothing of Aftion 
has happened all this while. Con'chm-- 

chinefe happens • to flee from the Juftice of 
his own Country, to the' Tonquiners, they re- ■ 
ceive him kindly, and treat him civilly, but 
if a Tenquiner fall under the fame Circum- 
ftances, and go for Sanfluary to the Couchhi- 
chinefe^ he is condemned to Slavery, and fo 
muft continue till he gets a Pardon from his 
own Court, and pay his Ranfoin. ’ ■ 

‘Tonqnin is the next Kingdom Imufl fleer 
to of CoLirfe, where the EngliJJ) and TDutch ■ 
both had their Faflories, but the Englijh 
Company’s Affairs being a little out of Order, 
they withdrew theirs in January 1698.. and- 
the E)utch finding but little Advantage by 
their Trade in Tonqiim^ withdrew theirs a- 
’ bout fix JEears after. However, tht Englijh 
'had a private Trade pretty good till the Year 
1719. that an EngliJlj Ship from Bengahwivi^ 
it by an A6l of Violence. 

The Ship being laden and ready to fail, 
fell down the River from Catebeo the capital 
City of Tonqnhhi&x\A. in Defiance to the known 
Laws of the Country, the Supercargo got a 
Tonqum Girl on board, in order to carry her 
Axuth him, bur her Friends miffing her^ infor- 
, med the civil Magiflrate, who fent to demand 
her, -but the Supercargo would, not fefign his 
Miffris, whereupon Afls of Hoftility enfued, 

■ , p 3 and 
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and fomc were killed on both Sides, and Cap- 
tain IF allace who commanded the Ship, had 
•the Fortune to be one of the flain, however, 
the Evgltjh bravely carried off their Prize, 

• but I never heard any more of the Toiiqum 
J'Trade {ince. 

Tonqu'm is bounded with Conchin-china on 
the South, Laos on the W eft, ^nanjl a Pro- 
vinee of Cbhia on the North, an^ the Ocean 
on the Eafl. The Country is prodigioully 
fruitful in all Things neceffary for the Conve- 
niency and Support of Life. 

It produces Gold and Copper, but neither 
of them fine. They have Abundance of raw 
Silk, and manufacliire Part of it in wrought 
Sillp, but none fine. Their Baaz is the beft, 
which they generally dye black. It wears 
very long, becaufe it is foft and well fpun, 
and the oftner it is waflred, the Colour looks 
brighter, if blacker may be fo called.- They 
make Bowls, Cups, and Tables, of Rottaas, 
and cover them very neatly with J^ack of 
divers Colours, and gild them. They have 
alfo fome Rorcellhie. but very coarfe and ill 
painted. And thofeare the Commodities for 
Exportation fmuiTonqum. 

There is a great Chain of impalTable 
Mountains that run from the Sea above lyo 
Leagues, along the Confines of ^ianjl and 
^ficheyj. Provinces of China, which fecure 
xonquht fi'om any Invafions that may come 
ihat Way Eom. China, .and thofe Mountains 
are covered with thick Woods well ftockt 
with wild Elephants, Tigers, and Deer, but 

the 
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the Ufe or Often tation of training up - tame 
Elephants, is not much minded in Tonquin, 
nor in China. , , . . ' 

The Cb'f'ijfidu Religion is ftriftly forbiden 
to be preacht in Tonqnin., yet there are fome 
Ch'ijiians of the Romip Church there. Their 
own Religion is Tagau, according to the Do- 
61:rine of China. And they have a Tradition 
•that many Ages ago, Tonquin and Couchin- 
china were both Provinces of China. 

The Tonquiners-vSzd. to be very defirous 
of having a Brood Eiiropansm their Coun- 
try, for which Reafon the greateft; Nobles 
thought it no Shame or Difgrace to marry 
their Daughters to Eiiglijh and T)utch Seamen, 
for the Time they were'to ftay in Tonquin, and 
often prefented their Sons in Law pretty liand- 
fomly at their • Departure, efpecially if they, 
left their Wives with Child, but Adultery was 
dangerous to the Husband, for they are well 
verfedin the Art of poifoning.' 

The Men and Women are both well 
lliap’i and tolerably beautiful, but of a low 
Stature. The Maids keep their Teeth very 
'’white, till they have' loft the blue of their 
Plumb, and thgn they dye tiiem as blacky as 
Jet, wdth the Juice of a certain Herb which 
they hold in their Mouths for three Days fuc- 
ceflively, and the black Tinflure continues 
ever after ; . but while; that Juice is_ in their 
. T^oiithSj they dare not fvvaildw their Spittle, 
it being of apoifoiious Quality.

Gi-vci- Come Accounts of the Religion^ Laws, 
Cnftoras, Commerce, Rkbes, Cities, Temptes, 
Gods, and Goddefes,Rriep,Military^ 
Rrodiice,aud MauufaEfo'ries, &c. <^C’Uin£i. 

'T^HE Ifleind o^Aynam lies in the Bay of 
' ^ Tonqnin, and not above Leagues di- 
ftant from its Northern Confines. The Iflai^d 
is large, being about 180 Miles in Length, arid 
izo in Breadth. It was formerly under Ton- 
qnin, but at prefent a Part of the Dominions 
of China. Its greatefi; Produft is Salt, md js 
not frequented on account of Trade. Theie 
is noPaffiige for Vcffels of Burden, between 
it and the Continent, being fo full of dange- 
rous Banks and rapid Currents. The mid 
Lands feem very mountainous. The Lait 
and South Sides are low, but clear of Danger.' 
About two Leagues from its Shoies, is 
from zo to zj Fathoms ater. 

The next Gourfe I fleer, is into ^lanf, 
the Southermofl Province ot China, and as 
yet has not been brought to acknowledge the 
Domination L admits, of no Com- 
merce either with Foreigners or Chine fe,viyxt 
' are under the Tartar Government, but- on 
ail Occafipns commit Adis of Hoflility on 
them, and are fo bold and couragious, that 
one of their little Gallies will attack four of 
the Emperor’s, and make them flee before 
them, for. they give Quarter to none that 
bear Arms under- the Tartar Prince, as they 
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call the Emperor. The Country is fruitful 
and populous, and produces much raw bilk 
and Drugs, fuch Q.sChma'R.QOt,Gallmgal,&c. 
IthasSo Leagues of a Sea-coaft, and is boun- 
ded by the Zy/>;?/'<^r^<?Iflands,and Cantm River. 

Caumi or ^mitung ( as the Cloinefe ex- 
prefs it } is the next maritim Pi ovince ; and 
Macca'iv, a City built by the^ Tortugii^Cy 
was the hrft Place of Commerce _This 
City llciiids on fnitill Illcind, <ind is al- 
mod furrounded by the Sea. Towards^ the 
Land it is defended by three Caftles built on 
the Tops of low Hills. By its Situation and 
Strength by Nature and' Art, it was ,once 
thought impregnable. Indeed thpr beautiful 
Churches and other Buildings give us a re- 
fleding Idea of its ancient Grandeur, for m 
the Forepart of the feventeenth Century, ac- 
cording to t\iQ-Chriftian Mra, it was the 
greateft Port for Trade in India or China. . 

The largeft Brafs Cannon that ever I faw 
are mounted in proper Batteries about the 

City. I meafured .one (araongit many; out 

of Curiofity, and found it 2,3 hoot fiom the 
Breech to the Muzzle Ring, nine Inches and 
a Quarter diameter in the Bore, and it was 
laavo Rotnllaes or lb. Weight of folid Metal. 

The City contains five Chuiphes, but the 
Jefnits is the beft, and is dedicated to bt. 
RUiUitUs two Convents for married \V o- 

'm 5 i"'to retire to, when their Husbands ai e ab- 
orphan Maide^are educated m them 
till tl^v can catch an Husband._ Ihey ft^ve 
ialfo I Nunnery 'for devout Ladies, young or 
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old, that are out of Conceit with the Trou“ 
blcs and Cares of the \Vorld. And they 
have a San6i-(t Cnfa or the holy Houfe of the 
Inquifition, that frightens every Catholkk in- 
to the Belief of every Thing that holy Mo- 
ther Church tells them is Truth, whether it 
be really fo or no. 

The Forts are governed by a Captain-ge- 
neral, and the City by a Burgher, called the 
Troenradore, but, in Reality, both are go- 
verned by a Chtnefe Mandereeu, who refides 
about a League out of the Citj'’, at a Place 
called Cafa Branca. The TQ 7 'tiignez>c Ship- 
ping that come there, are admitted into 
their Harbour, and are under the Proteftion 
of the Town ; but the Chinefc keep the Cu- 
flom-houfe, and receive Cuftoms for all 
Goods imported. 

That rich flourifliing City has ruined it- 
felf by a long W ar they made with Timore, 
as I have obferved before. They exhauiled 
their Men and Money on that unfuccefsful 
Projedt of Domination, fo that out ofaThou- 
fand creditable Houfe-keepers that inhabited 
the City before that War, there are hardly 
fifty left ; and out of forty Sail of trading 
Veflels, they have not above five left, fo 
that in the whole City and Forts, there are 
computed to be about two hundred Lait}^, 
and fix hundred Priefts, .and about fifteen 
hundred Women, and many of them are 
very prolifick, for they bring forth Children 
'V^dthout Husbands to father. them. 
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In Anno 1703 . 1 was bound from Surat to 
A-moy^ and off the Maccoa Iflands, in the 
Month of Angiiji, I met with a fevere Huri- 
ricanc. We liad vifible Signs of an approach- 
ing Storm before it. came, the .Air was in 
. great Agitation by much .Lightning continu- 
'.ally flafhing, but no Thunder nor Rain.. We 
prepared for its coming from Noon to Sun- 
- fet, making every Thing in the Ship faft, our 
Yards lowered as low as conveniently they 
could be, and our Sails made faff with Coils 
of .fmall Ropes, behdes their ufual furling 
Lines. At Nine in the Night it laid our 
Ship’s Gunnel under Water, and I wiiht our 
Main-mad had been away, wliich about Ten 
was efifecled, and it carried our Mizzen-maft 
along with it. On its going over board oiir 
Ship came to Rights a little, and her lee 
Gunnel was clear of the.' W ater, but ■ much 
Water getting down gtthe Hatches, we had 
■ five Foot Water in the Ship, and no Poffibi- 
lity of getting it out by pumping, for our 
' Main-mad breaking in the Parteners of the 
Upper-deck, difabled both our Pumps. ^ A- 
bout Midnight we had cleared, the Ship of 
the Main and Mizzen-mads, by .cutting -the 
Rigging that kept them fad to the Ship. By 
thisVime the Wind had iliifted .from North- 
ead to South-ead, and had rather increafed 
-than affwaged, and tliofe two Winds had 
• put the Sea in two violent Motions ; howe- 
ver, we got our Ship before the Wind, but 
broaching too brought her Head almod to 
the Sea, which met her fd violently, tpat it 
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broke quite over the Ship, carrying away our 
Fore-mafl; and'Boltfprit, two Anchors from 
the lee Bough, three great Guns of twenty 
two Hundred each, wdth our Pinnace and 
Yole. We foon cleared ourfelves of the An- 
chors, by cutting the Cables, and, before 
Day, .we were quit of our Fore-mall and - 
Boltfprit. About Eight in the Morning 
the Storm abated, and at Ten I called over 
the Mufter-roll, and found none wanting, 
but between feventy and eighty bruifed and 
wounded, who w’^ere carefully dreft by our 
Surgeons, and all recovered. The Sea con- 
tinued turbulent, but we having two fpare 
Top-malls, rigg’d them up, and having fav’d 
our Mizzen-yard and Enfigh-llaff, fitted them 
for Yards, to which we bent Sails, and flood 
towards the Land, and, before it vi’’as dark, 
anchored near fo’me Iflands called Les Ilhos 
de Vtados by the Tortugneze. Next Morn- 
ing w^e had much Trouble to get our Long- 
boat out of the Ship. It was about lo Tuns 
of Burden, and ftrongly built; but, after 4 
Hours Labour tve put it into the Sea, and 
fent it alliore to try if we could get a Pilot, 
but found no Body on that Hand ; however, 
they met wuth two Pieces of Mafls of fmall 
Velfels that had been call on- the Hands, and 
tholb they brought wuth them, which did us 
very great Service in bringing us to the Mac-, 
cao Hands, w^hich w^ere about 15 Leagues 
from us. • 

W E kept the Boat founding the Depths 
before the Ship, till we got about 8 Leagues 

on 
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on our Way, and anchored in good oazy 
i^rqund, under an Ifland that kept the rol- 
ling Seas from difturbing us, and in the Mor- 
ning, by Brealt of Day, we difpatched.. the 
Boat in Quell of Maccao, and to bring us 
Pilots. Before Night they landed at the Ci- 
ty, and next Day returned with a Pilot and 
a Jonk to attend us, and, in two .Days more, 
the Pilot brought us fafe to an Anchor in 
Teipe §ueberadO:> a very fecure Place for 
Shipping'^ to ride in. It. is about four .Miles 
from the City of Maccao, where I found a 
Company Ship called the Ca7iterbury, com- 
manded fay Captain Kingsfbi'd, who had come 
from j^tnoy in March, and could not reach 
the Streights of Malacca, fo was forced to 
pafs the South-weft Monfoons in this Har- 
bour. 

I went to the City, and applied myfelf, to 
the Captain General" and the Tj^ocm'adore for 
Affiftance, and they made large Promifes. I 
addreffed each of them with a Prefent' of 
fcaiiet Cloth, and Surat Atlaffes, which' they 
thankfully received, but foon after I found 
they were in no Condition to affift me.. They 
indeed deftgnedto compliment me with fome 
frefli Provifions, but had not Intereft enough 
with, the China Manda'cen to get Liberty to 
fend them on board of my . Ship. 

, ' Nor would he fuffer any Body to fupply 
me with Neceflaries, till he received Orders 
from the Chontock orVice-roy of Canton. That 
Incivility prefaged but ill Succefs to my Af- 
fairs there ; however, I went and paid him a 
. ' Vifir, 
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and prefcnted him with a Silver Sal- 
ver and a Piece of Atlas on it, both in.Ya- 
lue about 45" T<^}'els, or L. which 

he received, and made an Apology for his 
prohibiting Commerce with my Ship till he 
had received Advices from the Vice-roy, _ 

He treated me with Tea, which 

i took to be Beans boyled in Milk, with fome 
Salt in it, and it was ferved in wooden 
Diflies, as big as Chocolate Cups. . When 
our Regalm was over, I took Leave, and he 
loaded me with fair Promifes, and feht after 
me a Prefent of an Hog, two Geefe, a Goat 
and fome Wheat Flour, and a fmall Jar of 
Samjloew^ or Rice Arrack. 

Having nothing to do till the Vice- 
roy’s Orders came, I went among fome I- 
flands to find a Watering-place, and, on -a 
pretty high Ifland about a Mile long, and 
half as broad, I faw a fine clear Stream triclt- 
ling dovm the Face of a Rock, about half a 
League from our Ship. I ordered my Men 
to fill about 2-d Tuns of it, and being clearer 
than we had before, we made Ufe of it for 
drinking and boyling Rice. About ten Days 
after we had made Ufe of it, all my Men 
were affefted with a violent -Head-ach, and, 

■ among the refi:,' myfelf, which was a Diflem- 
per I never had been troubled with before. • 
I begrin to fufpedf that the Water might 
be the^Caufe, and ordered a large Copper- 
pot to be filled with 'it; and to boyl one Half 
of it away, and fet the reft to cool a Day and 
a Night, which was accordingly done, and, 

• on 
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on pou.ring off the Water, I found .about a 
large Handful of a dark gray Salt at theBot- 
toiTi, of alliarp unfavoury Tafle, which made 
me ernpiy what remained of it into the Sea ; 
but there was an high large Ifland about two 
Leagues from our Ship, that had many Springs 
of Water, which I tried, and found to be 
good. ■ ' • 

One Day I was difeonrfing with a ’PorUn'- 
gueze Phyfician of the Quality of the \Vater 
we hril ufed, and he told me, that moft of 
. the Springs in China bad pernicious Qualities, 
becaufe the fubterraneous Grounds were fto- 
red vdth Minerals, as Copper, Quick-filver, 
Allorn, Tootheiiagne, and the- Springs 
running tliro' ox near thofe Mines, the W a- 
ter becomes affedied with their natural Quay 
lities, which was one Reafon why the Chi- 
nefe boyfd all their ^Vater before they drank 
it, and as 'the Boyling caufes the Spirits ^of 
Water to evaporate, they ufed Tea to in- 
fufe new -Spirits in the Place of the old, fo' 
that it was more out of NeceiEty than Choice 
that the Chinefe drank fo much Tea,- tho’ 
tliey do not drink it half fo flrong as gene- 
rally we do in Europe. 

It was near a Month after my Arrival be- 
fore, the Vice-roy’s Order came to fettle my 
, Affairs. They had reprefented to him, that 
our Ship was a Wrack, and, by the Laws of 
■ the Counti-y, ilie fell to the.fong; but the 
’ Vice-roy diflrulling the Report of the Chi- 
* nefe:, lent a F'rench Gentleman to bring him 
true Accounts of our Condition, and what 

Mer- 

I.' ' 
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Merchandize vve had to difpofe oF. When 
the BVcncb Man came on board, I entertain- 
ed him civilly, and gave him a Sight of the 
Mufters of our Goods and their Quality, and 
\vc had fiilied up fome fmall Fir-trees, which 
we had converted into Malls and Yards; 

O N the French Man’s Return, and giving 
the Vice-roy an Account of what he had feen, 
he feemed amazed at the falfe Information 
lie had from Maccao, and ordered the Haj^oa 
or Gullom-mailer to go and take an Ac- 
count of our Goods, and take the Empe- 
ror’s cuftomary Dues, and give me a free 
Toleration to trade. Accordingly the Ha- 
pa came, and brought three Merchants a- 
iong with him to buy our Goods. Y'^hen 
they came on board, they were furprifed 
to fee fo large a Ship, v.'ith fo many Guns, 
having forty mounted, and fuch a Number of 
Men, I having above an Hundred and fifty. 

I fainted the Hnpa with fome Guns, and 
treated him with a Dinner after the Enro- 
jjcau Fafliion, and gave him good Store of 
Wine to wadi it down ,* but he lik’d Canray 
bell, and drank of it till he was well fluftred. 
Then he ordered the Length of the Ship to 
be meafured on the upper Deck, and the 
Breadth at the Main-mall, and departed. 

Next Day I went to vifit him, and carri- 
ed him a Prefent as cuftomary. In our Dif- 
courfe he told me, that he had brought a 
very honeft Man along with him, who l*pakc 
the Fortngueze Language, and that he miift 
be my Interpreter at Alaccao, and buy all my 

Pro-. 
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Provifions fpent in the Ship,- and 'on. my' 
Table afliote, and that he had alfo Brought 
three Merchants to agree for my Cargo^'-all 
Men of Subftance. . I anfwefed, as to The 
Buying Provifions, I had np-Occafion fdf 'a^'^ 
hy,' and for making a 'Cohtraft with' thofe 
MerchantSil had no Mind to it, becaufe Pde-- 
figned to carry -niy Cargo to Cmitoik infmall 
Jonks^ and when I’ arrived at CanVon with 
my Goods, and had enquired into’ the 'Maiy 
ket, it rvould be Time then to make Bar4 
gains. He’ feemed to be angry that I ’ was 
not direfted by him, and told me, that "he 
had taken much Pains to.ferve me, -but 'that 
I 'flighted .his' Service; -Taiifwefed, that be- 
ing a Stranger^'! might.be- allowed to walk 
’cautioufly till I had informed myfelf of the 
current Prices 'of Goods, and the King’s Du- 
ties to be paid on them, but I fliould always 
have a great Regard to his Friendlliip.- -He 
ailed ged that there was great Danger in’car- 
rjdng Goods between Maccao and Canton, 
becaufe’ there were .many Pirate "Veflels in 
the- Way, belonging to and that nm- 

ther the Emperor nor the V.ice-roy could 
be accountable for what Robberies might be 
committed by thefe Pirates. I replied, that 
I defired none to anfwer for fuch Lofies, 
but would be -very glad to meet with thofe 
Scar-crows, that -I 'might have an Opportu- 
nity to make a • Prefent of fome of them to 
the ViceTo 3 ^ ’ ' ’ 

' W H E N he found that 'hone bf his Argu- 
ments prevailed, he gave Orders to have my 
Vo'n. 11. . T Goods' 
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Goods put on board of fmall JoiiJzs, and that: 
I .might put five .Men of my own in eacji 
Boat‘d for a Guard, ‘and ordered,.one onfis 
Merchants to accompany me in, that which 1 
went in, fo that u^e were twenty five Euro- 
peausvj&\\ arme^,.in our little Fleet. '\ye 
took the inland PalTage/which/wasthe near- 
eft, and failed by feyerahlflands on both Sides 
of -us, I kept- in the headmoft Jonk, ‘and, a 
irood Officer in the-fternmoft ,*• and' every VeF 
fel we faw, they told us they 'were. Pirates. 
I anfwered them, t wanted to be near thern, 
but I could not .perfwade them to fteer to- 
wards them. ■ , ■ 

AfVer we had failed about 1 8 Leagues 
ffioni Maccao, we came to • a fmall City cal- 
led JnnJhn'. The T cjtock or Governor fent 
me , a Compliment, and invited me afliore ; 
but I excufed myfelf, becaufe the- \yind was 
fail', and I was in Hafte to be at Chiton. A- 
baut 5 Leagues above JanfaUj we entred in- 
to a Canal cut thro’ a large Plain of Corn- 
fields, where we faw many large flat-bot-* 
tom’d Bo.ats built to breed -Ducks, which 
they bring up for Sale, and to weed the Rice 
Grounds for Flire. They have three or four 
Stories over one -another, -where are the 
Ducks Nells.- Oh the uppermoft- they fit and 
hatch Eggs. In the others they -lodge all Night; 
and it is wonderful-'' to fee what Order and 
Oeconoray thofe -Ducks keep ; for fome old 
Drakes (on the Winding of a Whiffle) drive 
all the younger Novices into the Water, fomc 
going foremoft to fltew the Way, while o- 

. thers 
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thers take Care that none loiter behind. There' 
is a fmall Port made about a Foot high from 
the Water, and a Piece of Deal Board laid 
in’ it,' whofe 'other End- lies- in the "Water 
oh a gentle Defcent, that'ferVes the’m'fbr a 
Bridge to- go-out, and 'come in at when' they- 
ate out about Seiwice.' The -Mailer goes iti' 
a fmall Boat -among the: Rice Grounds,- ( for 
thaf.Grain always grows arrioilg Water) -and 
winding his' Whiffle, they all follow his- Boat,; 
and fall to their Work,to'deilroy Frogs and 
fmall- Fillii with the Weeds that would hin- 
der the GrbVFth of the ; Corn. '■ About Noon 
he wind's his Whiffle: again, on -which ' they 
|ir'repair oil" Board of their o\^m Veflef In 
good prdeJvToffle of 'the old Drakes' bring- 
ihg tip the 'Rere, whililr others' guard) the 
Bridge, to fake; ’Care that no Stranger Ducks 
enter with their own Tribe ; and wheii' all 
are' in, the old- Guardians- enter alfo and take 
their proper Toils. • 

S o m'e times when- two or three of thofe 
Boats are employed - in- one Field, and their 
•Ducks mingle, and feme young Novices,which 
do- not,- underiland their proper Afailer’s 
Whiffle,- chance to come in Company to ano- 
thef Boat,--and would enter with' the reft,- the-' 
’old Guardian Drakes foon fpy them out, and 
•beat them ‘aw-ay from 'the Bridge, and on no 
Accoimtwill they fuller them to enteri more 
than ah' eft'abliflied Company will admit In- 
terlopers to enter into their Trade. 

- Between Jafifan zndi which is 

)about tvventy Leagues, there are 'many-'pret- 
■ “ P z ' ty 
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ty .Villages feated in the Plains, and the Pea-*- 
fants bring Fifli,FowI, Eggs, ?£;£■.. Eatables to, 
fell at very moderate Prices; and there are, 
alfo. fome fmall high Towers built on high' 
Grounds. The Reafons .why they were built 
i, could not be -informed of my by Compani- 
ons,, but the Foot of their Covering is hung 
round with Pieces. of. Glafs of feyeral Sizes,, 
fo near, that, with, a -fmall Gale of Wind, 
they beat againft one another,’ and make a 
pretty agreeable Noife. 

W H E N I arrived at Canton • the Hapoa or- 
dered me Lodgings for myfelf, .my Men and 
my Cargo in an Aanng or Inn belonging to 
one' of his Merchants, where' none but the 
French, who had.then'a Faftory there, had 
Liberty to vifit.me, and when I went abroad, 
I had always fome Servants belonging to the 
Hanng to follow me at a Diftance. . I had 
{laid 'about a Week, and found no Merchants 
came near me, which made me fufpeft, that 
there were fome under-hand Dealings be- 
tween the Hapoa and his Cliaps, to my Pre- 
judice, but I could not be informed what 
rhcy^defigned. , At length, one Night I had 
iupp’d in the French Fadlory, and began to 
make my Complaint to Mr. Fetchbertie the 
Chief, of the Itrange Method. I was treated- 
in, .that all Merchants llaunned my Companj'', 
but for what Reafon I knew nor. . He winkt 
,on me to follow him into his Bed-chamber, 
and, lliutting the Door, told me, that thofe 
three Merchants, or rather Villains, Linqua, 
Anqua and Plerajhain liad paid to the Hapoa 

4CO0 
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4Cdo Tayelsfov thQ Monopilizatioii of my 
Cargo, aiid that- no Merchant durft have any 
Commerce ,with me but they, but withal ad- 
•vifed me to carry fair with them, and bar- 
gain with them on.whatfoever Terms they 
Would allow me. , • 

Accordingly I had a Meeting with 
my Chaps,, and, in my Difcourfe, I told them 
what the current Price was in Town for e- 
very Species:of my Goods, and defired ,to 
know what they would give. ' They, feemed 
furprifed that! knew the Market, and would 
fain ' have known who had informed .me .of 
the Prices, but I defir.ed to be excufed oii 
that Point, and to proceed io bid for them- 
-felyes. My Cargo cohfifted in Cotton, 
chock or Radix dnlcis., ' Rofanialla or ’ liquid 
Storax and Surat Cbiuts, which, acr 

cording to the current Market, -would have 
come to 14000 Xa^els-i but they would not 
come within ^er ,Ceut','o^ the Market Price. 

V i finding myfelf rinfulted, had a Mind to 
wait on the Vice-king,-, who refided at a 
To>vn called , Sacho'W, ’about ■ ^o Miles up the 
•River, and, in order to go- thither, I applied 

• .rnyfelfi by the Afliftance-of the French Lin- 

- •a., Mandcreen the Chum^in, 

tor Licence to. go ig Sacho''s:j and for-. his 
Letter of Recomihendation'to -the .Vice-^roy. 
The News of my being wi&h the Fhurapu a- 

• jarmed. the Hapoa and -my.- Merchants, who 
found no .Way to. irnpede^my-gping/but .by 
•feizing ahy:;Linguifi; that,flipu|d-ferye me.ei- 
;tlier ixx-Qanton or-.'inmiy Journey, 'and accpiv 

' - * P' 3 ding- 
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dinglyj as I was going next Day to^ receive 
my Letters, and the French Lin^ift along 
with me, he had a fmall Iron Chain thrown 
over his Head, (a Ciiilom that isatnongtlie 
Cbinefe when they arrcfl a Man ) and hp was 
dragged before the Haj)oa, and was accufed 
of aflifting the French in running Goods on 
board of their Ships, for they had two lying 
at JF'bn-mJ^on, a Village about 4 Leagues be- 
low the City. The poor Man was kept In 
Prifon as long as I flaid at Canton, ' and his 
Tmprifonment fo terrified others, that I could 
get none to ferveme but whom thofe Villains 
of Merchants recommended to me, and none 
durfi: ferve me as Linguift. 

I finding no Remedy, but Patience, to my 
difiurbed Mind, was forced to comply with 
the unjufl; Impofitions of the' Haj^oa, and fo 
druck up a ■ Bargain at the villanous Mer- 
chants Rates, but to receive Silver for my 
Goods: and after I had delivered them, I 
defired to fettle jNccounts, and to have my 
Money according to Coniradl. ' They made 
up a large Account of Charges, as-sooo Ti^’- 
els for the Meafurage of my Ship, ' loco for 
Liberty to buy Malts, Cordage and Provifi- 
ons, and icco Taycls for Prefents'to feme 
■Mandercens, and then they told me, for what 
remained I fooiild have Go'ods at the' current 
'Price of the Market, tho’ I was obliged -to 
take them between',46 and -$o fer Cent, high- 
er. - They made -me pay' I'^CFayels ^er Gheft 
for Japon Copper,* -which I could have bought 
■'fof' p Fajelsy 'mdi, fox ' China Copper I was 
L ‘- . ■ : - .. charged- 
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-charged ten and, an half, which I bought at 
Maccao for feven, fome Fir Mails that ;! 
cheapn^d fot 6o 'Tayels they made me pay ayo. 
It was the Middle of January 1704. before I 
-had ended my .Accounts with them, andrl 
‘wanted Permiffioii; to go to Maccao, 

I could not have. They-’put me off, from 
.’Day to Day, about a Week-. - At length l yi- 
lited the French Chief, and - -.he frankly told 
i'me, that they would notjet me go till.Ilaid 
.out ten thoufand T ay els of Silver with them^ 
which they .were informed I had on Board 
of my Ship, and that my Merchants had told 
him-fo. I anfwered, .that being bound-. to,. 

' moy, I had Bills on Merchants there for near 

■ that Sum, which, with my Goods, had been 
■fufficient to have, loaded' my Ship there, for 

• which Reafon I had broughp. no Silver with 
.me; but I found there- was no End to their 
Villany, and therefore I would go without 
(Leave, if I had it not in .three Days; He told 
.me ;of. many, ill Confequences that would at- 
tend violent Courfes; but I anfweredJiim, 
zThat I could -no .longer bear -their Infults, 
and, if I had not my Permi.flion in three Days, 

• I would, run a Muck, . (^which. is a mad Cu- 
■llom among the Malloy as .when they become 
,-defperate) .and that -I thought ; twenty five^ 

■ Men well mined, were Sufficient ■ to -go oft 
by Violence, when by .fair Means .they, could 
-not obtain.. it,: that being the laft '.-Remedy, 
■what Blood; might be fpilt in the Aftioh, the 

and’ his • Chaps would anfwer to the 
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Emperor for? wlm, no Doubt, would enquire 
into the Caufe. ‘ ^ ' • 

•'I then bade farevVel to all the Gentlemen of 
the French Fadlory, and left a Prefent of 50 
i'aycls for the 'Linguift that lay in Prifon, 
■and came Home' to my Inn, and acquainted 
•my Men with ray Refolution, who itnani- 
moufly approved of it, promifing to live and 
die with me, and immediately we new clean- 
ed our Arms, and new loaded them with 
Powder and Ball, which the Servants of the 
Hciiing taking Notice of, went and informed 
my Merchants what we had been doing, and 
that we lookt brisker than ufual. The Mer- 
chants 'went to the French Chief,- to fee if 
he knew what Defign we had, and 'he franlt- 
ly told them all that I had told him. They 
immediately acquainted the Hapoa, who forth- 
witli fent us a Permit for ourfelves and Goods, 
and next Day I departed with twelve of my 
Crew, and fome Goods, leaving the reft to 
follow with the reft of my Goods and Mafts. 

I K -three Days we got to Maceno, and got 
all Things in Readinefs to fail. There were 
two F ortngneze lay in Tiepc-qneberado y^aiting 
'for me to accompany them for fear of a Freuefj 
Cruifer of 3x Guns, that had been at Mani- 
la. One Mr, Birnio commanded her,’ who 
had made his Brags to the Spaniards, that he 
would bring all thc-'EngliJh and Fortngueze 
that were bound from China tothe Streights 
cS Malacca, into Ma 7 iila, and make aPrefent 
of our Ships to the Spaniards, which fright- 
ned the Torpugueze, One was - a Ship of 
• . two 
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.two and twenty Guns, and the other of 
fixteen. • ‘ ' 

’ Ho w EVERi fome C6/WMer chants con- 
trafted with iheto carry them, and about 150 
Tuns of Bricks and Ware, to Tnllo- 
■ condore,mA were to pay me loooT (lyHs. .Three 
-Daj's after my Arrival came my'.Mafts, and 
as they were paifing through the Harbour of 
Maccaoj towards my Ship, they wefe'ftopt by 
the Procuradore of the City. When Word 
-was brought me, I fent my Piirfer,,who fpake 
-good ’Portuguese,' that if my Mafls 'were not 
-.delivered' the- fame Day, I would- take the 
-Mafts out of their Ships that lay- 'clofe by rne, 
let the Confequence be what it would: So to 
avoid Trouble, my Mafts ■were cleared. 

.■ Two of my Merchants '.came to Maccao, 
under Pretence' of clearing’ Accounts fairly. 

I invited them oh board to -dine with me, but 
.they would riot do' me that Honour; They 
had heard of the Contraft " I had made with 
c the ■ China Merchants, to carry them and their 
Goods to Pullo-condore, which Goritraft they 
broke, for that ftrong Reafon,'. that they had 
. bought me of the Ba^oa, and that -Freight 1 
had no Power to ' contraft for, hut they 
would furnifti them with a Paflage fpr them 

■ and their • Goods, on the fame Terms that 

I' had agreed ori,fod washblige'd to lofe^ my 
■Freight.. . •* .• •’ 

I received what Goods they 'vi^fepleafed to 
-bring me, hut I found wanting -80 Chefts of 

■ Ja^on Copper, and fom'e Todtheiiague that 
-i'ha'd 'weighed: off at Canton^ 'arid -put 'the 

.Stock? 
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Stocks Mark on them. I askt the Reafon 
why they did not deliver thofe Goods, Cnee, 
according to tlieir own Account, there was 
a Balance due to me of ^^ooT^yels. They 
told me that they would give no more,’ and 
the Balance they would Iteep, for fear they 
fliould lofe on my imported Cargo. I bid 
them farewel, and promifed to let them hear 
from me by the firfl jonk of theirs that -I 
met with. ” Next Day I'fent them my’ Ac- 
count, wherein! flie wed that they and the 
/’?/? had clieated me of r iooo Tayels, and that 
I Ihould not fail to make Reprifals when -I 
met with any Effefts of theirs. According- 
ly I did at Johore, by the King’s Per million, 
feme a Jonk of theirs, and fecured their Books 
of Accounts, haying two TOrt-ngncze'R^mc^ 
Macc no f who could fpeak.and write. G6/- 
nefe, and they found . out what Merchandize 
belonged to thofe Villains, which I took on 
board of my Ship,, among which was my uo 
Chefls of Copper, -and ^oo 'Pecnls of Tooth- 
enagiic, with my own Mark on them. I drew 
out a fair Account, and fent them with a 
L.etter of Advice, that I had received but 
one third Part of the Balance due to me,'but 
upon their fair dealing v/ith the Englijh for 
the future, I would, forgive ; the relt, but -if 
they, continued to a6i: like Villains, I -would 
profccute my Refentment till I had recovered 
the lad; Peny of my Balance.. . • . . . 

W H EN I gave the King of, Johore.zn Ac- 
.count. how they had ufed- me in Chinas he 
. wondred that I did not feize all the other Mer- 

' chant 
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chant- Goods that were- in the and fell 

the Men for-.'Slaves.- .So - having fended this 
ihort’DigrelEon to5^«?^or^5 - 
' ■ I return back to Canton, t-P giye an Account . 
of my Obfervations,.pn that fine City .'and 
iCountry. - ’ '' 
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fome Ohfervatms and Refnarks on ihe\Rro^ 
vincd'and City Canton or .Quantung,/?/;^ 
•’ '' of the Trovlnceof Folden, with fme Oc^

C AMT ON was once'a JCingdom of it 
felfj and was called Nangvee, It. had 
•been feveral Times conquered by the Empe- 
rors of China, and .fliak’d off the Yoke when 
they found Opportunity. At laft, about three 
Centuries ago, it w-as Jubdued and . made a 
■Province of China.- It borders on ^tanjl to 
the Weftwardj-ZfM;/^/ -to the' Northward, 
■Fokien to the Eaflward, and the Ocean wadies 
about loo Leagues of its Goad to the South- 
ward, ' The Country is as pleafant and -pro- 
fitable as any in the World. The Ground 
yields two Grops'aYear of Rice, Wheat, and 
Legumcn. > The People are ingenious, in- 
duih-ious, ahd'.civil, but are too numerous, 
avliich' makes them tolerate a bafe and cruel 
Cuftora, that when a Man thinks he has . too, 
inany Daughters, he 'may -deftroy as many as 
he - pleafes-of them, -but they do notkill;thein 
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outright, but ferve them as Mofes was in ii- 
by laying them on an Ark of Reeds, 
and letting them flote on the Stream of a Ri- 
ver, while they are Infants, and if any. chari- 
table Perfons fee them, and commiferate their 
Condition, they may take them .out, and 
bring them up as their own, either for Mar- 
riage, Concubinage, or Slavery. . . 

The abominable Sin of So^my is tolera- 
ted here, and all over China, and fo is Bug- 
gevy, which. they ufc both with Beafts and 
Fowls, in lb much that Europeans do not 
care to eat Duck, except what they bring up 
themfelves, either, from the Egg, or from 
fmall Ducklings. Whoredom is not puhilh- 
ed in. this Province, tho’ very fevercly in 
fome others. - ■ .

Fokkn is the next msiritim Province to the-

.and make’s a wery; fpacious. fecure; Harbour 
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for Shipping, between it and the Continents 
but no Stranger- frequents it, but to Ihelter them 
from Storms, becaufe they admit of no Trade 
with Foreigners.

fome the Hole in the Wall, becaufe there is 
a large Hole that pafles quite through it, be- 
ing undermined by the, > Sea below, but a- 
bove all is fall without Frafture.' It appears 
like the Arch of a large Bridge. About fe- 
ven Leagues within it, is the inner Harbour 
of Amoy, where Ships ly very fecure in 
Fathoms oazy Ground, within xoo Yards 
of the Shore.’

About. the Year 71545'. the Dutch had a

againft them, entred the Town, and fomein- 
confiderable People being left in it, were civil- '

;;^lliewed their new Matters the bett Houfes 
in the Town, where the took up their 

Lodgings, and, according to Cuttom, carouz- 
ed heartily, that before Midnight there 'were' 
but few of them fober,' and fo ‘went to fleep. 

. The who were left in the Town, went 

and informed their Country-men what Po- 
tture the Dutch ' Affairs were in. They ar- 
med all they could get, with Swords,Lances, 
Bows,-. and Arrows, to the 'Number of zood. 
and came oh the Dutcb,hdoxt they could 
put themfelves in a Potture of Defence, and 
cut them all off, which Difafter. made the 
Dutch depart vvithout making any farther At-

^ Th ERE are fomeCiirioj(itiesin-/^i^»^. One 
is ■ a large Stone that weighs above forty Tuns, 
that is fet fo dextroufly on a Rock,' in fuch 
an Equilibrium, that a Youth of twelve Years 
old can eafily make it move, but an hundred. 
Men can make it move in no greater Motion, 
than that Angle Youth can. I faw it tried 
with a JPair of Hand Screws, but to no Pur- 
pofe. 

Another Rarity is of five large Stones, 
as big, or bigger than the lafi: mentioned, 
placed in an Hollow at the Foot of a Moun- 
tain (whether by Nature or Art I cannot tell) 
they are each about thirty Foot . long, and 
Tvyclve or Fourteen Diameter. They lean 
their Heads againft one another, and form an 
Alcove at thei'r Feet, wherein is placed a 
Table, and Benches around it, of Stone, and 
there is a pretty clear Rivulet runs .clofe 
by th^ Table.

a French Miffionary, as well as from fome 
eminent China Merchants, and it /happened 
• about the Year 1690. the being then 

' Chungnae, ox Deputy-governor, of the mand 
, of ^tamoy, ifland having about- 30000 
Inhabitants,' not reckoning Women and Chil- 
dren, they were all poor, and had their Sufte- 
" nance by their hard Labour, in manuring 
the Ground, and Fifliing. ■ ■' - 

A great Part of the Ifland being low and 
marifliy, by- the Overflowings of Spring-tides, 
niade Travelling very incommodious. The 
Chimgcomthemg a Man of Pleafure, could not 
.bear living- at Home .in rainy Weather or- 
Spring-tides, and in going to hunt, he was 
obliged to go a great Way about, before he 
could reach the Haces udiere the Game was. 

One Day in Council he propofed to take

I-Jc laid before the Council, that Uie Inhabi- 
tants ‘could hardly live by their I.abour, when 
everyone of them were Imployed, and how 
could they fubfifl. on the Labour oft one Half, 
that he could forefee the Ruin of the W hole 
bv taking off the Half from' their manuring 
the Land, and Fifliing. However, it tyasput to 
the \*orc, and the Chungcotin carried it, on 
which the Chnn^iinc laid down his'Commif- 
fion, and protclled that he would not be ac- 
cellbry to the Dcftruclion of fo many Inno- 
cents, whom he forefaw would be wrought 
and {larv’d to Death, and fo bade the Cbuiig- 
con;:, and the refl; of the Council, adieu.

mightily pleafed- with the fine Writing, and 
ingenious Reflexions made on each SubjcX

in, and was fiirprifed to find .another in his. 
. Ghamber, but the Emperor addreft him in fo 
obliging Terms' for his .intruding into his 
'".Chamber without. Leave, led by the-llrong 
, ' Q T Chains 
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Chains ofCuriofity, and the 9ppoi-mnity that 
offered to give him Satisffcdionjby^ the Door 
being accidentally left open, that the ChtiV^g- 
;;ac could take nothing ill that was done. 

The Emperor asked him of what Coun- 
try he was, and what had brought him to 
Aehsng, and the Chnngiiae fatisfied him that 
'he \tas a Native of ToX'/ov, and re-counted 
the Hiflory of his Affairs in ^tamoy. The 
Emperor was much taken with his Story, and 
Vne modefl Way he espreft hitnfelf in it, 
and told him that he found his Actions to 
quadrate with his Doctrine. Then he askt 
the Chungnae if he had an Employment, or if 
he had a Mind to accept of one.^ He anfwer-

ried one Quarter of the 'Way ''-fofwa'fd'

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■ Th E N the Chmgtoch made himfelf knoX^a 
to him, and upbraided him with his Cruelty, 
and the Cbmigconn having little to fay in his 
own Defence, fell at his Feet, and implored 
Mercy. The Chungtock bade him rife, and told 
him, that for the fake of his Family, he would 
fave his Life, which he had juffly forfeited,- 
but withal baniflied him to a Palace on the 
Side of an Hill on the Hand of ^iamoy, 
where he lliould be allowed ^ooo Tayels year- ■ 
ly, for ' the Subfiftence of his Wives and 
Children, but he was never to meddle in 
Government again, and Ip difmifl: him, and 
fent one along with him to take PolTeflion 
of his Government, with Orders to refiify 
all Things that had been amifs in his Govern- 
ment, and to invite People to the Manuring 
of the Ground and catching ofFiili, on better 
Terms than had been before. Thofe juft and 
generous Actions of the Emperor andC^//?^^- 
tock were worthily admired by all who lov- 
ed Juftice and Generofity ; and I have born 
no fmall Veneration for both their- Perfons 
ever fince. 

I mull now give an Account of the Chung- 
Juftice and Generofity in an Affair re- 
lating to fome fiiip-wrackt Englijh Men at 
Amoy,

Is a Conthmation of the Hifo 7 y of the Chung- 
tock tf/Fokien, in relation to fofne Occur- 
.. rences that ha^^ened among the Englifli at 
Amoy in Anno 1700. \ ‘ ‘ ' 

I Bdng then bound to Amoy in a Ship 
’ from Smmt^ employed by Sir Nicholas 
IVaite the new Eaf-mdia Company’s Prefi- 
dent there, and Confmodore. Littleton be- 
Jng then zx. Surat with a Squadron of Four 
Men of War, by fome'confiderable Reafons 
was perfwaded by Sir Nicholas to let one of 
his Squadron go as far Amoy to look after 
the Englijh Pirates that then infelled the 
Straights of Malacca^ . • 

The Hai'wich was the Ship pitcht on, a 
50 Gun Ship, commanded by Captain Cock, 
and we failed in Company as far as Atchee'a, 

; and there we were parted by a Storm. He 
called at Atcheen, butT made what Hafte I 
could for the Port of Malacca. I {laid there 
above a Fortnight for him, and when he had 
taken in fuch Proviiions as he wanted, and 
that I had paid for them, we failed from Ma- 
lacca, in order to proceed for Amoy. 

When we arrived there, we found three 
Eui'o^ean and a Country Ship from 

Surat, employed by Sir- John ^ Gayer Pr eli- 
dent for the old Eaf-india.^ Company, The 
Supercargoes of thofe Ships, on . Sight of a, 
Man of War, fent a Compliment of ^ooTay- 
els to the Teytock, to diflwade him from gi- 

- ving 
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ving tlie Ha.r’wich PermifRon to^come into 
the Harbour, for fear of lofing a Feather that; 
they had -put in their own Capes, of Avear- 
ing a Pendent at their Top-mail Heads, fo 
that when I went to pay my Compliment to 
"^'itTeytock^ and give him an Account of our 
Cargo, and to defire Liberty for the Man of 
War and' my own Ship to ; come into the 
Harbour ; he told me, that my own Ship 
was welcom,- but he could not, with Safety, 
admit of the King’s Ship into the Harbour, 
but that fbe might be fupplied with what (he 
wanted^ in the Road. • . - ^ 

I told him, that the King’s Ship’s Bottom' 
Avanted Repair, and that if. ho. would not 
permit her to come into the Harbour, both 
ilie and I muftgo to CrKiiton^ and if the Captain 
of the Man of War refented the’illUfagc he 
was like to meet with at Amoy^ thofe ought 
to anfwer who had given the Teytock .that ill 
Advice, and fo I took Leave very ill fatisfied. 

The Linguift and I had ■ been acquainted 
forae Years, and,- on our Way from the Cir 
tadel, 'I told him, that if Teytock cqntL 
hued his P^efolution of denying .our King’s 
Ship the, fame .Civilities . that he granted to 
Merchant: Ships of. our. Nation, - 1 could -not 
anfwer for: the ill Confequences that -might 
attend that Affront, and, -if flie,had not.Per'r' 
miffion inkhree Days to come, in, on the- 
fourth we would proceed for Qav.ton,- _ 
v He then very frankly, told .me,. that it was 
none 'of the T.eytock's .Fault, .but- the EngltJij 
Captains and , Supercargoesj- : who had • fent 
. / , ' ■ . . ‘ • him 
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Meffage to the Tey fock, to ac 
quaint him, that.if-the Man of-^War was per. 

, mitted to come into the Harbour, their Men 
.would be rude to "the Merchants, '.-and. would 
be tied up to' no Rules or . Laws which,! the 
Merchant Ships bbfeiwed, that, the W.ornen 
would be debauch’dj and-. many’other aggra- 
li vating;,' Crimes, ’'they alledgedj , the 'Man of 
.War’s Men would commit, and j withal had 
fent the Teytock a Prefent of' yoo Tayels to 
keep, her out of the Harbour. ■ r , 

;.I carried the Hinguifl: into a- Merchant’s 
Houfe i’that was .my 'Acquaintance, itoconfult 
with that Merchant about- remoiving that. Rct 
mora that flopt theMan of .War from entring 
into: the Harbour?’ which could be done no‘ 
other Way than, by, my .being bound for the 
goodfBehaviour of. the People ^belonging to 
the Man of War, and to give a-Prefent’fupe- 
rior. to theirs, which I confentedy.to; ' ' 

1 .T’HENWeconfulted ;how -.the. ‘Captain ,of ■, 
the ^King’s . Ship Aould be-received by thd 
Teytock^ when he llibuld make his A^ifit, ahd' 
we- agreed, .thar.alh.the ^Captains add’ Supef«^ 
catgbes'- fliou’ld be'jcalled 'to:.^Q'Teyiock\^ in', 
Gompafiyi with, .Captain and ’.that he' 

. fliould-.enter - before j'.us, . and' have an high 
Chairy-piaced:a-:little: beforeV'the TeytocRs 
■ Chair j -on the .left: Hand,- .which, .among them,' 
is the/Place of Honour, and we. Captains and 
' Supercargoes to; be fet on felt Cufliion's 'oh

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W E,Iiad nofooner done with our Conful- 
cation than I'difpatcht my Friend Shawbaii^ 
for that was the Merchant’s Name, with the 
Linguift, to acquaint the Teytock with what 
we had refolved on, and he approved of all, 
and two Days after fent a Summons for the 
Captains and Supercargoes to accompany 
Captain Cock^ and all o&yed hut one, who 
pretended Indifpofition ; however he fent his 
lecond Supercargo to fupply his Place, 

Assoon as we were in the Citadel, we 
were condufted to the iT^^cri’s' Palace, and 
entred the Chamber of Audience, and were 
feated according to the Method before agreed 
on. The Teytock being feated' before, he 
made a Speech pretty long, wherein he told 
how he had been informed of the loofe Be- ' 
haviour of Men of .War’s Men, which had 
armed him with Caution, but that he knew 
of a more convenient Place on an Ifland 
within three Leagues of the Town, for the 
Man of War to hale afliore, if we would be 
ruled by his. Advice. The Captain made a 
Bow, and acceded to that Motion. 

. He then wanted to know who would be 
-Surety for the -Captain and Men belonging 
to the Man of W af, that they Jlmuld obferve 
the Laws and Cuftoms, bf the' Place, without 
being Moleftation to the Natives. I found hone 
cared to enter on fo hazardous an Affair, fo, I . 
flood up, aiid proferfed myfelf,'Ship and Car- 
go for Security. The reft not expefting that 
the Captain could have found' fuch Security, 
one, who .made a. good.Fignfe among us, 

told 
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told me, I was too forward in my Prefer. I 
anfwered him, that I only engaged what I 
. had the Command of, but meddled with -no 
Body’s Af&irs elfe. - 

.••‘The feemed well fatisfied, and 

gave us a very handfom Entertainment, and 
then difmifl us. The Man of War went to 
;!-the Iflarid, and landed fome of her greateft 
, .Guns, but found fo much Difficulty in car- 
rying Things' afliore, that , we got an Order 
from the Teytdck to bring her into the Har- 
bour, and accordingly ilie came in'. . - 
There is an Ifland oppofite to the Town 
of Amoy, called ,CuUemjhoe, about half a 
Mile diilant,. and it has two. convenient Pla- 
ces to lay Ships , on,' in order to clean their 
Bottoms, or repair them, and there are fome 
Rocks that ly between thofe Places, that ap- 
pear dry at low 'Water. In one of thofe,. 
Bays the Harwich was, haled afhore, and ■ 
cleaned, and her Sheathing being' much worm- 
eaten, it was ' repaired with a great Deal of ^ 
new Sheathing, all which .Charges I had Or- 
ders from my Employers to disburfe bri their 
Account,' in Expe£l:ation,,.that‘ca.rrying back . 
2,00 'Tuns of Goods would fuffici- 

ently. reimburfe them; but. Captain Cock 
being a - young Man, not very . well verfed., ■ 
in the Affairs of Shipping, took- ' Advice of , 
fome, other Captains of better Knowledge, 
and'daily caroufing with .thefn..on board of, 
his Ship, chanced,' ffiat I)ay that his Ship ha- 
led off,- to be a little inebriated, as well as . 
his Tutors. I was none of the Cabal, and fo 
VoE. E R ' {laid 
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ftaid in my Fadory. The Tide of<Ebb-was 
made before they began to remove the Ship 
from the Bay that Ihe had been fitted - in, 
and in haling off, the Tide fet her upon the 
Rocks above mentioned, and on them flie 
was lofi:, 

^ A s s o o N as the Ship fat fafi: on the Rocks, 
his Gounfellers left him to think on his Mif- 
fortune. Next Morning all the'Captains and 
Supercargoes went over to the Ifland (where 
he and- all his Men were lamenting their 
Condition ) to condole his Misfortune, but 
not one had the Charity to invite him to a 
Dinner. About Ten I went, over to yifit 
him, and found him weeping. I ■ dijGTwaded 
him from grieving at what could not be fe- 
medied, and invited him to dine with me, 
if he ’was not pre-engaged. He then wept ve- 
ry bitterly, and told me, that -not one of all 
his Companions that ^ had been vifiting hiih, 
had the good Manners' to give him an Invi- 
tation, and that 1, who' had jufi: Caufe to be:

Seamen on 
board' of my Ship,- -and gave them Provifi- 
ons. ' They were; in all 'One hundred and 
eighty two Men and- Boys -in'-the Crew, and

keh a large Quota' for my 'Shard, blit net bhfe

But finding my Charges would-be veiy 
great in maintaining .'fucli a Number of Men,

■iiim, that no Ship Ihould have Liberty to lade 
their Goods aboard, that did not firft take 
.their Quota of the fliip-wrackt Men. We went 
to the Teytock) and acquainted him with our 
Defign, who much approved of the Projeft, 
and he feemed furprized, that any of thofe 
Ships durft go into our King’s Dominions, 
who had denied to affifl, not only his Sub- 
jefts, but immediate Servants. He was very 
human, and ferit the poor Seamen Prefents 
of. Pork and Hocl^ew^ ( a ftfong fermented 
Liquor like our ftrong Ale ) for me to diftri- 
bute among them, and thofe Prefents he fre- 
quently fent.- 

I provided a Prefent to accompany my 
Letter to the Chungtock, to the Value of 40 
Pounds Sterl. and got the beft Scribe in the 
Place to write my Letter, laying down the 
Mifery the poor Men were in, and. how. ea- 
iily and juffly they might be reliev’d by fuch ' 
nn Order. . •. ■ 

I fent. my Letter and Prefent by an Ex- 
prefs, who returned in fixteen Days with a 
fatisfa^iory Anfwer, and an Order to the Ha~ 
y>oa, to fuffer no Goods to be lliipt off with- 
' out confulting me.,^ 'The Hapa came to my 
Factory, and congratulated me on the Ho- 
nour that the Chungtock had done me, and 
promifed to obey his Orders in relation to , 
iliipping Goods off, • ' ' ; 

.A Gentleman who was Supercargo of the 
Ship ‘Dorrel, bound direftly from*'./^;;;^ to 
England, was the firfl that was denied a 
Permit to iliip Goods, off. He had fent for 
- ■ . the 
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the Ship's Boat to carry- off fome Chefts of 
-Silk, but the Waiters ibpt them from, put- ' 
ting them into the Boat, on which the Lin« - 
guilt was fent,for,Co know the Reafon; and 
he told -the Supercargo, that the Ua/oahad 
received Orders to lef ho Goods be Ihipt off ' 
without confulting me firft- about taking a 
Quota of the Man of War’s Men; on which 
my Antagonifts held a Council, and refolved 
to continue obftinatc, and that Supercargo 
before mentioned came early next Morning 
to my Houfe. When rny, Servants informed 
me' that' he was in the Court, I went and in-, 
vited him in., I guefs’d his Errand ;by' his 
Countenance, and askt.'him to .fit down, but 
he refufed. I askt him if he would drink a- 
hy Coffee or Tea, but he w^ould not. He 
then, in' a . Frct, askt me if I was Governor 
of his Affairs. I anfwercd, no, bor. did I kno w 
how he could ask me fuch a finiple Quellio'n. 
He fware that he. found .1 was, and that if I 
were .in' another Place -than Amoy\ \ durfl 
not aft as I had done, and fvvafe again, tluit 
not one Man of them flibuld be enrertaiiied 
on board the I 'told him, that Idurft 

do ;any Thing that was’ hpnell and juft, and 
W’as always ready to defend' what I had fo , 
done but as to his taking his Quota' of the 
ftiip-vyrackt Men,' he mull comply with it,' if 
he- had a Mind to fave ,his Paffage p England 
Aat Seafon.

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It was, and, I believe, is flili the Cuftom 
on board the , Ev.^t'ijh Company’s’ Ships, for 
'the Captain to give a Remonftrance’ and a ’, 
Proteft diirty Days before the Expiration of 
the Term for their Departure, to the Super- 
cargo or Faflor for the Company, according 
as it is ftipulatcd by Charter Party. Accor- 
dingly the Captain of the Dorr^l gave in his 
Protefl about that Time to the aforefaid Su- 
percargo, u'hicli’ aggravated his Chagrin, and 
h'e told, the Captain, who was my' Friend, 
what Troubles I had brought him and the 
reft into. The Captain advifed him to co'nfi- ' 
der what Time might be fpent in Contenti- 
on, and that I, having the Government’ on my. 
Side, would certainly carry my Point in fpite 
of all the OppoTition they could make, and 
that it would be much better to comply in 
Time than to Hand out, and be forced to 
cotnply at latt. 

H E told the Captain, that he might do as

’ - The other ■ Sticklers fooh complied, and 
took chirtj'^ fix each for. their Quota, and the 
Teft I provided for,- and they ’were as for- 
ward to work and obey my Orders .as niy 
'own Seamen, tho’ they were not fo on-board 
df the -other Surdt Ship, where they were 
like to mutiny for W ant of ^d^bals, even 
before they went to Sea, for .the Captain of 
that ’ Ship... pretended, that - he would allow 
them no Vifluals before' they went to Sea, 

^ and' the poor indigent Fellows' failed twenty 
four Hours on that Pretext. ' Aflaft Hun- 
'gei; compelled them to make their Complaint 
'to. ‘me,- and I furniflicd them with a Supper, 
and bade them be eafy till next Noon, and 
.if there was no.Proviiion made for them, 
'when the Ship’s .Company’s, Dinner,' was rea- 
'dy, to.feize on it for their own Ufe,_and let 
.'the others flay till more wakdrefl,' which Ad- 
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vice they took to be very wholfom, and pun- 

^Inally followed it. _ ^ . 

The Captain complained to me of the- 
•Paffengers Rudcnefs. I told him, that they 
only followed my Advice, fori could not fee 
what Pleafure he could take in Halving poor 
R'leii, fince what they did eat was nothing 
-'but of his Pockets, for I knew the Charges 
•would be allowed in his Accounts with his 
Employers, and advifed him to treat them 
civilly at Sea,' fince they being fuperior in 
Numbers to his Ship’s Company, might make 
them ufe Force to obtain what they ought 
to have by fair Means: Nor was I out in my 
Conje6lure, for at Sea he put, theni to fo 
fmall an Allowance, that they mutinyed, and 
threatned to carry him and the Ship to Ma- 
dngafcar^ and deliver liim to the Piratek 
About Chrijlmas I brake up Houfe-keep- 
ing, and paid Houfe Rent for Captain Cock 
and his Officers to remain in it a Month af- 
ter me, and knowing the Scarcity of Money 
among him and his Family, I gave him a Bag 
■with looo SpantJ}} Dollars for his'Subfiflence 
on his Voyage to Europe, on condition, 
that when he was in a Capacity to pay me, 
he would not forger to repay me. I gave 
his firft Lieutenant too. and the fecond Lieu- 
tenant yo of the fame Pieces, but without 
Provilion of Repayment. • 

■ The Captain made his. Acknowledgments 
in the moil emphatical Words he could ex- 
•prefs, imprecating Vengeance to purfue him 
if he did not thankfully repay with good In- 

tereft. 
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tereft, when he was able. I alfo wrote to the 
Lords Commiffioners of the . royal Navy, a- 
bout the Charges I had been at on aconnt of 
the Lofs ’ of his Majefty’s Ship in ChinaJ and 
petitioned that I might be^reimburfeds-and 
made Mr. Matthew ' Cock, a' Brother of the 
Captain’s,- my Attorney,- to ' folicite for, and 
receive 'what their Lordfliips would pleafe to 
allow me.’ ' 

, I. received a Letter from the Captain, then 
at Cape Bona EJperaiwe, in his Way. home, 
wherein he gave me an Acount of their hard 
Ufage aboard of the .Ship, and .of the ’Death 
of iiis fecond; Lieutenant, and that was all . I 
had from liim in Years.' When I arrived 
in Englandyl^idL my felf the Honour to write 
hmi. from. London to Leather-head, tb try if 
I could furbifli hp-hisdhort Memory with the 
Remembrance, of what had pad: between its 
in China, but heprotefted that ,he had quite 
forgot it. lanfvvered him, that his firft Lieu- 
tenant, Captain Falconari flill remembred it 
very well, and had made- a. grateful Acknow- , 
ledgment of the fmall Favour lie received a- 
bove' twenty Years' before. , My . Affairs cal- 
ling me to- in 'Anno 172,4. he called 
for me at London, when- he knew I was in- 
'Holland, and before I returned, to Englaftd, 
he - had ' paid' his great Debt to Nature, with- 
out . taking Notice of the fmall’. one due to 
me.'

A- ND now I have followed- him to his 
Grave.

Wooll inflead 
of Hair. She is the Proteftrefs of Nawga-

-T H E’ God Fe has an human Shape,- except 
his Head, which has the Figure of ah Eagle’s. 
Gan has a broad Face, and ,-a prodigious great 
Belly. Vhis. a very mhjcflick. God, and is 
always ’.placed with a great-Number of little. 
Gods ' to attend' him. Minifo in Fokien, I tak-e 
td'bethe God. MigleBNi Fanfgn,htm%-?i\\\ic 
in Shape and 'Cbiinrenafice. -- He is called. thp 
God of Pleafure.' Fujfa is, -fet- crofs-lcggcd, 
oh a Cufliipn,,.befpangied with Flowers and. 
Stars, and llie' has -eight 'dr nine. Arms and 
Flands on each 'Side, and two before' that flie 
holds, in a praying Poflure. In' eveiy .one of 
her- Hands (except the '.two that -are dedica-^ 
ted .’to Prayer ’) Ihe bears fome Thing emble- 
matical, as an .Ax, a^.Sword, .a' Flower, ^c. 
The great God that made the, Heavens and. 
Earth, .they bellow an human Shape on, him, 
likeh young Man- in Strength .and .Vigour,- 
quhe oppofite to. the,, Church of Rome, who 

•make 
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make his Pifture like Sdvndore Winter, old, ' 
cold, and hoary. I have feen many more , 
whofe Names I have, forgot, fome with hu- 
man Bodies, and Dragons, Lions, Tigers, and 
Dogs Heads, and one I faw like Sforir To?;- 
ker in Finland with a Man’s Body and Clothes, 
and with Eagle’s Feet, and Talons in the 
fiead of Hands. 

The Priefthood are in no great Efteem a- 
mong the People, being generally of low Ex- 
traft. They have many different Orders a- 
mong them, which are diflingniflied by Bad- 
ges, Colour of Habit, or Fafliions of , their 
Gapes. They are all obliged to Celibacy 
while they continue in Orders, andthatisnb 
longer than they pleafe. But while they con- 
tinue in Orders, and flrould, or chance to be 
convidted of Fornication, they mutt expiate 
the Crime with their Lives, except their 
high Prieft, who is called’ CZikw, and he al- 
ways keeps near the Emperor’s Perfon, and 
is in very great Repute, and . he has Liberty 
to marry, becaufe the -high Prietthopd mutt 
always continue in one Famil}'', as jiaron's 
did for a long While, but not half folongas; 
it has been in this Family, who has kept up 
the Cuftom .above loco Years fucceflively, 
without the Intrufion of Interlopers. • 

There are no Perfons of Figure or For- 
tune that care to havb their Children confe- 
crated to ferve at the Altar, fo th^t tile Priefts, 
who can have no Ifliie of .their own, are o- 
bliged'tb’buy Novices of.fuch meanPerfons 
as Necettity forces to fell their Children, and 

their 
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theif Study being in the large Legends of 
their Divinity, and not having the Benefit of 
Converfation with Men of Letters or Polity, 
they are generally ignorant of the Affairs of 
the World, wliich makes them contemptible 
among fo polite a People as theingenious and 
converfible Laity are. 

Confucius, or, as the Chmefe call him, €onfuce„ 
rwas the Prince of their Philofophers. He was 
near contemporary with Artaxerxes, Nehemi- 
^i^,arid Malachi, about45'o Years before our Sa- 
viour Chrijl. He both taught and pradi- 
fed moral Philofophy to Perfeftion,and acquir- 
ed fo great a Veneration among his Country- 
men, that his Sentences are taken for ■ Tofu- 
lata, to this Day, not one fince having offered 
to contradid any Thing that he has left be- 
hind in Writing. They have another Doftor 
of Philofophy called Tnnfw, who was almoft 
as ancient as Confucius, and wrote many ex- 
cellent Trafts of a virtuous Life, and the Me- 
thods to attain to it, but his Charader is infe- 
rior to Confucius^. . ' 

- Their Preachers take fome Apophthegm 
out of thofe great Mens Writings, for Texts to 
comment and exfpatiate on; They live very ab- 
flemioufly, and rife early before Day to pray. 
Every Temple has a Cloifter or Gbnvent an- 
nexe to it, and has a certain Stipend allowed 
by '.the Emperor to fuppbrt the Priefts and 
Novices, but they get much more by letting of 
Lodgings to Travellers,who generally lodge in , 
their Cells, than the Emperor’s Allowance. Be-, 
fides, they have a genteel W ay of begging from 
■■ •' ^ ■ ; dtran- 
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Strangers, by bringing Tea and Swcet-iiieats 
to regale them,' '• 

The Chine fe don’t bury in or near their 
Temples, but In the Fields, and when - • 
Bonz.i orPrieft tells a rich dying Perfon, that 
fuch a Piece of Ground is holy, and that the 
infernal Spirits -have no Power to haunt fuch 
■Ground, they’ll perfwade , the poor Man that 
is dillemper’d both in Body and Mnd, to 
buy it at. any Rate to be buried in, and 
'fometimes they will pay ‘a thohfand ‘Tayels 
for ten Yards fquare of fuch holy Ground. . 

The Fifliers and Carriers by Water, who 
are born and bred iii their Boats, and on the 
■Water, mull alib be buried in it, uhlefs they 
have Money enough to purchafe a Burying- 
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‘ They have many Sefts among thetn, but 
all agree in the Tranfanimation of Souls, yet 
not one Se6i ’perfecutes another, but allow 
free Liberty to believe v/hat they think befl, 
and it Is very natural for Men to ^ embrace 
what they think is belt, ■whether it is the bell: 


or not. 

The CIr/ijTian MiiTionaries have convert- 
ed' many by the Indulgence of- feveral Empe- 
rors, partipularly of Cbungbee.) aiid thofe^ A- 
pdftles indulge their Profelyfes in manyThirigs 
oppofite to the Syfem and Cations ’of the 
Y^efterri Chi'lfiianityf as Poylagmy,' Concubi- 
nage, and the Invocation . and Adoration of 
Ba 'gaii Saints, as' well -as Chrijlian, in then hr 
p'otheofis, which has caufed • no' fmall Diflnr- 
bance at 'Borne. .' ■ ■. 

When 
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V -. fW ri E N a M aider eeil of any C onfidei'atioii, 
pafles through- a Street or High-way, he goes 
•in ‘great State, -either on Horfe-backs’.pr in 
dofe or open Chairs, carried by Men, atid he 

■ has 'Flags carried before hini, and large Peels 
lacquered^ 'and painted black or red, with 
large golden Ch'araftets’wfit'oh them, fhjit

■ The forernofl of’liisPv'etihue' in their -partiehr 
lar Habit, with -an higli crown’d Flat in Fbiin

• and- they ’make an hideous-Noife'as . they; go

Y et r heard of a comical- Paflage that ha'p- 
'p'ened At. Aritoyi between ^'"Maiider'eeu. znd. 
an^ Eiiglijl) Sailor. • The ’ Mandereeu go- 
k- • hig 
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ing in his Chaii-j with his ufual Retinue, met 
a Sailor coming with a Keg of Arrack under 
his Arm. Eveiy Body went off the Street 
but the jolly Sailor, who had been tailing his 
Arrack, he was fo mannerly as to wallc alide, 
and give the Mmdereen the Middle of the 
Street, but one of the Retinue gave the Sail- 
or ^a Box on the Ear, and had almoft Hiov’d 
him down Keg and all. The Sailor d — n’d 
him for a Son of a Whore, and askt what 
he meant by it, and at the fame Time gave 
the AggrelTor a Box on the Ear in Return. 
The poor Seaman was foon overpowered by 
the Retinue, but the Mmdereen ordered to 
do him no Harm, till he liad fent for the En- 
glijh Linguift, who forthwith came. The • 
Maiidereen told the Linguift what had hap- 
pened, and bid him ask the Sailor why he 
gave him that Affi-ont. The Sailor fware 
that the Mdndereen had affronted him, in al- 
lowing his Servants to beat him, while he 
was walking down the Streets civilly, with 
his/<r^^ of under his Arm, and fware 

by G — d that he would box the Mandereen, 
or every one of his Gang, for a S^anijh Dol- 
lar, and with that put his Hand in his Pocket 
and piill’d a Dollar out. 

The Mmdereen ordered .the Linguift to 
tell him verbathn what the Sailor faid, .and 
why he pull’d, his Money out. When the 
Linguift had told him all, the Mandereenvf^LS ‘ 
ready fo fall off his Chair with laughing. And 
after he, had compofed himfelf, he asked if 
the Sailor would ftand to his Challenge, who 

fware . 
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fware he would. ’ The Manderem had. one 
Tartar in his Retinue, famous'for boxing, who 
' had won many Prizes af it, and called for 
him tO’ try his Skill on the 'Englijloman.'T:\s& 
Tartar was a luily, Man, and the Sailor lliort, 
but well fet. Tne Tartar promifed an eaiie 
. Conqiieft, and to the Combat 'they went The 
^Tartars ufe to kick high' at the Guts, and 
■the firff Time he’ kickt, the, ' Sailor had hiih 
'on his Back.' The Tartar was much afliam’d 
of the Foil he had received, and at the Sailor 
again, But' fooh tripp’d up ’his‘ Heels a- 
■gain; He defir'ed' then to have a fair' Boiit 
of Boxing without Tripping, which 
greed to, .and batter’d the Tartar's Face and 
Bread; ib,' ‘with Ins Head, ''Aat he' was forc’d 
to yield to’ old England: '.Th'e Mandereen 
was fopleafed nhththb''Bfavery and -Dexterity 
of the Seaman, that he ’’made him a Preient of 
ten of Silver. , 

• In' the Punilliment' 'of 'Crimes', there are 
Laws made to propoftibiVtliePunilliinent ac- 
cording to the Notoriety or Quality of the 
Crime.' For Faults' not capitM, they ufe the 
Bambo'w andWhipjpr a Pair of wooden Stocks,- 
or ’ a wooden Collar, being forne Boards fixt 
t6getheiy ''with a Hole in the Middle, for the 
Head to -go through." It is geiierally about 
five Foot’ fquare, and betw'en'5o'and 8o Pound 
Weight, ‘that’th'ey are, obliged to carryacon- 
fiderable W^ay in the 'Day, and, fieep in, it at 
Night, 'fitting with that'.continu,al W eight on 
their Shoulders, becaufe there is no' lying do'vvn,- 
.which Puniflimentiafts as long as the Judge 
Von. II. S de- 
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determines in his Sentence. Some they lay 
in the Stocks by the Neck, laid flat on their 
Back in the open Sun, with their Face con- 
tinually towards it while it lliines, and this 
lafts for one, two, or three Days, as the Judge 
thinks fit to order. 

Traitors, Murderers, and Pirates, are 
carried to 'Nankin to be tried and puniflit, ex- 
cept a fpecial Order from the Emperor car- 
ry Cuflom out of her Road. Thofe Goals 
in Nankin are only cleared of Malefacfors 
once in three Years. In thofe Prifons they live 
in great Mifery, and often wiili for Death be- 
fore it cornes. 

E Y E R y one of thofe Sort of Criminals has 
particular Prifons belonging to fuch Crimes, 
and when the Judge receives the Emperor’s 
Orders to reprieve fuch a Number, the Judge 
has it in his Power to fave whom he pleafes 
of that Number fpecified, and the reft are im- 
mediately put to Death, as faft as they can 
difpatch them with the Sword and Ax. I have 
been credibly informed, that 30000 have been 
executed in one Month, and half that Num- 
ber reprieved. . - 

When the Emperor gives fpecial Order 
for the Puniihment of Piracy or Murder, the 
Delinquent is tied to a Stake,’ and an Execu- 
tioner cuts the Skin of his Forehead round 
from Ear to Ear, and pulls it over his Eyes, 
and then delivers him to the Friends and 
Relations of thofe that had fuffered Injuries 
by him, and they have the Pleafure of tortu- 
.ring him as they pleafe. I have heard of fome 

who 
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who have been ' tortured three - Days and 
Nights before they expired. Others have- 
had a Brick or Stone Cloke built round them 
clofe to their Bodies, by the Side'pf an High- 
way, and a Guard fet over them, who com- 
manded all Paffengers To fpit on their, Headk 
as they paft by, and they are generally much 
longer a dying than the others. i 
' Parents have the Power of the Life 
and Death of their 'Children till they marry,' 
and then that Power ceafes. Hu^ands have 
the fame Pow.er of their Wives, if they .are' 
convifted of Adultery. I knew an Ihftance 
of the latter in Amoy, by a Chinefe that wenb 
a Voyage to Fort St. and from thence, 

to England. He had a good agreeable young- 
Woman to his Wife, and he pretended when' 
he returned, to make his Wife ufe the Free- 
dom of England, in bringing his Wife into' 
English Mens Company when they came .to’ 
his Houfe, and made her .eat at Table, or 
drink Tea with them, but not when any QhU 
nefe 'Strangers were in his Houfe. However,- 
jfhe did not know how' to behave her felf 
prudently in that State of Freedom, but was 
debaucht by feverals,and he going a Voyage- 
to. Cantoui had ftaid. ten Months after. the- 
Englijh Shipping’ was gone, and found her 
big with. Child at his- Return. He fent-for 
her Relations-, and feafted them., pd then be-, 
fore them upbraided herfor herDifloyalty,and'-. 
■ took a' Piece of heavy Wood, that -.they ufe in 
p6undingRice,;and gave her a Blow oh- the 
Head that killed her .outright. ' - -

I heard .of an inftancc of the other Can- 
ton. . A rich Merchant had a profligate Son, 
Avhom he fent abroad with • a confiderable 
Stoch to employ in Trade, In a few Months 
he had confumed all the Stodc, and run in 
Debt. He gave his Creditors Bills on his Fa- 
ther, who anfwered them for his own Credit. 
The Son came back, begged his Father’s Par- 
don, and protefted, that for the future , he 
would lead a virtuous Life. The kind in- 
dulgent Father intrufled him with a fccond 
Stock, and he, in a lhortTime,deflroycdihac 
aifo, and when his Credit was gone, return- 
ed to his Father, who feemed to pafs by his 
Folly. But one -Day he made an Entertain- 
ment for all his Relations, and when the En- 
tertainment was over, he began an Apologue 
that came pretty near his own Cafe with his 
Son,' and asked their Opinion what in Juflice 
the Son_ ought to fuffer for abufing his Fa- 
ther’s Kindnefs, and ruining his Eflate. They 
did not know that he andTis Son were the 
Perfons mentioned in the Fable, -under bor- 
rowed Names, unanimoufly’ agreed that the' 
Son ought to be puniflied with Death. On 
which the Father took a Knife-mnd cut his 
Son’s Throat, before either the Son or his 
Relations had the lea ft thought of it, and then 
he thanked them for pafling fojiift a Sentence, 
for> that he and his Son were the real Perfons 
reprefented in the Apologue. ' - - 
■ If Children grow incorrigible, and defpife 
the Threats or Admonitions of their Pa- 
rents according to Law, the Parents are to 

com- 
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complain of them to the Magiftrate, and upon 
full Coiiviftion, the Magiftrate will feverely,- 
correft them. For if a Son break the efta- 


bliflit Laws, , the Parent fuffers Puniflimentas 
well as the criminal. Son, if he had not before 
made the Magiftrate acquainted- with his 
Son’s Vices. ... • ■ • , 

And if a Parent is brought to Poverty and 
Want, and has not brought his Son up to 
fqme CaUing, whereby he might, get -his Li- 
ving, the Son is not obliged to affift his Fa-, 
ther, but otherwife he is, • ; , - , . ‘ 

In their. Marriages the Bridegroom never 
fees his Spoufe till they are married, -for the^ 
Match is made by Matrons of both Sides, and 
he is obliged to pay a Sum of Money, tb the 
Bride’s Relations, before he can have her, 
and when all Obftacles are removed, her Re- 
lations make a Feaft for the Bridegroom'ahd 
his, Friends, and after that is -over, Ihe is 
brought vail’d into the dining Room, and-, he 
prefents her. with fonie Jewel of frnall Value, 
or, fome Pieces of Silk Stuffs, and a Prieftfa- 
crifices a Cock,- by cutting his Throat, and 
fprinkling fome of the Blood- on them both, 
and then they are married ^ by L.aw, and. he 
feldom marries another while ihe lives, except 
in cafe of Barrennefs, and .then he . may ’take 
another, and fo oh im cafe of Fahure in Iffue, 
as far as four, but they cannot go beyond that 
Number, yephe-may buy as.m-any Concubines 
as he pleafes, and, the Wives are: ranked ac-. 
cording to Priority, and the Cpncubinesmiift 
attend and ferve the Wives. . . . < ■ 
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".The Ladies Drefs is very becoming. They 
wear fine Linen Breeches that reach to the 
Ancle, but they are covered with a Petti- 
coat handfbmly platted, that reaches below the 
Ancle, and' a Gown that reaches mid-leg 
down, tied with a filken Belt round their 
JVIiddle, and each Sleeve fo large, that ■ one 
■would- ferve to put their Body in, and reaches 
almoft to the Ground. They have a Collar 
pf Embroidery handfomly cut,- that comes 
round their Neck, and covers the Neck of 
their Gown, and reaches half-way between 
the’ Neck and Shoulder-bone. They have 
naturally a great Deal of Hair as black as Jet, 
which' they fet on Wiers fitted to their Head, 
faifed four or five Inches, and covered with 
their Hair in a becoming Manner, and thofe 
who can afford Pearl j have fome of them 
bored on one Side, and fet in their Hair,' 
and they have two ' or more Gold" Bodkins 
which keep all thehandfom Fabrickfaft. 

‘ Their Feet are bound up with Rollers 
pf Cloth when they come to three Years pf 
Age, and are always kept hard bound, fp that 
all tjie other Parts of their Body grow in their 
iiatural Shape and Magnitude, but their Feet,' 
which by Reftraint, are always as fmall as they 
were wheri firft bound up. Their pretty 
little Shoe has a Piece of W ood placed in the 
Middle between the Heel and the Toe, that 
ferves for both Heel and Sole,- which makes 
them rather trip along when they go, for their 
Ambulation cannot be called Walking. ■ 
Thbib. Forehead 'is large, pretty -fmall 

■ '■ "• '■ ■ ■ Eye- 
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Eye-brows, Avell arched, thpir Eyes black, but 
almoft liid with the Lids, their Nofe fmall 
and flat at the Eyes,’ their Mouth little, and 
pretty plump Lips of a deep Vermilion Co- 
lour^ their Cheeks and Chin in a good agrecr- 
able Symmetry,’ and their Neck fmall, their 
Arms long and {lender, a fine little Hand, 
and to grace the whole Strufture of their Per- 
fons and Ornaments, the Nails of their Fin- 
gers are never pair’d, bite are let grow to two 
or three Inches in Length, to fliew that they 
are not employed in fervil Works. . 

And thisFalhion of long Nails is followed 
by the Men of Diftindion,' and . are’ carefully 
kept clean, arid formerly, before the Tartars 
were their Lord's, they wore their Hair long, 
rolled up behind (as our Womeri in Britain 
formerly wore theirs) and, a Net of Hair or 
black Silk to cover their neat Rolls' and Gold 
Bodkins, with double pr treble, Prongs finck 
in their Hair, to keep it' in 'Order, but now 
they have only a Lock at their Crown, plat- 
ted and hanging down their Back, and none 
are without that Lock, for if they have riot 
Hair enough growing naturally on tlicir 
Heads, they take fmall • Locks of borrowed 
Hair, and twifl: in with their own to be in 
theFaftiion. 

■ The Men of Figure have a Coat of Silk 
that comes down to their Knees, and a fiiof t 
Doublet over that, that' reaches no farther 
, than their Loyns, ’ Their Breeches' are lar^e 
and full, ’which come under the Tops of their 
Snk Boot's, neatly made and quilted,' for great

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Men wear no Shoes. They generally wear 
on their right Thumb a thick Ivory or. Agate 
Ring, very convenient, for drawing- their 
long Bows made of Buffaloes Horn, they 
being all bred' to Archery, and exercife them- 
felves mu'ch in jfliooting at a Mark. They 
wear their Swords on the left Side, with the 
Point forward, and when they draw them, 
they lift up their lacqued Scabbard, that the 
Handle may reach above their Shoulder be- 
hind, fo that at the drawing of them with 
their iaght Hand, they can make a good and 
nimble Stroke on whatfoever they attack. 

And to drefs omCbhia^ov Gentle- 

man completely, he wears a Cap made of 
fine Mat for that Purpofe, in the Form of a 
blunt P3'ramid, with a TalTel of Horfe Hair 
dyed red, that reaches from the Crown al- 
•nioft to the Bottom, and often an Amber or 
coral Button fahned to the Crown of the 
Cap, and they ufe a Piece of Hair-tape to 
come under the Chin, to keep it from blow- 
ing off by the Wind, and to their Girdle 
they have a Purfe for ’ their little Tobacco- 
pipe, which is made of fome Metal, -.'and two 
other . Purfes, one fmall for their Tobacco, 
and the' other pretty large, with .fevefal Dir 
vifions in it for their Money and Papers, all 
drawn clofe by filken Strings, and their Hand- 
kerchief is a Piece of coarfe Cotton Ragftuck i 
between their Girdle and Side, one End hang- 
ing to the Knee, and that - ferves for a Towel . 
and a .Napkin alfo, arid To I have equipt him. 
either as a Courtier or Cavalier. ' , 
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.-.B.ux, Mandareens of the -Pen have a 
long Gown to their Heels, vinth Badges of 
Blazons on their Backs and Breafts, to di- 
ftinguilli their. Degree or Dignity,- and; be- 
fore, they are admitted- to the Degree .of Do-; 
6:or, they mufl; pafs thro’ feveral Trials and 
Examinations. They alfo wear a diftinguifli- 
ing Cap on their Head, and look as grave • 
as an old Advocate. 

A Merchant and Mechanick wear the fame 
Cap as -the Courtier, .but their Habit is a 
long Robe with narrow Sleeves, and Stock- 
ings made of coarfe 'Cotton Gloth^ with 
fquare-toed Shoes, without Heels or Latchets 
to tie them on.

.'Every Houfe, Ship and Filhing-boat keep’ 
a domeftick God that'they pay Ad^oration to- 
Evening and Morning, and he has always a, 
fmall.flat Table with Ledges before him,, fil- 
led- with ^WoodTaflies fmoothed over, and 
fmall Furrows drawn thro’ the Alhes in, Or- 
der, and thofe Furrows filled with Powder 
of TuUbock’ Radix dulcis mixt with Pow- 
der of Sandal, Myrrh or Olibanmn, and the 
Compofition is fired at. one End,: and -it gives 
a little, -but. pleafant- Smpke the whole .four 
and twenty Hours,, without the leaft Need of - 
rnending or renewing it. - • . , ■ ' 

-When two China- Wien quarrel, ( for

CHAP. LIII. , ' 

Gives^ an Account of the natural Rarities of 
China, and of the Emperor's Revenue and 
common Exfence. 

HE RE are many artificial as well as 
' I! natural Rarities in China. Their arti- 
ficial ones are in flupendous Bridges, that' 
give fafe and convenient Paffages over great 
and rapid Rivers<, and over Vallies between 
the Tops of Mountains, to make Roads eafy 
and pleafant that would otherwife be very 
lleep, crooked and dangerous ; but I never 
faw any of them, tho’ I have heard much 
Talk of them. 

They have alfo great and convenient Slu-. 
ces to check the Violence of Floods from 
Lakes and Rivers, and to ferve out their W a- 
ters to lower Grounds, to moiften them and 
make them' fit to yield good Crops , of Corn, 
but I being confined to the Hand of Amoy^ 
could not have an Opportunity to fee them, 
fo that what I add more to my Oblefvations, 
is only by Informations and Reports from o- 
thers, (who had travelled where I had no 

Per- 
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Permiffion to go) whofe Acquaintance I ca- 
fually fought after to be informed. 

- 1 now begin again to continue my Gourfe 
along the Sea-coaft to the Northward : And 
in the fame Province of Fokieft is the River 
and City of Hockfew ;'h)ut whether the City 
of Hockfew be the fame with Fochew, I know 
not ; it is very large however, and is famous 
for being the Refidence of the Chungtock, 
and in brewing a Sort of good flrong Ale in 
fmall Pots of coarfe China Ware luted over 
with a Clay Head as big as the Pot. 

About twenty Leagues to the North'- 
ward of Hockfew begins the Province of 
Cbequiam, whofe chief City is LimPoa, -by 
fome called Nimfoa, and by others Ningjpoo ; 
however, it is a large City, and drives a 
great Trade. Here the Fortugueze were 
once well fettled, and had a numerous Colo- 
ny., When the-.C/w/^ye wereMaflers of their 
own Country, and the Fort-agueze of the 
Seas, it is reported, that they had above one 
thoufand Fo7^tugueze fettled in 

Limfoa, and were governed by their own. 
Laws. Their Trade thro’ China ahd JapoUi 
which they carried in Shipping to India and 
China^ made them prodigioufly rich, which 
brought them into Luxury and Debauchery, . 
and, at laft, was the Gaufe of their Expiihi- 
on from Limfoa, 

Thex began to be- notorious Ravilhers of 
Women. They would go into the Country 
Villages, and carry off young Virgins by Vi- 
olence, from their Parents, and when they 
■ • ■ . had 
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li?J. abufed them. as long as they pleafed, fent, 
them back to their Friends,. ^ Many. Com-- 
plaints had been made, -but no Redrefs could 
oc obtained. At length, when a Parcel of Vir- 
,ghi Hunters had gone into the Country up- 
on an Expedition of that Nature, the Pea- 
fants fell on them, and, killed them every 
Man. • ■ ' ■ - . . 

This Slaughter, made the Tortugticzcvc- 
ry loud in their Complaints,- a.nd demanded 
Jnftice to be .done on the-Peafants. ; The 
Peafants made folid Rcjdicalions to the Com- 
plaints of -the Tortiiguc^ze,- and defired their 
Cafe might be laid before the' Emperor, 
which' was accordingly done, and, the ^ortn~ 
gticzc were ordered .to clear therafelves of 
the Crimes laid to their Charge,' and they not 
being able to do it, were baniflied Lhnj^oa, 
but had Liberty- to' . carry , off their, Effedis : 
And thus , ended • the moil ' opulent Colony, 
at that Time, in the World.- - • • • -. • . ■ 

Nanking is the next Province .to Cbeqtii- 
am, and the City of Nanking is ftill reckoned 
one of the largefl Cities in • China, or per- 
haps in the 'W^orld. I have heard -many fay, 
that faw both V.eking' and Nanking, that it 
occupies a larger Spot of Ground than T?e-. 
king, and that the triumphal Arches, Palaces, 
and other publick. Edifices, are nobler than, 
thofe at ‘Peking. ' ’ 

Tni Province begins at Sonche'w, a large 
City, /and- one of the .greateft. trading Cities - 
in China, in -Gold, uf-ought Silks, PorcelUhi 
pr China Ware.- .. It.ftands near the Lake of 
• . - Ham«

River the greateft; ..but not the long- 

eft River in Chma, ' It as iituated about' so3 
Miles from its Mouth,-in ‘a■fil1e,pleafah’t,/€r- 
til Plain, ' It.was'formerly the- Metropolis cf 
all till .the. Tartars grew- troublefoM 
and formidable, which drevy the Court to 
T.ekhig^ to'be' nearer the ’Frontiers, in'ordet 
to. check their Infolence. ' ' • ‘ 

The Diiiahce“ between Nanking arid-?’^-* 
king is about ydo' Engltjh Miles, ' They have 
a Communication’ by Water-dn ,tWo foyaH 
Canals, one from to'the 'yelipw'fc 

ver, fo called from the Colour of its Watery 
and .the other' front that River- to the City of 
Teking^ of very near it. -They are the 'Work 
of Art, done' by the 'hard Labour of many 
Thoufands 'of poor 'Workmen, in Obedience 
to, their Emperor’s Order,’ to facilitate the ■ 
Carriage .of Merchandize between thofe great

■The yellow: River, or Qrcfi' River,' a?, 
much longer- than any 'River in Ajia^ 'QX -'gzt'-'- 
haps ■ in Em-o^e, for there are 30 ■“ Degrees 
Difiance between its Source ^nd-its" Mpiith: 
And I heard bne yiivEonntanay,'^ Miffio’naiyy 
who’ .went to France on the Emperor of Chi- 
na's account, about , the -Year 1694. faj% tliat, 
he. believed, there were 'as -many People that" 

live^ 
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lived in Boats and Veffels 'on the Rivers of 
Ktam and Corcet as in the three greateft Pro- 
vinces of F7'a7we, for in their Veffels they- 
keep Fairs on thefe Rivers, one Seafon at . 
one Place, and in other Seafons at other Pla-. 
ees ; and tho’ there may be looco' Veffels 
affembled at a Fair, yet there is as good Order 
and Decorum kept, as in a well governed Ci-- 
ty. All Ships and Boats who have the fame 
Species of Goods are moor’d together, along a 
certain Place on the River’s Side allotted for 
them, by proper Magiflrates, and, at Night,- 
Watches are fet to prevent Thieving and' 
Diforder, and Offenders are feverely puni- 
Ihed, without Refpefl of Perfons.' 

There are alfo Fairs kept on the Royal 
Canal, between ' the Tellbw River and Re- 
king, in which all the Sorts of Commodities 
that China produceth are to be fold. 

The Magnitude, Beauty, and Opulency of 
Reking, are fo fully defcribed by fome who 
have been there, that my Hear-fay Account 
can be of no Ufe, and for that Caufe I omit 
it, but the aforefaid Mr. Fount anay told me, 
that the Winter Seafon is much colder than 
in France, and, that in the Month o^Novem-- 
be’r, the Fraternity -bought three Deers, and 
hung them up in a Pantry without Salt, and, ' 
when they had a Mind for fome Vehifon,. 
they cut what they wanted, for their Ufe till'- 
the Beginning of Marchi and what was left 
then' began to grow ftale, but mot before,' 
which fiiews the fubtil Goldnefs and Drynefs 
of the Air there. ' ' 


And 
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And now being atthe End of my Journey 
on the Continent oi AJia, I’ll make fome more 
general Obfervations on the Prodiift Chi- 
na, and return to the; Southward, to take a 
VieW; of the Illands that face the Sea-coafts 
of Chinny and lleer back to the Northward 
as far as Japan: - ' , - • . 

As" there are many Mountains in China, io 
they- have .many different Qualities. •„ Some 
by. their Simation and ^ prodigious 'Height^ 
ftew' their lofty Tops above the Clouds, al- 
ways'^ clear and .fetene, but none; dare pre- 
fume; to, go to, their Tops, becaufe . the Air 
being too much rarified, . infenfibly takes a- 
way Perfpiration, and caufes Death. ; Others, 
tho’- as high, by nitrous and fulphurpus Mines 
in- their Bowels, fend up thick yapoiirs that 
always Hide their Tops: And at the. Foot 
of thofe Mountains are Springs and' AVells 
of Fire, that continually burn in their own 
Cells, but never break forth in any other 
Places. . 

O r H E R . Mountains are cover'd with Trees 
of , various Sorts, The . Pine .is , the . largefl, 
fonie being fix Foot through, and four or, 
five Score Covets, \iv^, ,or according to E71- 
glijh Meafure, an hundred and .fifty Foot, 
in Length, and ;they produce Bambows,, as 
longl, and'fb big,,that one Joynt -between the 
Inter-nodes or Knots can contain ’ above ten 
Catties of Water, which are, of great Ufe to 
SeaTaring Men, to hold their, frefii Water in, 

• They alfo produce the Rofe -Tree, which 
preXerves an- agreeable Smell and Colour as 
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long as the Wood kfts, which is not lefs 
than a Century or two. 

In the fouthern Provinces, I have beeii. 
told, that, a Tree called ^tanlang, has a foft 
Pulp growing within it, which the* Inhabi- 
tants dry aiid’ptilverize, and apply if to all 
the.Ufes that Wheat-flour ferves for, 'hav- 
ing the fame Tafte and Quality. I heard a 
Miflionary aflert, that - not far from 'Lh'npoa 
in the Province of Cbequm^it hQ 
Trees that bare a Fruit 'pretty hard- bn' the 
Outfide, but 'within a fat. Pulp, which being 
put a WJiile in the Air, becomes good white 
Tallow ; and' it ferves for all Intents. arid'Pur- 
pofes, for the fame Ufe'f that Tallow is ,put 
to, only with this Advantage,' that' kt 'does 
not defile 'the Hand,- nor -greafe and ftaih 
Clothes.; , 

All the Provinces of China are well ftor’d 
with Fruit-bearing Trees,' arid Being'-' of fo 
large an" Extent, and the Seafons *fo* different, 
that in one Place it is Summer, while in ano- 
ther Pikce Winter predominates, as in the 
Provinces of §^ianji and '^talitung it is plea- 
lant Summer, while in Zanji and Peking the 
chilling Colds of Wint^ffrind Storms diflurb 
the Air, and fliut uj).‘tlve‘ Pores of the Earth. 

All the Provinces -produce Tea in abun-' 
darice, but Nankhig AdiChequiam afford the 
beft. I faw foul' or five Tea Shrubs grow-* 
ing oh'the Eafl Side of'Zmof, but it was' in 
the ^xidi 'oC^cptember^ ridieii all the -Leaves 
were off,.. It is pretty' like a yb'ung Willow > 
and I was informed, ' that they plant 'once in 

■ three 
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three Years, and pull all up, or cut down all 
that are above that 'Growth. I was alfo in- 
formed, that, about the Middle oi 
they pulled -off; the firft and heft Leaves, and 
about the Beginning of Angufi^ they had a 
Crop of Sumioa Teft, ’ which is fomewhat 
grofler than the Bing or ' firfl Crop.' , Both 
thofe Sorts are put under a' Shade. -to dry 
wdth the Wind, and in September they ftrip. 
the Biufli o^ all its Leaves, and,' for W ant of 
warm dry .Winds to cure it, are forced to' 
lay it on warm Plates, of Iron:, or Copper,' 
and keep -it.*llirring gently, till it is dry, and 
that Sort is called ■ Bohea : And I have- heard 
others fay, that fome Grounds will produce 
none, but hne - Tea,-, .'and others a^ain none 
but.'coarfe ; but they all agreed in drying the 
the on hot Plates. ' ■ 'W ' 

-On the Skirts of the Mountains jthey plant 
their Mulberry-trees -for their Silk-wofihs," 
and cut them down , at two Years Growth,- 
becaufe the Infedl: delights moll in a' tender

■ . -There are-^ many. ufeful. Trees An Chind 
lhat bear, no Fruit. Some bear Beans,' tmt 
of thofe I have feen in Lidia at Snraf ini

Bed near the-Patient.-,,' The Ifon'-\vobd Tree

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mous Wall that divides China from Tartary, 
grows Abundance of that ufeful and valuable 
Root Rhubarb, whofe Ufe is fo well known 


in Europe. The Root Genjing grows alfo 
in Woods there, and when the Native's go 
in Queft of it, to find it, they are .forced to' 
go in the Night Seafon, with' Torches in 
their Hands, for fear of being afla'ulted by 
the wild Inhabitants of the AV bods/ fuch as 


Lions, Tigers, Leopards/ Rhinocefofes, ^c, 
of the brutal Kind, befides dangerous Rep- 
tiles, as Serpents and Snakes, which all ifiee 
from Fke. I have heard of Serpents thirty 
Foot long,"and five in Circumference, which 
lurk all Day in their Dens, and .come out in 
the Nights, .'to prey on Animals > that ly fe- 
curely in theirs. 

This' R oot Genjing, when dried, is like 
a little Carrot, of a light yellow Colour, and, 
about Mid-way 'down, it branches in two, 
which makes the Chine fe call it the Man-herb. 
It has a^ fweetifh Tafle, but, being much 
chew’d, it fee'ms bitterifli. It is cut in Shreds, 
and drunk with Tea, and then if fs efteem- 
ed.a.very great Reftorative of the .animal 
Spirits. It is exceeding hot iif Quality, and 
therefore to be avoided by thofe of flrong 
Conftitutions. It is excellent in .Confumpti- 
ons, and, for its feveral' good Qualities,- is 
fold at a great Price, fome at three Times 
its Weight in Silver; but, after'' it is a Year 
old, it goes off at- a Shilling pir Ounce, be- 
caufe it is difficult to keep the Worm out of

The 
Harbour, is fpacious, commodious and fafel 
They admit of Trade from India and China, 
but not with any European Nation. The 
Mahometans tolerated in their .

and thank the Virgin for her Kindnefs to them, 
T .3 In 
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In Anno 1719. there happened a Mutiny 
in Manilla, wherein the,Vice-roy loft .his 
Life, and he had a Son that might have lav- 
ed his,' but was obftinate, and ‘would needs 
follow his Father. It was occafioned by Op- 
preftion and Avarice, for the yice-roy hav- 
ing a Mind to fill his Coffers at any Rate^ 
fet up a Tribunal, 'wherein the richeft Mer- 
chants in the City.were impeacht for high 
Crimes and Mifdemeahours, by fuborned 
Informers. Evidences were not wanting- to 
prove Things that never were done by the 
innocent Merchants, and on thofe falfe Infor- 
mations and Evidences their Perfons rvere' 
imprifoned, and their Eftates feized. ■ Thofe 
that had not been profccuted feeing their 
Danger, carried their Goods and Money in- 
to the Churches and Convents for Security, 
and fled into the Country themfelves, till 
the Times 'fliould amend ; but thofe Places 
of Sanctuary were' violated, and ydien the 
Merchants were fiinimoned, and did not ap- 
pear, their Eftates were confifeated, arid 
brought out of the Churches and Convents 
by Force. • . ' 

• The Arch-bifliop, and his Army of Priefts,; 
went to him, and laid the Peoples Grievan- 
ces and his oivn Oppreflions. and Crimes be- 
fore him ; but he treated them' rudely, which 
foon put the udrole City in an Uprore. A 
cunning and bold Prieft of the Auguftin Gr- 
ader feeing the People’s Difpofition to Muti- 
ny, took a large Crucifix on his Shpulder, 
and invited all who were true CatholickChri- 
■ ■ ■ ■ ' Jliaas 
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.jliaus to follow JeJiis Chriji’s Banner, and 
.afford Succour and Affiftancc to Chriji's per- 
fecuted Flock. '■ 

- .'The Citizens came thronging after 'the 
■Priefl and Crucifix, ■ well armed, and they 
.marched -direftly to the Vice-roy’s Palace. 
His Guards all deferted him on Sight, of the 
Priefl and Crucifix, and he and a, few'of his 
Domeflicks fired fome finall Arms,, and kil- 
led, feme, and wounded others,' which fo en- 
raged the Multitude, that they ruflit furiouf- 
ly up Stahs, and fliot; him .'dead'. His Son 
was Governor of a Gaflle a little Way. from 
the City, and he hearing that his Father was 
in Danger, came with his- Garifon to refeue 
him, but being killed before the Affiftance 
came, the Citizens complimented him, >and 
defired him to return .to his Poft, for they 
had nothing to lay to his Charge, but he re- 
fufed, and fwore he would , be avenged on 
his Father’s Murderers, , and beginning to 
ufe Violence on thofe next to him, his Men 
deferted him, and he Toon fell a/ Sacrifice to 
his own- Folly. . There were above a Million 
and an 'half of SpaniJlj Dollars found in his 
■ Treafury, out of .which thofe whom he had 
unjuftly -robbed, were reimburfed. 

• It .is' about lao Leagues from South to 
North, and the South End is about ico Lea- 
gues .in- Breadth. -It breeds good, hardj',’ 
fmall -Horfes,- and,''if it were in the .Hands 
of fome induftrious -Nation, it is able .to fur-

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find proud, and rather difconrage^ than ini- 
prove Trade, or to engage the Natives to be ^ 
civil and induftrious. * 

The next'Ifland of Note' is Formofay but 
there are feveral fmall Iflands between it and' 
Lucoiiia, which belong to Chin'ay tho’ of no 
great Account, and becaufe they arc flat and 
low, they are called the Bajloee Iflands. 

Fo7'’i7iof(i is a noble Ifland, and produces , 
many valuable Commodities, as well for the 
Suflenance of Mankind as for Pleafure and 
Luxury. It aflbrds Plenty of Gold, raw 
Silk, fine white Sugar, Sugar-candy, and Copr 
per finer than in ^ China^ but coarfer than 
in Japoiiy and feveral Drugs, as Gdlrngd, 
China Root, ^c. ' Before the Tarf-arsiwhdii- 
ed it, it had Kings of its own, but tributary 
to China. The Natives differ much from 
the neighbouring People of China and Xivfi?- 
nia, both in Phifiognonay and Make. They 
are of a low Stature, with a large Head and 
Fore-head, hollow-eyed, and the Cheek- 
bone very high, a large Mouth, and ^ a fhort 
flat Chin, witli little' or no Beard on it, long- 
jaw’d, and a fmall long Neck, their Body 
fliort and fquare, their Arms and Legs long, 
fmall and ill-fliaped, their Feet long, and 
broad at' the Toes, and generally they are 
baker-kneed. The Engltjh and F>utch had 
their Faftories. there, but .about the -Year 
1678. when all Fokien had fubmitted^ to the 
Tartars, they were . ordered ■ to - withdraw 
their Faftories from Feywon, a fmqll Ifland 
.dole to the great one, on which, their Fafto- 
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lies 'flood. The Englijh obeyed, and remov- 
ed over to -Amoj, but the 'Eritch received 
■Supplies from Batawa, and, endured a long 
Siege, but were at lail forced to fubiiiit, tho’ 
they fold, their TaS:ory, and many, of their 
Mens’ "Lives pretty dear, for the Tartars\o& 
above ^000 Men in reducing it. It is now 
wholly under the Tartars^ and - the, Chung- 
tock 'of -Fokien has the Superintendency of it; 

W HE’N it was tributary to about the 
Year idyo. there was a flrange Diftcmper 
raged on tHe lilandfor three Years together, 
for mod of the Virgins between twelve arid 
eighteen Years of Age, had a Trick of hang- 
ing ■ themfelves, in fo much' that very, few 
Maidens were left on the Idand, nor could 
any Remedy be found to prevent it, before 
an old China Man found one out, andaddreft 
himfelf to the King, defiring him .to make. a 
Trial of hanging ('&11 thofe that hanged them-; 

• felves privately) up by brie Leg-on the Sides 
of High-ways, for PafiTengers to gaze on. The 
King took his Gouhfel, and hanged up fome 
fo, and in one Month’s Time the Maidens re- 
frained from hanging, ■ and have continued 
good' 'Girls ever fince. '■ : 

■ The Religion ( for that is'the 

Name that the Chine fe call the Ifland of For- 
■tnofahy) is’ purely Fagan. They, all wor- 
fhip the Sun and Moon, and • the Stars their 
Children. Some worfliip the fird living Thing 
they fee in' the Morning, except a Lizard. 

Between Tey'wou and the Coad ^of Fo- 
kmiflythzFiJcadores idands, fo called from • 

■ the 
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the great Quantities of Fifli caught about. them- 
There are many Shallows ly a good Diftance 
off them, on which an EngCifij Ship from Su- 
rat, called the JoJiab, ^^'a3 lliipwrackt iu 
Anno i6gy. but all the Men were faved ; and'- 
on the Report of a Jcfuite Miffionary who 
.was Paffiengcr, that he had fome Things on 
board for the Emperor, one ; Mr, Reynolds 
the firft Supercargo, was forced to .take a 
Journey to ‘Peking, who cleared himfelf, but 
brought Scandal on holy Mother Church, for 
forging Things fo palpably falfe,for the good 
Father’s Trunk was faved, and opened by pro- 
per Officers, and not’ one Thing that he had 
reported to be in it, was found. ■ ' 

' Many other Iflands ly along the Coafi: of 
China, but of no great Note, till we come to 
the Ifland Chufan, which lies off the Mouth 
of Lif?!pa. It firfl: became famous in the 
Tartar Wars, for many Chinefe , of Note re- 
paired thither with their Families, who 
thought to have found a quiet Retreat there, 
but they were miftaken, for by Coxinga fxom 
Amoy, and the Tartars continually warring 
thereabout, they were haraffed between them,' 
and. at length a Garifon of Tartay's fettled 
on it, and gave it their Laws. ' • 

In Anno 1700. the new- Eajldndia Com- 
pany of England, fettled, a Faftory on Chufan, 
by -Mr, Allan Catchpole before mentioned, 
but by the Oppreffion of the Tartar Officers, 
and the Company’s Negleft of; fending Mo- 
ney fufficient to carry -on - their Trade, Mr. 
Catchple removed the Faftory agam in the 
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Beginning of the Year 1703. and carried it to 
’Pullo-condore, as is before obferved. 

From the North End o’l Fprmofa, to the 
South; End of the Dittance .is about 

• aio Leagues, and in the Fair- way are.feveral 
Iflarids of no great Account .in- Commerce.- 
They are m'oft^of them very high, and on one 
of. them is a very grtix'VnlcaiiOy which con- 
, tinually fends forth a . prodigious Flame that 
’ may befeenin the Night above- 30 Leagues 
Dillance from it.; - . ‘ - 

<Bwig6 is a Province and was ho- 

noured with the Name of a Kingdom, buta- 
bout the Year it loft its Title and moft 
of its Inhabitants,, for. being , too ; zealous in 
promoting Chrijltanity by: barbarous Ways. 
The Tortngiieze ^0VLVi6. this Ifland. and.. 
to be eafily brought over to their Notions of 
Chr.ifiiaiiity^ and that the Country abounded 
in Gold and Silver, drove a very great and 
advantagious Trade there, for above one Cen- 
tury of Years. Nor were their, Priefts idle iin 
making Converts, -for in 'the; Space of roo 
.Years, they profely ted iScobo Families, when 
at. the fame Tirhe,'the Emperor gave great 
Encouragement to the Priefts to go on- in 
their. Apoftlefliip, every one having free Li- 
berty to embrace Chrijiianity^ and had not 
the giddy-headed ChriJiiaH Priefts, been too 
zealoufly hot and hafty,-it was believed that 
the Emperor himfelf would- have become 
Chyljiian, but a civil War breaking out in 
Japon^ and the Emperor’s Forces much' di- 
‘minifiied, the Chrifiian thought it . a 

- • ' pro- 
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proper Time for them to fettle tlieir Religion 
on the fame Foundation that Maho?net didliisi 
by eftablifliing it in Blood. • 

Their Thoughts run on nothing lefs than 
extirpating the Heathen out of the Land, and 
formed a Confpiracy of railing an Army of 
50000 Chrzjiians to murder their Countryr 
men, that fo the whole ifland might be illu- 
minated by Clrrijlinnityy fuch as it was there. 
But the Emperor having'Intelligence of their 
holy Defign, thought fit to prevent them, 
and coming to an Agreement with his rebel- 
lious T’agan Subjefts, difcovered the common 
Danger they all lay under from' the 
nils, and they, to fecu're .themfelves, joyned 
their Forces with the EmperorVbut lay -fif' 
lent till they faw where the Cbrijilans would 
begin their Tragedy, and it was not long be+ 
fore they began the Maffacre, near a large 
City called OJfacca. The Emperor’s Army 
marched fpeedily thither to chdffife their In- 
foleiice, and' a very bloody Battle enfued, 
wherein the 'Ci6ri/?//7;/r had the better. The 
Emperor foon’ levied a greater Army, and 
engaged the Chrijiiaiis a fecond Time with 
Succefs, and quite routed them,- and never 
gave them Time to form themfelves into a- 
nother Array after, but followed his Blow, 
fparing neither Man, Woman, or Child that 
had been baptized, and the - 7 agmi Bduzres 
or Pricfls, were very good Informers, fo that 
in two Years, above 300000 Perfons perifli'ed 
by the violent Zeal of bigotted Priefls, and an 
Ediftwaspublilhed, that whatever Cbrijiian 

fliould 
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vlliouldj for the 'future, be found within ’the. 
Domiiiions of Japn^ iliouldbe put to Death 
without Mercy. . ■ ■ 

Maky new Inventions were found out to 
torture the Chrijlians, and the Priefts were 
the;firfi: that made Trial of the Exquifitenefs 
of their. Pain. The poor Women and Vir- 
gins were torn Limb from Limb, by being tied 
to‘ Stakes' placed in the. Ground,- under the 
Branches of large Trees bended down, and 
their Limbs being faftned to the Stakes and 
Branches, by .the Elafticity of the Branches 
they^ were ' torn to Pieces. Children w/ere 
thrown down Precipices, anddaiht to Pieces, 
and Infants were drowned, and fo Romljh ■ 
GhriJimnity.evi6.tdL m with' a very dif- 

mal’.and' tragical CataftVopKeV. - ■ ; > ■ 

: , T H n Englijh and Dutch at that Time had 
their Eaftories on a fmalllfland called Firan- 
doyXh^t lay clofe to the' Shore :of the Illand 
BungOy und'dvoYeSi v.ery adyantagious Trade, 
but in- Anne -166^. -when the Englijh Shipping 
arrived, our .never' failing Friends taking the 
Advantage: of our being ChriJlians,mdcom- 
ing' thither contrary - to the , 'Edi 61 , were in 
Hopes' to have a.fecond Part vA- Amhoinu k- 
jfted it'.Japon. They gave Information that 
Englijh were and not’ only-fo,' 

but .that our ‘ King had married the King of 
TortugaVs Sifter, 'and had a. Mind -to intro- 
duce the Fortugneze. fecretly into Japn, 

■ and- how dangerous that might be roytheir 
. State,'.they knew by .'dear bought Experience, 
•arid -as an .undeniable Truth of our hemgChri- 
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Jimns, they might fee in tlie very Colours 
that our Ships wore, the Sign of the Crofs. 
Their Information had fome of the defired 
Effefts, tho’ not the cruel Part. The Em- 
peror' being acquainted with the ^utcb In- 
formation, ordered the EnQliJIj to be civilly 
treated, their ’ Cargoes to be taken off their 
Hands as before, and a new Japn Cargo tc 
be provided for them, .in lieii of what .thc^ 
brought, and at the ufual Time to difpatch 
them, with flrift Orders for the Engliflj never 
to return again upon Pain of Death, by which 
fair Dealings the ’Dutch got the foie Japoip 
Trade into their own Hands, except what is ■ 
carried oh by the Ch'mefe, :This Account s- 
bad from. Captain John Baer^ who was in’- 
the laft Englijh Ship that traded to ■ 

The Dutch Chine fe are both limited 
■ in the Numbers of their Shipping that trade 
to Japn, the Dutch from one to' four year- 
ly, and iho ChineJe from Ten to Twenty. Af- 
foon as their Ships arrive, all their Crews are 
fcnt afliore to ’ Hoiifes provided for them, 
and the •Japnefe'X.^k.o PofTeffion of the Ship, 
and all that flic has aboard of her.; they un- 
hinge the Rudder, and fend all the great Guns 
and Ammunition afliore. - Each Cargo is un- 
laded and fent. to the Faftory appointed for 
its Faflors, and there opened and ■ repackt 
before proper Officers. The .Goods are ferit 
away without any Enquiry , what' they cqft, 
or what they are content to' take for them, 
and.the Officers take', a Memorandum of what 
Commodities they defife in b’arier, and thqfe 
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arc piro^nded and delivered * on board their 
Ships' by the Middle of OSiober, and about 
the Beginning o^ Noverdber they dfelivef their 
Riidder, Gun's, and ' Ammunition, and 'are' 
difpatched in Form, to be gone without De- 
lay; ' ' ' ■ . ' 

' T HE2)?i:^(r^Fa(ftory is now fettled otNau- 
^efakk, on a little Ifland clofe to the Shore, 
arid are there confined, without a fpecialPer- 
miffion from Court, cither when, they have a 
Defire to go on the main Illand j or to remove 
from 'their Faftbfy io Batavia,' - ■ 

'■ I heard of a mortifying ’Accident that hap- 
pened to the 'Dutch A'ftairs in Jaj^on, when- 
Mr. Qbarrou^ Mam’had theDireft- 

ofjfliip of ' their Faftory. He had been feve- 
ral Times at - Jeddo and Medco, two great 
Cities where the ' Emperor 'keeps his Court,' 
fometimes at one.or other of thofe Places, as 
his .Fancy or Affairs, lead him. The Emperor 
took a Liking to Mr.' Charron, and often fent 
for ’ him"^ to hear ; the Accourits he could, give 
o^’Eiirofe. •G7j^rmrprefuraing '.on his Fa- 
, vburs'from the Emperor, begged Permifiion 
to.'build'ari Houfe bn the little Ifland where 
thbir Faftory flood, bn his Mailers Account, 
w.hich Requefl the Emperor granted. 

. '-A-c CORD ing.lv the Foundation waslaid 
very large for ari' Houfe; however the'Buil- 
ding' went cheerfully 'pm. till it. grew- into an 
hahdfom Fordfica'tiori of a regularTetragon. 
The being ignorant/ of the ' Art of 
Fortification,’ had not' the leafl Sufpicion of 
Deceit,' but fuffered them to finifh it. ' * ’ ■ 

W HEN 
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• ■ W H E N it was finiflicd, Mr. Charron advif- 
ed his Mailers at Batavia.^ of the Progrefs 
he had made, and delired by the next Ship- 
ping to have fome Cannon fent him in Casks 
filled with Rubbilli, fuch as Oaccam or Cot- 
ton, the Casks to be well bound with Iron 
Hoops, and the Heads fecurely fixt in, with 
fome Casks of the fame Make, filled with 
Spices, which. Advice was accordingly fol- 
lowed. . 

-.When the Shipping arrived, the Lading 
was landed .according to Cullom, but in. rol- 
ling the Casks, one of thofe .that contained a 
Brafs Gun^ had the Misfortune to have one 
of its Heads fall-out, and -the Cheat was by 
that Accident difcovered. This put a Stop 
to all Commerce till the Emperor’s Pleafure 
xyas known about this flrange Affair. 

' The Emperor forbad to interrupt the 
Trade, but ordered their new built Houfe to 
be razed to the Ground, and to fend Mr. 
Cha-n-on to Court, that he might expollulate 
the Matter with him. The Orders were fpee- 
dily .obeyed,' and Cba'i'rows^etit. to Court, and' 
whenbrought before the Ernperor, 'wasmuch 
dejefled in his Looks to what he ufed to be 
formerly. ‘ ! 

■ The Emperor interrogated him oh the dif- 
covered Cheat, and finding he.had no Anfwer 
fufficient to vindicate himfelf, the King up- 
braided him 'with abufing his - Kindnefs, and 
ordered, a Barber, to, be brought, who pulled 
ppqr.Cto’mfs .Beard out Hair by Hair, and 
then a Fool’s Coat and- Cap were put on him,

and he carried through the Streets oijeddo^ 
for a' ridiculous Speftacle, and was font back ' 
to his Fadory with Orders to go off with the 
firil Ships that were ready to {diUoi' Batavia. 

The- Japnefe are flrid Obfervers of mo- 
ral Rules, and particularly in Commerce, in 
fo muchj that a Merchant of Reputationj in 
his Payments puts up yj 10, or any decimal 
Number of Oipangd^ which is a broa^ oblong j 
thin Piece of Gold ( of twenty Shillings Va- 
lue there)' into a Silk Bag, and' putting his 
Seal oh the Bagj pafles current for what the 
Seal mentioiiSj for feveral Generations, with- 
out fo much as once looking what is in the 
Bag 5 ,and Gold is fo plentiful and cheapj that 
a Cn])dng of twenty Shillings in ^aj^ouj palles 
current at Batavia for thirty two ShillingSj, 
and when the Lion is flampt on it by the 
Cdnipany, it paffes for forty Shillings Sterl . ' 

Their Brnrellehlj or y^a^'on earthen W are^ ' 
is' finer than China but inlich thicker 

and-heavierj and the Colours brigllterj and 
it fells much dearer j either in India or En-^ 
rope, than ' what is niade in 0 phia, but their 
Tea is not half fo ‘ good. Their ' lackt or 
jappii’d Ware is, \vithout any Doubt, the 
,beft in the World, Thebefl: Sort will hold 
boyling , Water without Detriment to itj and 
is'lb hardj that 1 have made a full Pafs .with 
a Rapier againfl: a Cabinet, and’ there was not 
the leaft Shadow of a Mark to be feenaftcf 
the Pafs. They abound in Silks -both wrought 
and raw, much ftroiiger than what^ Chind 
produces. . ■ ' ' ’ ■ 

ypi/. R U 
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the neighbouring Iflands under 
its Dominions, is about the Magnitude of. 
Great Britain. It is in Length from ISiorth-eaft 
to Soulh-wcil, near 300 Leagues, and the 
Mean of its Breadth about t6o Miles. It is 
well peopled, and produces all Things nccef- 
iary for liuman Suftenance, in great l^lenty.’ 
They arc exadl Obferversof Juilicc, and ri- ' 
gorous in their punifliing Crimes. 

A Man of Diltinci'ion, if convidled of a ca- ' 
pital Grime, the Emperor fends him aLciterj 
that on fuch a Day, and fuclt an Hour, he 
ihiiil be his own Executioner on Penalty of 
cxquifitc Torments, ifhefurvives the appoin- 
ted Elour. So the common Cuilom is, that 
the Delinquent fends for his ncarell and bell; 
Friends to a fumptuous Imall on thcDayiet 
him, and after the Feafl; is over, he Hievvs 
them the Emperor’s ■ Letter, and while -they 
are reading it, he takes a Dagger that he has 
about him for the Pnrpofe, and with it he - 
Eabs himfelf below the Navel, and rips him- 
fclf up to the Breaft-bone. 

The inferior Sort has not that Honour/ 
but arc forc’d to be contented with hanging, • 
beheading, or throwing over an high Preci- 
pice, and for ,fmall Faults, whipping and ftig- 
matizing arc common Punifiments,. 

Their lioufes are for the moll Part built, 
of Wood, but the Emperor’s Palaces are of 
Marble, and covered with' gilded Copper; 
Their gilding is -very durable, and can with-- 
Band all. Winds and Weather many Years.- 
The City ofjeddo is' their Metropolis, and its 
, * ■ - ' , ' Mag- 
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Magnitude may be gheft by a Fire ..that hap- 
pened in it. about the Yefir 1660. which con- 
fumed, in eight Days that it raged, above 
izoooo Houfes, befides above ypo Temples. 

. Their Religion, is purely 'T A- 
mida is their favourite God, but he lives a 
great, .Way off, for a Soul is three Years in 
continual Travel before it can reach 
dife, which is, only the Suburbs of Heaven ; 
however, when they once. get thither, they are 
pretty fure of getting to Heaven, • and they 
live' very quietly in Paradife, becaufe nqt 
one Devil dares come there to .difturb thern. 

■ The magotty Zealots have a Tripk . of 
leaping over high Cliffs into the Sea,^ in or*’ 
der to give their Souls an eafy Paffage to. 
Paradife, the Priells giving them Bills ofCre- 
dit to defray their Charges by the Way, and, 
i}0 ddubtj the mad Man pays the Pried; very 
handfomly for . the Bill, and thofe Bills are 
fo! good, that i never heard of one protefled 
and returned. 

. They have . feveral,. other reputable Gods, 
and every .one of them- has their Adorers 
and Devotees. One has. three Faces, and he 
ds Father of the Sunj Mopn snd Stars. Eve- 
ry God has his own particular Paradife, but 
none are 'nearer than three' Years Journey, 
Some of their Zealots cut. their own Throats 
t,Os get an eafy Paffage, and others hang them- 
felves. ; 

They carry, their. Idols in Proceffion on 
Horfe-back, with ihftrumental and vocal Mu- 
dck to entertain them. They make many 
U 3. ■ Feafll 
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Feafts and Sacrifices to their Idols, but they 
arc only fed with the Smoke, the Votaries 
cat up the Meat. 

No dares leave his Country, and 

if he docs, he never muft return. They arc 
fo wedded to their own Cuftoms and Opini- 
ons, and fo jealous of having new or foreign 
Culloms introduced, that they will nor fend 
Erabaffies to other Kings or States, or fuffer 
their Merchants to have Commerce out of 
their own Dominions ; only they fend fomc 
fmall Jouks or Veffcl^ in the Summer-time, 
over to the Land of Efo^ about yo Leagues 
from the North End of Japon, and I have 
heard fay, that they bring much Gold from 
thence ; but whether that Country is a Part 
of their Dominions pr no, I never could get 
Information, but it is reported, that the Na- 
tives of Efi arc Infty, robuft, and unciviliz’d, 
but fpeak the Jajjon Language. 

I alfo heard, that when E)e Heer Matfni- 
kcr was General of Batavia, he fent four 
Honkers to make Difeoveries of the Coun- 
tries to the Northward, and to the Weftward 
of "'faj}0ih one of which was lliip-wrackt on 
the'Coaft of Corea, and another on the North- 
ward Coafl: of JaH^i. The other, two had 
been on the Coafl: of Efo, but could not con- 
verfe with the Natives, She that was , lofl: on 
Japan, had mofl: of her Menfaved, and were 
kindly entertained, and fent to their Fafto- 
ry : And twelve of the other’s Crew that 
was lofl; -oh Corea, got afliore, and were de- 
tained Prifoners. Nine of them died in fix- 
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teen Years, and three were fent in Company 
with a Corean Ambaflador to Tekhtg. . Thofe 
three profeffed themfelves to be good Catho~ 
licksy and the Church at Tekmg got them 
PafTage for Cdnton, where they met with 
Opportunities to get PaiTage for Batavia. 
And now having made my Obfervations on 
all the maritim Coafls and Cities between 
Cape Bona Efferanz-a and Ja^ouj I concludcj 
and bid you Adieu.
